Jameftown  was  at  that  time  pra<5tically  a ‘‘rotten  ” borough,  controlled  by  the  Travis  and  Ambler  families, 
and  a member  of  the  Houle  of  Burgeffes  who  accepted  an  office  of  profit  under  the  government  was,  though 
a new  election  had  to  be  held,  eligible  to  re-election,  unlefs  the  office  which  he  had  accepted  was  that  of  ther- 
iff  or  coroner.

Introductory  Note. 


ITH  the  prefent  volume  (the  fifth  of  the  feries)  the  editorfhip  of  the  “jour- 
nals of  the  Houle  of  Burgei'fes”  paffes  into  new  hands.  At  the  outfet 
attention  fhould  be  called  to  one  or  two  changes  adopted  in  the  pret’enta- 
tion  of  the  material  other  than  the  text  of  the  Journals  themfelves. 
x . Much  of  the  kind  of  material  that  has  appeared  in  the  prefaces  of  former  volumes 
is  prefented  in  this  volume  in  an  appendix.  Here  will  be  found  given  in  extenfo  all  the 
Draper  MSS.  and  the  Bancroft  T ranfcripts  of  importance  bearing  dates  in  the  period  1758- 
1761,  the  time  of  the  exiftence  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  the  Journals  of  which  are  con- 
tained in  this  volume.  In  addition,  there  is  printed  a letter  from  James  Abercromby 
to  the  Council  of  Virginia,  dated  March  25,  1759.  The  original  is  in  the  Virginia  State 
Library.  The  Draper  Manufcripts  are  thofe  collected  by  that  indefatigable  ftudent, 
Lyman  C.  Draper , and  now  owned  by  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Wifconfiu,  The 
Bancroft  Tranfcripts  are  the  copies  of  documents  in  the  Englifh  Record  Office  made  for 
the  hiftorian  George  Bancroft  -when  he  was  collecting  material  to  be  ufed  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  his  hiftory  of  America.  They  are  now  the  property  of  the  Library  of  Congrefs. 
Permiffion  to  print  the  Draper  Manufcripts  in  this  volume  has  been  kindly  given  by  Dr. 
Reuben  G.  Thwaites,  fecretary  and  fuperintendent  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Wif- 
confin,  and  to  print  the  material  from  the  Bancroft  Tranfcripts,  by  Mr.  Herbert  Putnam. 
Librarian  of  Congrefs.  Students  have  here  prefented  to  them  for  the  firfttimein  print 
material  of  the  very  highett  value.  In  it  much  new  light  is  thrown  on  the  hiftory  of  the 
period.  The  matter  is  given  in  its  entirety,  rather  than  merely  fuch  excerpts  from  it  as 
could  be  worked  into  the  treatment  of  the  feveral  topics  difcuffed  in  the  preface,  becaufe 
every  line  of  it  is  valuable,  and  becaufe,  furthermore,  it  appears  to  the  prefent  editor  to  be 
his  duty  to  render  acceffible  to  students  at  large  all  the  hitherto  unpublished  material 
that  he  can  colledl  which  throws  light  on  the  Journals  he  is  editing.  In  this  volume 
(taking  both  the  Journals  themfelves  and  the  illuftrative  material  into  account)  the 
fources  of  information  are  put  before  ftudents  that  will  render  poflible  a far  more  accu- 
rate hiftory  than  has  hitherto  appeared  of  vdiat  was  done  by  the  Colony  of  Virginia  in 
the  latter  years  of  the  French  and  Indian  War. 

2.  Heretofore  it  has  been  the  practice  in  thefe  volumes  to  print  the  lift  of  members 
for  each  feffion  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  rather  than  the  lift  for  the  whole  Affembly  once 
for  all.  Since  the  members  were  elected  to  memberfhip  for  the  whole  period  covered  by' 
the  Affembly',  the  members  for  the  laft  feffion  were  the  fame  as  thofe  for  the  firft,  except 
where,  on  account  of  the  death  of  a member  or  on  account  of  his  having  rendered  himfelf 
ineligible  to  memberfhip  by  the  acceptance  of  an  office  tinder  the  government  or  in  forfte 
other  way,  a new  election  had  been  ordered.  Therefore,  rather  than  print  the  fame  list

(with  here  and  there  a change)  feven  times — the  Affemblyof  1758-61  had  (even  feffions 
— it  has  feemed  preferable  to  the.prefent  editor  to  print  it  only  once  and  to  indicate  in 
notes  given  at  the  end  of  the  lift  the  few  changes  that  occurred. 

The  lift  is  taken  from  Steward's  “ Colonial  Virginia  Regifter,  ” the  original  sources  of 
information  being  a Virginia  “ Almanack ” for  1759  in  the  Library  of  Congrefs  and  the 
Journals  themfelves.  The  lilts  given  by  Mr.  Stanard  have  been  verified  by  careful  com- 
panion with  the  Journals. 

3.  In  this  volume  reference  to  Henings  “ Statutes  at  Large ” is  given  for  a bill  only 
once — when  the  bill,  having  been  paffed  by  both  houi’es  of  the  Affembly,  was  finally 
figned  by  the  governor  and  became  a law.  Each  bill  that  became  a lav/  was  mentioned 
in  the  Journal  as  a ufual  thing  at  leaft  five  times;  fome  bills  (for  inftance,  thofe  that  had 
to  be  confidcred  in  committee  of  the  whole  houfe  once  or  oftener  and  thofe  about  which 
there  was  not  agreement  by  the  two  chambers)  were  mentioned  more  frequently  ftill.  If, 
therefore,  reference  is  made  whenever  the  title  of  the  bill  appears  in  the  Journal,  the 
footnotes  become  exceffive.  The  page  has  an  appearance  of  accuracy  that  is  fo  eafy  to 
attain  as  to  be  objectionable.  At  the  fame  time  the  help  given  the  fericus  ftucient  is 
almoft  nothing.  Accordingly  the  making  of  thefe  references  has  been  difeontinued . 
In  lieu  of  them,  however,  footnotes  have  been  made  in  the  very'  few  cafes  in  which  the 
text  has  feemed  in  need  of  explanation  either  becaufe  of  the  ufe  of  unufual  words  or  the 
ufe  of  what  feem  to  be  erroneous  words — the  error  being  due  to  the  careleffnefs  of  fome 
copyift  or  printer  in  the  long  line  of  thofe  working  on  the  Journals  from  the  time  fince 
they  were  firft  recorded  by  the  clerks  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  up  to  the  prelent.  The 
text  here  given  follows  accurately  the  copy,  occafionally  a manifeft  omiflion  being 
inferted  enclofed  in  brackets,  and  once  in  a while,  as  noted  above,  emendations  being 
fuggefted  in  the  footnotes. 


Preface 


OF  the  General  Afl'embly  of  Virginia  of  1758-1761  there  were  [even  feflions. 

The  firft  feffion  continued  from  September  14,  1758,  to  the  12th  of  Odober  of 
the  fame  year;  the  fecond  feflion,  from  the  9 th  to  the  11th  of  November,  1758; 
the  third,  from  the  22nd  of  February,  1759,  to  the  14th  of  April;  the  fourth, 
from  the  firft  to  the  2i9t  of  November,  1759;  the  fifth,  from  the  4th  to  the  11th  of  March, 
1760;  the  fixth,  from  the  19th  to  the  24th  of  May,  1760;  the  feventh,  from  the  6th  of 
Odober,  1760,  to  the  10th  of  April,  1761. 

The  laft  feffion  of  this  Affernbly  is  in  one  ref  peel  unique.  Extending  over  a period 
of  more  than  fix  months,  it  had  a greater  length  of  life  than  any  other  feflion  of  the  Gen- 
eral Affernbly  up  to  that  time  held.  The  one  coming  neareft  to  it  m this  refpect  was  the 
laft  feffion  of  the  Affernbly  for  1742-1749,  which  extended  from  Odober  27,  1748,  to 
May  11,  1749,  the  bufinefs  that  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Affernbly  being  the  gen- 
eral revifion  of  the  laws  of  the  Colony  then  in  force.  The  explanation  of  the  great 
length  of  the  feffion  at  prefent  under  confideration  is  to  be  found  in  the  following  eir- 
cumftances : 

In  1748  the  General  Affernbly  pafl'ed  a law  having  the  title  "An  Ad  for  amending 
the  ftaple  of  Tobacco,  and  preventing  frauds  in  his  rnafefty's  cuftoms.  ” This  law  gave  in 
minuteft  detail  regulations  for  the  infpection  and  fhipment  of  tobacco,  the  erection  of 
public  warehoufes,  the  iffue  of  tobacco  notes,  the  collection  of  taxes  in  tobacco,  etc.  In 
fact,  few  poi'fible  tranfactions  in  this  ftaple  failed  to  receive  attention  in  the  law  It 
covers  no  lei’s  than  forty  printed  pages  in  Hening’s  “ Statutes  at  Large b”  Its  laft  pro- 
vifion  was  that  it  fhould  continue  in  force  “for  and  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and 
from  thence  to  the  end  of  the  next  feffion  of  Affernbly.  ” In  February,  1752,  this  act,  a 
few  amendments  having  been  made  to  it,  was  renewed,  to  continue  in  force  “until  the 
20th  of  Odober,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixtv,  and  from 
thence  to  the  end  of  the  next  feffion  of  Affernbly.2  ” The  moft  important  bufinefs,  then, 
before  the  Affernbly  that  met  the  6th  of  Odober,  1760,  was  the  revifion  and  renewal  of 
this  law,  which  undoubtedly  affected  the  material  welfare  of  the  Colony  to  a greater  ex- 
tent than  did  any  other  law  on  the  ftatute  books.  Bufinefs  of  fo  great  importance 
could  not  be  rufhed  through  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  and  the  General  Affernbly  could 
not  conveniently  remain  in  feflion  late  in  Odober,  the  month  for  the  meeting  ot  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  compofed  of  the  governor  and  the  Council.  Hence  on  the  20th  of  Odober 
an  adjournment  was  had  till  the  1 ith  of  Decanter,  and  then, the  Affernbly  coming  together 
for  a few  hours,  a further  adjournment  was  had  till  the  5th  of  the  following  March  At 
that  time  the  members  went  to  work  with  a will,  and  finally  paffed  an  adt  to  continue 
the  law,  with  a few  amendments,  for  a further  period  of  three  years  It  was,  according- 
ly, to  prevent  the  confufion  that  would  arife  if  this  law  expired  in  the  abfenceof  a fuit- 
able  fubftitute  that  the  very  unufual  courfe  was  taken  of  adjourning  for  a long  period 
Under  ordinary  circumftances  there  would  have  been  a prorogation  inftead  of  an  ad- 
journment on  the  20th  of  October,  and  alio  on  the  11th  of  Decanter. 

The  text  here  prefented  of  the  Journal  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  for  the  firft  feflion 
of  the  Affernbly  follows  a tranfeript  of  a printed  Journal  in  the  Public  Record  Office  in 
London.  This  Journal,  as  were  the  Journals  of  all  the  feffions  of  the  Affernbly  of  1758- 
bi,  was  printed  in  William  fburg,  Va.,  by  William  Hunter,  the  public  printer  for  the  Colony 
at  that  time.  The  title  page  has  been  loft,  the  text  beginning  on  page  3 and  ending  on 
page  57.  This  is  the  only  printed  copy,  with  text  in  full,  known  to  be  in  exiftence.  A 
mutilated  copy  in  the  Library  of  Congrefs  contains  only  pages  23-30. 

The  text  of  the  Journal  for  the  fecond  feffion  alfo  follows  tranfeript  of  a printed 
Journal  in  the  Public  Record  Office.  This  copy  of  the  Journal  now  has  no  title  page,  and 
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probably  never  had  one,  fince  the  firi't  page  of  the  text  is  numbered  i . This  is  not  con- 
clufive  evidence,  however,  for  in  feme  of  the  printed  Journals  of  that  period — as  we 
know  from  the  perfect  fpecimens  in  exiftence — the  page  numbers  begin  with  the  title 
page,  and  in  fome  they  begin  with  the  firft  page  of  the  text. 

The  text  of  the  Journal  of  the  third  feffion  alfo  follows  tranfeript  of  printed  copy  in 
the  Public  Record  Office.  The  title  page  of  this  volume  is  as  follows : The  j Journal  j of  the  j 
Houle  of  Burgeffes.  | MDCCLIX,  | Being  the  third  Scffion  of  this  prefent  i General  Affem- 
bly  j (Vignette:  Coat-of-Arms  of  the  Colony)  Williamfburg  { Printed  by  William  Hunter.

In  this  copy  there  are,  in  addition  to  the  title  page  and  the  reverie  blank  page,  ninety- 
four  pages  of  text,  the  numbering  of  the  pages  beginning  with  the  text  and  not  with  the 
title  page.  There  is  a copy  of  this  Journal  in  good  condition  in  the  Library  of  Cougrefs. 

For  the  fourth  feffion  the  text  here  given  follows  the  text  of  a printed  Journal  in  the* 
Library  of  Congrcfs.  This  Journal  has,  befides  the  title  page  and  the  following  blank 
page,  twenty-fix  pages  of  text.  The  title  page  is  exactly  fimilar  to  the  title  page  of  the 
Journal  of  the  third  feffion,  the  word  “ Fourth”  being  lubftituted  for  “Third.” 

The  text  for  the  Journal  of  the  fifth  feffion  follows  the  manufeript  copy  of  the  Jour- 
nal in  the  Public  Record  Office.  A copy  of  the  printed  Journal  for  this  feffion  is  owned 
by  Mrs.  C.  W.  Coleman,  of  Williamfburg,  V a.  It  contains  fourteen  pages. 

For  the  fixth  feffion  the  printed  copy  of  the  Journal  in  the  poffeffion  of  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Coleman,  of  Williamfburg,  Ya.,  has  been  followed.  No  other  copy  of  this  Journal,  either 
in  manufeript  or  in  print,  lias  beCn  found.  It  contains  thirteen  pages. 

For  the  feventh  feffion  the  printed  copy  in  the  Public  Record  Office  has  been  followed 
This  copy  has  loft  its  title  page.  The  paging  originally  began  with  the  title  page. 
There  were  ninety -feven  pages  in  all.  There  is  a copy  of  this  Journal  in  the  Library  of 
Cougrefs,  and  it  is  in  good  condition. 

The  period  of  the  Journals  contained  in  this  volume  was  one  of  fierce  war.  The 
mightieft  colonial  ttruggle  probably  ever  engaged  in  was  being  earned  on  between  Eng- 
land and  France  for  the  poffeffion  of  territory  now  the  feats  of  empires.  This  conteft  was 
world-wide,  embracing  in  its  fphere  not  only  the  continent  of  America,  with  its  adjacent 
iilands,  but  Europe  itfelf,  diftant  India,  and  the  waters  of  the  fea.  Directed  by  her  great 
ftatefman,  William  Pitt,  England  emerged  from  the  conflict  victorious  at  even,"  point. 
Pitt,  as  no  other  man  could  have  done,  was  enabled  to  organize  and  make  effective  ufe  of 
the  full  fighting  force  of  the  heterogeneous  Britifh  pofi'effions,  and  at  the  fame  time  to 
collect  from  the  Britifh  tax-payer  fums  fufficient  to  pay  to  Frederick  the  Great  thefub- 
fidies  that  made  it  poffible  to  keep  in  the  field  thole  fplendid  P ruffian  armies  which  at 
the  fame  time  that  they  were  winning  imperifhable  glory  for  themfelves  and  their 
renowned  leader  were  in  reality  fighting  England's  battles  as  well,  by  rendering  it  impof- 
ftble  for  France  to  withdraw  from  the  European  theatre  of  action  adequate  forces  to 
enable  her  to  meet  England  on  equal  terms  in  America , and  impoffible,  alfo,  to  devote 
needed  money  to  the  maintenance  of  her  navy.  Animated  either  directly  or  indirectly 
by  Pitt’s  great  fpirit,  the  Englifh  themfelves,  the  Irifh,  the  Scotch  clanfmen,  the  tribes- 
men of  India,  the  Colonifts  of  America,  and  even  the  American  red  men — not  a few  of 
them — combined  to  wage  a conteft  the  importance  of  which  can  with  difficulty  be  over- 
eftimated. 

In  the  Journals  before  us  we  fee  the  efforts  made  by  that  conftituent  of  the  Britifh 
realm  known  as  the  Colony  of  Virginia  to  bear  her  full  part  in  the  mighty  ftruggle. 
When  with  the  coming  of  Francis  Fauquier  as  lieutenant-governor  of  Virginia  in  1758 — 
the  governor  was  Lord  Loudoun,  at  that  time  commandcr-in-chief  of  his  maiefty’s 
forces  in  America — the  Affembly  of  1758-1761  was  called  together,  the  war  had  already 
been  waged  for  feveral  years;  Braddock  had  met  with  difaftrous  defeat;  the  frontiers  of 
Virginia  had  been  harried  by  the  mercilefs  favage  allies  of  France;  and  by  an  extraordi- 
nary effort  made  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  the  Virginia  forces  in  the  field  had  been 
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.noreaied  to  two  regiments  of  a thoufand  men  each,  which,  under  the  command  of  Wafh- 
r ,u,(on,  were  to  join  in  the  propofed  expedition  to  be  conducted  by  General  Forbes 
iguinft  Fort  Duquefne.  The  main  bulinefs  of  the  Affembly  convened  by  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Fauquier  was  during  its  firft  feffion  to  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  pay- 
ment of  thefe  foldiers  till  the  firft  of  December  of  that  year  (the  limit  of  the  time  for 


which  one-half  of  them  had  been  enlifted)  and  for  the  continuance  of  the  other  half  in 
iVrvice  till  the  firft  of  the  following  May,  fince  it  was  thought  that  it  would  be  imprudent 
;w  difband  all  the  regular  forces  exclufive  of  the  rangers  on  the  firft  of  December.  At 
fins  feffion,  too,  four  companies  of  rangers  were  provided  for,  who  were  not  to  leave  the 
Colony,  but  were  to  protect  the  frontiers  in  the  abfence  of  the  two  regiments  on  the 
Fort  Duquefne  expedition  The  power  of  the  governor  to  garrifon  the  forts  vacated  by 
the  regulars  with  men  drafted  from  the  militia  was  alfo  continued. 

It  was  fuppofed  during  this  firft  feffion  of  the  Affembly  that  the  expedition  againft 
Fort  Duquefne  would  certainly  be  concluded  by  the  firft  of  December;  and  in  the  law 
continuing  one  regiment  in  fervice  till  the  following  May  it  was  provided  that  this  regi- 
ment fhoukl  be  marched  back  to  Virginia  and  made  to  do  duty  on  the  frontiers  from  the 
firft  of  December  tiii  the  expiration  of  its  term  of  fervice.  Later,  however,  when  it 
feemed  probable  that  the  reduction  of  Fort  Duquefne  would  be  delayed,  it  became  nec- 
effary  for  the  governor  to  call  the  Affembly  together  again,  in  order  that  appropriate 
legiflation  might  be  had  with  the  view  of  preventing  the  withdrawal  of  the  Virginia 
forces  from  the  expedition  at  the  critical  moment.  The  fecond  feffion  of  the  Affembly 
began  on  Thurfday  the  9th  of  November.  Its  only  bufinefs  was  to  pafs  a law  providing 
that  the  firft  regiment  might  be  continued  in  the  fervice  outfide  of  the  Colony  till  the 
firft  of  January,  and  that  the  fecond  regiment  (which,  as  ftated  above,  had  enlifted  to 
ferve  only  till  the  firft  of  December)  might  be  employed  in  the  fame  fervice  if  its  members 
could  be  prevailed  upon  to  continue  with  the  colors.  Fortunately  the  campaign  againft 
Fort  Duquefne  ended  on  the  26th  of  November  with  the  occupation  by  the  Britifh  and 
Colonial  forces,  under  the  immediate  command  of  Wafhington,  of  the  fite  of  Fort 
Duquefne,  the  fort  itfelf  having  been  abandoned  and  let  on  fire  by  the  French  on 
the  preceding  day. 

When  the. Affembly  began  its  third  feffion,  on  the  22nd  of  February,  1759,  a feeling 
of  great  fatiffa<5lion  prevailed  among  its  members,  one  of  whom  was  George  Wafhington, 
who,  having  refigned  his  command,  had  taken  the  feat  in  the  Houle  of  Eurgeffes  to 
which  he  had  been  elecTed  from  the  County  of  Frederick.  The  cloud  of  war  had  paffed 
from  the  horizon  formed  by  the  Virginia  boundaries.  Since,  however,  the  affiftance  of 
Virginia  troops  would  be  needed  in  driving  the  French  from  their  remaining  ftrongholds 
and  in  garriloning  thofe  already  captured  from  them,  the  governor  in  his  opening 
addrefs  afked  that  as  many  men  be  kept  by  the  Colony  in  the  field  as  had  ferved  under 
the  Virginia  ftandards  the  preceding  year.  His  requeft  was  met,  however,  only  in  part. 
Provifion  was  made  for  filling  the  ranks  of  the  regiment  then  in  the  pay  of  the  Colony  and 
for  continuing  it  in  fervice  till  the  firft  of  December  following ; and,  in  order  that  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  Colony  might  not  be  left  defenfelefs  if  this  regiment  fhould  be  marched  away 
to  be  employed  in  offenfive  operations  againft  the  French,  an  additional  force  of  five 
hundred  men  was  provided,  the  four  companies  of  rangers  enlifted  according  to  the  law 
of  the  preceding  September  having  by  this  time  been  difbanded.  The  a<5t  paffed  in  1757 
for  better  regulating  and  difeiplining  the  militia  was  continued.  The  main  provifions 
of  this  aCt1  were  that  all  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  the  Colony  (a  few  claffes  being 
excepted)  fhould  be  confidered  as  members  of  the  militia;  that  each  member  was  to 
iupply  himfelf  with  proper  arms,  unlei's  it  fhould  be  certified  that  he  was  a pauper  (in 
which  cafe  arms  were  to  be  fupplied  at  the  public  expenfe) ; and  that  the  militia, 
Firmed  into  companies  under  proper  officers,  were  to  have  company  drills  once  in  three 
months  and  general  county  mufters  twice  a year.  The  a(5t  paffed  the  fame  year  (1757) 
•or  making  provifion  againft  invafions  and  infurrections1,  whereby  the  governor  was  in 
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time  of  exigency  empowered  to  levy  iueh  a force  from  the  members  of  the  militia  as  he 
might  think  proper,  and  whereby  the  officers  of  the  militia  of  the  feveral  counties  were 
empowered  to  march  on  their  own  refponfibility  their  forces  out  of  their  home  counties, 
was  also  continued.  Later  on  in  the  seliion,  the  members  of  the  two  houfes  were  prevailed 
on  to  pafs  an  add  providing  that  two  hundred  of  the  additional  five  hundred  men  provided 
for  by  the  firft  act  of  the  fefiion,  who,  according  to  that  act.  were  to  remain  in  the 
Colony,  fhould  be  employed  as  artificers  and  joined  to  the  regiment  allowed  to  ferve 
away  from  home. 

This  feffion  came  to  an  end  by  prorogation  on  the  14th  of  April,  1759,  the  date  i'et 
for  re-affembling  being  the  firft  Thurfday  in  Auguft.  The  Affembiv  did  not,  however, 
convene  till  the  firft  of  November.  At  that  time,  though  Niagara,  Ticonderoga,  Crown 
Point,  and,  molt  important  of  all,  Quebec,  had  fallen,  yet  the  French  had  not  been  abfo- 
lutely  routed,  and,  more  diLquieting  ftill,  war  was  threatened  with  the  Cherokee  Indians. 
Hence  the  governor  afked  in  his  opening  addrefs  that  provilion  be  made  for  continuing 
in  the  fervice  the  fifteen  hundred  men  provided  for  by  the  Affembly  at  its  la£t  feffion. 
This  requeft  was  in  part  acceded  to.  The  regiment  was  continued  in  fervice  till  the  firft 
of  the  following  May.  But  it  was  provided  that  only  four  hundred  of  them  fhould 
be  allowed  to  a<ft  in  conjunction  with  his  majefty’s  forces  outfide  of  Virginia,  and  that 
the  remainder  were  to  be  employed  in  defending  the  frontiers  of  the  Colony.  Till  thefe 
could  be  marched  from  the  north  to  take  their  affigned  petitions,  the  three  companies 
already  employed  on  the  frontiers  were  to  be  continued  in  fervice. 

The  Cherokee  Indians  were  evidently  the  principal  caufe  of  alarm.  Thefe  Indians 
had  hitherto  for  feveral  years  been  acting  as  the  allies  of  the  Englifh.  A number  of 
them  were  in  the  army  of  General  Forbes  in  the  fucceffful  expedition  againft  Fort 
Duquefne.  But  very  unfortunately  when,  at  the  clofe  of  the  campaign,  thefe  were 
returning  home  through  the  frontier  territory  of  Virginia,  they  could  not  be  retrained 
from  taking  fuch  horfes  as  they  could  lay  their  hands  on,  and  the  frontierfmen.  attacking 
them.  Hew  feveral  and  captured  others.  It  was  but  natural  that  they  fhould  retaliate. 
Moreover,  they  were  efpecially  incited  to  retaliation  by  the  French,  many  of  whom,  on 
the  capture  of  Fort  Duquefne,  had  found  their  way  down  the  Ohio  River  and  up  the 
T-enneffee  to  the  country  of  the  Cherokees  (which  was,  broadly  ipeaking,  the  territory 
now  embraced  in  Eaftem  Tenneffee  and  Weftem  North  Carolina  and  in  the  adjacent 
portions  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Alabama ).  Accordingly,  they  commenced  a 
feries  of  outrages  along  the  frontiers — efpecially  the  frontiers  of  North  and  South  Carolina. 
But  Governor  Lyttleton,  of  South  Carolina,  marching  againft  them  with  a force  collected 
from  his  colony,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  them  which  for  a fhort  while  delayed 
the  breaking  out  of  war  on  a large  feale.  Hence  at  the  March,  1760,  feffion  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Affembly  the  only  military  expenditures  authorized  were  for  the  continuance  of 
the  regiment  in  fervice  till  the  firft  of  the  following  November  and  for  the  continuance  of 
three  companies  of  100  men  each  in  fervice  after  that  time  fhould  the  governor  deem  it 
defirable.  This  bufinefs  being  attended  to,  the  governor  prorogued  the  Affembly  to  the 
firft  of  June. 

According  to  the  agreement  made  by  Governor  Lyttleton  with  the  Cherokees,  twenty- 
two  Indians  were  to  be  kept  in  Fort  Prince  George  as  hoftages  till  the  delivery  to  the 
Englifti  of  a like  number  of  their  brethren  charged  with  murder.  When  Governor 
Lyttleton  with  his  troops  left  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Prince  George,  the  Cherokees  made  an 
attack  on  the  fort  for  the  purpofe  of  refeuing  thefe  hoftages,  and  killed  feveral  officers. 
In  a rage  the  garrifon,  falling  upon  the  hoftages,  butchered  them  to  a man.  After  this, 
war  was  on  in  all  its  fury.  Fort  Loudoun,  fituated  about  thirty  miles  from  where  Knox- 
ville, Tenneffee,  now  ltands — this  fort  had  been  built  in  1 7 5 0 by  Major  Andrew  Lewis 
at  the  command  of  Lord  Loudoun — was  at  once  invefted  by  them,  and  its  garrifon,  con- 
futing of  two  hundred  Briiifh  troops,  was  reduced  to  extremity.  Tire  plan  of  General 
Anther  ft,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Englifh  forces  in  America,  was  that  Colonel  Moni- 
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with  a force  of  Britifh  regulars  and  Colonial  troops,  fhould  invade  the  Cherokee 
.•intry  from  the  foutheaft,  while  a force 'from  Virginia  fhould  proceed  down  the  Clinch 
, [\wieffee  rivers  and  attack  what  were  known  as  their  “Over  Hill”  towns — that  is, 

0 .'ir  towns  beyond  the  mountains,  in  the  valley  of  the  Tenneffee  River.  The  Virginia 
Uh-mbly  was  called  hurriedly  together  in  May,  1760,  and  a law  was  paffed  providing  for 

• ■ railing  of  {even  hundred  men,  who  were,  with  the  three  hundred  already  ftationed  in 
:.0  fouthweftem  part  of  the  Colony,  to  march  at  once  to  the  relief  of  Fort  Loudoun. 

H.  fore,  however,  this  force  could  be  gotten  together,  the  force  under  Colonel  Montgomery 
i.l  hnifhed  its  campaign  by  relieving  Fort  Prince  George  and  defeating  the  Cherokees  in 
t pitched  battle.  It  had  been  found  by  this  force  impoffible,  however,  to  penetrate  to 
p,,rt  Loudoun,  and  Colonel  Montgomery  gave  up  the  attempt.  After  this,  fince  it  would 
. .ivt-  been  tolly  for  the  fmail  Virginia  force  to  effay  the  execution  of  its  part  of  the  general 
-.Ian,  Fort  Loudoun  was  left  to  its  fate.  The  garrilon,  in  a ftarving  condition,  finally 
turrendered,  favorable  terms  having  been  granted  them.  But  the  terms  were  not  kept. 
When  they  had  marched  out  of  the  fort,  they  were  furrounded  and  many  of  them 
■naffacred,  the  reft  being  captured  and  held  for  ranfom.  When  the  Affembly  met  in 

1 \iober,  however,  no  comprehensive  plan  for  waging  offenfive  war  againft  the  Cherokees 
hud  been  formulated.  Hence  the  only  troops  provided  for  were  the  one  thoufand  of  the 
regiment  already  in  fervice.  All  of  theie,  it  was  ordered,  fhould  lerve  within  the  limits 
, i the  Colony.  Payment  for  thefe  troops  was  provided  till  the  following  A pril.  But  on 
die  3 1 8t  of  March  of  the  fame  feffion  a bill  was  approved  by  the  governor  for  providing 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  regiment  till  the  firft  of  December.  According  to  this  act  the 
governor  might  ufe  the  regiment  outfide  the  Colony  if  he  thought  proper.  The  plan 
now  propofed  by  General  Anther  ft  was  to  engage  in  a campaign  againft  the  Cherokees 
itmilar  in  outline  to  the  campaign  of  the  year  before.  Colonel  Grant,  with  a force  of 
regulars  and  South  Carolina  provincials,  was  to  invade  the  Cherokee  country  from  Char- 
Icfton,  and  the  Virginia  forces,  under  Colonel  Byrd,  affifted  by  troops  from  North  Carolina, 
if  the  North  Carolina  Affembly  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  fend  them,  were  to  march  down 
the  Tenneffee  Valley.  The  refults  of  the  campaign, were  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the  year  before. 
Grant,  with  an  adequate  force,  defeated  the  Cherokees  of  the  lower  towns;  Colonel  Byrd, 
with  a force  too  weak  to  advance  far  into  the  enemy’s  country,  did  little  beyond  render- 
ing protection  to  the  frontier.  The  correfpondence  of  Colonel  Byrd  and  General  Ant- 
her jt  and  that  of  Colonel  Byrd  and  Governor  Fauquier,  given  in  the  appendix  to  this  vol- 
ume, tells  the  ftory  in  detail.  Though  peace  was  not  made  with  the  Indians  immediately 
after  their  defeat  by  Colonel  Grant,  with  this  defeat  the  Indian  war  was  practically  at  an 
end.  The  war  with  the  French  in  America  had  been  at  an  end  for  fome  months. 

Affociated  with  the  war  meafures  adopted  by  the  Affembly — in  faCt,  a part  of  them 
-were  the  meafures  for  railing  money.  Throughout  the  whole  period  of  the  wrar  the 
taxes  were  exceffively  heavy,  having  been  largely  increafed  along  all  lines.  PraCtically 
every  kind  of  tax  ever  deviled  by  the  ingenuity  of  law-making  bodies  was  levied.  There 
were  direCt  taxes  and  indirect  taxes.  There  were  land  taxes  and  poll  taxes  and  licenfe 
taxes.  There  were  taxes  on  imports  and  taxes  on  exports.  It  was  very  early  found 
neceffary,  however,  to  anticipate  the  collection  of  taxes  by  the  iffue  of  treafury  notes. 
1 hefe  notes  were  iffued  for  a definite  time,  and  provifion  was  made  for  their  redemption 
r-y  the  laying  of  fpecial  taxes,  which  at  the  end  of  the  time  during  which  the  notes  were 
mfs  current  were  to  be  collected  and  applied  to  their  retirement.  Not  only  were 
vhefe  notes  receivable  for  taxes,  but  they  were  alfo  made  a legal  tender  in  private  mone- 
tary tranf aCtio ns.  Provifion  was  made  for  the  firft  iffue  of  them  in  May,  1755.  After 
Pas  an  increafe  was  authorized  at  every  meeting  of  the  Affembly  except  two  till  the 
I'-fil  m held  in  October,  1760.  Though  at  this  feffion  money  had  to  be  railed  for  filling  the 
ranxs  of  the  regiment  then  in  fervice  and  for  continuing  it  in  fervice,  the  neceflity  for 
‘•fluing  treafury  notes  was  happily  at  an  end.  The  fupply  of  money  that  Parliament 

• • G voted  the  king  in  1757  to  be  paid  the  colonies  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
1 ‘rginia,  together  with  the  further  fupply  voted  in  1758  to  be  paid  all  the  colonies,  was 
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at  that  time  available.  The  amount  allotted  Virginia  was  in  round  numbers  .£52,000. 
The  whole  queftion  of  the  note  ii’fue  has  been  treated  in  the  preface  to  the  Journals  of 
the  Houle  of  Burgeffes  for  the  Affembly  of  1761-65,  the  volume  immediately  preceding 
this  volume  in  the  prefent  feries. 

In  that  preface,  too,  have  been  treated  the  very  interefting  laws  paffed  during  this 
period  allowing  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony  to  difcharge  their  public  dues  in  money 
inftead  of  tobacco.  Thefe  laws  fumifhed  the  occafion,  as  is  well  known,  for  many 
among  the  clergy  to  fhow  what  has  been  conlidered  by  feme  a grafping  fpirit  ill-becoming 
gentlemen  of  the  cloth.  In  confide  ring  the  attitude  of  the  clergy,  however,  we  fhould  not 
look  merely  at  one  fide  of  the  queftion.  It  is  true  that  the  fcarcitv  of  tobacco  rendered 
that  commodity  more  valuable  than  it  had  been,  and  that  the  demand  of  the  clergy  for 
their  exadt  number  of  pounds  may  have  had  in  it  an  unworthy  element  of  felfifhnefs ; 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  alfo  true  that  the  inflation  in  general  prices,  the  refult  of  the 
exceffive  iffue  of  treafury  notes,  was  fuch  as  to  reduce  the  purchafmg  power  of  the  fala- 
ries  paid  in  money  far  below  what  in  equity  it  fhould  have  been. 

But  the  clergy  were  by  no  means  the  only  inhabitants  of  the  Colony  at  that  time 
againft  whom  the  charge  of  felfifhnefs  may  lie.  Human  nature  was  the  fame  then  as  it 
is  now.  An  examination  of  the  various  meafurcs  of  taxation  refolded  to  in  the  progrefs 
of  the  war  difclofes  an  interefting  example  of  the  laying  of  a protective  tariff  under  the 
guise  of  a meafure  defigned  to  increafe  revenue,  and  an  example  of  the  felfifhnefs  foi- 
tered  by  fuch  a fvftem.  In  May,  1755,  an  additional  duty  of  ten  per  cent,  was  laid  on 
Haves  imported  into  the  Colony.  The  duties  already  impofed  on  them  amounted  to 
about  ten  per  cent.  All  thefe  duties  were  renewed  in  1757,  to  continue  for  ieven  years. 
The  rate  was  fo  heavy  as  to  caufe  a marked  falling  off  in  the  number  of  flaves  imported, 
but  the  price  of  thofe  in  the  Colony  advanced,  of  courfe,  to  the  extent  of  the  dutv 
impofed,  with  the  refult  of  increafing  the  wealth  of  the  large  land-holders  and  flave- 
holders  and  of  rendering  it  more  difficult  for  the  fmall  fanners  to  extend  their  opera- 
tions. Eameft  efforts  were  made  by  the  latter  to  break  the  monopoly  thus  created,  but 
it  was  not  until  1760  that  thefe  efforts  were  crowned  with  fuccefs.  In  the  May  feffion  of 
that  year,  the  provillon  to  take  oft"  the  ten  per  cent,  additional  tax  was  attached  as  a rider 
to  the  bill  for  raiftng  troops  for  the  Cherokee  Expedition.  To  the  iaft  thofe  who  profited 
by  the  duty  fought  for  its  retention1 

To  be  claffed  with  the  war  meafurcs  is  an  act  paffed  in  September,  1758,  to  repeal  the 
law  of  1755  granting  rewards  to  perfons  for  bringing  in  the  fealps  of  Indian  enemies 
killed  within  the  limits  of  the  Colony.  The  debates  held  in  the  Affembly  were,  unfor- 
tunately, never  reported,  and  unlefs  a bill  was  brought  in  as  the  refult  of  a petition — the 
main  points  of  petitions  are  always  given  in  the  Journals — the  reafons  for  the  paffage  of 
the  bill  can,  in  the  abfence  of  information  other  than  that  contained  in  the  Journals,  be 
merely  gueffed  at.  Thofe  bills  that  became  laws  are  given  in  Hcnings  “ Statutes , ” and, 
in  their  preambles  the  objects  fought  to  be  attained  by  thofe  voting  for  them  are  uiually 
fet  forth.  But  the  preamble  of  this  particular  a<5t  merely  ftates  that  the  law  to  be 
repealed  “hath  been  found  not  to  anlwer  the  purpofes  thereby  intended  ”■ — a declaration 
giving  next  to  no  information.  When,  however,  we  turn  to  the  Journal  for  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  day  on  which  the  bill  was  firft  introduced1,  though  we  find  that  the  bill  did  not 
arife  out  of  a petition,  the  bare  record  being  “Upon  a Motion  made.  Ordered,  That 
Leave  be  given  to  bnng  in  a Bill  for  repealing  an  Act,  ” etc.,  there  is  delcribed  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  of  the  Journal  a tranfaction  that  is  illuminative.  A petition  had  been 
handed  in  by  fundry  inhabitants  of  Bedford  County  fetting  forth  that  the  Cherokee 
Indians  had  committed  depredations  upon  them,  and  praying  that  foldiers  be  ftationed 
in  the  county  for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  and  that  the  inhabitants  be  allowed 
to  retaliate  on  the  Indians.  This  feeminglv  reafonable  requeLt  was  flatly  refufed,  and 
no  reafon  given.  It  fhould  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  Cherckees  were  at  that 
time  in  alliance  with  the  Englifh  and  that  many  of  them  were  with  General  Forbes  on  his 

advance 
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advance  toward  Fort  Duquefne.  The  motive,  then,  prompting  the  Houfe  to  refute  the 
petition  was  the  deli  re  to  prevent  the  breaking  of  this  alliance.  The  fame  motive  may 
be  given  for  the  repeal  of  the  law.  It  was,  no  doubt,  felt  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
frontiers,  in  their  defire  to  obtain  the  rewards  offered,  might  not  be  careful  enough  to 
diftinguifh  between  friends  and  enemies  and  that  fuch  a want  of  diferimination  might  be 
definitive  of  the  highly  valued  alliance.  Policy,  probably,  rather  than  humanity,  was 
behind  the  law. 

The  truth  is  that  the  vaft  majority  of  the  meafures  of  a general  nature  conlidered  by 
this  Affembly  had  a direct  relation  to  the  dominant  fact  of  the  time,  namely,  the  great 
war  which  the  whole  Englifh  fpeaking  world  was  putting  forth  every  effort  to  bring  to 
a fucceffful  conclufion.  If  the  Journals,  in  their  ufual  tantalizing  meagrenefs  of  ftate- 
ment,  fail  to  bring  out  the  relation,  it  may  yet  fometimes  be  difeovered  on  an  examina- 
tion of  the  aifts  themfelves  as  given  in  Hening's  "Statutes."  Take,  for  inftanee,  the  Act 
for  encouraging  Arts  and  Manufactures,  paffed  in  April,  1759.  The  preamble  of  this 
adt1  ftates  that  the  improvement  of  arts  and  manufactures  “ may  be  of  fmgular  advantage 
to  this  Colony  in  its  prefent  diftrel'fed  fituation,  by  encouraging  families  to  remove  and 
fettle  here.  ” The  adt  itfelf  proceeds  to  name  truftees  whofe  duty  it  fhall  be  to  promote 
the  development  of  arts  and  manufadtures  in  every  way  pofiible,  but  especially  by  the 
payment  of  premiums  to  fuch  perfons  as  may  invent. ufeful  proceffes.  The  feeling  was, 
evidently,  that  ftrenuous  exertions  fhouid  be  made  for  building  up  the  wafte  places  and 
for  making  good  the  drain  occafioned  by  the  war  both  in  men  and  money. 

And  this  feeling,  no  doubt,  had  its  weight  in  bringing  about  the  paffage  of  the  Adt 
for  appointing  an  Agent,  though  in  this  cafe  it  finds  no  fpecific  exprefiion  in  the  preamble 
of  the  adt,  and  though  Governor  Fauquier  in  his  letter  to  the  Board  of  Trade*  affigns  to  it 
a different  origin.  He  fays  that  the  adt  refulted  from  the  deiire  on  the  part  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Houfe  of  Burgefles  to  have  fome  one  to  reprefent  them  in  England  in  cafe 
there  fhouid  arife  in  the  future  a difpute  fimilar  to  that  of  Governor  Dinividdte’s  days  in 
reference  to  the  pil'tole  fee.  Then  a fpeciai  agent  had  to  be  fent  over  at  great  expenie 
to  lay  before  the  authorities  in  England  the  views  of  the  people  of  Virginia.  The  gover- 
nor and  Council  already  had  an  agent  in  England,  but  the  agent  named  by  this  act  was  to 
reprefent  the  Colony  as  a whole.  The  act  was  paffed  in  February,  1759,  and  Edveard 
Montague,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  was  by  it  appointed  agent.  He  was  to  be  under  the 
direction  of  a committee  of  correfpondence,  who  were  to  tranfadt  fuch  bulinefs  with  him 
as  was  committed  to  them  by  the  General  Affembly.  The  committee  was,  when 
required,  to  lay  all  of  their  correfpondence  with  the  agent  before  the  General  Affembly. 
In  cafe  Edward  Montague  refuted  to  act,  the  committee  was  empowered  to  appoint  fome 
one  in  his  ttead,  who  was  to  be  approved  by  the  Affembly  at  its  next  meeting ; or  in  cafe 
he  proved  to  be  unfuitable,  he  might  be  removed  by  the  committee  and  another  appointed , 
who,  as  in  the  firft  inftanee,  was  to  be  approved  by  the  Affembly.  The  committee  was 
compofed  of  members  both  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe ; and  the  law  clearly  indicates 
that  the  committee  was  to  be  under  the  abfolute  control  of  the  General  Affembly.  The 
Board  of  Trade,  however,  afledling  to  think  the  provifions  of  the  law  fomewhat  loofely 
drawn  and  to  fear  that  the  power  given  the  committee  was  too  great,  the  king  in  council 
inftructed  Governor  Fauquier  to  inform  the  General  Affembly  that  the  acT  would  not  be 
allowed  unlefs  amended.  Accordingly,  at  the  laft  feffion  of  this  Affembly  an  amend- 
ment was  made  to  it,  providing  that  the  perfon  to  be  appointed  by  the  committee  in 
cafe  of  the  refufal  of  Montague  to  ferve,  or  in  cafe  of  his  fubfequent  removal,  muft  firft 
have  been  endorfed  by  the  governor,  and  fhouid  hold  office  only  till  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Affembly. 

Faffing  now  to  a brief  confideration  of  what  may  be  called  the  ufual  routine  bulinefs 
of  the  Affembly — that  kind  of  bulinefs  tranfaCted  in  times  of  peace  as  well  as  under 
ftrefs  of  war — attention  may  firft  be  drawn  to  the  great  number  of  claims  aCted  on,  the 
number  being  much  larger  than  ufual  as  a direct  refult,  of  the  war.  Thefe  claims  were 
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fometimes  confidered  at  once  by  the  whole  Houle,  and  fometimef  referred  to  f peclal  com- 
mittees; but  when  the  i'eflions  were  long  and  the  various  ftanding  comniittees  were 
appointed,  they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Public  Claims.  This  committee  was 
far  the  bufieft  one  of  the  Houfe.  It  had  power  to  fend  for  perfons  and  papers  and  to 
make  fearching  examination  into  all  mattters  prefented  for  its  conlideration.  In  every 
cafe  except  one  of  the  mereft  routine  (fuch,  for  inftance,  as  the  conlideration  of  a claim 
for  taking  up  a runaway),  the  committee  would  report  its  finding  to  the  Houfe,  which 
would  then  utually  inftruCt  the  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  report,  to  let  down  a 
certain  amount  in  the  Book  of  Claims.  The  claims  were  fo  numerous  that  a large  book 
was  required  for  their  enrolment.  Toward  the  clofe  of  the  feffion  the  whole  book  would 
be  approved  by  the  Houfe  and  font  up  to  the  Council.  When  approved  by  that  branch, 
it  was  returned  to  the  Houfe  and  then  fent  to  the  governor. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Affembly  was  alfo  confumed  in  the  confideration  of  private 
bills.  For  inftance,  feveral  acts  were  paffed  to  clock  the  entail  of  certain  pieces  of  land 
deferibed  therein,  that  is,  to  bring  the  land  from  under  the  operation  of  the  law  of  entail ; 
and  feveral  aCts  were  paffed  to  allow  truftees  or  executors  to  make  a ipecified  difpofition 
of  the  property  under  their  management.  In  fuch  cafes  it  was  ufual  for  the  law  to  have 
the  provifo  attached  that  it  fhould  not  go  into  effect  till  the  king’s  approbation  fhould  be 
obtained.  There  were  three  or  thefe  aCts,  however,  which  did  not  contain  the  provifo. 
the  explanation  of  the  omiffion  being  that  the  refult  effected  in  each  cafe  was,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Affembly,  merely  one  that  could  have  been  brought  about 
by  refort  to  the  courts,  the  law-making  body  having  been  applied  to  merely  that  time 
might  be  faved.  In  fuch  cafes  it  was  held  by  members  of  the  Affembly  that  the  provifo 
was  unneceffary.  The  form,  however,  was  infifted  on  by  the  king  in  council.  Gov- 
ernor Fauquier  was  in  ft  ruded  to  repeal  thefe  acts.  They,  accordingly,  had  all  to  be 
paffed  again,  with  the  provifo  added1.  In  this  tranfadion,  as  in  the  infiftance  on  an 
amendment  to  the  Agent's  ACT,  is  to  be  feen  proof  of  the  clofenefs  with  which  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Affembly  were  watched  by  the  authomies  in  England. 

Of  bills  of  a local  nature  may  be  mentioned  thofe  for  eftablifhing  femes  and  thole 
alfo  for  eftablifhing  towns.  Several  of  the  towns  authorized  to  be  founded  at  that  time 
are  ftili  in  exiftence — notably,  Woodftock,  of  the  bill  for  the  eftablifhment  of  which, 
George  Washington,  the  member  from  Frederick,  was  very  appropriately  the  patron. 

Of  peculiar  intereft  are  the  proceedings  in  reference  to  various  veftries  of  the  eftab- 
lifhed  church.  Petition  after  petition  poured  into  the  Affembly  praying  in  individual 
cafes  for  their  diffolution.  Some  of  thefe  were  rejected;  others,  granted.  The  follow- 
ing is  a lift  of  the  veftries  that  were  dil'folved,  together  with  the  reafons  given  for  the 
action  taken:  The  veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Hamilton  in  the  County  of  Prince  William 
(the  reafon  being  that  the  veftrymen,  who  feemingly  could  not  keep  the  peace  with  each 
other,  petitioned  the  Affembly  for  a diffolution);  Antrim,  in  Halifax;  Cameron,  in 
Loudoun;  Bath,  in  Dimviddie;  Saint  Patrick,  in  Prince  Edward  (all  thefe  becaufe  guilty 
of  illegal  practices,  and  in  the  cafe  of  Saint  Patrick  a Diffenter  being  a member  of  the 
veftry);  Saint  Anne,  in  Albemarle  (becaufe  the  veftry  was  not  legally  elected);  Chrift 
Church,  in  Lancaster  (Tmce  it  confifted  of  twenty-four  members  inl’tead  of  twelve); 
Suffolk,  in  Nanfemond  (on  account  of  the  mifapplication  of  charity  funds  intended  by 
their  donors  to  be  ufed  only  in  one  part  of  the  parifh) ; the  Parifh  of  Elizabeth  River,  in 
Norfolk  County  (becaufe  guilty  of  illegal  practices).  The  very  great  number  of  peti- 
tions afking  for  the  diffolution  of  veftries  and  the  large  number  of  laws  paffed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  withes  of  the  petitioners  give  fome  infight  into  the  condition  of  the  church 
eftablifhment  at  that  time.  This,  it  fhould  be  remembered,  was  the  era  of  Samuel 
Davies  and  the  rapid  fpread  of  diffent  in  the  interior  counties  of  the  Colony,  as  diltin- 
guifhed  from  the  frontier  counties,  the  inhabitants  of  which  had  from  the  earlieft  period 
of  their  fettlement  been  largely  Diffenters.  In  fad.  the  period  of  the  French  and  Indian 
War  is  recognized  by  thofe  who  have  made  a ftudy  of  the  quettion  as  being  the  one  in 
which  the  fight  made  by  Diffenters  for  rights  of  toleration  was  practically  won. 
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In  nearly  every  inftance  bills  originated  in  the  Route  of  Burgeffes,  but  they  might 
or  innate  in  the  Council.  Take,  for  inftance,  the  bill1  paffed  by  the  Council  on  the  20th 
.4  November,  1759,  “to  eftablifh  a method  to  preferve  the  Credit  of  the  Paper  Currency 
this  Colony.”  This  bill,  however,  received  fhort  thrift  in  the  Houle. 

Another  very  interefting  bill  that  failed  of  pafl'age  was  one,  introduced  at  the  doling 
icffiou  of  the  Affembly,  for  removing  the  feat  of  government  from  William f burg  to  fome 
!>iace  more  convenient  to  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony.  This  bill  did  not 
even  pats  the  Houle  of  Burgeffes,  and  if  it  had  done  fo,  it  would,  according  to  the  report 
m;uie  by  Governor  Fauquier  to  the  Board  of  Trade3,  have  been  killed  in  the  Council. 
The  great  attention,  however,  that  it  received  may  be  inferred  from  the  fad  that  it  was 
confidered  in  committee  of  the  whole  house  no  fewer  than  four  times.  Only  the  moft 
important  matters  were  confidered  in  committee  of  the  whole  houfe,  and  very  few  £0 
confidered  received  the  attention  of  the  committee  as  frequently  as  did  this  one.  It 
was  defeated  by  only  one  vote,  the  yeas  being  35  and  the  nays  being  36.  We  have  the 
governor’s  authority,  too,  for  faying  that  the  majority  of  the  members  really  wifhed  to 
remove  the  feat  of  government,  but  that  all  knew  that  no  place  could  be  fixed  upon  for 
the  capital  in  cafe  they  did  vote  to  remove  it.  The  location  of  the  capital  was  a matter 
indifferent  to  the  governor,  but  he  notified  the  Board  of  Trade  that  if  they  thought  it 
advifable  to  keep  the  capital  at  W illiamfburg  the  end  might  be  effected  by  the  appoint- 
ment to  the  Council  of  a majority  of  its  members  from  the  neighborhood  of  that  city. 

The  relations  between  Governor  Fauquier  and  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  feem  to 
have  been  moft  pleafant.  Differences  of  opinion  fometimes,  indeed,  arofe,  but  they 
were  expreffed  in  the  language  of  eourtefy  on  both  fides,  a language  which  in  this  cafe 
did  not  conceal  an  undue  irritation  of  feeling,  for  each  had  confidence  in  the  honefty  of 
purpofe  of  the  other.  And  Governor  Fauquier  was  enough  of  a diplomat  to  know  when 
to  give  way.  That  he  corredtly  gauged  the  feeling  of  independence  which  even  at  that 
period  characterized  the  Virginians , is  fhown  by  the  fact  that  in  1759  or  1760  he  warned 
Mr  Pitt  that  any  taxation  laid  upon  the  colonies  by  the  Engiifh  Government  would  lead 
to  the  moft  ferious  difturbancesj.  It  was  only  about  five  years  after  this  that  Governor 
Fauquier  found  it  neceffary  to  diffolve  the  Virginia  Affembly  on  the  pafl'age  by  the 
Houfe  of  Burgeffes  of  Henry's  famous  refolutions  againft  the  Stamp  Adi.

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Governor  commands  your  immediate  Attendance  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  Houfe  went  up  accordingly,  and  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  fay  to  them, 
Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

You  muft  return  again  to  your  Houfe,  and  immediately  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  a 
Speaker,  and  prefent  him  to  me  To-morrow  in  this  Place. 

Being  returned,  Mr  London  Carter  put  the  Houfe  in  Mind  of  the  Governor’s  Com- 
mands to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  a Speaker,  and  did  nominate  and  recommend  John 
Kobinfon,  Efq ; who  was  Speaker  of  the  late  Affembly,  a Gentleman  who  had  given  unde- 
niable Proofs  of  his  Abilities,  Integrity  and  Fitnefs  to  execute  that  important  Truft ; 
and  he  was  accordingly  unanimouily  elected  Speaker,  and  conducted  to  the  Chair  by  two 
Members,  from  whence  he  made  a Speech,  expreiTmg  the  juft  Senfe  he  had  of  the  Obli- 
gations they  had  laid  him  under,  and  returned  them  his  Thanks  for  the  Honor  they  had 
conferred  on  him. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  Clock.

A Me  ff age  from  the  Governor  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

It  is  the  Governor’s  Pleafure,  that  your  Houfe  immediately  attend  him  in 
the  Council  Chamber,  and  prefent  your  Speaker. 


And  accordingly  the  Houfe  went  up  with  their  Speaker  Elect,  and  the  Governor  was 
pleafed  to  exprefs  his  particular  Approbation  of  their  Choice.  Mr  Speaker  then,  in 
Behalf  of  the  Houfe,  petitioned  the  Governor  that  they  might  enjoy  their  ancient  Rights 
and  Privileges,  fuch  as  Freedom  of  Speech  and  Debate,  Exemption  from  Arrefts,  and 

Protection 
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Protection  for  their  Eftates;  and-  laftly  for  himfelf,  that  no  Mif takes  of  his  might  be 
imputed  to  the  Houfe. 

To  which  the  Governor  anfwered,  That  he  fhould  take  Care  to  defend  them  in  all  their 
juft  Rights  and  Privileges. 

Being  returned,  Mr  Speaker  reported,  that  the  Houfe  had  attended  the  Governor 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  prefented  their  Speaker,  and  that  he  was  pleafed  to  approve 
their  Choice,  and  then  made  a Speech  to  the  Council  and  this  Houfe,  of  which  he  had,  to 
prevent  Miftakes,  obtained  a Copy,  which  he  read,  and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the 
Table,  where  it  was  again  read,  and  is  as  follows:

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker , and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I have  deferred  calling  you  together  as  long  as  the  Exigencies  of  Government  would 
permit  me,  being  defirous  of  accommodating  your  particular  Affairs  to  the  Concerns  of  the 
Public,  as  much  as  poffible;  and  if  thefe  had  not  demanded  it,  I fhould  not  have  given  you 
this  Trouble  now,  merely  to  notify  to  you , in  this  Place,  His  Majefty's  Appointment  of  me 
to  fucceed  to  the  Honorable  Robert  Dinwiddie,  Efq;  as  Lieutenant-Governor  of  this  his 
Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia,  an  Honor  and  Truft  conferred  on  me  to  which  it  behoves 
me  to  pay  the  greateft  Attention  and  Regard. 

That  I may,  in  fome  Meafure,  merit  this  Honor,  and  anfwer  to  this  Confidence  which 
His  Majefty  has  moft  gracioufly  been  pleafed  to  repofe  in  me;  it  becomes  equally  my  indif- 
penfable  Duty  to  provide  for  the  Profperity  and  Well-being  of  this  Colony,  and  to  promote 
the  Honor  and  Dignity  of  His  Majefty  and  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  in  all  its  Branches 
ami  Appendages.  If  /,  on  my  Part,  fteadily  purfue  the  Fir  ft,  I make  not  the  leaft  Doubt, 
from  the  many  great  and  recent  Proofs  you  have  given  of  your  Fidelity  and  unfhaken 
Loyalty,  but  that  you,  on  your  Parts,  uill  heartily  and  chearfully  concur  with  me  in  all 
Meafures  which  may  tend  to  eftablifh  and  ftrengthen  the  Laft 

It  is  my  earneft  Wifh  that  a perfect  Harmony  may  at  all  Times  fuhfxft  between  us;  and  > 
to  this  Purpofe  it  fhall  be  my  conftant  Endeavour  to  confult  the  Happinefs  of  the  People 
committed  to  my  Charge,  by  taking  Care  that  effe&ual  and  fpeedy  Juftice  be  rendered  to  all 
His  Majefty's  Subjects  in  Virginia,  as  far  as  in  me  lies;  and  by  all  other  Means  which  may 
conduce  to  that  defirable  End.  But  whatever  Affurances  I may  give  of  my  future  Conduct, 

I am  very  fenfible  that  I fhall  be  judged  of  by  my  Actions:  Thefe  are  the  Tcft  by  which  you, 
as  reafonable  Men,  will  form  your  Opinion  of  me,  and  will  hereafter  cither  give  me,  or  with- 
hold from  me  your  Confidence.  To  this  Teft  I hope  I fhall  always  be  willing  to  fubmit. 

By  Letters  I have  lately  received  from  the  Army,  which  I have  ordered  to  be  laid  before 
you,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  great  End  of  our  Wifhes  can  be  obtained  this  Year,  but  the 
Operations  of  this  Campaign  tend  at  leaft  to  prepare  Matters  for  an  early  Attack  the  next. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Part  you  have  fo  nobly  taken  in  the  prefent  War,  by  granting  the  large  Sums  of 
Money  you  have  done,  in  Support  of  His  Majefty's  Arms,  and  the  comment  Caufe,  has 
given  great  Satiffadion,  and  is  worthy  the  Imitation  of  our  neighbottring  Colonies;  but  forry 
am  I to  fay,  that  the  Sums  already  given,  great  as  they  are,  are  infufjicient  for  the  Purpofes 
for  which  they  were  defigned,  and  for  the  Services  actually  entered  upon,  and  more  will  be 
neceffary  to  make  good  the  Defciences  now  fubfifting  from  the  Expences  already  incurred: 

I am  confident  that  the  bare  mentioning  thefe  Circumftances  will  be  a fufjficient  Inducement 
to  you  to  have  the  greateft  Attention  to  the  Diftrefs  of  our  Country;  and  I 'nope  that  what  is 
neceffary  to  be  raifed,  will  be  done  in  the  Manner  the  leaft  burthenfome  poffible  to  the  People. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I would  net  willingly  detain  you  long  at  this  Time,  yet  my  Inclinations  to  ferve  this 
Colony  are  fo  ardent  that  I cannot  help  recommending  one  Thing  to  you,  which,  from  the 
many  Reprefentations  that  have  already  been  made  to  me  ( fhort  as  the  Time  is  fince  my 
Arrival  hre)  appears  to  me  to  demand  and  merit  your  moft  ferious  Confideration,  and  in 
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, Jr  prefent  Situation  not  io  admit  of  ike  leaft  Delay , as  the  Defence  of  the  Colony,  the  Pro- 
i<dien  of  the  Property,  nay  the  very  Lives  of  our  People,  depend  upon  it;  I mean  the  Revifal 
i 'ji;.  Militia  Law,  which,  notwithftanding  the  many  Alterations  it  has  undergone , and 
Amendments  it  has  received,  ftill  wants  fotne  great  Regulations  to  moke  its  Ufe  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Colony  hear  (cone  Proportion  to  the  Expence  it  creates.  The  Letters  which  / 
have  received  on  this  Subjeti,  and  my  Anfwers  io  them,  fhall  be  ready  to  be  laid  before  you 
whenever  you  fhall  call  for  the  fame. 

Unanimity  and  Difpatch  give  Vigor  to  all  public  Refclutions;  on  this  Account  I 
(orneftlv  recommend  them  to  you,  and  they  will  alfo  moft  affuredly  bring  with  them  the 
additional  Plcafure  of  your  being  able,  by  their  Means,  to  return  the  fooner  io  your 
refpedive  Counties,  where  your  Prefence,  if  not  neceffary,  will  certainly  be  acceptable. 

i Refolved,  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  made  to  his  Plonor  the  Governor,  to  return 
him  Thanks  for  his  kind  Speech  at  the  Opening  of  this  Seffion,  to  congratulate  him  on  his 
fare  Arrival  into  this  Government,  to  affure  him  how  great  our  Expectations  are  of 
Peace  and  Harmony  from  the  Plan  which  he  has  been  pleafed  to  declare  fhall  be  the 
Rule  of  his  Adminiftration,  and  with  how  much  Pleasure  we  fhall  repofe  an  entire  Con- 
fidence in  his  f teady  Adherence  to  it ; and  that  he  may  depend  on  our  Chearful  Concur- 
rence with  him  in  every  Meafure  within  our  Power  that  can  contribute  to  the  Honor  and 
Dignity  of  his  Majefty,  and  the  Profperity  and  Well-being  of  this  Colony.

Upon  a Motion  made, 

The  Journal  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  at  a Seffion  of  Affembly  held  the  26th  day  of 
April,  1757,  was  read,  and  it  appearing  therein  that  William  Clinch  (now  returned  to 
ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  as  a Burgefs  for  the  County  of  Surry ) was  then 
expelled  the  Houfe,  and  voted  incapable  forever  of  fitting  or  voting  in  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes,  it  was  thereupon 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  William  Clinch  be  expelled  this  Houfe,  and  that  he  be  for- 
ever hereafter  rendered  incapable  of  fitting  or  voting  in  this  Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor  to  order  a new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
the  electing  a Burgefs,  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the  County  of  Surry 
in  the  Room  of  the  faid  William  Clinch,  and  that  Mr  Bowler  Cocke  do  wait  on  him  with 
the  faid  Addrefs. 

A Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Prince  George,  fetting  forth,  that 
by  Reafon  of  the  fhort  Crops  of  Tobacco  made  this  Year,  it  will  be  impofiible  for  them  to 
difeharge  their  public  Dues  and  Taxes  that  are  to  be  paid  in  Tobacco,  and  muft  there- 
fore (unlefs  relieved  by  this  Houfe)  be  fubjedt  to  the  moft  vexatious  and  opprellive 
Exactions  of  the  public  Collectors,  and  praying  that  an  Adt  may  pafs  for  paying  all 
7 Public.  County  and  Parifh  Levies,  and  Officers  Fees,  in  Money,  for  this  prefent  Year,  at 
fuch.  a Price  as  by  the  Houfe  fhall  be  thought  reasonable,  was  presented  to  the  Houfe  and 
read. 


Ordered 
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Ordered,  That  a Bill  or  Bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tion ; and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Bland  to,prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Prince  Edward  County,  fetting  forth,  That  by 
Reafon  of  the  great  Drought  but  little  Tobacco  or  Grain  will  be  made  in  that  County  this 
Year,  and  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  ftate  the  Price  of  their  public  Taxes  payable 
in  Tobacco  at  12s.  6d.  per  Hundred,  and  to  prohibit  all  Perfons  from  demanding  more 
than  2s.  per  Bufhel  [for  Wheat,  and  8s.  per  Barrel  for  Indian  Corn  or  other  Grain,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered , That  the  faid  Petition  do  lie  on  the  Table. 

Several  Claims  of  William  Robins,  Dav-id  Via,  William  Price,  David  Smith,  William 
Roherifon,  and  Stephen  Garrett,  for  taking  up  Runaways  therein  mentioned,  were 
feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Claims  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of 
Affembly. 

A Petition  of  fun  dry  Inhabitants  of  the  feveral  Counties  of  Charles  City,  Chcfier- 
field,  Henrico,  and  Hanover,  praying  that  an  Act  may  pats  to  fubject  all  Overfeers  to  the 
Payment  of  Part  of  all  public  Taxes  accruing  on  the  Plantation  and  Hands  under  their 
Care,  in  Proportion  to  the  Share  of  the  Crop  they  are  to  receive,  to  be  retained  by  their 
Employers ; and  alfo  to  prohibit  People  from  dealing  with  Overfeers  for  any  Commodity 
made  on  the  Plantations  over  which  they  are  placed,  without  Leave  from  their  Employers, 
under  certain  Penalties,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  the  Queftion  being 
put  that  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  a Committee, 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  rejected. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  °'Clock.

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Concerns  of  the  Public,  claims  our  moft  grateful  Acknowledgements  as  Reprefenialives  of 
the  People,  and  as  private  Individuals ? 

When  we  refled  on  the  Happinefs  that  naturally  ref  lilts  from  a mild,  harmonious,  and 
juft  A d mini ftration,  we  form  to  ourfslves  every  pleafing  Expectation  from  that  Plan  of 
Government  which  your  Honor  has  declared  fhall  be  the  Rule  of  your  Conduct,  and  we  f hall 
repofe  an  entire  Confidence  in  your  conftant  and  fteady  Adherence  to  it.  In  the  mean  Time, 
give  us  Leave  to  congratulate  our  Country  upon  this  frefh  Inftance  of  our  Sovereign's  indul- 
gent Attention  to  its  Tranquillity  and  Welfare  in  the  Choice  of  a Governor  fio  determined  to 
purfue  Meaf tires,  which  mu  ft  neceffarily  promote  the  one,  and  eftablifih  the  oilier. 

It  is  in  fome  Degree  an  Alleviation  under  our  prefent  unhappy  Circumftances  to  hear 
from  your  Honor,  that  our  Endeavours  have  been  approved,  and  we  could  heartily  wifh  that 
we  were  not  now  prevented,  by  an  aggravated  Poverty,  from  continuing  to  bear  the  fame 
Proportion  we  have  hitherto  done,  in  Support  of  the  common  Caufe;  but,  that  our  Duty  and 
Inclination  to  promote  the  Honor  and  Dignity  of  his  Majefty,  and  the  Prosperity  and  Well- 
being of  this  Colony,  may  be  always  properly  demonstrated  by  our  Adions,  we  do  affure 
your  Honor,  that  we  will  concur  with  you  in  every  Meaf ure  within  our  Power  that  can  con- 
tribute to  thofe  defirable  Ends. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  Addrefs  be  fairly  tranferibed  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  fame  wrait  on  the  Governor  to  know 
his  Pleafure  when  they  fhall  attend  his  Honor  to  prefent  it. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  take  the  Governor’s  Speech  into 
Confideration. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  take  the  faid  Speech  into  their  Confideration  on 
Monday  next.

Rowe,  Profeffor  of  Philofophy  in  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  did  on 
Tkurfday  Evening  laft,  in  a public  Company  fpeak  the  following  Words,  to  wit, 
“How  many  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  were  to  be  hanged?*  That  every 
Member  wrho  fhould  vote  for  fettling  the  Parfons  Salaries  in  Money,  would  be  Scoundrels, 
and  that  if  any  Member  wanting  to  receive  the  Sacrament,  was  to  apply  to  him,  he 
would  refute  to  adminifter  it.”

ington  and  the  Enemy  at  the  Great  Meadows,  he  loft  his  all:  That  he  then  petitioned  a 
former  Sefflon  for  Relief,  but  was  refuted  any..  That  he  afterwards  by  the  Affiftance 
of  fome  charitable  People  again  fettled  with  his  Family  on  the  South  Branch,  from  whence 
in  April,  1756,  he  with  his  eldelt  Daughter  (now  a Prifonerin  Canada ) were  carried 
away  Captives  by  the  Indians  to  Fort  Du  Quefne,  where  he  fuftered  very  feverely  from 
the  Cruelties  of  the  Indians.  From  thence  he  was  fent  to  Quebec,  and  fome  Time  after 
with  other  Prifoners  to  England,  from  whence  he  is  lately  returned.  That  he  has 
fuffered  extream  Hardfhips,  and  is  now  deftitute  of  every  Thing,  and  is  through  old 
Age  and  the  Severities  he  has  undergone,  rendered  incapable  of  procuring  a Livelihood, 
and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and 
the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  Committee,

A Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Frederick,  fetting  forth,  That 
they  are  at  prefent  by  living  at  a Diftance  from  one  another  unable  to  defend  them- 
felves  from  the  fudden  Attacks  of  the  Enemy,  to  obviate  which  Inconveniences  as 
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much  as  poffible,  they  are  defirous  of  collecting  tliemfelves  into  a Body  and  fettling 
together  in  a Town,  and  praying  that  an  Adt  may  pal's  for  eftablifhing  a Town  on  the 
Land  of  Lewis  Stephens,  of  the  fa  id  County,  who  hath  already  laid  set f a conffderable 
Quantity  for  that  Purpofe,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read.

A Petition  of  John  Smith  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  fetting  forth,  That 
he  was  Captain  of  a Company  upon  the  unfortunate  Expedition  againft  the  Shaumefe 
Indians,  in  the  Year  1756'  After  the  Mifcarriage  whereof,  the  Houfe  of  Burgefles  upon 
an  Enquiry  made  into  the  Caufes  thereof,  Refolved,  It  was  owing  to  the  Mifbehaviour 
of  Captain  Woodfon,  Captain  Smith  (the  Petitioner)  Captain  Montgomery  and  the 
V olunteers.and  did  thereupon  addrefs  the  Governor  to  ftop  their  Pay, and  that  they  might 
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he  no  more  employed  in  his  Majeftv’s  Service.  That  the  Petitioner  had  no  Oppor- 
tunity of  clearing  up  his  Conduct  at  thatTime,  being  at  a great  Diftance  on  the  Frontiers, 
hut  as  foon  as  he  heard  of  it,  he  waited  on  the  Governor  and  fo  far  fatiffied  him  of  his 
innocence,  that  he  was  pleafed  to  continue  him  in  the  Service;  foon  after  which  he  was 
taken  Captive  by  the  Enemy.  That  the  Petitioner  labours  under  great  Anxiety  of 
Mind  on  Account  of  the  Cenfure  paffed  upon  him  on  that  Occafion,  and  having  Wit- 
neffes  now  in  Town  that  would  fully  clear  him  of  any  Mifbehaviour  on  that  Expedition, 
he  prays  that  this  Houfe  will  grant  him  an  Hearing.

That  the  faid  Militia  were  drafted  and  fent  out  according  to  the  faid  Order, 
and  continued  in  Garifon  at  Fort  Loudoun  until  the  19“  of  June,  when  they  were  or- 
dered out  to  the  Frontiers  on  the  South  Branch  of  Potowmack  by  Colonel  Wafkington, 
That  upon  fuch  Orders  being  given  by  Colonel  Wafkington,  Charles  Ward,  Henry  Kelly, 
William  Kelly,  Peter  Laurence,  John  Prieft,  Rawleigh  Hopper,  Anthony  Orchard,  Edward 
Lawrence  and  Benjamin  Neal,  nine  Soldiers  belonging  to  the  faid  Militia  deferted  but 
after  being  abfent  fome  Days  returned  to  their  Duty;  and  that  John  Harris,  John 
James,  Ifaac  Suttle,  John  Thomas,  James  Davis,  Jofhua  Shumake,  Thomas  Carter, 
Humphry  Grub,  Samuel  Lutrcl,  John  Robertfon,  Mofes  Hopper,  Jofeph  Taylor,  and 
Charles  Cornwell,  thirteen  other  Soldiers  belonging  to  the  faid  Militia  deferted,  and  did 
not  return  to  their  Duty.  Whereupon  your  Committee  have  come  to  the  following 
Refolutions.

It  appears  to  us  that  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  of  King  George,  fur- 
nifhed  the  Militia  ordered  out  of  that  County  with  31  Buckaneer  and  trading  Guns,  and 
1 12  Pounds  of  Shot,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  £38.  7.  4,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  us 
that  the  faid  Arms  or  Ammunition  were  received  or  detained  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Regi- 
ment. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  faid  Arms  and  Ammu- 
nition ought  not  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Public.  And  it  appearing  further  in  the  faid  Jour- 
nals, that  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Report  was  refered  to  the  next  Seffion  of  Affem- 
bly, it  wras  thereupon,

be  very  exact  in  his  faid  Enquiry,  and  to  require  proper  Vouchers  for  all  the  Charges  of 
the  faid  Militia,  and  aifo  lodged  in  his  Hands  £2 500  to  be  by  him  difpofed  of  in  difeharg- 
ing  thofe  Accounts.  That  the  Petitioner  was  at  great  Expence  and  Trouble  in  riding 
about  the  faid  County  of  Augufta  in  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  and  in  travelling 
feveral  Times  to  William]burg  to  give  an  Account  of  his  Proceedings,  and  render  his 
Accounts  of  the  Difpofition  of  the  faid  £2500,  which  he  performed  to  the  Satiffacticn 
of  the  Governor  and  a Committee,  and  a Balance  of  £58  now  remains  in  his  Hands: 
and  praying  the  confideration  of  this  Houfe  for  his  faid  Services,  having  never  yet 
received  any  Satifadtion  for  the  fame,  wras  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  Mr.  Gabriel  Jones,  Mr  Martin,  and  Mr 
3 Wilfon,  that  they  do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame  with  their 
Opinions  thereupon  to  the  Houfe. 

Mr  Thompfon  Mafon  prefented  to  the  Houfe  according  to  Order  a Bill,  For  deftrey- 
ing  Crows  and  Squirrels  in  the  Northern  Neck,  and  the  fame  was  read  the  hrft  Time, 
and  ordered  to  be  read  a fecond  Time.

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Mr  Benjamin  Waller  reported,  That  the  Committee  to  whom  the  Petition  of  John 
Smith  was  referred,  had  had  the  fame  under  their  Confideration,  and  agreed  upon  a 
Report  and  come  to  a Refolution  thereupon,  which  he  read  in  his  Plate,  and  then  delivered 
in  at  the  Table  where  the  laid  Refolution  was  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
Houfe  as  follows: 

It  appears  to  this  Committee  from  the  Teftimony  of  feveral  Perfons  who  were  in  the 
late  Expedition  againlt  the  Shawnefe  Indians,  and  intimately  acquainted  with  the  1‘aid 
Smith,  that  he  never  fhewed  any  Backwardnefs  to  proceed  in  the  Expedition  or  encour- 
aged any  Mutiny  or  Defertion,  but  on  the  contrary  endeavoured  to  prevent  his  Men 
from  Deferting,  by  encouraging  them  with  the  Hopes  of  an  open  Country  being  near, 
and  that  after  his  Men  had  turned  back,  he  declared  he  was  willing  to  proceed  on  v/ith 
ten  Men,  provided  the  Cherokee  Indians  would  go  with  him. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  John  Smith  did  not  mifbehave  himfelf  in  the  faid  Expedition 
againft  the  Shawnefe  Indians,  and  that  he  ought  to  receive  his  Pay. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Committee  appointed  to  fettle  the  Militia 
Accounts,  that  they  make  an  Allowance  to  the  faid  John  Smith  for  his  Pay  during  his  Ser- 
vice in  the  faid  Expedition. 

A Petition  of  Mr  John  Bell;  complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return  of  Mr 
Henry  Peyton,  to  ferve  as  a Burgefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the  County  of 
Prince  William,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read.

That  there  alfo  remains  in  the 
Treafurer’s  Hands  a Balance  of  £7,255,  6s.  nd.  for  the  feveral  Treasury  Notes  emitted 
over  and  above  the  Sum  of  £8,846,  7s.  7d.  referred  for  the  Redemption  of  the  old  Notes 
bearing  Intereft,  and  £6,481,  ns.  4d.  referred  for  the  Redemption  of  the  burnt  Tobacco 
Notes  not  yet  taken  in.  The  Sum  of  £3,500,  the  Balance  due  to  the  Commifiioners  for 
the  Indian  Trade.  £3,275,  os.  iod.  the  Balance  of  the  Fund  given  to  the  Rangers. 
And  £r9,  5s..  3d.  Balance  of  the  Money  given  to  pay  Arrears.  That  it  appears  to  the 
Committee  that  of  the  £40,000,  Treal’ury  Notes  credited  in  a former  Account,  the  Sum 
of  £1,395,  17s.  6d.  never  was  emitted.  The  Treafurer  is  therefore  allowed  that  Sum  in 
this  Account,  and  the  Books  containing  the  Notes  for  that  Sum  were  by  us  burnt  and 
deftroyed. 

The  Committee  further  inform  the  Houle,  That  it  appears  upon  the  faid  Accounts 
that  there  are  large  Arrears  due  from  many  of  the  Sheriffs  and  Collectors  of  the  Duties 
and  Taxes  impofed  for  railing  the  feveral  Funds  before  mentioned.

Mr  Speaker, 

The  Governor  has  commanded  me  to  deliver  to  your  Houfe  a Memorial  of  the  Merchants 
of  London,  in  Behalf  of  themfelves  and  of  their  Correfponaents,  Merchants  of  Briftol, 
Liverpool,  and  Glafgow,  trading  andintereftedin  the  Province  of  Virginia,  addreffed  to  the 
Right  Honorable  the  Lords  Commiffioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  which  his  Honor  has 
juft  received.

And  the  faid  Memorial  was  read,  and  is  as  follows: 

That  the  General  Affembly  of  Virginia  have  lately  paffed  an  ACt,  whereby  their 
Provincial  Treafurer  is  authorized,  for  the  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  to  iffue  Paper 
Notes  to  the  Amount  of  £ 80,000 , which  faid  Paper  Notes  fo  iffued,  and  rated  at  Procla- 
mation Money,  by  the  faid  ACt  of  Affembly,  are  thereby  declared  to  be  a lawful  Tender 
in  Payment  of  any  Debt,  or  Demand  whatever  (excepting  his  Majefty’s  Quit-Rents). 

That  your  Petitioners  having  very  large  Sums  of  Money  now  due  to  them  in  the  faid 
Province,  in  the  Way  of  Trade,  upon  Bargains  and  Contracts  made  with  the  Inhabitants 
of  Virginia,  and  for,  and  on  their  Account,  do  moreover  ftand  bound  to  the  Tradefmen 
in  Great  Britain  for  large  Sums;  all  which  faid  Bargains  and  Contracts,  by  general  Agree- 
ment, are  payable  in  Sterling,  or  at  the  Rate  of  Sterling  lawful  Money  of  this  Kingdom, 
and  were  entered  into  and  concluded  long  before  the  Iffuing  of  fuch  Notes,  and  before 
any  fuch  Traffick,  by  Way  of  Paper  Money,  was  known  or  heard  of  in  the  Virginia  Trade. 

Your  Memorialifts  therefore  beg  Leave  hereupon  to  remonftrate  to  your  Lord- 
fhips  the  very  great  Injury  that  may  arife  to  the  Trading  Intereft  of  thefe  Kingdoms, 
and  more  particularly  to  your  Memorialifts,  from  the  Virginia  Act,  as  it  now'ftands,  not 
only  by  Reafon  that  it  does  affect  Debts,  Bargains,  and  Contracts,  due  to  the  Merchants 
of  thefe  Kingdoms,  exprefly  ftipulated  payable  to  them,  before  the  paffmg  of  the  Act, 
in  Sterling,  or  at  the  Rate  of  Sterling  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain,  but  does  moreover 
invert  the  Nature  of  their  Trade  from  a certain  to  an  uncertain  Value  of  Profit  and  Lofs; 
and  in  fo  far  your  Memorialifts  do  conceive  the  faid  ACt  to  be  arbitrary  and  unjuft. 
Arbitrary,  becaufe  it  does  ex  poft  fado,  extend  to  Debts  due  on  Bargains  and  Contracts 
made  before  the  Puffing  of  the  Act.  Unjuft,  by  Reafon  that  it  does  depreciate  the 
Nature  of  fuch  Debts,  by  making  Debts  (payable  in  Sterling  Money  of  univerfal  Value) 
to  be  received  in  Paper  Notes  of  a local,  uncertain,  and  fluctuating  Value,  at  the  fame 
Time  that  no  Provifion  is  made  by  the  Act  for  making  Payment  in  fuch  Notes,  ad  Valorem 
of  Sterling,  according  to  the  Difference  of  Exchange  between  fuch  Paper  Money  and 
Sterling,  when  Payment  is  made,  which  Provifion,  on  Principles  of  Law  and  common 
Equity,  ought  to  have  been  made. 

In  fo  far  therefore  as  that  your  Memorialifts  may  be  very  great  Sufferers  from  the  51 
DefeCts  in  the  faid  Act  as  it  now  ftands,  as  well  as  from  a Claufe  of  one  other  Act  that 
paffed  in  the  faid  Province  Anno  1748,  intituled,  An  Ad  declaring  the  Law  concerning 
Executions,  and  for  Relief  of  infolvent  Debtors,  whereby  Executions  for  Sterling  Debts  fhall 
be  levied  in  Current  Money,  at  the  Rate  of  25  per  Cent.  Advance  on  Sterling  for  the 
Difference  of  Exchange,  and  not  otherwife. 

Your  Memorialifts  do  therefore  humbly  offer  to  your  Lordfhips  Confideration  an 
Expedient,  which  your  Memorialifts  apprehend  may  fully  anfwer  the  End  propofed  by 
your  Memorialifts,  by  guarding  againft  the  Injury  that  may  ante  from  the  faid  Acts  with 
refpeCt  to  your  Memorialifts  Properties  and  the  Trade  of  this  Kingdom,  and  at  the  fame 
Time  no  Ways  defeat  the  Operation  of  the  Paper  Money  Act,  with  Regard  to  the  military 
Sendees  thereby  intended,  which  Expedient  is,  viz.  That  the  Governor  of  Virginia  be 
inftruCted  by  his  Majefty  to  urge  to  the  Affembly  the  palling  another  Act  for  explaining

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and  amending  the  Adt  now  in  Queftion,  and  thereby  provide,  That  all  Debts,  Bargains 
or  Centre dts,  that  were  entered  into  before  the  palling  of  the  aforefaid  Acts,  fhall  remain 
and  ftand  payable  according  to  the  Nature  of  fuch  Debts,  Bargains  or  Contracts;  and 
that  all  Bargains  or  Contracts  that  have  been  heretofore  made,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
made,  and  entered  into,  in  the  Courfe  of  Trade,  or  otherwife,  between  thefe  Kingdoms 
and  Virginia,  if  the  fame  fhall  be  exprefly  ftipulatcd,  and  made  payable  according  to 
Sterling,  or  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain,  That  then,  and  in  fuch  Cafes,  fuch  Paper  Notes 
fo  iffued,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  iffued,  or  any  other  Species  of  Current  Money,  not 
being  Sterling,  fhall  not  be  deemed  a lawful  Tender  in  Payment  of  any  fuch  Debt,  Bargain 
or  Contract,  fo  entered  into,  payable  in  Sterling,  or  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain, 
unlefs  the  Perfon,  or  Perfons,  to  whom  fuch  Payment  is  tendered  in  Paper  Notes, 
or  in  other  Species  of  Current  Money,  fhall  think  proper  to  accept  thereof,  in  fuch  Paper 
Notes,  or  other  Species  of  Current  "Money,  if  the  fame  fhall  be  offered  to  him,  or  them, 
according  to  the  Difference  of  Exchange  between  fuch  Paper  Notes,  and  other  Species  of 
Current  Money,  at  the  Time  when  fuch  Paper  Notes,  or  other  Species  of  Current  Money, 
fhall  be  fo  offered  in  Payment  of  Sterling  Debts.  &c.  And  that  the  Perfon,  or  Perfons, 
fo  accepting  of  Payment  in  Paper  Notes,  or  in  any  other  Species  of  Current  Money, 
according  to  the  Difference  of  Exchange  between  Sterling  and  Paper  Money,  and  fuch 
other  Species  of  Current  Money,  fhall  be  deemed  and  held  as  fully  paid  and  fatiffied 
for  his  and  their  Debt,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  if  fuch  Payment  had  been  made 
in  Sterling  or  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain,  anv'Thing  in  the  aforefaid  Act,  or  in  any 
other  Adt,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

To  an  Amendment  of  this  Nature,  your  Memorialifts  conceive  the  Affembly  of  Vir- 
ginia can  make  no  Objection,  in  fo  far  as  that  it  is,  bona  fide,  founded  on  Principles  of 
common  Justice,  and  the  Laws  of  this  Kingdom,  and  more  particularly  agreeable  to  the 
Adt  of  the  6^'  Year  of  her  late  Majefty  Queen  Anne,  whereby  foreign  Silver  Coin  is  made 
Current  in  the  Plantations,  but  in  due  Proportion,  as  the  intrinfic  Value  thereof  is  to 
52  Sterling;  and  at  the  fame  Time  it  is  thereby  provided,  that  all  fuch  Species  of  Silver 
Coins,  fo  made  Current,  fhall  not  affedt  Contracts  or  Bargains  made  prior  to  the  Adt : 
And  it  is  thereby  further  provided,  that  nothing  in  the  faid  Act  fhall  be  conftrued  to 
compel  any  Perfon,  or  Perfons,  whatfoever,  to  receive  in  Payment  any  of  the  faid  Species 
of  fuch  foreign  Silver  Coin,  as  the  fame  is  rated  in  the  Adt.  In  fo  far  therefore  as  that 
the  Amendment,  propofed  by  your  Memorialifts  to  the  Act  of  Virginia,  coincides  with 
Equity  and  the  Laws  of  England,  and  with  the  Regard  that  is  at  all  Times  due  to  the 
Trading-Intereft  of  thefe  Kingdoms,  and  with  the  Juftice  that  is  due  to  your  Memorial- 
ifts in  this  particular  Cale. 

From  fuch  Confiderations,  your  Memorialifts  humbly  hope  for  your  Lordfhips  In- 
terpofition  with  his  Majefty,  for  an  Inftrudtion  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  for  the  Pur- 
pofes aforefaid ; and  that  your  Lordfhips  will  be  pleafed  tofufpend  giving  Judgment  upon 
the  Virginia  Act,  as  it  now  ftands,  by  Way  of  Approbation  thereof,  till  fuch  Time  as  the 
Senfe  of  the  Affembly  of  that  Province  is  had  upon  the  Amendments  propofed  thereto. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Memorial  do  lie  on  the  Table,  for  the  Perufalof  the  Members 
of  this  Houfe.

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

It  was  very  far  from  my  Intention,  when  we  la  ft  parted,  to  call  you  together  again  fo 
foon;  but  by  a Letter  I have  received  from  Colonel  Byrd,  I find  our  Forces  will  moft  probably 
be  in  Adion  before  Fort  Du  Quefne,  at  the  very  time  preferibed  for  their  Return  into  this 
Colony;  I therefore  thought  it  not  only  expedient,  but  neceffary,  to  ftonmon  you  on  this 
Occaficn. 

The  withdrawing  our  Regiments  from  the  reft  of  his  Majefty's  Forces  at  a tune  when  the 
Event,  of  the  Expedition  (for  which  only,  Part  of  them  were  raifed)  is  at  the  Crifif,  would  be 
the  greateft  Differvice  to  the  common  Caufe,  and  at  the  fame  Time  f abject  this  Colony  to 
all  the  Cenfure  Difappointment  can  invent  for  the  Failure  of  the  Expedition,  if  that  fhould 
be  the  fatal  Confcquence  of  fuck  Mea fares. 

But,  when  I refled  on  the  whole  Tenor  of  your  Conduct  during  the  Courfe  of  the  War,  I 
feel  the  ftrongeft  Convtdion  that  I need  not  ufe  thefe,  or  ary  other  Arguments,  to  induce  yon 
to  make  fuch  Alterations,  in  the  Difpofal  of,  and  Provifion  for,  the  Regiments,  as  the  prefent 
Circumftances  require:  l am  very  fenfible  that  one  of  our  Regiments  cannot  be  continued 
beyond  the  firft  of  December,  without  Breach  of  the  public  Faith,  which  1 fhall  always  deem 
loo  facred  to  be  touched;  but  I have  great  Reafon  to  hope  that  Honor  will  f apply  the  Place  of 

Law, 
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Law,  and  that  this  Body  of  Virginians  will  be  influenced  by  the  firft,  to  do  that  voluntarily , 
which  the  la  ft  cannot  coni  pel  them  to. 

I have  nothing  to  add,  but  to  recommend  to  you  the  utmoft  Expedition;  for  if  your  Refolves  2 
are  not  known  to  the  Army  before  the  firft  of  December,  all  will  be  frustrated:  And,  in  order 
to  remove  all  Obftacles  winch  may  occafion  Delay,  I am  defirous  (on  my  Part)  to  waive  all 
Forms  of  Ceremony,  which  Cuftom  may  have  introduced  in  Relation  to  my f elf. 

Mr  Speaker  alfo  reported,  that  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him  a Letter  of  the 
22d  of  October  laft,  from  General  Forbes,  alfo  a Letter  from  Colonel  Byrd,  of  the  21st  of 
Odober,  which  he  had  defired  him  to  lay  before  this  Houfe ; and  he  accordingly  delivered 
them  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lye  on  the  Table. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  refolve  itfelf  into  a Committee,  to  confider  of  the 
Governor’s  Speech  immediately. 

Ordered,  That  the  Letters  from  General  Forbes  and  Colonel  Byrd  be  referred  to 
the  faid  Committee. 

And  then  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  upon  the  faid  Speech  and 
Letters,  and  after  fome  Time  fpent  therein,  Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr 
Attorney  reported,  that  the  Committee  had  had  the  faid  Speech  and  Letters  under  their 
Confideration,  and  gone  through  the  fame,  and  had  come  to  a Refolution  thereupon, 
which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe ; and  he  read  the  fame  in  his  Place,  and 
then  delivered  it  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  fame  was  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by 
the  Houfe,  as  follows.

Mr  Attorney,  from  the  Committee  appointed,  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to 
Order,  a Bill  To  Amend  an  A (ft,  intituled,  An  Ad  for  the  Defence  of  the  Frontiers  of  the  ; 
Colony,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  and  the  fame  was  read  the  firft  Time, 
and  ordered  to  be  read  a fecond  Time. 

And  then  ihe  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Ten  °'Clock. 
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A Member  returned  upon  a new  Writ,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken 
by  Act  of  Parliament,  inftead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  and 
taken  and  fubfcribed  the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  alfo  fubfcribed  the  Teft,  was 
admitted  to  his  Place  in  the  Houfe. 

A Bill,  To  amend  an  Act,  intituled.  An  Ad  for  the  Defence  of  the  Frontiers  of  this 
Colony,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  was  read  a fecond  Time. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Bill  be  ingroffed,  and  read  a third  Time. 

Upon  the  Petition  of  Thomas  Penman,  Keeper  of  the  Public  Goal,  praying  the  Con- 
tinuance of  his  former  Salary.

of  the  Court,  printing  Infpectors  Notes  and  Books,  Proclamations  and  other  public 
Advert  ifements. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Refolve  be  ingroffed,  and  that  Mr  Waller  do  carry  it  to  the 
Council  for  their  Concurrence.

The  Readinefs  you  have  fhewn  to  do  all  I recommend  to  you,  the  Diligence  you  have 
ufed  in  doing  it,  and  the  unufual  Step  you  have  taken  to  demonftraie  your  Refpett  to  me, 
muft  ftrongly  affett  a feeling  Mind;  and  I do  affure  you,  that  thefe,  and  all  other  A.tts  of 
Affection  which  I have  received  from  this  Colony,  have  made  fuch  an  Imprefjion  as  will  not 
eafily  be  effaced,  on  a Heart  already  difpnfed  to  make  you  happy.  I will  certainly  inform 
the  Ccnnmander  in  Chief  of  all  you  defire  in  your  Addrefs:  And  as  I judge  it  will  be  agreeable 
to  your  Inclinations  to  be  prorogued,  you  are  accordingly  prorogued  to  the  third  Thurfday 
in  December  next. 
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AMeffage  from  the  Governor  was  delivered  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Henife  of  Burge ffes. 

The  Governor  commands  the  immediate  Attendance  of  your  Houfe  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 

Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up  to  attend  the  Governor. 

And  being  returned,  reported,  That  the  Houfe  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes. 

It  gives  me  the  greatest  Pleafure  that  I can  open  this  Seffion  of  Affembly  with  my  Con- 
gratulations to  you  on  the  happy  Event  of  the  Surrender  of  Fort  Du  Ouefne  to  his  Majefty's 
Forces , under  the  Command  of  Brigadier-General  Forbes;  An  Event  of  the  utmoft  Impor- 
tance to  this  Colony,  as  it  brings  with  it  the  Advantages  of  opening  an  Intcrcourfe  of  Friend- 
ship and  Commerce  with  the  Weftern  Indian  Nations  on  the  Banks  of  the  Ohio,  and  puts 
his  Majefty  in  Poffeffion  of  a very  exten  five,  fine  and  fertile  Trad  of  Country. 

It  is  a Duty  we  owe  to  his  Majefty,  to  ourfelves,  and  our  Pofterity,  that  we  fhould  ufe 
our  beft  Endeavours,  and  take  the  ftrongeft  Precaution  to  keep  our  Poffeffion  of  thefe  Benefts 
uninterrupted.  The  Indians  are  defirous  to  embrace  our  Fricndfhip,  to  obtain  which  they 
have  made  offers;  but  at  the  fame  Time  have  frankly  told  us,  we  are  not  to  exped  the  Contin- 
uance of  it  any  longer  than  we  can  preferve  the  Country,  and  proted  them  from  the  Revenge 
of  the  now  exafperated  French:  And  that  we  may  effedually  do  this,  it  is  neceffary  we 
fhould  drive  thefe  reftlefs,  ambitious,  perfidious  Neighbours  from  all  their  Settlements  in 
thefe  Parts,  from  which  they  can  annoy  and  difturb  us.  To  this  Purpofe  Major-General 
Amherlt,  a Commander  who  has  already  proved  him / elf  a brave,  prudent  and  careful 
2 Officer,  whom  his  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  appoint  to  command  his  Troops  in  North 
America  (a  frefh  In  fiance  of  his  paternal  Care  of  thefe  Colonies)  has  wrote  to  me  ie  defire 
I would  ufe  my  Intereft  with  you.  Gentlemen,  that  you  would  join  his  Majefty's  Forces  with 
the  fame  Number  of  Men  which  you  paid  la  ft  Year.  Here  I find  myfelf  at  a Lofs.  I well 
know  the  great  Debt  this  Colony  luis  contraded;  l well  know  the  Chearfulnefs  with  which 
you  have  undertaken  every  Thing  recommended  to  you:  The  Fir  ft,  deters  me  from  ufing  any 
Arguments;  The  Laft,  renders  all  needle fs,  and  I can  only  fay,  that  by  employing  your 
Efforts  this  Year,  it  is  probable  we  may,  by  following  the  repeated  Blows  already  given,  be 
able  to  drive  the  Enemy  from  our  Frontiers,  and  fo  it  may  become  the  laft  of  this  burthen- 
fotne  and  expenfive  War. 


I 
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/ fhould  not  do  Jufiice  to  the  brave  Men  who  have  hazarded  their  Lives  in  defence  of  their 
Country, and  who  fc  Conduct  has  done  Honor  to  it,  if  I didnot  reprefent  toyouthe  naked  Condi- 
tion in  which  they  are  at  prefent;  Out  of  Comm  i fetation  of  their  wretched  State , I have  ordered  each 
of  them  a Coat  to  be  made  of  Blanket,  to  prated  them,  in  feme  Mcafure,  from  the  Inclemencies 
and  Hard fliips  of  a Winter  Seafon;  This  is  all  I thought  proper  to  do,  as  they  ftand  provided 
for  till  the  Firft  of  May  only;  but  if  they  are  continued  in  Pay  this  will  be  far  from  fufjdcient; 
they  mu  ft  be  entirely  new  cloalhed,  it  being  now  more  than  two  V ears  fince  their  laft  Cl  oathing. 
Whatever  Refolutions  you  may  come  to  on  this  Head,  the  fooner  they  are  made  known  the 
better,  that  all  may  be  ready  by  the  ufual  Time  of  T roops  taking  the  Field. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Meafures  which  I have  recommended  to  your  Con  fideration , and  poffibly  fome  others 
which  may  occur  to  yourfelves  to  be  neceffary  for  the  Safety  of  the  Colony,  will  create  a 
large  Expence;  in  the  providing  for  which,  I am  confident,  front  the  Experience  I have 
already  had  of  your  tender  Concern  for  the  People,  that  you  will  have  a due  Attention  to 
their  Eafe  and  Comfort;  who,  as  they  arc  the  Strength  of  a Country,  ought  to  be  the  principal 
Care  of  the  Legiflature. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Houfe. of  Burgeffes, 

From  a Defire  to  leffen  the  Expences  of  the  Country  asmuchas poffible,! have dif miffed 
and  ordered  Home  all  the  'Militia,  and  every  other  Body  of  Men,  excepting  the  Regiment 
and  the  Four  Companies  of  Rangers  eftablifked  by  Law.  1 have  contracted  for  the  Provifions 
of  all  thefe  on  the  cheapeft  Terms,  both  that  the  Men  may  be  well  fupplied,  and  the  Country 
freed  from  the  Hardships  attending  an  Imprcfs.  And  for  the  Defence  of  the  Frontiers  I 
have  difpofed  the  Troops  according  to  the  beft  Information  I could  get,  to  procure  which  I 
have  neglected  no  Means  in  my  Power;  and  I fincerely  hope  the  End  intended  will  be  fully  and 
effectually  anfwered,  by  my  having  Rationed  the  whole  Regiment,  excepting  the  Detachment 
left  in  Fort  Du  Ouefne  by  Order  of  Brigadier-General  Forbes,  in  the  mo  ft  proper  and 
commodious  Forts  and  Pofts  in  the  ftweral  Counties  of  Hampfhire,  Frederick,  and  Augufta  ; 
and  the  Rangers  in  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Halifax. 

I have  informed  you  of  every  Thing  which  appears  to  me  neceffary  for  your  prefent  3 
Deliberation ; and  1 hope  a fteady  Unanimity  will  prevail  in  all  your  Counfels  for  the  Inter- 
efts  and  Support  of  this  Colony,  in  the  Profpcrity  of  which  I feel  my  f elf  fincerely  and  firor.gly 
in  ter  ef ted.

AJfo  a Petition  of  Bernard  Moore,  complaining  of  an  undue  Eledtion  and  Return  of 
Peter  Robin  fern  and  Mr  Harry  Gaines,  to  ferve  as  Burgei'fes  in  this  prefent  General  Affem- 
bly for  the  County  of  King  William. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  John  Longhorn  fetting  forth,  That  in  the  Year  1756  he  was  Sheriff 
of  Warwick  County,  when  a Depofitum  of  2060  lbs.  of  Tobacco  remained  in  his  Hands, 
at  the  laying  of  the  County  Levy7,  due  to  the  County,  for  which  he  was  obliged  to  receive 
Cafb,  at  the  Rate  of  two  Pence  a Pound,  Since  which  the  faid  Quantity7  of  Tobacco  is 
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levied  on  him,  though  the  Price  was  advanced  to  twenty-five  Shillings  per  Hundred, 
and  praying  to  he  allowed  the  Difference,  were  feveraily  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of  the  next  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  that  Part  of  Albemarle  County  that  lies  in 
Frederick fville  Parifh,  in  Oppofition  to  a Petition  to  be  prefented  to  this  Affembly,  for 
reuniting  them  to  the  Parifh  of  Saint  Anne. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Halifax  County,  fetting  forth,  That  the  La w 
now  in  Force  concerning  Strays  is  very  deficient,  particularly  for  Want  of  a Regifter 
of  Advertifements  of  Strays,  and  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  to  direct  the  appointing 
of  a F'erfon  in  every  County  to  keep  a Regifter  of  Advertifements  of  Strays,  and  that 
every  Perfon  taking  up  a Stray  raay  be  obliged  to  have  the  fame  entered  in  Inch  Regifter, 
with  a particular  Description  of  fuch  Stray,  were  feveraily  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Mr  John  Bell,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return  of 
Mr  Henry  Peyton,  to  ferve  as  a Burgefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County 
of  Prince  William,  wras  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Privileges  and  Elections  to  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe:  That  the  faid  Committee  reported,  They' 
had  had  the  fame  under  their  Confideration,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions,  which 
were  read  and  agreed  to  by7  the  Houfe,  as  follow: 

Refolved,  That  the  Perfons  who  voted  at  the  faid  Election,  whole  Freeholds  are 
queftioned,  either  by  the  Petitioner  or  fitting  Member,  be  examined  before  Foufhee  Tebbs. 
John  Baylis,  and  Houfon  Hooe,  Gentlemen,  and  James  Scott,  Clerk,  or  any  three  of  them, 
whether  theyr  be  Freeholders  or  not,  except  fuch  of  them  as  did  fwear  to  their  Freeholds 
at  the  faid  Election.  That  the  Petitioner  and  fitting  Member  be  at  Liberty  to  examine 
Witneffes  before  the  fame  Perfons,  as  to  the  Freeholds  of  any  Perfon  who  voted  at  the 
faid  Election,  although  fuch  Perfons  fwore  to  their  Freeholds  at  fuch  Election,  or  fhall 
fwear  to  the  fame  at  fuch  Examination ; and  that  they  be  at  Liberty7  to  examine  how 
long  fuch  Voters  have  been  in  Poffeffion  of  and  paid  Quit -Rents  for  the  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments in  Right  of  which  they  voted  at  the  faid  Election. 

That  the  Petitioner  do  give  to  the  fitting  Member,  or  his  Agents,  ten  Dayrs  Notice 
of  the  Time  and  Place  he  intends  to  examine  Witneffes  touching  the  faid  Election,  and 
that  he  do  at  the  fame  Time  deliver  to  the  fitting  Member,  or  his  Agents,  a Lift  of  the 
Perfons  intended  to  be  by7  him  objected  to,  who  voted  for  the  fitting  Member,  giving  in 
the  faid  Lift  the  feveral  Heads  of  Objection,  diftinguifhing  the  fame  againft  the  Names 
of  the  Voters  excepted  to:  That  the  fitting  Member  do  give  to  the  Petitioner  the  like 
Notice  and  Lift;  and  that  the  faid  Commiffioners  do  return  the  Depofitions  by7  them 
taken  to  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly7. 

It  alfo  appears  to  this  Committee  that  a Petition  of  Thompfon  Sivan,  fetting  forth, 
That  in  the  Month  of  October,  1757,  in  travelling  he  happened  to  meet  with  a Deferter, 
whom  he  thought  it  his  Duty7  to  apprehend,  and  in  order  to  intimidate  him  and  make 
him  furrender,  he  prefented  a Piftol  at  him.  but  that  the  Deferter  feized  him,  and  in  the 
Struggle  the  Piftol  was  difeharged,  and  fhot  the  Deferter  in  the  Thigh : That  the  Peti- 
tioner then  put  him  under  the  Care  of  a Surgeon,  and  was  at  the  Expenfe  of  ten  Pounds 
fifteen  Shillings  in  his  Cure,  and  praydng  to  be  reimburfed  the  faid  Sum  by  the  public, 
was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next 
Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  the  feveral  Claims  of  William  Robins,  David  Via,  William  Price,  David  Smith, 
William  Robertfon,  Stephen  Garrett,  John  Brown,  John  Smith,  John  Vaughan,  Paces

Benjamin  Cocke,  Thomas  Wall  Affignee  of  Jofeph  Baylis,  Rickard 
Neale,  William  Dunn,  Francis  Kirkley,  Andrew  Hutchinfan,  John  Sandige,  Abraham 
Eftes,  Hugh  Sanders,  Thomas  Brocks,  Jofcph  Jcffrys,  Robert  Coleman,  Edward  Herndon, 
Henry  Gatewood,  Alexander  Spence  Head,  and  Lawrence  Young,  for  taking  up  Runaways 
therein  mentioned,  were  feverally  presented  to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to 
the  Confederation  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  the  Claims  of  Martin  Hardin,  for  172  lbs.  of  Tobacco  levied  on  him  by  the  iait 
public  Levy,  in  the  County  of  Prince  William,  for  a Runaway  taken  up  and  faid  to  belong 
to  him  by  Miftake;  alfo  the  feveral  Claims  of  Robert  Henning,  John  Strother,  William 
John  (ton,  James  Crain , Samuel  Rice,  J ohn  Row,  and  William  Bell , for  taking  up  Deferters 
from  the  Virginia  Regiment;  alfo  the  Claim  of  William  Maclin,  for  Ferriage  of  Tribu- 
tary Indians,  were  feverally  prefen  ted  to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the 
Conlideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  upon  a Motion  made,  it  was  ordered.  That  all  fuch  Claims  and  Propofitions  as 
were  referred  from  the  firft  to  the  fecond  Seffion  of  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  and 
all  fuch  Claims  and  Propofitions  as  fhould  be  certified  to  the  faid  fecond  Seffion  of  Affem- 
bly, be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly.

Several  Claims  of  Nathaniel  Crawley,  George  Camp,  and  Robert  Crawley,  for  Main- 
tenance of  our  friendly  Indians,  during  their  Stay  in  Williamfburg,  were  feverally  pre- 
fentea  to  the  Houfe  and  received. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Claims  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Claims. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a Bill,  To  explain  an  Ac"t,  intituled,  An  Act 
to  enable  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony  to  dif charge  their  public  Dues,  Officers  Fees,  and 
other  Tobacco  Debts,  in  Money,  for  the  en filing  Year-,  and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Pendleton 
and  Mr  Henry  Lee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A Petition  of  George  Brofffield,  letting  forth,  That  his  Negroe  Slave  Sampfon  was 
lately  committed  to  the  Goal  of  Amelia  County  on  Sufpicion  of  Murder,  where  he  died 
before  the  Day  appointed  for  his  Trial;  but  was  valued  by  thejuftices,  who  examined 
into  his  Fact  to  yCgo,  at  the  Time  of  his  Committment;  and  praying  to  be  allowed  for 
the  faid  Slave,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  u 
of  Claims. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  take  into  their  Confideration  the 
Governor's  Speech, 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  take  the  faid  Speech  into  Confideration  on  Monday 
next. 

Mr  London  Carter  reported,  That  the  Committee  appointed  had,  according  to  Order, 
prepared  an  Addrefs  to  the  Governor,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards 
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delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  fame  was  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
Horde,  and  is  as  follows: 

Sir , 

We  his  Majcfty's  mo  ft  dutiful  Subjects,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  beg  Leave  to  return 
your  Honor  our  fincere  Thanks  for  your  kind  Speech,  at  the  Opening  of  this  Scffion. 

The  Recovery  of  Fort  Du  Ouefne,  as  it  has  been  the  conftant  Obied  of  our  Wifhes,  mu  ft 
neceffarily  give  a Pleafure  equal  to  the  1'everal  Advantages  that  will  a rife  from  ii  to  this  and 
the  reft  of  the  Britifh  Colonies. 

We  are  fenfible  of  the  Concern  that  your  Honor  muft  feel  in  recommending  a Matter 
that  will  increafe  the  great  Debt  already  contraded,  on  Account  of  the  War ; and  we  flatter 
ourfclves,  if  in  any  Inftance  we  fall  fhort  of  Major-General  Amlierft’s  Expedations,  it  will 
not  be  imputed  to  a Want  of  Duty  and  Affedion  to  his  Majefty,  Gratitude  to  your  Honor  for 
that  tender  Regard  you  have  hitherto  fhewn  for  our  Prof perity,  or  a ftrid  Attachment  to  the 
true  Intereft  of  thofe  we  reprefent,  but  to  our  Poverty  alone,  which  has  often  obftruded  many 
a noble  and  honeft  Intenticm. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  fairly  transcribed  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commitee  who  prepared  the  fame  wait  on  the  Governor  to  know 
his  Pleafure  when  they  fhall  attend  his  Honor  to  prefent  it. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  Monday  Morning  Eleven  “'Clock.

That  on  his  Return  from  thence  to  Bofton,  he  was  again  taken  Prifoner  by  a 
French  Privateer,  and  carried  to  Bourdeaux,  where  he  remained  six  Months,  and  is  but 
late  returned  to  this  country,  being  now  entirely  deftitute,  and  rendered  incapable  of 
providing  for  himfelf  and  Family,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe.

From  thence,  after  a 
long  Imprii'onment,  and  the  moft  inhuman  Treatment,  he  was  fent  to  Quebec,  and  from 
thence  he  at  length  arrived  in  England:  That  he  is  lately  returned  here,  in  a helplefs  Sit- 
uation, unable  to  procure  his  Livelihood,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe, 
were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Claims;  that  they  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their 
Opinions  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

That  the  Thanks  of  this  Houfe  be  given  to  George  Wafhington,  Efq;  a Member  of 
this  Houfe,  late  Colonel  of  the  firft  Virginia  Regiment,  for  his  faithful  Services  to  his 
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Majefty,  and  this  Colony,  and  for  his  brave  and  i’teady  Behaviour,  from  the  iirft  En- 
croachments and  Hoftilities  of  the  French  and  their  Indians,  to  his  Reiignation,  after  the 
happy  Reduction  of  Fort  Du  Quefnc:  And  accordingly  Mr  Speaker;  from  the  Chair, 
returned  him  (he  ftancling  in  his  Place)  the  Thanks  of  the  Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read  for  the  Houle  to  take  the  Governor's  Speech  into 
Confide  ration.

A Bill  For  continuing  and  amending  the  Act,  intituled,  An  Ad  for  the  better  regu- 
lating and  colleding  certain  Officers  Fees,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  was 
read  a fecond  Time,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to  a Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  refolve  itfelf  into  a Committee  upon  the  faid  Bili 
To-morrow. 

An  engroffed  Bill,  intituled,  An  Ad  for  further  continuing  an  Ad,  intituled,  An  Ad 
for  laying  an  additional  Duty  on  Rum  and  other  diftilled  Spirits,  not  being  of  the  Produce 
of  his  Majefty’s  Sugar  Iflands,  was  read  the  third  Time,  and  a Blank  therein  filled  up. 
Refolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pafs. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Harrifon  do  carry7  up  the  faid  Bill  to  the  Council  for  their  Con- 
currence. 

A Meffage  from  the  Governor  by  Mr  Walt  hoe. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Governor  commands  the  immediate  Attendance  of  your  Houfe  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up;  And  being  returned,  reported, 
That  he,  with  the  Houfe,  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the  Council  Chamber;  and 
that  his  Honor  was  pleafed  to  make  a Speech  to  the  Council  and  this  Houfe,  of  which 
he  had,  to  prevent  Miftakes,  obtained  a Copy,  which  he  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  after- 
wards delivered  it  in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  read,  and  is  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I have  very  lately  received  Letters  from  Mr  Secretary  Pitt,  and  Major-General  Amhertt, 
in  Relation  to  this  Colony’s  raifing  for  the  enfuing  Campaign  as  large  a Number  of  Men 
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as  poffible,  to  ad  in  Conjunction  until  the  Britifh  Forces  in  offenfive  Operations  againft 
the  Enemies  of  his  Majefty  and  his  Kingdoms,  which  l propofe  now  to  lay  before  you. 

It  would  argue  the  higheft  Vanity  in  me  to  imagine  that  any  Perfuafions  I could  ufc 
to  a brave,  free,  and  loyal  People,  could  add  any  Weight  to  the  Dc fires  of  a King,  who, 
by  extending  his  Care  equally  over  all  his  Subjeds,  is  defervedly  become  the  great  Object 
of  their  Affedions;  notifyed  by  a Mini  filer  of  known  Integrity  and  Zeal  for  the  Welfare 
of  the  American  Colonies,  and  recommended  by  a General  of  experienced  Valor,  Prudence, 
and  Adivity;  all  tending  to  the  great  Point  of  fecuring  this  and  the  neighbouring  Colonies 
from  any  future  Encroachments  and  Disturbances  from  the  French  and  their  Indian  Allies. 
Notw  ith  fit  a n d i n g this  Convidion,  I fihould  be  deficient  in  the  Duty  I owe  to  his  Majefty, 
if  I did  not,  in  the  warmefit  Planner,  recommend  to  you  to  exert  your  utmofit  Force  and 
Strength  on  this  Occafiwn:  The  First,  in  which  I have  been  required  to  ufe  any  Endeavours 
to  influence  your  Adions,  fince  the  Appointment  I am  honored  With  to  take  upon  me  the 
Adminifitration  of  your  Affairs.  Sorry  I am,  that  your  Reprefeniations  of  Incapacity 
have  in  fomc  Meafure  Stopped  my  Mouth,  for  it  is  not  in  my  Nature  to  prefs  upon  Neceffity: 
But  you  have  the  Royal  Word,  that  firong  Recommendations  will  be  made  in  your  Favor 
to  the  Britifh  Parliament,  that  you  may  receive  a proper  Compenfation  for  your  Expences: 
and  the  End  in  View  tends  immediately  to  your  Advantage,  while  Great  Britain,  whofe 
Expences  have  been  immenfe  in  Defence  of  this  Continent,  will  reap  hers  but  at  Second- 
hand. 

By  a Letter  from  Major-General  Amherft,  you  will  fee  that  I have  received  an  Invita- 
tion to  meet  him  and  the  Governors  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies  at  Philadelphia,  to  affix-fit 
at  a Confutation  for  the  promoting  their  common  Interefit.  If  the  Bufinefis  of  this  Sefifion 
was  drawing  towards  a Conclufion,  or  if  any  Expedient  could  be  found  out  by  which,  dur- 
ing my  Ab fence,  it  might  be  carried  on  to  the  Advancement  of  his  Majefty' s Arms,  and  to 
the  Eafe  of  you,  Gentlemen,  I fihould  be  glad  to  render  my  Services  to  both  by  my  Prefence 
at  this  Meeting.  As  this  is  a Point  of  Confequence,  and  is  attended  with  fame  Difficulties, 
the  Advice  of  this  General  Affembly  how  to  act  in  it  would  be  highly  agreeable  to  me,  and 
I fhall  refer  it  to  your  Consideration  with  my  ftrongeft  Affurances  that  my  greateft  Ambi- 
tion is  to  be  ufeful  to  this  Colony  in  any  Place,  and  by  every  Meafure  which  may  be  thought 
to  be  mo  ft  conducive  thereto. 

Mr  Speaker  alfo  reported,  That  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him  the  feveral 
Letters  mentioned  in  his  Speech,  and  defired  him  to  lay  them  before  the  Houfe:  And 
he  accordingly  delivered  them  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  read,  and  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  Table. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  refolve  itfelf  into  a Committee  to  conlider  of  the 
Governor’s  Speech  immediately. 

Ordered,  That  the  Letters  from  Mr  Secretary  Pitt  and  Major-General  Amherft 
be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  laid  Committee. 

And  then  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  upon  the  faid  Speech  and 
Letters;  and  after  fome  Time  fpent  therein,  Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr 
Charles  Carter  reported.  That  the  Committee  had  had  the  faid  Speech  and  Letters 
under  their  Confideration,  and  gone  through  the  fame,  and  had  come  to  two  Relolu- 
tions  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read 
the  fame  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  them  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  again 
twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  with  an  Amendment,  as  follow: 

Refolved,  That  the  Regiment  in  the  Pay  of  this  Colony,  already  voted  to  be  com- 
pleated  to  one  Thoul'and  Men,  is  as  much  as  can  be  fupported  in  the  prefent  diftreffed 
Situation  of  the  Colony. 

Refolved,  That  as  the  Bulinel's  of  this  Seflion  is  not  near  a Conclufion,  and  that 
it  cannot  be  carried  on  during  the  Abfence  of  the  Governor;  his  leaving  the  Colony 
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at  this  Time  will  too  long  retard  the  railing  the  Men  voted  by  this  Alterably,  and  put 
a Step  to  all  the  other  public  Bufmefs. 

Ordered,  That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs.-to  the  Governor, 
purfuant  to  the  laid  Refolution  ; and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  London  Carter  and  Mr  Pendle- 
Uni  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  Clock. 
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R London  Carter  reported,  That  the  Committee  appointed  had,  according 
to  Order,  prepared  an  Addrefs  to  the  Governor,  which  he  read  in  his  Place 
and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  fame  was  again 
twice  read,  and  agreed  to,  and  is  as  follows: 


Sir, 


If  any  Thing  could  add  Weight  to  the  De fires  of  a King,  juftly  diftinguifhed  by  his 
paternal  Care,  equally  extended  to  all  his  People,  your  Honor  may  affure  yourfelf,  it  would 
be  the  warm  and  affectionate  Solicitation  of  a truly  Patriot  Governor. 

Thefc  endearing  Motives,  joined  with  ihofe  that  may  be  reafonably  expeded  to  refult 
from  a vigorous  Profecution  of  the  common  Caufe,  do  naturally  influence  our  Confuta- 
tions in  Favor  of  every  Requeft  that  his  Majefty’s  Concern  for  our  Welfare  may  incline  him 
to  make,  or  your  Duty  induce  you  to  recommend . 

How  forry  then  mu  ft  we  be,  when  the  Incapacity  of  the  Country  obliges  us  to  inform 
your  Honor,  that  we  cannot  fa  p port  a greater  Humber  of  Forces  than  one  complete  Regiment 
for  the  en filing  Campaign ? 

The  near  Approach  of  the  Time  appointed  for  the  Rendezvous  of  the  Forces  that  we 
are  now  endeavouring  to  provide  for,  together  with  many  other  Matters  of  public  Utility, 
which  are  abfolutely  neceffary  to  be  effeded  this  Seffion  of  Affembly,  and  which  cannot  be 
forwarded  with  the  Expedition  required  in  Major-General  Amherft’s  Invitation,  are  Argu- 
ments fujpeient  to  convince  of  the  Importance  of  your  Honor's  Prefence;  And  as 
we  know  of  no  Expedient  that  can  be  propofed.  confident  with  our  Confutation,  to 
remedy  the  Inconveniences  and  Delays  that  wiilarife  from  your  Ab fence;  permit  us,  Sir,  not 
only  to  advife,  but  earneftly  to  defire  your  Honor  not  to  leave  the  Colony  at  this  Jundure. 


Ordered,  That  the  laid  Addrefs  be  fairly  tranferibed,  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  fame  wait  on  the  Governor  to  know 
his  Pleafure  when  they  fhall  attend  his  Honor  to  prefent  it. 

Mr  Bland,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims,  reported,  That  the  Committee  had  had 
under  their  Confideration  feveral  Petitions,  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  feveral 
Refolutions  thereupon,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table, 
where  the  fame  were  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  follow: 

Refolved,  That  the  Petition  of  Dayiiel  Smith  be  rejected;  the  Pay  due  to  John  Smith 
in  the  Petition  mentioned,  having  been  already  received  by  the  Father  of  the  faid  John 
Smith.

Refolved,  That  the  Allegations  of  the  Petition  of  John  Longhorn  are  true,  and  that 
he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  £$.  6.  8,  the  Difference  of  the  Tobacco  in  his  Petition 
mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Infraction  10  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  make  the  feveral 
Allowances  in  the  Book  of  Claims,  purfuant  to  the  firft  and  fecond  Refolutions. 

A Petition  of  H ugh  Moore,  fetting  forth,  That  his  Negroe  Slave  Tom  being  runaway. 


was 
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was  duly  out-la  wed,  and.  was  afterwards  found  dead  in  the  Woods  , was  prefented  to  the 
Houle  and  read ; and  the  Queftion  being  put  that  the  laid  Petition  be  referred  to  a 
Committee, 

It  palled  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  laid  Petition  be  rejected. 

A Petition  of  Jane  Brown , Widow,  letting  forth,  That  in  the  Lifetime  of  her  Huf- 
band  a Sergeant  belonging  to  the  Virginia  Regiment  did  impress  and  take  away  from 
him  a Horfe,  Bridle  and  Saddle,  without  having  them  appraifed,  which  was  never 
returned,  nor  any  Satiffaction  received  for  the  fame. 

Ordered , That  the  laid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims ; That  they 
do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  there- 
upon, to  the  Houfe. 

A Petition  of  James  Hughes,  l'etting  forth,  That  being  Lieutenant  of  Captain  Chrif- 
tian's  Company  of  Militia,  he  was  ordered  to  take  up  three  Men  that  were  pricked  down 
to  serve  as  Soldiers  by  Virtue  of  a late  Adt  of  Affembly,  and  that  he  impreffed  two  Men 
and  Horfes  to  affift  him  in  that  Service,  for  which  he  has  never  received  any  Satiffaction, 
and  praying  the  Contideration  of  this  Houfe,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read;  and 
the  Queftion  being  put  that  the  faid  Petition.be  referred  to  a Committee. 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  rejected.

The  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  upon  the  Bill  For  continuing  and  amend- 
ing the  Act,  intituled,  An  Ad  for  the  better  regulating  and  colleding  certain  Officers  Fees, 
and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  and  after  l'ome  Time  fpent  therein,  Mr  Speaker 
refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr  Charles  Carter  reported,  That  the  Committee  had  had  the 
faid  Bill  under  their  Coniideration  and  made  feveral  Amendments  thereto,  which  he 
read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  Where  they  were  again  twice  read, 
and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe.

A Petition  of  fundry  Merchants  of  the  Town  of  Winchefter,  fetting  forth,  That  their 
Trade  is  greatly  prejudiced  by  the  great  Number  of  Pedlars  from  Pennfylvania,  dealing 
in  Skins  and  Furs,  without  being  duly  authorized,  who  carry  out  fuch  Commodities 
without  paying  any  Duty,  the  Perfon  appointed  to  receive  the  fame  being  very  remifs 
in  his  Office,  and  the  Act  of  Affembly  relative  thereto  defective ; and  praying  that  this 
Houfe  will  take  that  Matter  into  Confideration ; and  grant  them  fuch  Relief  as  fhall  be 
thought  reafonable. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Augufta  County,  fetting  forth,  That  many 
Inconveniences  arife  to  the  Trade  in  Skins  and  Furs  by  the  large  Sum  required  by  law  for 
Licenses  to  Pedlars,  and  praying  that  the  fame  may  be  fettled  at  a lower  Rate,  were 
feverally  prefented  to  the  Houle,  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and 
Grievances;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  l'everal  Matters  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinions  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

M'  Nicholas,  from  the  Committee  appointed,  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to 
Order  a Bill  For  enlarging  the  Towns  of  Frederick f burg  and  Winchefter,  and  the  fame 
was  read  the  firft  Time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a fecond  Time. 

A Meffage  from  the  Governor  was  delivered  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes. 

The  Governor  is  now  ready  to  receive  the  Addrefs  of  your  Houfe  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Accordingly  Mr.  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe  went  up;  and  being  returned,  he  reported, 
That  he,  with  the  Houfe,  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  pre- 
fented the  Addrefs  of  this  Houfe  to  him,  to  which  his  Honor  was  pleated  to  return  the 
following  Anfwer: 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  good  Opinion  you  entertain  of  me,  and  the  Expreffions,  of  Affection  contained  in 
your  Addrefs,  claim  my  moft  hearty  Thanks,  which  I return  you  with  great  Sincerity.

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But  as  f am  above  Difguife,  1 cannot  help  expreffmg  my  Concern  that  ike  Dread  of 
Poverty  fhould  frighten  yon  from  exerting  your  f elves  to  an  fiver  the  Dc  fires  and  Expectation s 
of  his  Majefty  for  this  Year,  which  moft  probably  will  put  a fin  if  king  Stroke  to  the  War  in 
thefe  Parts,  the  doing  of  which  would,  as  I conceive,  redound  to  your  Honor  and  Advantage , 
both  which  I have  greatly  at  Heari 

As  the  Intereft  of  this  Colony  is  the  foie  Motive  which  could  induce  me  to  be  abfent 
from  it,  fo  I fhall  not  think  of  leaving  it  when  that  does  not  require  my  taking  fuch  a Step. 

Mr  Bland,  from  the'Committee  of  Claims,  reported,  That  the  Committee  had,  accord- 
ing to  Order,  had  under  their  Confideration  the  Petition  of  Collin  Campbell,  to  them 
referred,  and  had  come  to  a Refolution  thereupon,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then 
delivered  in  at  the  Table. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Report  be  poftponed  till  To-morrow. 

A Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Prince  William  County,  praying  that  if  an  Act 
fhould  pafs  for  the  Divifion  of  that  County,  there  may  be  two  Thoufand  Tithes  left  in  the 
old  County,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  do  lie  on  the  Table. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  Clock. 
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A Petition  of  Philip  Whitehead  Claiborne,  Gentleman,  and  Elizabeth  his  Wife, 
fetting  forth,  That  Unity  Dandridge,  the  Petitioner  Elizabeth’s  Mother,  did,  by 
her  Will,  give  to  her  certain  Lands  in  Hanover  and  King  William,  for  Life, 
with  Power  to  difpofe  of  the  fame  at  her  Death  to  her  Children,  as  fhe  fhould 
think  proper:  That  the  Petitioner  Philip  Whitehead  is  feized  in  Fee  Simple  of  other 
Lands  in  King  William,  and  that  it  will  be  greatly  to  the  Advantage  of  his  Children  to 
veft  the  faid  Lands  in  Hanover  in  him  in  Fee  Simple,  and  to  fettle  the  faid  Lands  in 
King  William,  being  contiguous  together  to  be  difpofed  of  by  the  Petitioner  Elizabeth 
according  to  the  Will  aforefaid,  and  praying  that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  that  Purpofe,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read.

Mr  Attorney,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  reported,  That  the 
Committee  had  had  under  their  Confideration  the  Petition  of  William  Mead,  to  them 
referred,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return  of  Mr  Samuel  Hairftone  and  Mr 
Zachariah  Burnley  to  ferve  as  Burgefes  in  this  prefent  General  Affemblv  for  the  County 
of  Bedford,  and  had  agreed  upon  a Report,  and  come  to  1‘everal  Refolutions  thereupon, 
which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  fame  were  again 
twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  and  are  as  follow: 

Your  Committee,  in  the  firft  Place,  take  leave  to  obferve,  That  the  Petitioner  did 
not  appear  before  them  either  in  Perlon  or  by  his  Council : Upon  wThich  they  proceeded  to 
confider  the  Depofitions  taken  and  returned,  purfuant  to  the  Order  of  this  Houfe,  by 
which  it  appears  that  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Militia  of  the  faid  County  of  Bedford 
ordered  Mr  Hairftone  to  conduct  the  Perfons  drafted  to  recruit  the  Forces  in  the  Pay  of 
this  Colony  to  Winchefter,  of  which  Patrick  Napier,  in  the  Petition  mentioned,  was  one, 
who  being  very  defirous  to  be  quit  of  that  Service,  did,  on  the  Way  thither,  propofe  to 
Mr  Hairftone  that  if  he  would  get  one  other  Man  to  go  in  his  Stead,  and  procure  his  Dif- 
charge,  he  would  give  him  a Negroe,  under  ten  Years  of  Age,  That  Mr  Hairftone  con- 
ducted the  Drafts  to  Winchefter,  and  delivered  them  to  Colonel  Wafhington,  the  Com- 
manding Officer  there;  and  having  procured  a Man  to  ferve  in  the  Stead  of  the  faid 
Napier,  to  whom  he  was  to  give  five  Pounds,  befides  the  Bounty  allowed  by  law,  prevai- 
led on  Colonel  Wafhington  to  accept  him,  and  dilcharge  Napier,  who,  on  his  Return 
Home,  delivered  to  Mr  Hairftone  a Negroe  about  four  or  five  Years  old,  and  hath  fince 
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declared  that  if  Inch  Delivery  did  not  give  him  a good  Title  to  the  Negroe,  he  would 
make  him  a better.  And  Mr  H air f tone  hath  declared  that  if  Napier  would  repay  the 
Money  he  was  to  give  the  Perfon  that  went  in  his  ftead  he  would  return  the  Negroe  back 
again  (but  whether  Mr  Hair  (tone  really  paid  any  Money  to  that  Perfon  does  not  appear 
to  your  Committee.)  And  no  Evidence  appearing  to  prove  that  Mr  Burnley  treated 
the  Freeholders  of  that  County  after  the  Tefte  of  the  Writ  for  electing  Burgeffes  for  the 
fame,  or  any  illegal  Proceedings  at  the  Election . 

Refolved , That  the  faid  William  Mead  hath  not  made  good  the  Allegations  of  his 
Petition. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Mr  Samuel  Hair  (tone  and  Mr  Zachariah  Burnley  are  duly 
ele<5ted  to  ferve  as  Burgeffes  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  faid  County  of 
Bedford. 

Mr  Attorney  alfo  reported,  That  the  faid  Committee  had  had  under  their  Confidera- 
tion  the  Petition  of  Mr  Henry  Blagrave,  to  them  referred,  complaining  of  an  undue  Elect- 
ion and  Return  of  Mr  Clement  Read  and  Mr  Matthew  Marrable,  to  ferve  as  Burgeffes  in 
this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Lunenburg,  and  had  agreed  upon  a 
Report,  and  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then 
delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  fame  were  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
Houfe,  and  are  as  follow: 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  after  it  was  publickly  known  in  the  faid  County, 
that  the  Writ  was  ii'fued  for  electing  Burgeffes  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly 
forthe  fame, one  Memican  Hunt  gave  a Treaton  Behalf  of  Mr  Read  to  a Company  of  Militia 
he  formerly  had  commanded,  with  Mr  Read's  Knowledge,  but  not  at  his  Requel’t,  and 
invited  Mr  Read’s  Friends  to  partake  thereof.  That  Mr  Marrable  defired  one  Henry 
Williams  to  acquaint  the  Company  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Williams  that  he 
intended  to  give  them  a Treat  the  next  Mufter  Day,  before  which  Time  the  Writs  for 
Election  of  Burgeffes  issued,  upon  which  he  defired  the  faid  Williams  to  excufe  him  to  the 
Company,  becaufe  if  he  fhould  treat  it  would  vacate  his  Election;  and  to  tell  them  he 
w'ould  handfomely  treat  them  after  the  Election  was  over,  which  he  did  do:  That  Mr 
Marrable  hearing  a Petition  to  the  Affembly  was  handed  about  by  Captain  Cox,  got 
another  in  Oppolition  thereto;  and  declared  that  by  carrying  it  about  feveral  Days, 
and  treating  the  Freeholders,  he  had  got  forty  or  fifty  Votes,  the  Writ  being  then  iffued : 
That  the  Day  before  the  Election  a la  rge  Number  of  Freeholders  came  to  Mr  Marrable  s, 
and  were  genteely  entertained;  at  which  Time  their  Votes  were  follicited  for  by  Mr 
Marrable,  in  Behalf  of  Mr  Blagrave  and  himfelf,  and  Mr  Marrable  declared  they  all 
promifed  him  their  Votes,  but  only  one  of  them  was  as  good  as  his  Word:  That  Mr 
Marrable  feemed  ftrongly  in  Mr  Blagrave’ s Intereft,  and  declared  he  would  fpend  eight 
or  ten  Pounds  rather  than  he  fhould  lofe  his  Election.  That  the  Morning  of  the  Election 
Liquor  was  diftributed  to  the  Company  of  Mr  Marrable,  by  his  Orders,  but  with  this 
Caution,  To  take  Care  they  fhould  not  intoxicate  themfelves,  leaft  a Riot  might  enfue 
at  the  EleCtion,  because  he  wanted  a fair  Poll,  and  every  Candidate  to  ftand  or  fall  by 
his  own  intereft;  and  Mr  Marrable  declared  he  expended  i'even  Weathers,  and  thirty 
Gallons  of  Rum  on  that  Occafion : That  a few  Days  after  the  EleCtion  Mr  Blagrave  was 
at  Mr  Marrable’s  Houfe,  feemed  very  friendly,  and  faid  he  was  wrell  fatiffied.  with  Mr 
Marrable  s Proceedings  in  the  EleCtion,  and  was  better  fatiffied  that  lie  fhould  be  a 
Burgefs  with  Mr  Read  than  himlelf,  if  Mr  Marrable  would  bring  Mr  Read  to  an  Account 
upon  Matters  formerly  againft  him  alledged  by  Mr  Marrable,  and  endeavour  to  divide  the 
County:  That  on  the  fifth  Day  of  July , being  thirteen  Days  before  the  EleCtion,  Mr 
Marrable  w'rote  a Letter  to  Mr  David  Caldwell,  a Man  of  great  Intereft  in  the  County, 
ftrongly  folliciting  his  Intereft,  in  which  is  contained  the  following  Words:  "This  fhall 
be  my  Obligation  to  be  liable  and  anfwerable  to  you,  and  all  who  are  my  Friends,  in 
the  Sum  of  five  Hundred  Pounds,  if  I do  not  ufe  t.he  utmoft  of  my  Endeavours  (in  Cafe 
I fhould  be  a Burgefs)  to  divide  this  our  County  of  Lunenburg,  in  the  following  Manner, 
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to  wit:  Beginning  at  Byrd's  Mill,  running  a ftreight  line  to  the  Head  of  Nottoway , agree- 
able to  a Divifion  lately  made  in  our  Parifh ; as  alfo  to  ufe  the  fame  Endeavours  for 
this  County,  that  fhall  appear  for  the  Benefit  thereof.”  And  upon  Confideration  of  the 
whole  Matter, 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Mr  Clement  Read  is  duly  eledted  to  ferve  as  a Burgel's  in  this 
prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  faid  County  of  Lunenburg. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Mr  Matthew  Marrable  is  not  duly  elected  to  ferve  as  a Bur- 
gefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  faid  County. 

Your  Committee  cannot  conclude  this  Report  without  taking  Notice  of  the  Behav- 
iour of  one  John  Hobfon,  which  was  very  illegal  and  tumuluous,  in  offering  to  lay  Wagers 
the  Poll  was  clofed  when  it  was  not ; in  proclaiming  at  the  Court-houfe  Door  the  Poll  was 
going  to  be  clofed,  and  defiring  the  Freeholders  to  come  in  and  vote,  and  then  violently, 
by  ftriking  and  kicking  of  them,  preventing  them  from  fo  doing,  by  which  Means  many 
Freeholders  did  not  vote  at  the  faid  Election. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  John  Hobfon,  in  the  faid  Report  mentioned,  is  guilty  of  a 
high  Mifdemeanor,  and  Breach  of  the  Privileges  and  Freedom  of  Elections,  and  alfo 
the  Privileges  of  this  Houle. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Hobfon  be  fent  for  in  Cuftody  of  the  Serjeant  at  Arms,  and 
brought  to  the  Bar  of  this  Houfe,  to  anfwer  for  his  faid  Offence. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrel’s  be  made  to  the  Governor  to  order  a new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
the  Election  of  a Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of 
Lunenburg,  in  the  Room  of  the  faid  Matthew  Marrable,  and  that  Mr  Read,  do  wait  on 
him  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Ordered , That  Mr  George  Mafon  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and 
Grievances. 

A Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Frederick f burg  in  Oppofition  to  a 
Petition  to  be  prefen  ted  to  this  Houfe,  for  removing  the  Court  houfe  of  Spotfylvania 
County  out  of  the  faid  County,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and 
Grievances;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A Memorial  of  Mr  Robert  Stewart,  reprefenting  that  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  Virginia  Troops,  by  the  Governor’s  Approbation,  appointed  him  Brigade-Major, 
which  Duty  he  performed,  but  as  there  was  no  Fund  to  pay  him,  he  has  never  received 
any  SatiffaCtion  for  his  faid  Service,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  William  Iftobe,  fetting  forth,  That  he  was  a Soldier  in  Captain 
Afhby’s  Company  of  Rangers,  and  in  an  Engagement  with  fome  Enemy  Indians  on  Pat- 
ter fon's  Creek,  in  April  1756,  was  by  them  taken  Prifoner,  and  carried  to  Quebec,  where 
he  remained  nineteen  Months,  and  was  then  tranfported  to  England,  and  exchanged, 
and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Memorial  and  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of 
the  Committee  of  Claims;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinions  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A Petition  of  John  Langfton  and  Torn  Cook,  in  Behalf  of  themfelves  and  the  other 
Indians  on  Pamunkey  River,  in  the  County  of  King  William,  fetting  forth.  That  they  are 
poffeffed  of  a valuable  Tradt  of  Land  where  they  now  live,  which  is  more  than  fufti- 
cient  for  them  (being  now  reduced  to  a fmall  Number)  to  cultivate  for  their  Subfiftance : 
That  they  are  alfo  feized  of  a fmall  Tract,  feparated  from  that  they  live  on,  containing 
about  200  Acres,  which  is  of  no  other  Cfe  to  them  than  to  yield  them  Timber  for  building, 
but  that  for  Want  of  fome  Perfon  to  take  Care  of  their  Intereft,  their  Boundsare  violated, 
and  their  Timber  taken  away,  for  which  they  can  have  no  Satiffaction,  not  being  acquaint  - 
ed  with  the  Modes  of  obtaining  Juftice;  and  praying  that  an  Adt  may  pafs  to  appoint 
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them  Truftees  to  leafe  out  the  faid  fmall  Tracft  of  Land  under  an  annual  Rent,  and  the 
Reftridtion  for  referving  the  Board  Timber  thereon  for  their  own  Ufe,  was  prefented  to 
the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered , That  a Bill  or  Bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid  Peti- 
tion; and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Robinfon  and  Mr  Gaines  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A Claim  of Todd,  for  reducing  the  diflocated  Arm  of  a Soldier,  was  pre- 

fented to  the  Houfe  and  received. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftrudtion  to  the  Committee  appointed  by  ACt  of  Affembly 
to  ftate  the  Accounts  of  Provisions,  and  the  Pay  of  the  Militia,  and  of  the  Damages  done 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony  by  the  Cherokee  and  Catawba  Indians,  and  for  other  Pur- 
pofes  therein  mentioned,  that  they  make  fucb  Allowance  to  the  faid  Todd  as  they  fhall 
think  reasonable  for  that  Service. 

A Claim  of  William  Woodroof,  for  taking  up  a Runaway  therein  mentioned,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftrudfcion  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  allow  the  faid 
Claim  in  the  Book  of  Claims. 

A Lift  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Militia  drafted  out  of  the  County  of  Spotfyl- 
vania,  on  his  Majefty’s  Sendee,  in  June,  1757,  with  an  Account  of  the  Time  they  were 
refpectively  employed  in  that  Sendee,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received;  and 
referred  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr  Charles  Carter,  from  the  Committee  of  Proportions  and  Grievances,  reported, 
That  the  Committee  had  had  under  their  Consideration  divers  Propositions  from  feveral 
Counties  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  Several  Resolutions  thereupon,  which  he  read 
in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  again  twice  read,  and 
are  as  follow: 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  the  Petition  from  the 
County  of  Lunenburg,  praying  that  County  may  be  divided,  by  a Line  beginning  at 
Byrd's  Mill,  and  running  thence  a ftreight  Courfe  to  the  Head  of  Roanoke  River,  is  rea- 
fonable. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  the  Petition  from  the  Par- 
lfh  of  Saint  Patrick,  in  the  County  of  Prince  Edward,  complaining  of  the  illegal  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh,  and  praying  the  fame  may  be  diffolved,  is  reafon- 
able ; it  appearing  to  this  Committee,  though  not  mentioned  in  the  Petition,  that  one  of 
the  faid  Veftrymen  is  a Diffenter  from  the  eftablifhed  Church. 

39  Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  the  Petition  from  the  Coun- 
ties of  Dinwiddie  and  Chefterfield,  praying  a Claufe  of  an  Act  of  Affembly  therein  men- 
tioned may  be  repealed,  and  the  Juftices  of  the  faid  Counties  be  obliged  to  build  a 
bridge  over  Appomattox  River,  at  the  Town  of  Pocohontas,  where  the  old  Bridge 
now*  ftands,  is  reafonable. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee  That  the  Petition  in  OppoSition 
thereto,  be  rejected. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  the  firft  Refolution  be  recommitted  to  the  faid  Committee. 

The  fecond  Refolution  being  read  a fecond  Time,  and  the  Queftion  put  that  the 
Houfe  agree  thereto, 

Refolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  the  Consideration  of  the  two  laft  Refolutions  be  referred  to  Tuefday 

next. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Refolved,  That  the  Petition  of  William  Mead,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election 
and  Return  of  Mr  Samuel  Hairftone  and  Mr  Zachariah  Burnley  to  ferve  as  Burgeffes  in 
this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Bedford,  is  frivolous  and  vexatious. 

Ordered , That  the  faid  William  Mead  do  pay  unto  the  Sitting  Members  their  Col'ts 
occafioned  by  the  faid  Petition. 

Ordered, 
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Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftrudtion  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  regulate  the  faid 
Cofts,  and  to  levy  the  fame  on  the  Petitioner  in  the  Book  of  Claims. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  Report  from  the  Committee  of  Claims, 
Yefterday  made  to  the  Houfe,  and  referred  to  be  confklered  this  l)ay,  be  put  off  till 
To-morrow. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  °’Clock. 
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A Petition  of  John  NVCowen,  fetting  forth,  That  he  had  two  Horfes  and  one 
Mare  impreffed  into  his  Majcfty’s  Service,  appraized  to  £i().  xo,  two  of  which 
were  loft,  and  the  other  come  Home,  after  being  abient  about  50  Days,  i'o  poor 
that  he  foon  after  died,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  this  Houfe. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Tom  Step,  Billy  John,  School  Robin,  and  A leek  Scholar,  Noitouiay 
Indians,  fetting  forth,  That  they  ferved  all  laft  Summer  and  Fall  in  Conjunction  with  his 
Majefty’s  Forces,  againft  the  French,  faithfully  and  honeftly,  until  the  P.educlion  of 
Fort  Du  Quefne\  and  are  again  willing  to  expofe  their  Lives  in  his  Majefty’s  Service ; 
That  they  have  received  no  Pay,  and  by  Reafon  of  their  Ahfence  from  Home  made 
little  Com  to  fubfift  on,  and  praying  that  fome  Allowance  may  be  made  them  to  pur- 
chafe  Com  for  the  Support  of  themfelves  and  their  Families. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Thomas  Penman,  Keeper  of  the  public  Goal,  fetting  forth,  That  « 
the  Lots  thereto  belonging  being  at  prefent  open  and  uninclofed,  leaves  the  faid  Prifon 
too  much  expofed  to  the  Attempts  of  thofe  who  may  Delign  to  refeue  the  Ciiminals  there- 
in confined,  and  praying  that  this  Houfe  will  direct  the  faid  Lots  to  be  encloled  at  the 
public  Expence,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

• Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Claims;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  feveral  Matters  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Several  Claims  of  Thomas  Wilkin fon , Affignee  of  John  Boin,  and  of  John  Ellis, 
for  taking  up  Runaways  therein  mentioned,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  received. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  allow  the  faid 
Claims  in  the  Book  of  Claims. 

The  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  proceeded  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Report  from 
the  Committee  of  Claims,  made  on  Wednefday  laft,  and  the  Refo'lution  of  the  faid  Com- 
mittee being  again  read,  was  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  with  an  Amendment,  and  is  as 
follows : 

Refolved,  That  the  Allegations  of  the  faid  Petition  are  true;  and  that  the  Sum  of 
£ 62  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  Collin  Campbell,  by  the  Public. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftruction  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  to  make  an  Allowance 
to  the  faid  Collin  Campbell,  purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolution,  as  amended. 

Mr  Bland,  from  the  Committee  of  Claims,  reported.  That  the  Committee  had,  accord 
ing  to  Order,  had  under  Confideration  the  Memorial  of  Robert  Stewart,  Brigade-Major 
to  the  Virginia  Troops,  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  a Refolution  thereupon,  which 
be  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  twice  read, 
and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  follows: 

Refolved,  That  the  Allegations  of  the  faid  Memorial  are  true ; and  that  he  ought  to 
be  allowed  the  Sum  of  £68.  10,  for  tour  Months  and  fifteen  Days  Pay  as  Brigade-Major 
of  the  faid  Troops. 

Mr  Charles  Carter,  from  the  Committee  appointed,  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  accord- 
ing to  Order,  a Bill  For  compleating  the  Regiment  in  the  Pay  of  this  Colony  to  One 
Thoufand  Men,  to  be  continued  in  the  Service  until  Firft  Day  of  December  next;  and 
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lor  railing  the  Sum  of  £26,298.  17.  8,  for  recruiting,  clothing,  fubfifting,  and  providing 
for  the  fame;  and  the  laid  Bill  was  read  the  firft  Time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a lecond 
Time. 

A Petition  of  William  Hunter,  i'etting  forth,  That  his  Salary  as  Printer  to  this  Houfe 
will  expire  at  the  End  of  this  Seffion  of  Affembly,  and  praying  that  the  fame  may  be 
further  continued,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Refolved,  That  the  Sum  of  £300  per  Annum  be  allowed  to  William  Hunter,  Printer, 
to  continue  to  the  End  of  the  next  Sefhon  of  Affembly,  as  a full  Confideration  for  print- 
ing the  Journal  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  printing  the  Laws  of  each  Sefhon,  and  fending 
thirteen  of  them  to  every  County  Court  Clerk,  one  of  which  to  be  half-bound  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Court ; printing  Inspectors  Notes  and  Books,  Proclamations,  and  other  public 
Advertifements. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Refolve  be  engroffed  and  that  Mr  Waller  do  carry  it  up  to  the 
Council  for  their  Concurrence. 

A Bill  For  enlarging  the  Towns  of  Frederick f burg  and  Winchester,  was  read  a fecond 
Time,  and  committed  to  the  Members  for  Spotfylvania  and  York. 

A Petition  of  Matthew  Moody,  fetting  forth.  That  he  hath  laid  off  twelve  Lots  adjoin- 
ing the  City  of  William f burg,  feveral  of  which  are  already  difpofed  of,  and  built  upon, 
and  praying  that  the  fame  may  be  added  to  the  faid  City,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  read. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Inftrudtion  to  the  lai’t  mentioned  Committee  that  they  receive 
a Claufe  or  Claufes  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid  Petition ; and 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Infturction  to  the  faid  Committee  that  they  likewile  receive 
a Claufe  or  Claufes  for  adding  certain  Lots,  laid  off  by  Mr  Benjamin  Waller,  to  the  faid 
City.

M R.  Charles  Carter,  from  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  prefen- 
ted to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a Bill  To  enable  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  County  of  Loudoun  to  pay  their  public  Dues  and  Officers  Fees  in 
Money. 

He  alfo  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according  to  Order,  a Bill  To  encourage  Arts 
and  Manufactures;  and  the  faid  Bills  were  feverally  read  the  firft  Time,  and  ordered  to 
be  read  a fecond  Time. 

Mr  Attorney,  from  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  reported,  That  the 
Committee  had,  according  to  Order,  examined  into  the  Conduct  of  Mr  Thomas  Walker, 
a Member  of  this  Houfe,  and  one  of  the  Contractors  for  fumiPaing  the  Forces  in  the  Pay 
of  this  Colony,  that  were  Rationed  in  the  County  of  Augufta,  with  Provilions,  in  the 
Year  1757;  and  had  agreed  upon  a Report,  and  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereupon, 
which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  the  faid  Refolutions 
were  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  and  are  as  follow: 

In  Order  to  prevent  any  Miftakes  that  might  happen  in  the  Courfe  of  this  Enquiry, 
your  Committee  thought  it  expedient  that  the  Objections  made  to  Mr  Walker's  Conduct 
in  that  Office  fliould  be  reduced  into  Writing ; and  therefore  defired  Mr  Johnfon  (another 
Member  of  this  Houfe)  who  gave  Rife  to  this  Enquiry,  to  put  into  Writing  the  Objections 
he  had  to  make  to  Mr  Walker’s  ConduCt,  which  he  did,  at  two  feveral  Times,  in  the  follow- 
ing Words:  “The  following  is  the  Charge  againft  Thomas  Walker,  Gentleman,  one  of  the 
Contractors  for  victualling  the  Troops  in  the  Pay  of  this  Colony,  in  the  Year  1757,  exhi- 
bited againft  him  by  Thomas  Johnfon,  and  which  he  propofes  to  make  good  Proof  to: 
That  on  the  28th  Day  of  Odober,  1757,  Thomas  Walker,  Gentleman,  did  covenant  and 
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aqrec  with  the  Honorable  Robert  Dinunddie,  Efq ; late  Lieutenant-Governor  of  this 
Colony,  That  the  faid  Thomas  would  take  to  his  own  proper  Account  all  fuch  Provifion 
as  was  then  on  Hand,  that  fliould  be  delivered  unto  him  in  the  Countyyof  Augufta,  and 
<pve  the  Government  Credit  for  the  fame,  after  the  following  Rate,  that  is  to  fay:  For 
every  Bufhel  of  Sait  ten  {hillings;  for  every  Hundred  Pounds  of  Flour  nine  Shillings; 
lor  every  Pound  of  Bacon  three  Pence;  for  every  Pound  of  dried  or  pickled  Beef  two 
Pence  Half-penny,  and  for  every  Hundred  Pounds  of  Bifcuit  twelve  Shillings  and  fix 
Pence.  And  whereas,  foon  after  the  faid  Contract  was  made,  there  was  delivered  to  the 
Officers  of  the  firft  Virginia  Regiment  and  Rangers,  Rationed  in  the  County  of  Augufta, 
whom  the  faid  Thomas  had  contracted  to  fupply  with  Provifions,  about  eleven  Waggon 
Loads  of  Bacon  and  other  Provifions,  as  by  Receipt,  for  Part  of  the  fame,  by  Captain 
Woodward,  an  Officer  in  the  firft  Virginia  Regiment,  may  appear,  notwithstanding  the 
faid  Thomas  hath  fettled  an  Account  many  Months  after  the  Delivery  of  the  faid  Pro- 
vifions (with  the  Government)  and  refuted  to  give  any  Credit  for  the  fame,  alledging  that 
the  fame  was  unfound  and  deferved  no  Credit.”  Here  ends  the  firft  Charge ; the  fecond 
was  as  follows : “A  further  Charge  exhibited  by  Thomas  Johnfon  againft  Thomas  Walker , 
Gentleman,  as  one  of  the  Contractors  for  victualling  the  Troops  in  the  Pay  of  this  Colony, 
in  the  Year  1757;  That  the  faid  Thomas  Walker  entered  into  a fecret  Partnerfhip  with 
Major  Andrew  Lewis,  one  of  the  principal  Officers  of  the  firft  Virginia  Regiment,  Rationed 
in  Augufta  County,  relative  to  the  victualling  the  faid  Troops  under  his  imme- 
diate Command;  and  that  after  the  Perfons  appointed  to  convey  a certain  Ouantitv 
of  Bacon  from  the  Hands  of  Colonel  Read,  which  had  been  purchafed  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Government,  and  had  obtained  a Receipt  for  the  fame,  after  being  firft  infpected  bv 
proper  Perfons  on  Oath,  and  then  admitted  feme  were  good,  fome  indifferent,  and 
the  reft  condemned,  the  faid  Walker  received  the  fame,  and  afterwards  the  faid  Lrwis 
(Partner  with  the  faid  Walker)  by  Virtue  of  his  own  Authority,  caul'ed  the  faid  Provi- 
fions, -or  at  leaft  the  greateft  Part  of  them,  not  then  made  Ufe  of,  to  be  examined  and 
condemned ; and  that  the  faid  Thomas  Walker  as  yet  has  rendered  no  Manner  of  Account 
of  the  whole  or  any  Part  thereof,  as  the  faid  Thomas  Johnfon  knows  of,  although  the 
faid  Thomas  Johnfon  expreffly  charges  that  fome  of  the  faid  Provifions  was  actually 
ufed;  but  in  Order,  as  the  faid  Thomas  Johnfon  conceives,  to  prevent  any  Difcovery 
thereof,  the  faid  Thomas  Walker  abfolutely  denied  that  the  faid  Lewis  was  concerned 
with  him  in  victualling  the  faid  Regiment;  and  this  he  did  at  a Time  it  was  fuppofed 
that  the  faid  Lewis  was  killed  in  the  Battle  before  Fort  Du  Quefne ; And  further,  the 
u faid  Thomas  Johnfon  undertakes  to  prove  that  the  Bacon  delivered  and  after- 
wards condemned  as  aforefaid,  was  good  at  the  Time  it  was  delivered.”  So  ends  the 
fecond  Charge.  After  hearing  the  faid  Charges  read,  and  duly  confidering  the  fame, 
your  Committee  proceeded  to  hear  the  Teftimony  of  the  Witneffes  produced  by  Mr 
Johnfon  to  prove  the  faid  Charges,  as  well  as  thole  produced  by  Mr  Walker  to  exculpate 
himfelf ; And  from  their  Evidence  it  appears  to  your  Committee  That  Mr  Walker  entered 
into  the  Contract  mentioned  bv  Mr  Johnfon,  and  on  the  Terms  by  him  alledged.  That 
eleven  Waggon  Loads  of  Provifions  were  fent  from  Lunenburg  to  Augufta  County  for 
the  Ufe  of  the  Forces  Mr  Walker  was  by  that  Contract  to  victual:  That  the  Contract 
was  negotiated  in  Williamfburg,  and  concluded  the  twenty-eighth  Day  of  October,  1757  ; 
and  while  the  fame  was  in  Agitation,  and  before  it  was  concluded,  Mr  Walker  told 
Colonel  Read,  another  Member  of  this  Houfe,  who  had  purchafed  thofe  Provifions,  by 
Order  of  the  Governor,  the  Year  before,  that  he  would  go  to  Lunenburg  and  fee  the  Rime 
infpefited  before  it  was  fent  to  Augufta  and  Mr  Read  told  him  it  was  too  late,  for  that 
the  Provifions  were  then  gone,  or  going  to  Augufta,  by  the  Governor’s  Order.  That  on 
the  twentieth  Day  of  October,  eight  Days  before  the  Contract  was  concluded,  it  appears 
a Quantity  of  thofe  Provifions  were  delivered  to  Captain  Woodward,  an  Officer  of  the 
firft  Virginia  Regiment,  in  Augufta,  and  the  Refidue  was,  about  the  laft  of  that  Month, 
lodged  on  Craig's  Creek,  about  twelve  Miles  from  the  Garifon,  the  Roads  not  being 
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paffable  for  Waggons,  and  for  Want  of  an  Efcort:  That  the  Provifions  received  by  Cap- 
tain Woodward  were  infpected,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  thofe  left  at  Craig's  Creek 
were  ever  infpecled.  Yet  from  the  Light  your  Committee  have  been  able  to  difcover 
from  the  whole  Teftimony,  it  appears  that  the  faid  Provifions  were  in  general  very  indiff- 
erent, and  great  Part  quite  fpoiled.  That  Mr  Walker,  in  July  next  following  his  Contract 
laid  an  Account  before  the  Commiffioncrs  appointed  by  Act  of  Affembly  to  adjuft  the 
fame,  and  did  not  make  any  Mention  therein  of  thofe  Provifions,  but  acquainted  them 
that  a Quantity  of  Provifions  had  been  received  from  Lunenburg,  which  he  had  not  then 
got  an  Account  of,  and  that  he  would  leave  in  the  Treafury  a fufficient  Sum  to  pay  for 
them  whenever  the  Quantity  could  be  adjufted,  which  he  did,  where  the  fame  f till 
remains,  the  faid  Mr  Walker  not  having  as  yet  fettled  any  other  Account  with  the  faid 
Commiffioners : The  preceeding  Facts  are  all  relative  to  the  firft  Charge  exhibited  by 
Mr  Johnfon.  And  with  Refpect  to  the  fecond,  it  does  appear  to  your  Committee, 
that  Major  Lewis,  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Forces  ftationed  in  Augufta,  was  con- 
cerned with  Mr  Walker  in  the  Execution  of  the  faid  Contract,  though  not  named  in  it, 
which  your  Committee  entirely  difapprove  of,  as  it  might  open  a Door  to  great  Hard- 
fhips  and  Qppreffion  upon  the  poor  Soldiers ; but  no  fuch  Confequences  having  appeared 
to  attend  it  in  this  Cafe,  your  Committee  have  come  to  the  following  Refolutions: 

Refolved,  That  Mr  Johnfon  hath  not  made  good  the  firft  Part  of  his  Charge,  wherein 
he  alleges  Mr  Walker  refuted  to  account  for  the  faid  Provifions. 

Refolved,  That  he  hath  made  good  that  Part  of  his  Charge,  concerning  Major  Leuif's 
being  in  Partnerfhip  with  Mr  Walker. 

Refolved,  That  he  hath  not  made  good  that  Part  of  his  Charge,  touching  a Re-  i 
in-fpection  and  Condemnation  of  the  faid  Provifions  by  Major  Lewif's  Order. 

And  it  not  appearing  to  your  Committee  that  any  other  Ineonveniency  attended 
Major  Lewif’s  being  concerned  in  the  Execution  of  the  faid  Contract,  than  the  Abience 
of  fome  of  the  Officers  from  their  Pofts  at  fome  Times  neceflarily  occafioned  thereby. 

Refolved,  That  Mr  Walker  hath  not  been  guilty  of  any  Fraud  in  the  Execution  of  the 
faid  Contract. 

Upon  a Motion  made. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Thomas  Walker,  Contractor  for  lupplying  the  Troops  with  Pro- 
vifions, do,  in  fix  Months,  at  furtheft,  from  this  Time,  render  an  Account  of  all  the 
Provifions  he  has  received  in  the  County  of  Lunenburg  or  elfewhere,  according  to  the 
Terms  of  the  Contract  made  with  this  Government,  in  the  Year  1757. 

The  Houfe  being  informed,  That  Mr  Thomas  Johnfon , a Member  of  this  Houle, 
having  faid  that  Mr  Walker  as  Contractor  to  fupply  the  Forces  ftationed  in  Augufta 
with  Provifions,  had  attempted  to  cheat  the  Country  of  eleven  Hundred  Pounds,  was 
afked,  if  that  was  the  Cafe,  how  it  happened  that  Mr  Walker  was  not  only  continued 
in  Office,  but  was  courted  thereto  and  carreffed  by  the  Aifembly,  upon  which  Mr  John- 
fon faid  the  following  Words:  “You  know  very  little  of  the  Schemes.  Plots,  and  Contri- 
vances that  are  carried  on  in  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes ; in  fhort,  one  holds  the  Lamb  while 
another  fkins;  and  it  would  furprife  any  Man  to  fee  in  what  Manner  the  Country’s 
Money  is  fquandered  away,  which  I have  ufed  my  utmoft  Endeavour  to  prevent,  in 
which  I could  never  fucceed  but  once,  and  that  to  a trifling  Amount.”  That  among 
other  Inftances  the  faid  Mr  Johnfon  mentioned  the  following  as  a Proof  of  his  Affections : 
“That  when  the  Clerk’s  Salary  was  propofed  to  be  settled,  Mr  Randolph,  the  Clerk,  got 
up,  and  walking  through  the  Burgeffes  gave  a Nod  to  his  Creatures  on  each  Side,  who 
all  followed  him  out  of  the  Houfe,  and  promifed  to  be  for  the  largeft  Sum  propofed.” 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Information  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and 
Elections;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  Matter  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Houfe  proceeded  to  the  Confideration  of  the  two  laft  Refolutions  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Propofitions  and  Grievances,  made  on  Thurfday  laft,  and  referred  to  be  confidered 
this  Day;  and  the  firft  of  the  faid  Refolutions  being  read  a fecond  Time,  and  the  Quef- 
tion  put  that  the  Houfe  agree  thereto, 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative. 


Refolved, 
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Refolved,  That  the  Petitions  from  the  Counties  of  Dinviddie  and  Chefterfield,  therein 
mentioned,  be  rejected. 

Tiie  la  ft  Refolution  being  alfo  read  a fecond  Time,  and  the  Queftion  put  that  the 
Houfe  agree  thereto, 

Refolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a Bill  To  prohibit  the  Juftices  of  the  County 
of  Dinwiddie  from  obliging  the  Juftices  of  the  County  of  Chefterfield  to  join  with  them 
in  building  a Bridge  a-crofs  Appomattox  River,  at  Browder's  Ifland,  and  it  is  referred 
to  Mr  Cary  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  lame. 

And  then  the  Honfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  01 Clock .

A Petition  of  fundry  Merchants,  Planters,  and  others,  refiding  on  and  trading 
to  York  River,  fetting  forth,  that  the  Warehoufes  at  Page's  and  Crutchfield's 
in  the  County  of  Hanover,  for  the  Infpedtion  of  Tobacco,  are  very  inconveniently 
fituated;  and  that  the  Petitioners  are  under  great  Difficulties,  Trouble  and 
Expence,  in  fending  their  Tobacco  from  thence  to  be  fhipped  for  Exportation,  occafioned 
by  the  Sands  in  the  River  Pamunkey,  on  which  the  f aid  Warehoufes  are  eftablifhed,  and 
the  difficult  Navigation  thereof;  by  which  Means  Ships  are  frequently  delayed  and  pre- 
vented from  proceeding  on  their  Voyages  to  Great  Britain,  for  Want  of  the  Tobacco 
they  muft  wait  for  from  thofe  Warehoufes;  And  praying,  that  the  faid  Warehoufes 
may  be  fuppreffed,  and  new  ones  erected  in  their  Stead  at  the  Town  of  Newcaftle,  in  the 
faid  County. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  County  of  Hanover,  in  Oppofition 
thereto;  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read.

24.  For  putting  Matchotique  and  Mattox  Warehoufes,  in  the  County  of  Weftmor eland, 
under  one  Infpedion;  for  eroding  a Warehotife  at  Stratford  Landing,  in  the  faid  County, 
and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 

25.  For  altering  feveral  Court  Days  therein  mentioned. 

26.  For  dividing  the  County  of  Prince  William. 

27.  To  give  a certain  Sum  of  Money,  therein  mentioned,  to  pur  chafe  Corn  for  the  Relief 
of  the  South  Weftern  Parts  of  this  Colony,  in  their  prefent  Diftrefs. 

28.  For  enlarging  the  Towns  of  Frederickfburg  and  Win  chef  ter,  the  City  of  Williamf- 
burg,  and  Town  of  Dumfries. 

29.  For  raifing  a public  Levy. 

30.  For  the  better  regulating  Eaton’s  Charity  School. 

31.  For  repealing  the  Adis  for  afeertaining  the  Place  where  the  Court  of  York  County 
fhall  be  kept,  and  for  altering  the  Place  for  holding  Courts  in  the  County  of  Spotfylvania. 

32.  To  oblige  the  Owners  of  Mills,  on  the  River  Rappidan,  to  make  Openings  or  Slopes 
in  their  Mill  Dams,  for  the  Paffage  of  Fifh. 

33.  For  paying  the  Burgeffes  Wages  in  Money. 

34.  To  enable  the  Executors  of  the  Will  of  John  Spotfwood,  Efq\  to  pay  ihc  Debts  and 
Legacies  due  from  the  Eftate  of  Major-General  Alexander  Spotfwood,  and  for  other  Pur- 
pofes therein  mentioned. 

His 
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ilis  Honor  likewile  gave  his  Affent  to  the  following  Refolves  of  the  Houfe  of  Bur- 
geffes,  which  the  Council  had  agreed  to,  viz. 

1.  For  giving  Inftrudions  to  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence,  appointed  by  the  Ad 
t>affed  this  Seffion  of  Affembly , intituled.  An  Act  for  appointing  an  Agent. 

2.  For  allowing  William  Hunter,  Printer,  a Salary  of  £300  per  Annum,  for  the  Ser- 
vices  therein  mentioned. 

And  then  his  Honor  was  pleafed  to  make  the  following  Speech. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  MT  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I cannot  difmifs  you,  without  expreffing  the  great  Satisfaction  I have  received  from 
the  Bill  I have  this  Day  paffed,  to  enable  me  to  fend  two  Companies  of  Artificers  to  join  the 
Regiment  which  is  to  ad,  in  Conjunction  with  his  Majefty's  Forces,  in  offenfive  0 perations 
againft  the  Enemy;  by  which  Means  the  Fort  at  Pittfburg  may  be  put  in  a very  refpeCtable 
Condition,  either  to  curb  the  Indians,  or  put  a Stop  to  any  further  Encroachments  of  the 
French.  I did  not  doubt  but  that  Reafon,  and  a juft  Senfe  of  your  true  Inter  eft,  would  in  the 
End  prevail  and  overpower  all  your  Fears  of  Diftrefs  and  Poverty.  / am  particularly  to 
thank  you.  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  cj  Burgeffes,  for  the  Money  you  have  raifed  for  thefe 
Purpofes ; and  it  fhall  be  my  Endeavour,  by  a careful  Application  of  it,  and  a fteady  Obfer- 
vance  of  what  you  have  recommended  to  me,  to  give  you  fuch  Convidioti  of  the  Sincerity  of 
rny  Intentions,  as  will  fecure  to  me  your  future  Confidence. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I fincerely  wifh  this  Colony  may  reap  all  the  Advantage  and  Benefit  expeded  from 
an  Agent,  long  wifhed  for,  and  now  appointed  by  the  Ad  for  that  Purpofe. 

The  Ad  For  the  Encouragement  of  Arts  ayui  Manufadures  gives  me  an  Opportunity 
to  recommend  to  you  all,  in  your  refpedive  Retirements,  to  encourage  and  propagate  Induf- 
try  in  all  its  Branches;  the  true,  I had  almoft  faid  the  only,  Source  of  Riches,  Greatnefs, 
and  Happinefs;  That  you  may  immediately  fet  about  this  ufeful  Work,  I think  it  expedient 
to  prorogue  you,  and  you  are  accordingly  prorogued,  to  the  firft  Thurfday  in  Auguft  next. 
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Meffage  from  the  Governor  was  delivered  by-  Mr  Walthoe. 


Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Governor  commands  the  immediate  Attendance  of  your  Houfe  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 


Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up  to  attend  the  Governor. 

And  being  returned,  reported,  That  he,  with  the  Houfe,  had  attended  the  Governor 
in  the  Council  Chamber;  and  that  the  Governor  v/as  pleated  to  make  a Speech  to  the 
Council  and  this  Houfe,  of  which  he  had  (to  prevent  Miftakes)  obtained  a Copy,  which 
he  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  read, 
and  is  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

Some  Letters  which  I lately  received  from  Governor  Lyttleton  and  Governor  Dobbs  to 
inform  me  of  Commotions  among  the  Cherokees,  and  to  defire  the  Affiftance  of  this  Colony 
to  fupprefs  them,  have  obliged  me  to  call  you  together  fooner  than  I propofed;  that,  without 
Delay,  I might  lay  them  before  you  for  your  Deliberation,  and  communicate  your  Refolutions, 
on  this  important  Affair,  to  their  Excellencies.  It  is  needlefs  to  reprefent  to  you  the  Dan- 
gers to  which  our  Frontiers  are  expo  fed  by  thefe  Indians:  But  by  fome  fubfequent  Advices, 
I am  not  without  Hopes  that  this  gathering  Storm  may  ftill  be  difperfed,  and  prevented  from 
falling  on  our  Heads. 

The  Men  now  in  the  pay  of  this  Colony  ftand  provided  for  but  till  the  firft  of  December 
next.  N ' otwiihftanding  the  great  Succefs  with  which  it  has  pleafed  the  Almighty  to  blefs 
his  Maiefty’s  Arms  during  this  whole  Campaign,  (on  the  rapid  and  uninterrupted  Courfe 
of  which  I mo  ft  heartily  and  fincerely  congratulate  you)  I recommend  it  to  your  Confidera- 
a tion,  whether  it  would  not  be  imprudent  to  leffen  their  Numbers  in  our  prefent  Situation: 
Though  the  French  are  driven  from  our  Frontiers,  we  are  not  yet  in  that  State  of  Tranquillity 
and  Security  which  we  could  wifh.  I am  averfe  to  encreafe,  or  even  continue,  any  Expence 
to  this  Colony,  that  is  not  abfolutely  neceffary.  I am  fenfible  of  the  great  Burthen  it  has 
already  born;  but  when  I tell  you,  that  thofe  very  Generals,  to  whofe  Conduit,  Courage  and 
Care,  we  owe  our  prefent  Safety,  and  the  Advantages  this  Colony  is  already  reaping  by  the 
Roads  now  opening  by  their  Direction,  do  earneftly  defire  that  our  Troops  fhould  be  contin- 
ued in  Pay;  can  you  doubt  of  the  Utility  of  the  Measure?  When  I tell  you,  that  the  Britifh 
Nation  is  actually  at  this  Moment  expending  a very  large  Sum  to  eredt  a flrong  Fort  at 
Pittfburg,  to  defend  this  and  the  adjacent  Colonics  from  any  future  Infult;  can  you  hefitate 
whether  you  fhall  furnifh  your  prefent  Quota  towards  expediting  the  great  Works  now 
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carrying  on  there?  Let  me  add,  as  an  additional  Motive,  that  the  great  Expence  is 
already  paid;  the  Men  are  raifed  and  clepthed,  their  Subfiftence  for  fame  Months  is  ihc 
only  jprefent  Matter  of  Contemplation. 

There  is  one  other  Article  of  Ex  pence  I cannot  help  recommending  to  you,  which  is,  the 
fini fhing  and  completing  Fort  Loudoun.  7 he  Sums  already  ] pent  in  erecting  that  For- 
irefs  will  be  entirely  thrown  away,  as  the  Fort  muft  fall  to  Ruins,  if  the  Works  are  not  pre- 
ferved  from  the  Damages  of  the  Sea  fans,  by  being  properly  finifked.  If  you  confider  the 
Importance  of  this  Poft,  either  as  a Magazine,  or  as  a Depofitory  of  Indian  Goods,  or  as  a 
Protection  from  thofe  People,  if  they  ihould  again  dare  to  moleft  us:  If  you  could  fee  the  For- 
wardnefs  it  is  in,  and  the  little  there  is  wanting  to  complete  it,  I am  confident  you  would 
unanimoujly  concur  uhth  me  in  the  Ufefulnefs  of  what  I recommend  to  you. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

That  you  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  provide  for  all  ueceffary  Sendees,  without 
oppreffing  the  Inhabitants,  I have  made  it  the  great  Objed  of  all  my  Adions,  during  the 
Recefs  of  the  Affetnbly,  to  be  as  fairing  as  poffible  of  all  publick  Money;  to  this  Purpofe  I 
have  endeavored  to  proted  our  back  Settlements  with  the  poo  Men  in  the  Pay  of  the  Colony, 
without  having  Recourfe  to  the  expenfive  and  detrimental  Method  of  calling  the  Militia 
from  their  Families  and  their  Occupations,  to  proted  their  Neighbors;  fo  that  the  Claims  on 
that  Head,  which  you  may  remember  have  been  very  numerous,  you  will  find  entirely 
reduced:  And  I have  had  the  great  Satiffadion  to  find  the  Inhabitants  have  fuffered  lefs 
Damage  by  the  Incurfions  of  Indians  than  in  former  Years;  a ueceffary  Confequence  of 
the  French  being  removed  from  our  and  their  Neighborhood.  If  by  any  Means  whatever  it 
fhould  be  in  my  Power  to  alleviate  or  leffen  your  Expences,  you  may  entirely  depend  on  my 
employing  all  fuck  Means  to  the  Relief  and  Eafe  of  the  Colony. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

It  is  neceffary  for  me  to  acquaint  you,  that  I have  received  an  Inftrudion  from  his 
Majefty,  to  recommend  to  you  the  providing  for  the  Security  of  the  Merchants  of  Great 
Britain,  in  the  Recovery  of  Sterling  Debts  due  to  them  from  this  Colony,  from  any  Lofs  they  * 
may  fuftain  from  our  unavoidable  Emiffions  of  Paper  Money.  This  is  a frefh  Mark  of 
his  Majefty's  univerfal  paternal  Care  erver  all  his  Subjeds;  and  as  I am  fully  perfuaded  it 
is  your  Intentions  that  no  Man  fhould  fuffer  by  any  Ad  of  yours,  I recommend  it  to  you  to 
reconfider  this  Affair,  and  if  their  Property  is  not  already  fully  fecured,  to  provide  for  the 
Security  thereof  in  the  fulleft  and  ampleft  Manner.  I have  alfo  received  his  Majefty's 
Difapprobation  and  Repeal  of  an  Ad  paffed  in  the  Year  1752,  intituled,  An  Act  to  erect  a 
Light  Houfe  on  Cape  Henry. 

Having  communicated  every  Thing  to  you  which  deferves  your  prefent  Con  fide  ration, 

I have  only  to  defire,  in  the  Dif patch  of  thefe  weighty  Affairs,  a Continuance  of  that  Zeal  for 
the  publick  Good;  that  Integrity  of  Heart  in  the  Pur  fait  of  it;  that  Loyalty  to  his  Majefty; 
and  that  Affedion  to  me,  which  I have  always  experienced  during  my  Refidence  with  you. 

Mr  Speaker  alfo  reported,  That  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him,  and  defired  him 
to  lay  before  the  Houfe,  fundry  Letters  lately  come  to  Hand,  from  Major  General 
Amherft,  Brigadier  General  Stanwix , his  Excellency  Governor  Lyttleton,  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  his  Excellency  Governor  Dobbs,  of  North  Carolina,  which  he  accordingly  deliv- 
ered in  at  the  Table. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Letters  do  lie  on  the  Table. 

A Member  returned  upon  a new  Writ,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken 
by  Adt  of  Parliament,  inftead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  and  taken  and 
fubferibed  the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  alfo  fubferibed  the  Teft,  was  ad- 
mitted to  his  Place  in  the  Houfe. 

Refolred,  That  an  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Honor  the  Governor,  to  return  him 
the  fincere  Thanks  of  this  Houfe  for  Ids  very  affectionate  Speech,  at  the  Opening  of  this 
Seffion:  To  affure  him  that  we  heartily  join  with  his  Honor  in  Congratulations  on  the 
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Succefs  with  which  his  Majefty’s  Endeavors  have  been  attended  in  the  Profecution  of 
the  prefent  War:  That  we  fhall,  with  all  poflible  Diligence,  take  under  our  Confideration 
the  feveral  weighty  AiTairs  that  he  has  been  pleafed  to  recommend  to  us;  and  to  exprefs 
the  grateful  Senfe  that  we  have  of  the  Care  and  Tranquility  with  which  he  has  con- 
ducted himfelf  in  the  Protection  of  our  Frontiers,  and  of  the  Happinefs  that  we  enioy 
under  his  Adminiitration. 

Ordered,  That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs  to  the  Governor, 
purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolution;  and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Landon  Carter  and  Mr  Attorney 
' to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  take  the  Governor’s  Speech  into  Conlideration 
To-morrow. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
the  electing  a Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  James  Town,  in  the 
Room  of  Mr  Travis,  who,  fmce  his  Election,  hath  accepted  of  the  Office  of  Coroner  of 
James  City  County;  and  that  Mr  Wythe  do  wait  on  his  Honor  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  the  Governor,  to  order  a new  Writ  to  iffue  for 
the  eledting  a Burgefs  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly  for  the  County  of  Gooch- 
land, in  the  Room  of  Mr  Reuben  Skelton,  deceafed;  and  that  Mr  Cary  do  wait  on  his 
Honor  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

3 Ordered,  That  the  Rev.  Mr  William  Yates  be  continued  Chaplain  to  this  Houfe,  and 
that  he  attend  to  read  Prayers  every  Morning  at  ten  "’Clock. 

Ordered,  That  Thomas  Broadrib,  Jaynes  Lavie,  and  James  Yates,  be  continued  in 
their  refpedtive  Offices  of  Door-Keepers  to  this  Houfe ; and  that  they  give  their  Attend- 
ance accordingly. 

A Petition  of  Thomas  Francis,  praying  that  he  may  be  appointed  a Door-Keeper  to 
this  Houfe,  in  the  Room  of  William  Francis,  deceafed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and 
read;  and  thereupon, 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Thomas  Francis  be  appointed  a Door-Keeper  to  this  Houfe  , 
and  that  he  attend  accordingly. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning,  Eleven  “'Clock.

Mr  Layidon  Carter  reported,  That  the  Committee  appointed  had,  according  to  Order, 
prepared  an  Addrefs  to  the  Governor,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at 
the  Table,  where  the  fame  was  again  twrice  read,  and  agreed  to,  and  is  as  follows:

We,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  with  great  Sincerity  return  your  Honor  Thanks  for  your 
very  affectionate  Speech,  at  the  Opening  of  this  Seffion. 

The  Succefs  with  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  blefs  his  Majefty's  Arms,  as  it  muft  tend  to 
effed  thofe  glorious  Purpofes  of  Peace  and  Tranquility,  the  ultimate  End  of  all  our  Wifhes, 
naturally  raifes  in  our  Thoughts  every  Idea  of  Congratulation;  and  we  moft  heartily  beg 
I^eave  to  join  with  your  Honor,  on  the  Occafion. 

As  a permanent  Teftimony  of  the  juft  Senfe  we  entertain  of  his  Majefty's  ccmftant  and 
Paternal  Regard  for  his  faithful  People  of  this  Colony,  indulge  us,  good  Sir,  moft  dutifully 
to  acknowledge  it,  in  the  gracious  Inftance  that  he  gave  in  the  Appointment  of  your  Honor  to 
prefide  over  us;  fmce  Experience  has  now  ftrongly  impreffed,  on  ail  our  Minds,  thofe  Sen- 
falions  of  Happinefs  which  at  fir  ft  were  prefaged  in  your  great  Affability  of  Temper.  The 
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Frugality  with  which  you  have  conduced  your f elf  in  the  Protection  of  our  Frontiers,  is  a 
farther  Proof  of  your  Prudence  a)id  Beueyolence  to  this  Colony;  and  calls  upon  us  for  its 
juft  Acknowledgments,  in  this  Time  of  prodigious  Expence:  Permit  us  therefore  to  affure 
you,  that  no  Endeavour  f hall  be  wanting,  on  our  Part,  to  convince  your  Honor,  and  every 
impartial  Judge,  of  our  Zeal  and  unalienable  Integrity  for  the  Publick,  Loyalty  to  his  Maj- 
efty,  and  Affedion  to  you,  in  the  Confederation  of  thofe  weighty  Affairs  which  your  Honor 
has  been  plcafed  to  recommend  to  us. 

Ordered,  That  the  faicl  Addrefs  be  fairly  transcribed,  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  fame  wait  on  the  Governor  to  know' 
his  Pleafure  when  this  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Honor  to  prefent  it. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  take  into  their  Confideration  the 
Governor’s  Speech. 

Ordered,  That  the  Confideration  of  the  faid  Speech  be  put  off  till  Monday 
next. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  Initrudlion  to  the  Treafurer  of  this  Colony  to  execute  a 
Releafe  to  John  Frog,  Sheriff  of  Prince  William  Comity,  from  the  Penalty  of  a Bond  by 
him  given  for  the  Collection  of  the  Taxes  in  that  County,  and  from  a Judgment  obtained 
by  the  faid  Treafurer,  in  the  General  Court,  againft  the  faid  John  Frog  on  the  faid  Bond ; 
it  appearing  that  he  has  paid  into  the  Treafury  the  whole  Money  wherewith  he  was 
chargeable  for  Taxes  arifmg  in  the  faid  County. 

A Petition  of  John  Mercer,  Gentleman,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read ; fetting 
forth.  That  he  hath  (with  great  Labor  and  Expence)  compiled  and  printed  a complete 
and  correct  Abridgment  of  all  the  publick  Adis  of  Affembly  of  this  Colony  in  Force  and 
Ufe  at  this  Time,  which,  by  Reai'on  of  his  Majefty’s  not  having  fignitied  his  Approbation 
of  the  Land  Law,  and  his  repealing  divers  Adis  printed  in  the  Revifal,  and  the  many 
Acts  pafi'ed  iince,  lie  interl'perfed  in  fo  many  different  Books;  that  it  is  a very  difficult 
Matter  to  diftinguifh  which  of  the  faid  Acts  are  in  Force  and  which  are  not ; befides  their 
being  fo  fcarce  and  difficult  to  procure,  that  very  few,  if  any,  of  the  County  Courts  are 
fumifhed  with  a complete  Collection  of  the  faid  Adis  of  Affembly  at  large.  That  as  the 
Legiflature  of  this  Colony  has  thought  it  reafonable,  from  Time  to  Time,  to  fupplv  the 
Magiftrates  of  the  feveral  Counties  (who  ferve  wdthout  Fee  or  Reward)  with  the  printed 
Adis  of  Affembly  at  the  publick  Expence,  the  Petitioner  hopes  this  honorable  Houfe, 
to  whom  he  fubmits  the  Ufefulriefs  of  his  Performance,  will  fo  far  encourage  it  as  to  take 
off  his  Hands  a fufficient  Number  of  the  faid  Abridgments  to  fupply  the  faid  Magif- 
trates, as  he  has  not  only  printed  it  for  that  Purpofe,  but  adapted  it  particularly  to  their 
Ufe,  by  abridging  every  Claufe  of  the  faid  Adis  under  its  proper  Title,  with  neceffary 
Tables;  and  the  general  Complaint  through  the  Colony  of  the  Want  of  fuch  a Colledtion 
was  his  principal  Inducement  to  undertake  a Work  of  fo  much  Labor  and  Expeace  in  a 
Multiplicity  of  other  Bulinefs.  That  in  Order  to  render  that  faid  Work  as  ufeful  and 
beneficial  as  may  be,  the  Petitioner  will  undertake,  as  long  as  he  lives,  to  publifh  at  the 
End  of  every  Seffion  (at  the  moft  reafonable  Expence  that  may  be)  an  Abridgment  of 
the  publick  Adis  of  fuch  Seffion,  with  proper  Notes  and  Directions  what  Alterations  are 
made  by  fuch  new  Acts  in  the  former  ones. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  Mr  London  Carter,  Mr  George  Johnfton, 
Mr  Attorney,  Mr  Harrifon,  and  Mr  Cary ; that  they  do  examine  into  the  Matter  thereof, 
and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

A Claim  of  Henry  Settle,  for  taking  up  a Deferter  therein  mentioned,  was  prefented 
to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of 
Affembly.

Petitioner  went  immediately  to  Rays  Town,  and  from  thence  to  Fort  Lyttleton,  where  he 
* met  with  General  Stanwix,  and  having  convinced  him  of  the  great  Advantages  that 
would  arife  to  the  Publick  by  opening  the  faid  Road,  as  by  that  Means  the  Forces  and 
Garifons  over  the  Alligheny  Mountains  would,  with  the  greateft  Eafe,  be  plentifully 
fupplied  with  Provifions  and  Neceffaries,  which  by  Experience  he  had  found  could  not 
be  done  from  Pennfylvania,  on  Account  of  the  great  Diftance  and  bad  Roads  that  the 
Pennfylvanians  have  to  encounter  vdth;  he  gave  the  Petitioner  Leave  to  undertake  this 
Work,  and  gave  him  an  Order  to  the  Quarter-Mafter  General  for  Tools,  Ammunition  and 
Provifion,  and  ordered  a Number  of  Men  to  cover  the  working  Party:  That  the  Peti- 
tioner hired,  at  his  own  Expence,  thirty  Workmen  on  the  South  Branch,  at  the  Prices 
mentioned  in  a Schedule  to  his  Petition  annexed,  and  v/as  at  other  Expences  as  appears 
by  the  fame  Schedule.  That  he  began  the  faid  Work  the  fourth  Day  of  Auguft,  and 
finifhed  on  the  twentieth,  when  he  arrived  at  Pittfburg  with  60  Provifion  Waggons, 
500  Sheep,  and  70  Head  of  Cattle,  and  at  that  Time  the  Garifon  had  not  eight  Days  Pro- 
vifion. That  there  have  been  great  Quantities  of  Provifions  and  Goods  fent  from  this 
Colony  fince,  and  Contracts  made  for  much  more,  and  for  the  Convenience  and  Security 
of  Traders  and  others,  Store  Houfes  are  built  by  the  General  at  the  Little  Croffing,  Great 
Meadows,  and  Red  Stone  Creek ; and  praying  that  the  Houfe  will  make  him  a Ratable 
Allowance  for  his  Expences  and  Trouble  as  they  fhall  think  he  deferves. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  Mr  Attorney,  Mr  Waller,  Mr  Richard 
Henry  Lee,  and  Mr  Wafhington;  That  they  do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe.

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A Petition  of  Bernard  Moore,  Gentleman,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read, 
fetting  forth.  That  at  the  laft  Seffion  of  this  prefen t General  Affembly  an 
Act  paffed  impowering  him  to  keep  together  all  the  Eftate  of  John  Spotf- 
wood,  Efq;  and  to  apply  the  Profits  towards  the  Difcharge  of  his  Fathers 
and  his  own  Debts,  and  when  that  fhould  be  accomplished,  the  Sons  of  the  faid  John 

Spotf  wood 
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Spotfwood  were  to  be  entitled  to  their  respective  Parts  of  the  Eftate.  That  the  (aid 
John  Spotfwood  being  impowered  by  his  Father’s  Will  to  fell  certain  intailed  Lands 
for  the  Payment  of  his  Sifters  Fortunes  and  other  Purpofes,  did,  in  his  Lifetime 
amongft  other  Parcels  of  the  faid  Land,  fell  and  convey  to  John  Thornton,  of  the  10 
County  of  Spotfylvania , Gentleman,  9000  Acres,  lying  in  the  County  of  Culpeper, 
and  re-purchafed  the  faid  Land  to  himfeif  in  Fee  Simple,  and  by  his  Will  deviled 
the  fame  to  his  younger  Son  John;  but  fome  Doubts  remain  whether  by  fuch 
Repurchafe  the  faid  John  Spotfwood  was  not  reftored  to  his  old  Eftate  Tail,  i'o  that  his 
younger  Son  could  not  be  entitled  to  the  faid  Lands  under  his  Will:  And  to  prevent 
Law  Suits  and  Animofities  in  the  Family,  the  Petitioner,  in  his  Petition  for  the  laid 
Act  of  Affembly  (which  was  calculated  to  preferve  the  Eftate  to  the  Family  in  an  equit- 
able Manner,  according  to  the  Anceftors  Wills)  prayed  that  the  faid  9000  Acres  of  Land 
might  be  confirmed  to  the  faid  younger  Son,  as  his  Father  had  paid  his  Money  for  it,  and 
was  in  the  Light  of  a fair  Purchafe ; but  not  being  able  at  that  Time  to  difeover  the  Deeds 
for  the  faid  Land  to  and  from  the  faid  John  Thornton,  the  Matter  was  then  dropped.

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Peter  .1  Jenzic  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  £30,  to  be  paid 
by  the  Publick,  in  full  Compenfation  for  the  Injury  he  has  received  by  Means  of  the 
faid  Wound. 

A Petition  of  John  Weft,  fetting  forth,  That  he  is  feized  in  Fee  Tail  of  and  in  450  11 
Acres  of  Land,  in  King  William,  under  the  Will  of  his  late  Father,  Thomas  Weft,  decea- 
fed ; That  he  is  alfo  feized  in  Tail  of  another  Tract  of  Land,  containing  upwards  of  4000 
Acres,  which,  as  he  is  not  poffeffed  of  afufficient  Number  of  Slaves  to  cultivate  and  improve 
them,  are  at  prefent  of  no  real  Value  to  him,  but  rather  an  Encumbrance : That  it  would 
be  to  the  Advantage  of  himfeif  and  his  Pofterity  to  dock  the  Intail  of  the  firft  mentioned 
Tract,  and  to  fettle  rive  Slaves  whereof  he  is  poffeffed  to  the  fame  Cfes ; and  praying 
that  an  Act  may  pafs  for  that  Purpofe,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  a Bill  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  Prayer  of  the  faid  Petition;  and 
it  is  referred  to  Mr  Pendleton  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 
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A Bill,  To  im power  the  Veftry  of  the  Parifh  of  Dale,  m the  County  of  Chefierfield, 
to  fell  the  Glebe  Land  of  the  (aid  Parifn,  was  read  a fecond  Time,  and  an  Amendment 
being  made  to  the  Title, 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Bill,  with  the  Amendment,  be  engroffed,  and  read  a third 
Time. 

A Petition  of  Chriftopher  Weft,  fetting  forth.  That  he  was  enlifted  into  the  Virgin  a 
Regiment  in  September,  1754,  where  he  continued  in  Duty  till  February,  1756,  when  he 
was  taken  Prifoner  by  the  Indians,  in  which  Captivity  he  remained  till  Odober,  1758, 
when  he  with  others  were  fent  in  a Flag  of  Truce  from  Quebeck  to  England:  That  he 
hath  at  length,  after  many  hardfhips,  again  joined  his  Regiment,  and  praying  that  he 
m3y  be  confidered  by  the  Houfe,  and  recompenced  for  his  loft  Time,  was  prefented  to 
the  Houi'e  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  Petition  be  referred  to  Mr  Wafhington  and  Mr  Harrifon\ 
That  they  do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their 
Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read, 

The  Houfe  again  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  to  take  into  their  further  Confidera- 
tion  the  Governor’s  Speech,  together  with  the  feveral  letters  to  the  faid  Committee 
referred;  and  after  fome  Time  fpent  therein,  Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr 
Charles  Carter  reported,  That  the  Committee  had  had  the  faid  Speech  and  Letters  under 
their  further  Confideration,  and  gone  through  the  fame,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refo- 
lutions  thereupon,  which  they  had  directed  him  to  report  to  the  Houfe;  and  he  read 
the  fame  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  them  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  again 
twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  follow:

Refolved,  That  it  is  intended  that  Part  of  the  Regiment  nowin  the  Pay  of  this  Colony, 
at  Pittfburg,  fnali  be  employed  for  the  Protection  of  the  Frontiers  againft  the  Incurfions 
of  the  Cherokee  Indians ; That  the  Forces  railed  laft  Seffion  of  Affembly,  for  the  Defence 
of  the  Frontiers,  ought  not  to  be  continued  for  any  longer  Time  than  the  firft  Day  of 
December  next.' 

Refolved,  That  a Sum,  not  exceeding  £10, 000,  be  raifed  for  defraying  the  Expences 
of  the  Regiment  until  the  faid  firft  Day  of  May  next. 

Refolved,  That  by  the  Act  paffed  in  the  twenty-eighth  Year  of  his  Majefty’s  Reign, 
intituled,  An  Ad  to  amend  an  Ad,  intituled,  An  Ad  declaring  the  Law  concerning  Execu- 
tions, and  for  the  Relief  of  infolvent  Debtors,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned; 
the  Security  of  the  Merchants  of  Great  Britain  in  the  Recovery  of  Sterling  Debts  due 
to  them  from  this  Colony  is  provided  for,  and  their  Property  fecured  in  the  fulleft  and 
ampleft  Manner;  and  that  they  have  not  any  juft  Caufe  of  Complaint  on  that  Head. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  Leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a Bill.  To  oblige  the  Importers  of  Negroes 
for  their  own  Ufe  to  pay  a Duty;  and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Richard  Henry  Lee,  Mr  Wythe, 
and  Mr  Webb,  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Upon  a Motion  made, 

The  Houfe  immediately  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  to  confider  of  Ways  and 
Means  for  railing  the  Sum  of  £10,000  for  defraying  the  Expence  cf  the  Regiment  in  the 
Sendee  of  this  Colony  till  the  firft  Day  of  May  nex t,  purfuant  to  the  above  mentioned

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hcufe  of  Burgeffes, 

As  you  have  gone  through  ike  particular  Branches  of  Bufmefs  which  were  the  immediate 
Caufe  of  my  fummoning  you,  and  as  you  have  fhewn  a Defire  of  retiring  to  your  own 
Counties,  by  your  not  entering  on  the  common  Bufmefs  of  the  Country,  I fhall  not  detain 
you  longer  from  purfuing  your  Inclinations,  being  at  all  Times  defirous  to  comply  therewith 
as  far  as  is  ccnfiftant  with  the  Duty  I owe  to  his  Majefty,  and  the  Attachment  I have  to  this 
Colony. 

I cannot  but  uifh  that  you  had  more  amply  provided  for  the  great  Services  which  to  me 
feemed  neceffary  for  your  Prefervation;  notwithftanding  this,  I give  you  the  ftrcngeft 
Affurances  that  I will,  with  the  utmoft  Affiduty  and  Application,  employ  the  Forces  you 
have  entrufied  to  me,  to  the  beft  of  my  Abilities,  towards  the  finifhing  and  protecting  the 
Works  now  erecting  at  Pittfburg,  the  affifting  Governor  Lvttleton  againft  the  Cherokee 
Indians,  if  they  fhould  be  rafh  enough  to  declare  War,  and  the  preferving  and  fecuring  our 
own  Frontiers.  If  I fhould  be  fo  unfortunate  as  to  fail  in  either  of  thefe  Particulars,  I 
truft  you  will  have  Candor  enough  to  attribute  it  to  the  Scantinefs  of  the  Power  with  which 
you  have  invefted  me.  This  you  have  encouraged  me  to  hope,  from  the  Approbation  you 
have  given  to  my  former  Conduct.  I fhall  clofe  this  Seffion,  with  repeating  the  Satiffadion 
I always  receive  from  being  thought  to  have  done  my  Duty;  and  fhall  accordingly  prorogue 
you,  and  you  are  hereby  prorogued,  to  the  Firft  Tuefday  in  March  next.

Meffage  from  the  Governor  was  delivered  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  ILnife  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Governor  cornyyiands  the  immediate  Attendance  of  your  Houfe  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 


Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up  to  attend  the  Governor. 

And  being  returned,  reported,  That  the  Houfe  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the 
Council  Chamber ; and  that  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  make  a Speech  to  the  Council 
and  this  Houfe,  of  which  he  had  (to  prevent  Miftakes)  obtained  a Copy,  which  he  read 
to  the  Houfe,  and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  read,  and  is  as 
follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  M1  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I Have  called  you  together  at  this  juncture , that  I might  be  inforyned  in  Tune  of  your 
Refolutions  and  Intentions,  in  Relatioyi  to  the  Regiment;  which , without  your  farther  A ffi fi- 
ance, I rnuft  difband  on  the  firft  Day  of  May  yiext,  agreeably  to  the  Ad  providing  for  their 
Subfiftance,  which  has  been  pundually  complied  with  in  every  other  Particular. 

The  Expediency  of  keeping  up  this  reputable  Body  of  Men  will  fully  appear  to  you, 
from  the  Letters  I have  received  from  Major-Generals  Amherft  and  Stanwix,  Governor 
Lyttleton,  and  Colonel  Byrd,  all  of  which  I fhall  immediately  lay  before  you,  for  your 
better  Information:  Could  I add  any  thing  to  what  thefe  Gentlemen  have  wrote  on  this  Head, 
I would  remiyid  you,  that  Great  Britain,  notwithftanding  the  enorynous  Debt  under  which 
fhe  at  prefent  labors,  is  raifing  many  Millions  for  the  Sendee  of  the  enfuing  Year;  that  not- 
withftanding the  Tnvafion  with  which  fhe  was  threatened,  and  the  Sums  expended  for  the 
Defence  of  her  own  Coafts,  fhe  has  never  been  backward  in  fupporting  and  defending  her 
Colonies,  but  lias , like  a true  and  tender  Mother,  in  Part  reimburfed  them  for  the  Expences 
they  have  been  at  in  their  own  Defence,  as  is  evident  by  the  annual  Grants  of  Parliament  for 
the  Support  and  Encouragement  of  the  Colonies;  and  we  can.  have  no  Room  to  doubt  of  her 
future  Benevolence  towards  us. 

As  a farther  Motive  to  induce  you  to  purfue  this  faluiary  Meafure,  confider  the  prefent 
declining  State  of  France;  her  Trade  ruined,  her  Navy  deftroyed,  her  Trcafury  Bankrupt , 

and 
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and  the  Spirits  of  her  People  fo  entirely  broke,  that  fhc  is  become  rather  an  Object  of  Pity  » 
than  of  Refentment:  From  theje  Circum  fiances,  it  is  mo  ft  probable  that  the  Bleffmgs  of 
Peace  will  foon  attend  us;  will  you  not  then  perfevere  to  the  laft?  Will  you  iarnifh  the 
Honour  and  Reputation  you  have  fuftly  acquired,  by  withdrawing  yourfelves  at  the  Clofe 
of  the  Day?  I cannot  fuppofe  it.  Therefore, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

Though  I recommend  Meafures  productive  of  farther  Expence  to  your  Confideration, 
let  me  affure  you,  that  I am  forry  the  Circumftances  of  the  Times  oblige  me  to  it;  but  I 
think  them  for  your  Honor,  for  your  future  Safety,  and  in  all  Ref  peels  far  the  Intereft  of  this 
Colony,  far  which  you  have  always  f hewn  fo  uniform  a Regard;  and  I make  no  Doubt  but 
you  will  concur  in  them. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

Having  thus  laid  before  you  all  Matters  which  occur  to  me  for  your  prefent  Delibera- 
tions, I fhall  leave  them  with  you,  requesting  you  to  ufe  Difpatch  in  your  Conciliations,  that 
I may  make  known  your  Refolutions  to  the  Commanders  before  the  ufual  Time  of  opening 
the  Campaign.  I have  the  farther  pleafure  to  inform  you  that  I have  received  a Patent  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  appointing  Major-General  Amherft  to  be  Governor  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Colony;  an  Inftance  of  his  Majefty's  Regard  to  true  Merit, 
which  mu  ft  give  great  Satiff  action  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Continent,  who  are  refeued  from  » 
the  Hands  of  the  Enemy,  by  the  Condud  and  Vigor  of  fo  able  a Commander . 

And  late  in  the  Evening  Yefterday,  / received  frefh  Letters  from  Mr  Secretary  Pitt  and 
Major-General  Amherft,  fignifying  his  Majefty's  Commands  to  me,  to  recommend  to  the 
General  Affembly  of  this  Dominion,  in  the  ftrongeft  Terms,  the  exerting  themfelves  by  the 
moft  vigorous  Meafures  during  this  Campaign,  which  will  probably  be  the  laft. 

Mr  Speaker  informed  the  Houfe,  that  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him  leveral 
Letters  from  Mr  Secretary  Pitt,  Major-Generals  Amherft  and  Stanwix,  Governor  Lyttleton 
and  Colonel  Byrd,  and  defired  him  to  lay  them  before  the  Houle. 

And  the  faid  Letters  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lye  on  the  Table. 

Refolved,  That  an  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  the  Governor  to  return  him  the  Thanks

with  a Gratuity  of  £100 ; fince  which,  the  aforefaid  Remedy  hath  become  univerfal,  and 
by  great  Experience,  found  very  ferviceable  in  thole  Diforders:  That  the  Petitioner's 
faid  Father  left  his  Family  in  very  indigent  Circumftances,  and  the  Petitioner  having 
obtained  his  Education  at  the  College  on  a publick  foundation,  and  fince  applied  him- 
felf  to  the  Study  of  Phyfick,  to  complete  which  he  hath  been  advifed  to  go  to  England  ', 
but  having  no  other  Dependence  than  the  Affiftance  of  a Particular  Friend,  humbly 
prays  Aid  of  this  Houfe  which  he  hopes  will  be  granted  him,  the  rather  becaufe  his 
Father  having  promulgated  the  Benefit  ariling  to  the  Publick  from  his  aforefaid  Dii- 
covery,  waved  the  great  Advantage  he  might  reafcnably  have  expected  to  have  obtained 
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from  it,  if  he  had  kept  the  Secret  to  himfelf.  And  the  Queftion  being  put,  that  the  faid 
Petition  be  referred  to  a Committee, 

It  paffed  in  the  Negative.

A Meffage  from  the  Governor  by  Mr  Walthoe, 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgcffes, 

I am  commanded  by  the  Governor  to  acquaint  this  Houfe,  that  his  Honor  is  now  ready 
to  receive  their  Addrefs  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houfe,  went  up;  and  being  returned,  reported. 
That  he,  with  the  Houfe,  had  attended  the  Governor  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  pre- 
fented  the  Addrefs  of  this  Houfe  to  him,  to  which  he  was  pleafed  to  return  the  following 
Anfwer : 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burge ffes, 

The  juft  Senfe  you  entertain  of  his  Majefty's  great  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs;  the  Steadi- 
nefs  with  which  you  have  per  fevered  to  fupport  his  Rights  and  protect  this  Colony;  the  Alac- 
rity with  which  you  have  undertaken,  and  the  Progrefs  you  have  already  made  in,  the  Meas- 
ures recommended  to  you,  together  with  the  Affection  and  Regard  fhewn  to  me  in  this  Addrefs , 
demand  a Return  of  my  moft  fincere  Thanks,  which  I give  you  with  the  greateft  Cordiality,  is 

Mr  Speaker  informed  the  Houfe,  that  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him  feveral 
Letters  from  Sir  John  St.  Clair,  Colonel  Byrd,  Major  Stobo,  and  Mr  Van  Braam,  which 
he  had  defired  him  to  lay  before  the  Houfe. 

And  the  faid  Letters  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lye  on  the  Table. 

A Memorial  of  the  Officers  of  the  Virginia  Regiment  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  read,  fetting  forth,  That  they  had  chearfully  entered  into  the  Service  of  this  Colony, 
at  a Juncture  when  an  averfon  to  a Military  Life  was  general  and  confpicuous,  and  when 
the  unjuftifiable  Encroachments  of  the  French  threatened  our  Lives  and  Properties 
with  great  Danger;  fince  which  Period,  they  had  made  the  Study  of  their  Profeffon 
the  Object  of  their  clofc-ft  Attention,  and  dropped  all  Thoughts  of  their  former  Emplov- 
ments,  to  which  they  cannot  return  but  with  the  utmoft  Reluctance,  and  under  fuch 
Infinity  of  Difadvantages,  as  will  totally  incapacitate  them  from  purfuing  the  fame 
with  any  Probability  of  Succefsd  That  fuch  of  them  as  had  any  Fortunes,  had  expended 
them;  and  thofe  who  had  none  are  greatly  involved  by  procuring  the  Neceffaries,  and 
a very  few  of  the  Conveniences  of  Life;  of  both  -which  they  were  often  deftitute,  and 
which  in  the  Country  (or  rather  Wildemefs)  they  generally  ferved  in,  could  never  lie  >Q 
got  but  at  an  exorbitant  Rate : That  they  have  for  a Number  of  Years  been  on  conftant 
fevere  Duty,  encountrcd  the  rudeft  Toils  and  moft  imminent  Dangers,  been  Strangers  to 
Winter-Quarters,  and  other  Relaxations  from  the  Duties  of  the  Field,  which  other 
Troops  enjoyed,  and  all  have  a Right  to.  That  they  have  fpent  their  youthful  Days, 
impaired  their  Health,  hurt  their  Conftitutions,  and  in  fine  been  deprived  of  thofe  Re- 
fources  that  would  have  enabled  them  to  have  gained  a Livelihood : That  by  clofe  Appli- 
cation, and  a fteady  Perfeveranee  in  the  punctual  Execution  of  their  Duty,  fuch  good 
Order,  Regularity,  and  ftrict  Difcipline  (which  can  alone  conftitute  good  Troops)  have 
long  been  maintained  in  the  Regiment  fo  as  to  have  attracted  the  Particular  Notice  and 
Approbation  of  the  heft  Judges ; acquired  a Superiority  over  all  other  Provincial  Troops, 
and  rendered  it  univerfally  admired  by  all  with  whom  it  did  Duty:  This  Affertion  is 
clearly  evinced,  by  the  general  Behaviour  of  its  Officers  in  the  many  Actions  it  has  been 
engaged  in,  and  the  fignal  Bravery  of  feveral,  whofe  gallant  Conduct  and  glorious  Deaths 
redound  fo  much  to  the  Honor  of  this  Colon}-:  That  the  publick  Spirits  which  have 
fo  long  exhibited  our  military  Affairs  in  a diftinguifhed  Light  from  thofe  of  the  neigh- 
bouring Provinces,  and  the  ready  Attention  of  this  Houfe  to  redrefs  the  Grievances  of  » 
the  Memorialifts,  give  them  room  to  hope  that,  frill  actuated  by  the  fame  noble  Motives, 
this  Houfe  will  form  fome  Eftablifhment  for  their  future  Support,  that  the  Bleffings  of 
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Peace  which  they  have  been  inftruinental  in  procuring  t.o  many  of  their  Fellow  Subjects, 
they  may  in  i'ome  Meafure  participate  of  themfelves;  or  in  Cafe  the  unprecedented  Per- 
fidy of  the  Cherokees  fhould  protract  the  War,  in  that  Event,  fuch  a Provifion  would 
create  the  ftrongeft  Incitement  in  generous  Minds  {viz.  Gratitude)  to  the  utmoft  Exer- 
tion of  their  Abilities  in  the  Execution  of  fuch  ulterior  Operations  as  may  be  judged 
nioft  effecatious  for  re-eftablifhing  the  Tranquility,  and  fupporting  the  Honor,  Intereft 
and  Security  of  this  Colony:  And  praying  that  this  Houfe  will  take  this  Affair  into  Con- 
federation. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  Memorial  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion 
of  Affemblv.

Gent  emen  cf  the  Council,  MT  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

I Cannot  difmifs  you,  without  returning  you  Thinks  for  the  Unanimity  and  Dif patch 
with  which  you  have  conduded  the  Meafure  I recommended  to  you,  at  the  Opening  of  this 
Seffion.

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The  keeping  on  Foot  a Body  of  Men  to  aft  under  the  Direction  of  his  Maje fly's  Com- 
mander in  Chief  in  thefe  Parts,  during  the  enduing  Campaign,  at  a Time  when  your  own 
Frontiers  are  free  from  any  Danger  from  the  French,  mu  ft  redound  to  your  Honor,  be  grate- 
ful to  his  Majefty,  and  convince  the  whole  World  of  your  unfhaken  Loyalty,  Fidelity,  and 
Attachment,  to  his  Royal  Perfon  and  Government,  at  the  fame  Time  that  it  fecures  to  you 
your  oum  Safety  and  Tranquillity. 

I fnall  now  therefore  prorogue  you,  and  you  are  accordingly  prorogued,  to  the  Firft 
Tuefday  in  June  next. 
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AMeffage  from  the  Govemour  was  delivered  by  Mr  Wait  hoe. 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

The  Govemour  commands  the  immediate  Attendance  of  your  Houfe  in  the 
Council  Chamber. 


Accordingly  Mr  Speaker,  with  the  Houle,  went  up  to  attend  the  Govemour; 

And  being  returned,  reported,  That  he,  with  the  Houfe,  had  attended  the  Govemour 
in  the  Council-Chamber ; and  that  the  Govemour  was  pleated  to  make  a Speech  to  the 
Council  and  this  Houfe,  of  which  he  had  (to  prevent  Miftakes)  obtained  a Copy,  which 
he  read  to  the  Houfe,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  read,  and 
is  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  M1  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

From  my  great  Defire  to  give  you  all  the  Relaxation  from  the  Attendance  on  publick 
Bufinefs,  which  the  Exigencies  of  Government  will  permit,  you  may  be  affured  that  nothing 
but  a Matter  of  the  mo  ft  preffing  Nature,  ■which  would  admit  of  no  Delay,  could  have  induced 
me  to  call  you  together  again  fo  foon. 

I have  received  Letters  from  the  Honourable  William  Bull  Lieutenant-Governour  and 
* Commander  in  Chief  of  South-Carolina,  fince  the  Departure  of  his  Excellency  Govemour 
Lyttelton,  requefting,  in  the  mo  ft  urgent  Terms,  that  I would  fend  immediate  Affiftance 
to  Fort  Loudoun;  a Fort  fituated  in  the  Overhill  Cherokee  Country,  confifting  of  a Garnfon 
of  200  Men,  who  cannot  be  relieved  from  Carolina,  and  mu  ft  inevitably  fall  a Prey  to  the 
mercilefs  Indians,  unlefs  we  can  throw  in  timely  Succours  to  fane  them:  When  I confidered 
the  diftre  f fed  Condition  of  thcfe  unhappy  Men,  and  that  not  only  the  common  Ties  of  Human- 
ity, but  that  the  Honour  of  this  Colony  ( which  perhaps  had  too  great  Share  in  the  Caufe  of 
this  Rupture ) called  upon  me  in  the  ftrongeft  Manner,  and  demanded  this  Affiftance,  I 
could  not  hefitatc  whether  I fhould  endeavour  to  fuccour  them;  and  when  l confidered  my 
own  Situation,  and  that  I was  totally  incapacited  from  affording  them  the  lea  ft  wifhed-f or 
Relief,  I could  not  hefitate  whether  I fhonld  fummon  you  to  meet,  for  your  Advice  and  A / fi f- 
tance  in  this  important  interefting  Affair. 

That  no  Time  might  be  loft,  I have  already,  by  a special  Meffenger,  wrote  to  Govemour 
Dobbs  and  M 7 Bull  my  Sentiments  on  this  Matter,  provided  the  Colony  fhould  enable  me 
to  fend  them  any  Affiftance,  the  Return  of  which  Meffenger  I expect  every  Hour. 

I fhcll  immediately  lay  thefe  Letters  before  you,  and  fhall  only  add  on  this  Subject,  that 
I have  nothing  to  afk  by  the  Directions  of  my  Royal  M after  on  this  Head,  othcrwife  than  by 
his  general  Inftrudions , to  defend  the  Colony  from  ail  her  Enemies:  it  is  an  Affair  which 
concerns  ourfelves  immediately , in  the  Protection  of  our  own  back  Settlements. 

1 have  the  Pleafure  to  communicate  to  you,  that  M r Abercrombie  informs  me,  that  the

Proportion  allotted  to  this  Colony  out  of  the  £50,000  granted  by  the  Parliament  of  Great 
Britain  in  the  Year  1756.,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Southern  Colonies  is,  by  the  Report  of  Lord 
Loudoun,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Treafury  Board,  £32,814,  19.  o-\{,  for  the  Receipt  of 
which  he  is  new  furnifhed  with  full  Powers;  and  that  he  has  adually  in  his  Hands  at  prefent 
his  Majefty's  Warrant  for  £20,546,  out  of  the  £200,000  granted  by  Parliament  for  the  Ufe  5 
of  the  Colonies  in  general,  for  the  Services  by  them  refpectively  performed  in  the  Year  1758, 
which  now  ftands  as  a Loan  on  the  Royal  Exchequer,  at  Four  and  an  Half  per  Centum  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  Monies  raifed  for  the  Service  of  the  Year  1759. 

It  would  be  needlefs  to  recommend  Difpatch  to  you,  as  the  Bufinefs  you  meet  upon  fo 
neceffarily  implies  it. 

Mr  Speaker  alfo  reported,  That  the  Govemour  had  delivered  to  him,  and  defired 
him  to  lay  before  the  Houfe,  two  Letters  from  Lieutenant-Govemour  Bull,  of  South- 
Car  olhia,  and  his  Excellency  Govemour  Dobbs,  of  N orth-C arolina , lately  come  to  Hand, 
mentioned  in  his  Honour’s  Speech,  which  he  accordingly  delivered  in  at  the  Table. 

And  the  faid  Letters  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  Table. 

Refolved,  That  an  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  the  Govemour,  to  return  him  our  Thanks 
for  his  Speech:  To  expret’s  our  Acknowledgements  for  the  Care  and  Vigilance  with 
which  he  conducts  the  affairs  of  this  Colony ; to  afi'ure  him  that  we  are  truly  fenfible 
of  the  Importance  of  the  Matter  recommended  to  us,  and  that  we  fhall  ufe  our  utmoft 
Endeavours  to  avert  the  Danger  with  which  we  are  threatened. 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  drawn  up,  purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolutions ; and  it 
is  referred  to  Mr  Attorney,  and  Mr  Pendleton,  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  take  the  Govemour’s  Speech  into  Confideration 
To-morrow. 

Ordered,  That  the  Rev.  Mr  William  Yates  be  continued  Chaplain  to  this  Houfe,  and 
that  he  attend  to  read  Prayers  every  Morning  at  Ten  °'Clock.

Several  Petitions  of  Thomas  Withers,  Julius  Kirk  and  Peter  Meace,  refpectively, 
praying  that  they  may  be  admitted  to  the  faid  Office  of  Door-Keepers,  were  feverally 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read;  and  the  Queftion  being  feverally  put  upon  the  faid 
Petitions,

of , repo  jin  g an  entire  Confidence  in  you,  that  our  Endeavours  will  be  directed  by  your 
Prudence,  in  fuch  a Manner  as  is  mo  ft  likely  to  obtain  the  wifhed-for  Succefs. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  fairly  tranferibed,  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  lame  wait  on  the  Govemour,  to 
know  his  Pleafure  when  this  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Honour  to  prefent  it. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  take  into  their  Confederation  the 
Govemour 's  Speech;

Ordered , That  the  feveral  Letters  Yefterday  laid  before  the  Houfe,  by  the 
Govemour ’s  Direction,  be  referred  to  the  Consideration  of  the  faid  Committee.

It  is  with  the  greateft  Satiffadion  poffible,  I can  congratulate  you  on  the  Arrival  of 
4 that  long  wifhed  for  Period  of  Time,  when  our  Forces  in  thofe  Parts  find  no  other  Employ- 
ment; for  by  the  Condud  and  Vigour  of  our  Governour  Major-General  Amherft,  the  War 
is  glorioufly  brought  to  a happy  End,  by  the  Redudion  of  all  Canada,  to  an  entire  Submif- 
feon  and  Obedience  to  his  Majefty. 

I fhall  leave  it  with  you  to  confider,  whether,  after  the  Bounties  we  have  adually 
received  from  the  Britifh  Parliament,  you  will,  for  the  Sake  cf  the  Pay  of  a few  Men,  for  a 
few  Months,  retire  from  the  Service  at  the  la  ft. 

It  is  with  great  Concern  I muft  acquaint  you,  that  your  Expedations  are  by  no  Means 
anfwered,  nor  the  End  propofed  effected,  by  the  large  Sum  of  Money  you  fo  generoufly  and 
nobly  gave  to  raife  Men,  and  purchafe  Provifions  for  ike  Relief  of  the  unhappy  Garrifon 
of  Fort  Loudoun:  Unhappy  indeed!  for  the  Garrifon  capitulated  but  they  capitulated  with 
Savages;  the  C apitulation  was  immediately  moft  perfiaioufly  broke,  and  thofe  miferable 
Men  who  efcaped  the  Sword,  are  at  this  Inftant  Prifoners  in  the  Hands  of  our  mercilefs 
Enemies.  Several  unforefeen  Difficulties  and  Obftacles  delayed  the  March  of  our  Men, 
and  here  the  Hand  of  Providence  feems  remarkably  to  have  proteded  us;  for  it  was  impojfible 
or  our  little  Army  to  hive  reached  the  Fori  before  the  Capitulation  was  feigned;  And,  had 
no  Delays  obftruded  their  March,  they  would  have  been  in  the  Heart  of  the  Enemies  Country, 
before  we  had  heard  of  Col.  Montgomery’s  Retreat  from  the  Lower  Towns,  by  which  the 
whole  Force  of  the  Cherokee  Ration  might,  ami  probably  would  have  been,  employed  to 
intercept  our  Convoy;  the  Confequence  of  which  is  obvious  to  us  all.  /I  late  Letter  from 
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the  Hon.  Col.  Byrd,  will  fully  inform  you  of  the  State  of  Affairs  now  tran fading  between 
himfeif  and  thofe  Indians. 

Mr  Abercrombie  writes  me,  that  oil  his  Bond  give'll  to  the  Treafury  Board  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  the  Money  according  to  the  Diredions  of  the  Colony,  he  has  received  at  the  Exche- 
quer the  Sum  of  £32,268.  iq.  o out  of  the  £30,000  granted  by  Parliament,  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Southern  Colonics,  and  the  farther  Sum  of  £20,346  out  of  the  £200,000  granted  for  the  Ufe 
of  the  Colonies  in  general  for  the  Services  by  them  refpedively  performed  in  the  Year  1758, 
and  that  he  waits  for  proper  Powers  and  Orders  how  to  difpofe  of  this  Money  agreeable  to 
the  Conditions  of  the  Bond  he  entered  into:  All  which  Letters  and  Papers  I fhall  immediately 
lay  before  you. 

It  is  my  Duty  to  inform  you,  that  I have  received  an  Order  from  his  Majefty  in  Council 
dated  Auguft  10“',  1739,  to  repeal  the  four  following  Ads,  viz. 

An  A<5t  for  paying  the  Minifters  of  the  Parifhes  of  Frederick,  in  the  County  of  Fred- 
erick-, and  of  Augufta,  in  the  County  of  Augufta-,  and  of  Hampfhire,  in  the  County  of 
Hampfhire ; One  Hundred  Pounds  annually,  inftead  of  the  Salaries  now  allowed. — 
Paffed  in  1753. 

An  A<5t  for  enabling  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Counties  of  Prince fs  Anne  and  Norfolk 
to  pay  their  publick  Dues  in  Money. — Paffed,  in  1733. 

An  A<5t  to  enable  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  to  difeharge  their  Tobacco  Debts 
in  Money  for  this  prefent  Year. — Paffed  in  1733. 

An  A<5t  to  enable  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony  to  difeharge  their  publick  Dues, 
Officers  Fees,  and  other  Tobacco  Debts,  in  Money  for  the  prefent  Year. — Paffed  in  1738. 

And  that  I have  alfo  received  two  other  Orders  of  his  Majefty  in  Council,  dated  20tl‘  of 
May,  1760,  to  repeal  the  three  following  private  Ads,  viz. 

An  Act  for  vefting  certain  Lands  therein  mentioned  in  Philip  Johnfon,  Gentleman, 
adding  the  fame  to  the  City  of  Williamfburg,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. 
— Paffed  in  October,  1738. 

An  Act  for  vefting  certain  Lands,  in  the  County  of  Hanover,  in  Philip  Whitehead 
Claiborne,  Gentleman,  in  Fee  Simple,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. — 
Paffed  tn" April,  1739. 

An  Act  to  enable  the  Executors  of  the  Will  of  John  Spotfwood,  Efq;  to  pay  the 
Debts  and  Legacies  due  from  the  Eftate  of  Major-General  Alexander  Spotfwood,  and 
for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned. — Paffed  April,  1759.  For  rcafons  apparent  in 
the  Order  leading  to  the  faid  Order  of  Repeal.  And  I have  his  Majefty’ s diredions  to  notify 
to  you,  that  out  of  his  great  and  wonted  Goodnefs,  he  allows  the  Legiflature  to  re-enad  the 
fame  Laws,  provided  they  are  conformable  to  the  Rules  laid  down  in  his  Royal  Inftrudions. 
The  Difallowance  and  Repeal  of  all  thefe  Ads,  I have  published  by  Proclamation  in  the 
Gazette,  according  to  the  ufual  Forms  of  Government. — I am  alfo  directed  to  recommend  to 
you  an  Amendment  and  Alteration  in  the  Ad  for  appointing  an  Agent,  and  I am  farther 
to  inform  you,  that  the  Ad  is  in  general  thought  juft  and  reafonable,  but  that  it  cannot  be 
allowed  until  the  faid  Alteration  be  made  in  it. 

I have  likewife  had  the  Honour  to  receive  from  his  Majefty  an  additional  Inftrudion, 
to  enforce  a former  Inftrudion  relative  to  my  paffing  the  Bills  offered  for  my  Affent.  I 
need  not  reprefent  to  you,  that  it  is  my  indif pen  fable  Duty,  as  well  as  my  Inclination,  to 
pay  an  implicit  Obedience  to  all  Inftrudions  which  his  Majefty  has  or  fhall  favour  me 
with  in  regard  to  my  Condud  in  the  Affairs  of  Government;  And  as  I find  I have  inadver- 
tently fallen  into  fome  Errours,  in  giving  my  Affent  to  thefe  private  Ads,  which  are  not 
according  to  the  Forms  preferibed,  I think  it  the  Part  of  a candid  honeft  Man,  to  apprize 
you,  that  I fhall  ftridly  adhere  to  all  his  Majefty’ s Royal  Inftrudions.  Therefore,  as  it 
will  be  a very  unplea  fing  and  grating  Talk  to  me  to  ref  ufe  any  Bill,  which  you  fhall  think 
expedient  for  the  Benefit  and  Service  of  this  Colony  ( the  Welfare  of  which  I hive  greatly 
at  Heart)  or  for  the  Advantage  and  Eafe  of  Individuals  (who  juftly  merit  my  Efteem  and

Regard)  I recommend  it  to  you  in  the  moft  earneft  Manner,  thail  all  Bills  offered  me  for  my 
Affent  ynay  be  in  every  Inftance  conformable  to  the  Rules  preferibed  in  the  Royal  Inftrud- 
ions  and  Orders;  the  Contents  of  which  l f hall , at  ail  Times,  be  ready  to  communicate  to 
you,  on  proper  Application. 

MT  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes. 

The  little  I have  afked  of  you,  I hope  will  be  chearfully  given;  and  I am  confident  that 
you  will  take  the  eafieft  Method  for  the  Subject,  in  raifing  that  little.  Poffibly  I [hall  have 
no  Occafion  to  afk  more  from  you  for  the  Remainder  of  my  Life,  or  my  Refidence  with  you: 
With  Satiffadion  f hall  I then  meet  you  to  prepare  fuch  Laws  as  fhall  be  judged  neceffary 
to  promote  the  Intereft  of  this  Colony,  and  to  ad f uft  the  common  Occurences  incident  to  every 
Community. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

If  I knew  at  what  Sea  fan  of  the  Year  it  would  be  moft  convenient  for  you  to  attend  to 
the  Bufinefs  of  the  Country,  which  muft  naturally  occafion  a long  Seffion,  I would  convene 
you  at  thai  Time',  but  as  I am  ignorant  of  your  Avocations,  I fhall  leave  it  entirely  to  your 
own  Determination,  whether  you  will  now  enter  into  that  Bufinefs,  or  defer  it  until  the 
Spring.  I think  proper  to  premife  thus  much,  that  if  you  fhould  judge  it  advifable  to  engage 
in  it,  during  this  Seffion,  I fhall  think  it  expedient  to  adjourn  you  for  form  Time,  during 
the  Hurry  of  Bufinefs  in  the  General  Court;  that  the  Suitors  for  Juftices  in  that  Court  may 
not  receive  any  Impediment  or  Delay  in  their  obtaining  it,  from  the  Ab fence  of  their  Counfel; 
or  the  Country  fuffer  from  the  N on- Attendance  of  fame  of  the  moft  ufeful  Members  of  the 
Legiflature. 

Mr  Speaker  alio  reported,  that  the  Governor  had  delivered  to  him,  feveral  Letters, 
from  General  Monckton  and  Mr  Abercrombie;  mentioned  in  his  Speech,  which  he  had 
defired  him  to  lay  before  the  Houfe. 

And  the  faid  Letters  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  Table. 

Refolved,  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Honour  the  Govemour,  to 
return  him  the  Thanks  of  this  Houfe  for  his  affectionate  Speech  at  the  Opening  of  this 
Seffion ; to  congratulate  him  upon  the  ffgnal  Succefs  that  has  attended  his  Majefty’s 
Arms,  under  the  Command  of  his  Excellency  General  Anther  ft',  to  allure  him  that  we 
fhall  take  the  Matters,  referred  to  us  by  his  Honour,  under  our  immediate  Conffderation ; 
and  that  we  view  the  near  Approach  of  Peace  with  double  Pleafure,  as  it  opens  a Prof- 
peel  of  Relief  from  the  Diftreffes  of  a long  and  burthenl'ome  War;  and  we  have  the 
greateft  Reafon  to  expedl  a full  Enjoyment  of  its  Bleffmgs,  under  his  wife  and  bene- 
volent Adminiftration. 

Ordered,  That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Addrefs  to  the  Govemour, 
purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolution;  and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Attorney  and  Mr  Bland  to  pre- 
pare and  bring  in  the  fame. 

A Member  returned  upon  a new  Writ,  having  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  to  be 
taken  by  Adi  of  Parliament,  inftead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  and 
taken  and  fubferibed  the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  alfo  fubferibed  the  Tel’t,  was  admitted 
to  his  Place  in  the  Houfe. 

Refolved,  That  the  Houfe  will  take  the  Govemour’s  Speech  into  Confideration  To- 
morrow. 

Ordered,  That  the  Rev.  Mr  William  Yates  be  continued  Chaplain  to  this  Houfe, 
and  that  he  attend  to  read  Prayers  every  Morning  at  Ten  "’Clock. 

Ordered,  That  the  feveral  Door  Keepers  be  continued  in  their  refpedlive  Offices, 
and  that  they  give  their  Attendance  accordingly. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  till  To-morrow  Morning  Eleven  °'Clock.

Mr  Edmund  Pendleton  prefented  to  the  Houi'e,  according  to  Order,  a Bill  To  dock 
the  Entail  of  certain  Lands  whereof  Charles  Lewis  Gentleman  is  feized,  and  for  fettiing 
other  Lands  of  greater  Value  to  the  fame  Ufes ; and  the  fame  was  read  the  firit  Time  and 
ordered  to  be  read  a fecond  Time.

Canada,  to  an  entire  Obedience  to  his  Majefty,  'muft  give  his  faithful  Subjeds;  an  Event 
that  refleds  an  additional  Luftre  on  his  Majefty' s Arms,  and  adds  to  the  Reputation  of 
Major-General  Amherlt  our  Govemour,  by  whofe  Condud  and  Vigour  this  glorious  Con- 
9 queft  was  happily  accompli fhed.  The  tender  and  compaffionate  Treatment  fhewn  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  Country,  whofe  cruelty  in  their  Day  of  Triumph,  gave  them  no  Reafon 
to  exped  it,  will  be  a lifting  Monument,  to  all  Ages,  and  Nations,  of  the  Humanity  of 
Britons  and  the  Wifdorn  Juftice  and  Lenity  of  his  Majefty’s  Government. 

The  near  approach  of  Peace  gives  us  double  Plea fu re,  as  we  fhall  thereby  be  relieved 
from  the  Diftreffes  of  a long  and  burthenfome  War,  and  enjoy  the  Bleffings  of  it,  under  an 
Adminiftration  direded  by  Prudence  and  Benevolence. 

We  will  take  the  feveral  Matters  recommended  to  us,  by  your  Honour,  under  our  imme- 
diate Confuderation,  and  you  may  be  affured.  Sir,  we  will  per f ever e in  our  Duty  to  his 
Majefty,  and  a fteady  Adherence  to  the  true  Intereft  of  our  Country. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  fairly  tranferibed,  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe ; and  that  the  Committee  wrho  prepared  the  fame  wait  on  the  Govemour,  to 
know  his  Pleafure  when  this  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Honour  to  prefent  it.

A Petition  of  W illiam  Brumley,  John  John  fton,  James  MacCoy,  James  Lowry,  Jofeph 
Hughes,  Daniel  Parrot  and  Edward  Childs,  fetting  forth,  That  they  were  Soldiers  in 
the  Virginia  Regiment  and  Prifoners  from  the  Detachment  under  the  Command  of 
Major  Grant  before  Fort  Du  Quefne  (now  Pittfburg ) and  lent  to  Old  France  where  they 
were  confined  21  Months,  and  afterwards  fent  to  England,  being  exchanged,  from  whence 
they  are  lately  returned  and  praying  that  they  may  be  allowed  the  common  Pay*  of 
Soldiers  for  the  Time  of  their  Abfence,  being  ftill  willing,  if  required,  to  continue  in  his 
Majeftv’s  Service;  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  thereupon 

Refolved,  That  an  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Honour  the  Govemour,  to  defire  that

It  appears  to  the  Committee  that  in  the  Month  of  October,  in  the  Year  1759,  a Party 
of  Shawnefe  Indians  made  an  Incurlion  into  the  County  of  Augufta,  and  having  cruelly 
murdered  12  of  the  Inhabitants,  earned  away  13  other  Prifoners,  together  with  feveral 
Horfes  and  many  other  Goods;  That  a Company  of  Volunteers,  whereof  the  Petitioner 
was  one,  under  the  command  of  one  William  Chriftian,  purfued  the  Indians,  and  retook 
the  Prifoners,  Horfes  and  Goods ; in  which  Purfuit  the  Priioner  received  a Mulket  Ball 
through  his  Ancle:  That  he  ftands  now  chargeable  to  two  Surgeons  in  the  Sum  of  £30 
for  attempting  to  cure  the  fame,  which  he  is  unable  to  pay.  It  further  appears  that  he 
is  a very  poor  Man,  hath  a Wife  and  Children  to  maintain,  and  to  this  Day  remains  a 
Cripple,  and  in  all  probaility  will  continue  fo. 

Refolved,  That  he  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  Thirty  Pounds. 

Mr  William  Digges  reported  that  the  Committee  appointed  had,  according  to  Order, 
examined  the  enrolled  Bills,  and  rectified  fuch  Miftakes  as  were  found  therein,  and  that 
they  were  truly  enrolled.

I fhould  have  omitted  the  calling  you  up  on  this  your  meeting  according  to  your  Adjourn- 
ment, were  it  not  incumbent  on  me  to  notify  to  you,  now  met  in  General  Affembly,  the  great 
Lofs  we  have  fuftained  by  the  Deceafe  of  our  late  Sovereign,  of  happy  and  glorious  Memory; 
a King  who,  by  his  private  as  well  as  royal  Virtues,  had  rendered  himfelf  juftly  dear  to  all 
his  Subjects.  Deplorable  indeed  would  our  Lofs  have  been,  had  we  not  the  greateft  Reafcm 
to  form  the  moft  fanguine  Expectations  of  enjoying  the  Bleffing  of  Freedom,  in  the  fame 
full  Latitude  we  experienced  under  the  Grandfather,  in  the  Perfon  of  his  Succeffor,  his 
prefent  Majefty;  a Prince  defcended  from  that  royal  Family  who  have  ufed  the  Prerogative 
of  their  Crowns  with  the  utmoft  Tenaernefs  and  under  whofe  Government  the  Liberty  of  the 
Subjed  has  not  fuffered  the  leapt  Attack,  during  a Term  of  fix  and  forty  Years,  fnce  their 
firft  Acceffion  to  the  Crown;  a Period  of  Happinefs  to  Great  Britain,  and  its  Appendages, 
which  the  Britifh  Annals  cannot  parallel;  a Prince  born  among  us,  who  has  himfelf  been 
a Witnefs  of  the  Bleffings  flowing  to  Sovereign  and  Subjed  from  a due  Mixture  of  Liberty 
and  Obedience;  a Prince  who,  from  his  Education,  has  imbibed  the  Strongeft  Notions  of 
Virtue  and  true  Religion;  to  countenance  and  encourage  which,  he  has  from  the  Throne 
affured  us,  is  his  fixed  Purpofe.  On  this  Authority,  I can  promife  you  a continuation  of 
that  Juftice  and  Lenity  which  you  have  felt  under  the  Government  and-  Authority  of  his 
royal  Progenitors.  The  only  Inftance  of  Gratitude  you  can  fhow  for  the  Bleffings  you 
have  fo  long  enjoyed  under  our  deceafed  Monarch,  will  be  your  Zeal  in  the  Sendee  of  the 
prefent;  and  this  Confideration,  with  a grateful  People , will,  I make  no  Doubt,  render  it 
needlefs  for  me  to  recommend  it  further. 

I was  in  Hopes  that  the  Time  was  come,  that  you  might  have  been  eafed  in  the  great  & 
Article  of  Expence  neceffary  to  keep  on  Foot  the  fame  Body  of  Men  you  have  lately  had  in 
Pay;  but  when  you  fhall  confider  the  Letters  I fhall  lay  before  you  from  Major-General 
Amherft,  who  in  his  Majefty’ s Name  requires  to  be  affifted  with  fame  Men  from  this 
Colony;  from  Governour  Bull  and  Colonel  Byrd,  who  reprejent  our  Situation  with  the 
Cherokee  Indians  as  very  critical;  I apprehend  that  you  will  be  of  Opinion  with  me,  that 
it  will  not  be  prudent  to  lay  down  our  Arms  until  a folid  Peace  is  made  with  thofe  Indians. 

The  likelieft  Means  to  procure  a full  Security  for  our  Frontiers,  is  to  treat  Sword  in 
Hand. 

Mr  Speaker , and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

It  is  my  Duty,  both  as  Servant  to  his  Majefty,  whofe  Commiffion  I bear,  and  as  Guard- 
ian of  your  Peace  and  Safety,  to  reprefent  and  recommend  thefe  Services  to  you;  for  which 
l hope  you  will  provide  in  fuch  Manner,  as  to  render  them  effectual  to  anfwer  the  End  pro- 
pofed  and  defired.  Happy  it  is  for  us  that,  by  the  Bounty  of  the  Britifh  Legiflature,  no 
new  Tax  need  be  laid,  or  old  one  continued,  on  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  to  anfwer 
thefe  Purpofes. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

Haviyig  nothing  further,  on  my  part,  to  refer  to  your  Confideration,  I fhall  only 
recommend  to  you  the  greateft  Difpatch,  in  finifhing  the  Bufmefs  of  this  Seffion,  which 
the  Circumftances  of  the  Country  demand;  that  the  whole  may  be  completed  before  the 
Sitting  of  the  General  Court  in  April. 

Refolved,  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Honour  the  Governour,  to 
return  him  our  Thanks  for  his  kind  Speech ; to  exprefs  how  deeply  we  are  afflicted  with 
the  Lofs  of  our  late  moft  gracious  Soverign,  and  our  great  Happinefs  on  the  Acceffion  of 
his  prefent  Majefty  to  the  throne  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  affure  him  that  we  will  proceed 
on  the  Bufmefs  now  recommended,  and  depending  before  us,  with  all  pofhble  L'nanimity 
and  Difpatch.

Sir, 

We  his  Majefty's  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,  return  your 
Honour  our  fincere  Thanks  for  your  kind  Speech. 

The  Death  of  his  late  Majefty,  our  moft  gracious  Sovereign,  muft  neceffarily  leave 
deep  Impreffions  of  Sorrow  on  the  Minds  of  all  his  Subjects,  when  they  refed  how  confpicu- 
oufiy  his  Diadem  was  adorned  with  royal  as  well  as  private  Virtues. 

It  is  with  Gratitude  we  acknowledge  that  Power,  the  Scourge  of  Nations,  when  under 
the  Influence  of  Ambition,  has  never,  during  his  long  and  happy  Reign,  been  fuffered  to 
pafs  thofe  Boundaries,  eftablifhed  for  the  Defence  of  Liberty,  by  our  excellent  Conftitution; 
and  it  was  with  Pleafure  we  faw  that  his  Magnanimity  and  Humanity,  his  Jufiice  and 
Lenity,  had  rivited  to  him  the  Affections  of  his  People,  the  never  failing  Source  of  Happi- 
nefs  to  deferring  Kings.  His  Colonies  feel  their  Lofs  with  exaggerated  AffUdion,  as  by  it 
they  are  deprived  of  that  Arm  which  fo  carefully  proteded  them  front  the  Defolation  pre- 
pared for  them  by  Cruelty  and  Defpotifm. 

But  we  cannot  longer  indulge  ourfelves  in  the  Contemplation  of  this  M if  fortune,  left 
we  fhould  j'hcrw  a Diffidence  of  that  Prince  who  now  fo  defervedly  Jills  the  Throne  of  ottr 

deceafed 
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deceafed  Sovengn:  We  are  extremely  happy,  Sir,  that  a Defcevdant  frctn  that  illuflrious 
Family,  whofe  Con  dud  and  Difpofition  we  have  fo  much  Reafon  to  applaud,  fhculd  pre- 
fide  over  us;  and  we  have  the  higheft  Expectations  from  every  other  Consideration,  that, 
after  the  Example  of  his  great  Progenitors,  his  paternal  Care  will  cmiftantly  prated  the 
Liberties  of  his  People;  and  that,  in  Return,  they  will  endeavour  to  promote  his  Hap  pine  fs 
and  Glory.  We  do  give  his  Majefty  the  mo  ft  f acred  Affurances  that  this  f hall  be  the 
conftant  Aim  of  his  Sub  feds  in  Virginia;  on  whofe  Zeal,  Affedion  and  Loyalty,  he  may 
always  rely  with  the  greateft  Security. 

Your  Honour  may  depend  that  all  poffible  Dif patch  f hall  be  given  the  Bufinefs  recom- 
mended, and  depending  before  us,  fo  as  to  bring  the  Sefjion  to  a fpeedy  Conclufion. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Addrefs  be  fairly  tranferibed,  and  prefented  by  the  whole 
Houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  which  prepared  the  fame  wait  on  the  Govemour,  to 
know7  his  Pleafure  when  the  Houfe  fhall  attend  his  Honour  to  prefent  it. 

A Meffage  from  the  Council  by  Mr  Waithoe.

A Petition  of  Hannah  Corbin,  Widow,  and  Richard  Henry  Lee,  Gentleman,  only 
adding  Executors  of  the  Will  of  Gamin  Corbin,  Gentleman,  deceafed,  was  prefented  to 
the  Houfe  and  read,  fetting  forth,  That  the  laid  Garvin  Corbin  died  feized  in  Fee  of  fev- 
eral  Tracts  of  Lands  in  Weftmoreland,  King  Georgy,  Fauquier  and  Lancaster,  all  fettled 
with  Slaves;  and  alfo  two  undivided  third  Parts  of  a Tract  in  Caroline,  unfettled;  and 
by  his  will  devifed  his  whole  Ei'tate  to  his  Wife  and  Daughter  Martha , with  Remainders, 
in  Cafe  of  his  Daughter’s  Death  without  Ifl'ue,  to  the  youngeft  Sons  of  the  Hon.  Rich- 
ard Corbin,  Efquire;  and  the  two  youngeft  Sons  of  Robert  Tucker,  Gentleman;  and 
directed  that,  if  his  Crops  fhould  not  be  fufficient  to  pay  his  Debts,  his  Lands  in  Caroline, 
fhould  be  fold  for  that  purpofe;  That  the  Petitioners  having  applied  the  faid  Crops  to 
the  Payment  of  the  Debts,  there  ftill  remains  a Balance  of  210.9.  2 Sterling  and  £6q6. 
19  Currency  due  from  the  Eftate,  which  the  Creditors  are  preffing  to  receive:  That  by 
Reafon  of  many  Disputes  depending  about  the  Bounds  of  the  Lands  in  Caroline,  and 
the  Want  of  a Partition  thereof  between  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  faid  Gauin  Corbin 
and  the  Heir  of  John  Corbin,  Gentleman,  deceafed,  who  is  alfo  an  Infant,  the  faid  Lands 
could  not  now  be  fold  for  near  their  Value;  and  yet,  being  frefh,  might  be  worked  to 
greater  Profit  for  the  Eftate  than  the  Lands  in  Lancafter,  which  are  moftly  exhausted; 
but,  from  their  Situation  and  Circumftances,  might  be  fold  immediately  for  more  than

That  it  appears  to  this  Committee  that  the  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the 
County  of  Hanover,  fetting  forth  that  the  great  Extent  of  that  County,  and  the  incon- 
venient Situation  of  the  Court  Houfe,  render  it  very  incommodious  for  the  Petitioners 
to  attend  their  Bufmefs  there;  and  praying  that  the  faid  County  may  be  divided,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion 
of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  fundry  Merchants,  Planters,  and  others,  redding  on  and  trading 
to  York  River,  fetting  forth  that  the  Warehoufes  at  Page's  and  Crutchfield's,  in  the 
County  of  Hanover,  for  the  Infpedtion  of  Tobacco,  are  very  inconveniently  fituated ; and 
that  the  Petitioners  are  under  great  Difficulties,  Trouble  and  Expence,  in  fending  their 
Tobacco  from  thence  to  be  fhipped  for  Exportation,  occafioned  by  Sands  in  the  River 
Paniunkey,  on  which  the  faid  Warehoufes  are  eftabliihed,  and  the  difficult  Navigation 
thereof,  by  which  Means  Ships  are  frequently  delayed  and  prevented  from  proceeding 
on  their  Voyages  to  Great  Britain,  for  Want  of  the  Tobacco  they  muft  wait  for  from 
thofe  Warehoufes;  and  praying  that  the  faid  Warehoufes  may  be  fuppreffed,  and  new 
ones  eredted  in  their  Stead  at  the  Town  of  Newcaftle  in  the  faid  County. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  County  of  Hanover,  in  Oppolition 
thereto;  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances  to  examine  into  the  Matters  thereof,  and  report  the  fame, 
with  their  Opinions  thereon  to  the  Houfe : That  on  a Motion  made,  the  faid  Committee 
was  difeharged  from  proceeding  on  the  faid  Petitions,  and  the  Confideration  of  the  fame 
was  put  off  until  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  the  Infpedtors  at  Hunting  Creek  Warehoufe,  in  the  County  of 
Fairfax,  fetting  forth  that  at  the  firft  Eftabiifhment  of  that  Infpedtion  their  Salaries

An  Account  of  Arrears  due  to  feveral  Companies  of  Militia  of  the  County  of  Augufta , 
under  the  Command  of  Colonel  John  Buchanan;  alfo  fundry  Accounts  for  Provifions  and 
other  Neceffaries  fumifhed  the  faid  Militia,  and  Catawba  Indians  in  our  Service;  were 
feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration 
of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Leonard  Leechenan,  letting  forth  that  he  was  one  of  the  draughted 
Militia  from  the  County  of  Prince  William  in  the  Year  of  1758,  and  was  in  Sendee  on 
the  Frontiers  io3  Days,  but  by  fome  Miftake  his  Name  was  omitted  to  be  inferted  in 
the  Pay  Roll,  and  by  that  Means  he  hath  not  received  any  SatiffaCtion  for  his  faid  Ser- 
vice; and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  therein,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Sefiion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Abraham  Maury,  i'etting  forth  that  in  the  Month  of  November 
1758  he  entered  into  a Contract  with  his  Honour  the  Govemour,  in  which  he  bound 
himfelf,  under  a Penalty,  to  fumifh  as  well  the  Militia  as  fuch  Rangers  as  fhould  be  em- 
ployed in  his  Majefty’s  Sendee,  in  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Halifax,  until  the  ist 
Day  of  May  1759,  which  contract  be  punctually  complied  with;  that  on  the  Reduction 
of  Fort  De  Quefne  the  Militia  were  recalled,  and  before  the  Detachment  from  the  Rang- 
ing Companies  took  Poffeffion  of  the  Forts  they  had  occupied,  great  Part  of  the  Provi- 
fion  the  Petitioner  had  laid  in  for  their  life  was  ftolen  and  othenvife  deftroyed,  thofe 
Detachments  not  coming  until  long  after  the  Militia  had  abandoned  their  Pofts,  and 
left  thofe  Provifions  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Neighborhood;  that  the  Petitioner’s  Agents 
might  have  difpofed  of  the  Provifions  left  on  Hand  for  his  Account,  but  that  the  Peti- 
tioner had  contracted  to  provide  for  the  Rangers  alfo  in  thofe  Counties,  and  retained  the 
Provifions  for  their  Ufe;  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  on  the  Premi- 
fes,  and  that  he  may  be  allowed  for  the  Lois  he  has  fuitained  in  fuch  Manner  as  fhall  be 
thought  juft,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  a Committee  to 
examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereon, 
to  the  Houfe;  that  the  faid  Committee  reported  they  had  had  the  faid  Petiton  under 
their  Confideration,  and  had  come  to  a Refoiu.tion  (which  was  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe) 
that  the  faid  Petition  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of 
Affembly. 

That  an  Account  of  James  Wimboufh  for  Privifions  for  Indians  in  the  Service  of  this 
Colony  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of 
the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  an  Account  of  Arrears  due  to  a Party  of  the  Militia  of  Bedford  County  was  pre- 
fented to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Sefiion  of 
Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Alexander  Sayers,  fetting  forth  that  he  was  ordered  out  by  his 
Honour  the  Govemour,  with  a Company  of  the  Militia  of  Augufta  under  his  Command 
in  the  Year  1758,  with  which  he  was  in  the  Service  of  the  Government  for  three  Months, 
and  his  Accounts  were  fettled  by  the  Commiffioners  appointed  to  fettle  the  Militia 
Accounts,  on  whofe  Certificate  his  Honour  granted  him  his  Warrant  to  the  Treafurer  for 
the  Payment  of  the  Money  due  to  himfelf  and  his  Company;  that  at  the  la  ft  Seffion  of 
Affembly,  on  the  4th  Day  of  April,  the  Houfe  addreffed  his  Honour  the  Govemour  to  M 
ftop  the  Payment  of  his  Warrant  to  the  Petitioner,  being  of  Opinion  the  Commiffioners 
had  no  Power  to  pafs  any  Militia  Accounts  accruing  after  the  paffing  the  Act  appoint- 
ing them  to  their  Office,  by  which  Means  the  Petitioner  and  his  faid  Company  have 
hitherto  been  kept  out  of  their  Pay ; and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  therein, 
■was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Sef- 
fion of  Affembly. 


That 
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That  a Petition  of  Thomas  Roy,  praying  to  be  reimburfed  by  the  Publiek  for  the 
Expenfes  he  has  been  at  in  building^a  Wharf  for  the  Publiek  Ule  at  Roy's  Warehoufe, 
in  Caroline  County;  alledging  that  the  Rents  of  the  faid  Warehouses  (of  which  he  is 
Proprietor)  are  not  fufficient  for  that  Purpofe,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and 
referred  to  the  Confederation  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Memorial  of  the  Officers  of  the  Virginia  Regiment,  fetting  forth  that  they 
had  chearfuily  entered  into  the  Service  of  this  Colony  at  a Juncture  when  an  Averfion  to 
a Military  Life  was  general  and  confpicuous,  and  when  the  unjuftifiable  Encroachments 
of  the  French  threatened  our  Lives  and  Properties  with  great  Danger,  fmee  which 
Period  they  had  made  the  Study  of  their  Profeffion  the  Object  of  their  cloffeft  Atten- 
tion, and  dropped  all  Thoughts  of  their  former  Employments,  to  which  they  cannot 
return  but  with  the  utrnoft  Reluctance,  and  under  fuch  Infinity  of  Diiadvantages  as 
will  totally  incapacitate  them  from  purl’uing  the  fame  with  any  Probability  of  Succefs ; 
that  fuch  of  them  as  had  any  Fortunes  had  expended  them,  and  thofe  who  had  none 
are  greatly  involved,  by  procuring  the  Neceffaries,  and  a very  few  of  the  Conveniences, 
of  Life;  of  both  which  they  were  often  deftitute,  and  which,  in  the  Country  (or  rather 
Wildemefs)  they  generally  ferved  in,  could  never  be  got  but  at  an  exhorbitant  Rate: 
That  they  have  for  a Number  of  Years  been  on  conftant  fevere  Duty,  encountered  the 
rudeft  Toils,  and  moft  imminent  Dangers;  been  Strangers  to  Winter  Quarters  and  other 
Relaxations  from  the  Duty  of  the  Field,  which  other  Troops  enjoyed,  and  all  have  a 
Right  to:  That  they  have  fpent  their  youthful  Days,  impaired  their  Health,  hurt  their 
Confititutions,  and  in  fine  been  deprived  of  thofe  Refources  that  would  have  enabled 
them  to  have  gained  a Livelihood:  That  by  clofe  Application,  and  a fteady  Perferver- 
ance  in  the  punctual  Execution  of  their  Duty,  fuch  good  Order,  Regularity  and  ftrict 
Difcipline  (which  can  alone  conftitute  good  Troops)  have  long  been  maintained  in  the 
Regiment,  fo  as  to  have  attracted  the  particular  Notice  and  Approbation  of  the  beft 
Judges;  acquired  a Superiority  over  all  other  Provincial  Troops,  and  rendered  it  uni- 
verfally  admired  by  all  with  whom  it  did  Duty:  This  Affertion  is  clearly  evinced  by 
the  general  Behaviour  of  its  Officers  in  the  many  Actions  it  has  been  engaged  in,  and 
the  fignal  Bravery  of  feveral,  wrhofe  gallant  conduct  and  glorious  Deaths  redound  fo 
much  to  .the  Honour  of  this  Colony : That  the  publiek  Spirits  which  have  fo  long  exhibi- 
ted our  Military  Affairs  in  a diftinguifhed  Light  from  thofe  of  the  Neighbouring  Pro- 
vinces, and  the  ready  Attention  of  this  Houfe  to  redrefs  the  Grievances  of  the  Memor- 
ialifts,  give  them  Room  to  hope  that,  ftill  actuated  by  the  fame  noble  Motives,  this  Houfe 
31  will  form  fome  Eftablifhment  for  their  future  Support;  that  the  Bleffmgs  of  Peace, 
which  they  have  been  inftrumental  in  procuring  to  many  of  their  Feilowr  Subjects,  they 
may  in  fome  Meafure  participate  of  themi'elves:  Or,  in  Cafe  the  unprecedented  Perfidy 
of  the  Cherokees  fhould  protract  the  War,  in  that  Event  fuch  a Provifion  would  create 
the  ftrongeft  Incitement  in  generous  Minds  (viz.  Gratitude)  to  the  utrnoft  Exertion  of 
their  Abilities,  in  the  Execution  of  fuch  ulterior  Operations  as  may  be  judged  moft  effi- 
cacious for  reeftablifhmg  the  Tranquility,  and  fupporting  the  Honour,  Intereft  and 
Security,  of  this  Colony;  and  praying  that  the  Houfe  will  take  the  Affair  into  Confid- 
eration, was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of  the 
next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  James  Barbour,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election  and  Return 
of  Mr  Henry  Pendleton  to  ferve  as  a Burgefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affembly,  for  the 
County  of  Culpeper,  w'as  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confid- 
eration of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition,  of  Clement  Norman,  praying  to  be  reimburfed  the  Sum  of  Five 
Pounds,  paid  by  him  to  Doctor  Parker  for  attending  his  Sen,  who  was  fliot,  and  died  in 
the  Sendee  of  the  Publiek. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  William  Peachey,  lace  Colonel  of  the  Frontier  Battalion  in  Behalf 
of  himfelf  and  the  Officers  lately  under  his  Command,  and  praying  that  they  may  be 
repaid  by  the  Publiek  for  the  additional  Expenfes  they  were  at,  more  than  allowed  by 
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Law,  in  railing  Recruits  for  the  faid  Battalion,  and  marching  them  through  the  Country 
to  their  Place  of  Rendezvous. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Chriftopher  Hudfon , fetting  forth  that  he  was  Captain  of  a Com- 
pany of  Militia  on  the  Frontiers  of  this  Colony,  which  he  was  under  the  Neceffitv  of 
leaving  to  come  to  William fburg  for  Inftructions,  in  which  and  other  publiek  Services 
he  was  detained  from  his  Command  a Month,  for  which  Reafon  the  Commiflioners 
appointed  to  fettle  the  Militia  Accounts  refufed  to  allow  him  his  Pay  for  that  Month; 
and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  therein. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Hamilton , in  the  County  of 
Prince  William,  praying  that  that  Part  of  the  faid  Parifh,  lying  below  the  dividing  Line 
of  Prince  William  and  Fauquier  Counties,  may  be  added  to  the  Parifh  of  Deitingen,  in 
order  to  render  their  Attendance  on  divine  Service  more  eafy  and  convenient. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Cameron,  fetting  forth  that 
the  late  Election  of  Veftrymen  for  the  faid  Parifh  was  illegal,  and  praying  that  the  fame 
may  be  diffolved. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Rockp-jh  River,  in  the  County  of  Albemarle, 
fetting  forth  that  the  Advantages  and  Benefits  they  lately  enjoyed  in  fupplying  their 
Families  with  Fifh,  which  ufed  to  go  up  the  River  in  great  Abundance,  they  are  now 
entirely  deprived  of,  by  a Mill  built  thereon  by  Allan  Howard,  which  has  flopped  the 
Courfe  of  the  Fifh  up  the  faid  River;  and  praying  that  the  faid  Howard  may  be  com- 
pelled to  cut  a Slope  in  his  Mill  Dam  for  the  Paffage  of  the  Fifh. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Dale  Carter  and  Merryman  Payne,  Infpectors  of  Tobacco  at  3 
Davif's  Warehoufe,  in  the  County  of  Lancafter,  fetting  forth  that  on  the  21st  Day  of 
June  laft  the  faid  Warehoufe  was  broke  open,  and  447  Pounds  of  Tobacco  ftolen  out  of 
a Crop  Hogfhead  of  Colonel  William  Tayloe's,  which  had  been  infpected  and  paffed, 
and  which  they  were  obliged  to  make  good ; and  praying  that  they  may  be  repaid  by 
the  Publiek,  were  leverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Con- 
fideration of  the  next  Seflion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  John  Palmer,  praying  to  be  paid  by  the  Publiek  for  a Horfe  and 
Bridle  impreffed  into  his  Majefty's  Service  and  loft,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  William  Tawhaw  and  others,  Part  of  the  Tribe  of  Pamunkey 
Indians,  fetting  forth  that  an  Act  of  Affembly  paffed  in  February  1759  for  Vefting  cer- 
tain Lands  belonging  to  the  Pamunkey  Indians  in  Truftees,  to  be  leafed  for  their  Bene- 
fit, which  the  Petitioners  reprefent  was  obtained  at  the  Solicitations  of  a few  only  of 
thofe  Indians,  without  ever  confulting  the  Petitioners  on  the  Subjedt;  and  praying  that 
the  faid  Adt  may  be  repealed,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the 
Confideration  of  the  next  Seflion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Albemarle,  in  the  County  of 
Suffex,  complaining  of  illegal  Proceedings  of  the  Veftrv  of  the  laid  Parifh,  and  praying 
the  fame  may  be  diffolved. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Elizabeth  Burk,  praying  to  be  allowed  by  the  Publiek  for  three 
Beeves  fumifhed  by  her  for  the  Militia,  which  the  Commiflioners  of  her  County  omitted 
to  certify  in  their  Accounts,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred 
to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Edward  Hubbard  and  James  Gunn,  fetting  forth,  that  they  being 
appointed  Captains  in  the  late  Frontier  Battalion  were  with  their  refpedtive  Companies 
detached  from  the  faid  Battalion  to  a<5t  as  Artificers  under  the  Command  of  General 
Stanwix,  in  which  Service  they  were  employed,  and  fuffered  great  Hardfhips  from  the 
23d  of  June  until  the  10th  of  December  1759,  without  receiving  any  other  Satif faction 
than  the  Ordinary  Pay;  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe,  was  prefented  to 
the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Petition  of  Bolling  Starke,  Executor  of  Baxter  Davis,  deceafed,  praying  to 
be  allowed  the  Value  of  a Slave  lately  belonging  to  the  Eftate  of  the  faid  Deceafed, 
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which  was  condemned  and  executed  for  Felony,  and  omitted  to  be  allowed  in  the  laft 
publick  Levy,  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of 
the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

That  a Claim  of  Henry  Settle,  for  taking  up  a Deferter;  alfo  the  feveral  Claims  of 
Hillary  Boufhop,  James  Jones,  Thomas  P cobles,  John,  Tyas , Philip  Mallory,  John  Wooten, 
James  Finney,  Samuel  Afhley,  William  Speller  (Aflignee  of  Jofeph  Morris)  John  Roberts, 
m Thomas  Cooper,  Reubin  Straughan,  John  Taylor,  William  Willie,  Clerk,  fames  Wren , 
James  Fawn,  John  Halcombe,  John  Dudley,  William  Cockerham,  Gerard  Ridley,  James 
Terry,  James  Bell,  John  Anderfon,  Abraham  Womack,  Thomas  Garner,  William  Farrow, 
Hudfon  Brown,  Philip  Carberry,  Thomas  Marfhall  and  George  Radford,  for  taking  up 
Runaways,  were  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Conlideration 
of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

It  alfo  appears  to  this  Committee,  that  all  fuch  Propolitions  and  Claims  as  were 
referred  from  any  of  the  former  Seflions  of  this  Affembly,  and  all  fuch  Propofitions  and 
Claims  as  were  certified  to  the  laft  Seffion  of  Affembly,  fhould  be  referred  to  the  Con- 
fideration  of  the  next  Seffion  of  Affembly. 

Ordered,  That  the  Petition  of  James  Barbour,  complaining  of  an  undue  Election 
and  Return  of  Mr  Henry  Pendleton  to  ferve  as  a Burgefs  in  this  prefent  General  Affem- 
bly, mentioned  in  the  faid  Report,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elect- 
ions. That  all  publick  Claims  referred  from  the  feveral  Seffior.s  of  Affembly,  in  the 
faid  Report  expreffed,  to  the  Conlideration  of  this  Seffion  of  Affembly ; alfo  the  Petition 
of  Leonard  Leechman,  Abraham  Mauray,  Alexander  Sayers,  Thomas  Roy,  Clement  Nor- 
man, Chriftopher  Hudfon,  John  Palmer,  Elizabeth  Burk,  Edward  Hubbard,  James  Gunn 
and  Bolling  Starke;  therein  fet  forth,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims;  and  that 
the  feveral  Propofitions  therein  mentioned,  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of  this  Seffion 
of  Affembly,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances. 

A Meffage  from  the  Govemour  was  delivered  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Mr  Speaker, 

The  Governour  has  commanded  me  to  lay  before  your  Houfe  the  feveral  Letters  from 
his  Excellency  Major-General  Amherft  and  others,  mentioned  in  his  Honour's  Speech. 

And  the  faid  Letters  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  Table. 

Several  Petitions  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifh  of  Elizabeth  River,  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk,  complaining  of  the  many  Inconveniences  they  are  under  by  Means 
of  the  large  Extent  of  the  faid  Parifh ; and  praying  that  the  laid  Parifii  may  be  divided. 

Alfo  a Petition  from  the  fame  Place,  complaining  of  illegal  Practices  in  the  Veftry 
of  the  faid  Parifh ; and  praying  that  the  faid  Veftry  may  be  dii'folved,  were  fev- 
erally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  laid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Propofitions  and  Grievances:  that  they  do  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and 
report  the  fame,  with  their  Opinion  thereon,  to  the  Plouie. 

Ordered,  That  Mr  Dandridge  and  Mr  Cary  be  added  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions 
and  Grievances. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  beng  read,  for  the  Houfe  to  proceed  to  the  Conlideration  of 
the  Govemour’s  Speech, 

Refolved,  That  this  Houfe  will  refolve  itfelf  into  a Committee  on  the  faid  Speech. 

Ordered,  That  the  feveral  Letters  above  mentioned,  this  Day  laid  before  the  Houfe 
by  Command  of  this  Honour  the  Govemour,  be  referred  to  the  Conlideration  of  the  laid 
Committee. 

33  And  then  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  on  the  faid  Speech  and  Letters ; 
and  after  lome  Time  fpent  therein,  Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr  Charles  C artcr 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  had  the  faid  Speech  and  Letters  under  their  ConfiJera- 
tion,  and  had  come  to  a Refolution  thereon,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered 
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in  at  the  Table,  where  it  was  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houle,  as  follows; 

Rcfolved,  That  the  Regiment  now  in  the  Service  of  this  Colony  be  recruited  to  ioco 
Men,  and  further  continued. 

Mr  Carter  alfo  informed  the  Houfe  that  the  Committee,  not  having  Time  to  go 
through  the  faid  Speech,  had  directed  him  to  move  for  Leave  to  fit  again. 

Refolved , That  this  Houfe  will  again  refolve  itfelf  into  a Committee  on  the  faid 
Speech  on  Thursday  next. 

On  a Motion  made, 

Refolved , That  an  Addrefs  be  prepared  to  his  Excellency  Major-General  Amherft, 
and  it  is  referred  to  Mr  Attorney  and  Mr  Bland  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the  fame. 

And  then  the  Houfe  adjourned  until  Tomorrow  Morning  Eleven  “'Clock. 
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SEVERAL  Petitions  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Chefterfield  and 
Henrico,  praying  that  a Ferry  may  be  eftablifhed  from  the  land  of  William  Allen 
Burton,  in  Chefterfield , over  James  River,  to  the  Land  of  Thomas  Mann  Randolph, 
Gent,  in  Henrico. 

Alfo  feveral  Petitions  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Raleigh  Parifh,  in  Amelia,  in  Oppoli- 
tion  to  a Petition  heretofore  prefented  to  this  Affembly  for  dividing  the  faid  Parifh, 
and  diffolving  the  Veftry  thereof. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  the  Juftices  of  Bedford,  praying  that  the  Court  Day  of  that 
County  may  be  altered,  it  being  very  inconvenient  to  the  Inhabitants  at  prefent. 

Alfo  a Petition  from  fundry  Inhabitants  of  Prince  Edward  County,  l'etting  forth 
that  they  are  deprived  of  the  Benefit  of  the  Fifheries  they  formerly  enjoyed  in  the  upper 
Part  of  Appomattox  River  and  its  Branches,  by  Means  of  fundry  Mills  lately  built  thereon ; 
and  praying  that  the  Owners  of  fuch  Mills  may  be  obliged  to  keep  Slopes  in  their  Dams, 
for  the  Paffage  of  Fifh ; were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petitions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and 
Grievances ; that  they  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinions  thereon,  to  the  Houfe. 

Several  Claims  of  David  Lamey,  James  Abbot,  Zachanah  Pulliam,  Charles  Colay, 
John  Hundley,  James  Lankford,  Francis  Bickley,  Ifaac  Perrin,  William  Harrifon,  John 
Claiborne,  William  and  Griffin  Garland,  John  Pennick,  Jofeph  Ward,  William  Grefham 
and  Jeremiah  Bowles,  for  taking  up  Runaways  therein  mentioned. 

Alfo  a Claim  of  James  Par  fans  for  taking  up  a Deferter  therein  mentioned.  m 

Alfo  fundry  Accounts  from  divers  Perfons  of  the  County  of  Bedford,  for  Provifions 
fumifhed  the  Militia  drawn  out  into  actual  Service;  were  feverally  prefented  to  the 
Houfe  and  received,  and  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee  of  Claims. 

Mr  London  Carter,  from  the  Committee  for  Courts  of  Juftice,  reported  that  the 
Committee  had,  according  to  Order,  examined  -what  Laws  have  expired  tince  the  laft 
Seffion  of  Affembly,  and  inipected  fuch  temporary  Laws,  as  will  expire  at  or  foon  after 
this  Seffion  of  Affembly,  and  had  come  to  feveral  Refolutions  thereon,  which  he  read 
in  his  Place,  and  then  Delivered  in  at  the  Table,  where  they  were  again  twice  read,  and 
agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  follow: 

Refolved,  That  the  Act  of  Affembly  made  in  the  25th  Year  of  the  Reign  of  his  late 
Majeftv,  King  George  II  entitled,  An  Aft  for  continuing  and  amending  the  Aft,  entitled, 

An  Aft  for  amending  the  Staple  of  Tobacco,  and  preventing  Frauds  in  his  Majefty’s  Cuf- 
toms,  which  will  expire  at  the  End  of  this  Seffion  of  Affembly  ought  to  be  further  con- 
tinued with  Amendments. 

Refolved,  That  an  Act  of  Affembly  made  in  the  ,t2lt  Year  of  his  laid  late  Majefty’s 
Reign,  entitled,  An  Aft  for  further  continuing  the  Aft,  entitled,  An  Aft  for  reducing  the 
feveral  Acts  for  making  Provjiions  again  ft  Invafions  and  Infttrreftions  into  one  Aft,  which 
will  expire  on  the  8th  Day  of  June  next,  ought  to  be  further  continued. 

Ordered,  That  a Bill  or  Bills  be  brought  in  purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolutions,  and  it 
is  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Propofitions  and  Grievances  to  prepare  and  bring  in  the 
fame. 
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A Petition  of  John  Peter , Jun.  letting  forth  that  he  was  formerly  a Soldier  of  the 
Virginia  Regiment,  and  in  May  1759 A Detachment,  of  which  he  was  one,  was  attacked 
by  a large  Body  of  French  and  Indians , when  he  was  wounded  and  taken  Prifoner,  and 
fent  to  Venango ; and,  after  being  carried  about  through  different  French  Forts,  was  at 
laft  lodged  at  Niagara,  where  he  was  in  Captivity  when  that  Place  was  furrendered  to 
Sir  William  John  fan,  bv  whom  he  was  difeharged,  and  fent  hither:  That  he  has  been 
in  moft  of  the  Engagements  that  happened  fince  he  entered  into  the  Service,  and  when 
he  was  taken  Prifoner,  three  Months  Pay  was  due  to  him ; and  praying  the  Corffidera- 
tion  of  the  Houle,  was  prefented  to  the  Houi'e,  and  read. 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  Mr  Cabell,  Mr  Payne  and  Mr  John 
Smith',  that  they  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with  their 
Opinion  thereon,  to  the  Houfe.

A Petition  of  Abel  Farrar,  letting  forth  that  as  a Lieutenant  in  the  Forces  raifed 
laft  Year  he  enlifted  21  Men,  three  of  which  were  rejected  by  the  Commanding  Officer 
when  he  carried  them  to  the  general  Rendezvous,  one  on  account  of  his  Indifpofition, 
which  he  had  contracted  in  the  March ; that  the  other  two  were  found  healthy  young 
Men:  That  he  had  paid  thefe  Recruits  £20,  in  part  of  their  Bounty  Money,  which  he 
has  no  Profpedt  of  ever  recovering,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  therein.

InfpcCtor  dying  after  the  Tobacco  was  Itolen,  but  before  the  above  Judgments  were 
obtained;  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houle  and  read.

Ordered,  That  the  faid  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Committee 
of  Claims;  that  they  examine  into  the  Allegations  thereof,  and  report  the  fame,  with 
their  Opinions  thereon,  to  the  Houfe.

by  them,  as  they  are  all  abfeonded;  and  praying  that  he  may  be  reimburfed  by  the 
Publick. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Gabriel  Jones,  John  Maddifon,  Thomas  Leivis  and  Clement  Read, 
letting  forth  that  being  appointed  by  Act  of  Affemblv  Commiflioners  to  fettle  the  Militia 
Accounts  of  feveral  Counties,  and  alfo  the  Accounts  of  Damages  done  to  the  Inhabitants 
of  thofe  Counties  by  the  Cherokee  and  Catawba  Indians , and  having  gone  through  and 
adjufted  a vaft  Number  and  Variety  of  Accounts,  and  made  proper  Reports  and  Certi- 
ficates thereof,  and  praying  the  Consideration  of  this  Houfe  for  their  Trouble  and  Expenfe 
in  the  faid  Office,  were  feverally  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read.

Refolved,  Nemine  contradicente,  that  an  Humble  Addrefs  be  made  to  his  Honour 
the  Govemour  to  defire  that  he  will  be  pleafed  to  take  Capt.  Jacob  Van  Braam,  who 
hath  undergone  a long  and  fevere  Captivity  in  Canada,  into  his  fpecial  Favour  and 
Protection,  and  recommend  him  for  Promotion  in  his  Majeftv’s  Sendee;  and  that  Mr 
Charles  Carter  and  Mr  Bland  do  wait  on  his  Honour  with  the  faid  Addrefs. 

A Petition  of  Clement  Reade,  fetting  forth  that  he  was  ordered  by  the  late  Govemour 
Dinwiddle,  and  Council  to  erect  a Magazine  in  Lunenburg  for  the  Reception  of  publick 
Stores,  and  alfo  to  purchafe  and  lay  in  Provifions;  and  that  he  was  appointed  Pav- 
rnafter  of  the  Militia  of  the  frontier  Counties,  in  which  he  was  at  great  Trouble  and 
Expenfe,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Robert  Wade,  praying  to  be  reimburfed  the  Bounty  Money  by 
him  paid,  and  the  Expenfe  he  was  at  in  maintaining,  a Recruit  he  had  enlifted  for  the 
publick  Service,  who  was  refufed  by  the  Commanding  Officer. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Jofeph  Rentfro,  Janies  Roberts,  Hugh  Moore,  Jofhua  Poutel,  John 
Kirby,  Margaret  Boyd,  John  Armstrong,  William  Cox,  William  McDaniel,  John  Goad, 
William  Stokes,  George  Boyd,  and  others,  praying  to  be  allowed  for  Provifions  fumithed 
the  Militia  and  Indians,  and  for  Horfes,  &c. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  John  Foxcroft,  fetting  forth  that  he  was  directed  by  his  Honour 
the  Govemour  to  take  Charge  of  a Quantity  of  Goods  fome  Time  ago  imported  on  the 
publick  Account,  defigned  for  Prefents  to  Indians,  and  that  he  was  at  great  Expenfe 
and  Trouble  in  tranfporting  them  from  Place  to  Place,  and  hiring  Storehoufes  for  their 
Reception,  and  praying  the  Confideration  of  the  Houfe  therein. 

Alfo  a Petition  of  Henry  Peyton,  Thomas  Slaughter  and  William  Green,  praying  to 
be  allowed  a reafonable  Satiffadlion  For  the  Trouble  and  Expenfe  they  were  at  in  exe- 
cuting the  Office  of  Commiffioners  for  fettling  the  Accounts  for  the  Pay  and  Provifions 
of  the  Militia,  and  Damages  done  by  the  Indians,  in  the  Counties  of  Prince  William, 
Stafford,  Grange  and  Culpeper.

that  fhe  loft  all  Die  had  when  earned  into  Captivity,  and  is  not  able  to  pay  the  Money 
advanced  for  her  P.edemption  without  the  Affif tance  of  this  Houfe ; and  praying  Relief, 
was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  and  read,  and  thereon, 

Ordered,  That  an  Addrefs  be  made  to  his  Honour  the  Govemour  to  defire  that  he 
will  be  pleafed  to  difeharge  the  faid  Katherine  Bingaman  from  any  demand  for  Money 
paid  for  her  Redemption,  as  mentioned  in  the  faid  Petition,  and  that  he  will  give  Orders 
for  allowing  the  faid  Money  to  Colonel  Byrd  in  his  Accounts  againft  the  Publick;  and 
that  Mr  Pendleton  do  wait  on  his  Honour  with  the  faid  Addrefs.

Petition  are  true,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  ^137.  8.  8 for  the  Bounty 
Money  and  Subhftence  of  the  faid  Recruits. 

The  fir  ft  Refolutions  being  read  a i'econd  Time,  and  the  Queftion  put  that  the  Houfe 
agree  thereto, 

Refolved  in  the  Affirmative.

Mr  Aitchifan.  from  the  Committee  appointed,  prefented  to  the  Houfe,  according 
to  Order,  a Bill  For  enlarging  and  afeertaining  the  Limits  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk, 
and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned ; and  the  fame  was  read  the  tirft  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  read  a fecond  Time.

Alfo  a Bill  To  oblige  the  Owners  of  Mills,  Hedges  or  Stone  Stops,  on  fundry  Rivers 
therein  Mentioned,  to  make  Openings  or  Stops  therein  for  the  Paffage  of  Fifh.

of  £10  Bounty  Money  to  each  of  the  faid  12  Recruits,  and  was  allowed  the  Sum  of  30s. 
for  each  Man  received  by  Directions  of  his  Honour  the  Govemour,  and  8d.  a Day  for 
their  Subfiftance,  in  his  recruiting  Account : It  alfo  appears  to  your  Committee  that  he 
hath  fince  received  the  Sum  of  £12.  13.  4 for  the  Bounty  Money  and  Expenfe  of  enlifting 
and  fubfifting  one  of  the  faid  Recruits  that  was  lick,  and  that  there  is  now  due  to  him 
the  Sum  of  £137.

A Meffage  from  the  Govemour  by  Mr  Walthoe. 

Mr  Speaker, 

The  Govemour  has  commanded  me  to  deliver  to  your  Houfe  a Letter  juft  ccnne  to  Hand 
from  the  Right  Honourable  Mx  Secretary  Pitt,  which  he  refers  to  their  Confideration. 

And  the  faid  Letter  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  Table. 

A written  Meffage  from  the  Govemour  was  at  the  fame  Time  delivered  by  Mr  Wal- 
thoe, as  follows : 

Mr  Speaker, 

1 am  much  obliged  to  your  Houfe  for  the  Confidence  they  have  placed  in  me  with  Regard 
to  the  Affairs  now  to  be  tr  an  faded with  the  Cherokees , which  really  appear  to  be  of  a very  nice 
and  delicate  Nature;  becaufe  I am  to  fatiffy  thofe  People  with  fuck  Prefents  as  ought  to 
be  given  on  this  Occafion,  when  perhaps  they  exped  much  larger , and  to  avoid  treating  of 
Peace,  the  Terms  whereof  cannot  be  offered  or  accepted  on  our  Parts  without  bringing  the 
Faith  of  Britons,  fo  neceffary  to  be  preferved,  under  Sufpicicm;  To  redeem  alfo  the  unhappy 
Captives  that  have  fallen  into  their  Hands  cm  fuch  Conditions  as  are  Confident  with  the 
Safety  of  his Majefty's other  Subjects,  and  at  the  fame  Time  to  fhow  them  that  we  are  ready  s 
for  a Reconciliation  when  our  Honour  will  permit  it,  without  dif covering  any  Tendency 
to  Infult  or  Dejection.  On  thefe  Confederations,  it  would  be  extremely  agreeable  to  me  if 
your  Houfe  would  allow  me  to  employ  one  or  two  Commiffioners  to  affift  me,  on  whofe 
Care  and  Prudence  I might  rely,  to  whom  I might  explain  the  Plan  I have  laid  down  for  my 
Condudt,  cm  whom  I might  depend  for  a ftrid  Adherence  to  my  Orders,  and  with  whom  I 
could  from  Time  to  Time  correfpond  whilft  the  Matter  is  in  Agitation. 

And  the  faid  Meffage  was  read,  and  referred  to  be  conlidered  on  Friday  next. 

Mr  Bland,  from  the  Committee  of  publick  Claims,  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
had  under  their  Confideration  feveral  Petitions  to  them  referred,  and  had  come  to  fev- 
eral Refolutions  thereon,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  delivered  in  at  the  Table, 
where  they  were  again  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Houfe,  as  follow:

appointed  to  receive  the  Recruits  at  the  Place  of  Rendezvous;  and  for  Blankets  and 
Firelocks  fumifhed  feveral  of  the  Soldiers  by  him  enlii’ted,  and  who  afterwards  ferved 
on  that  Expedition,  is  reafonable;  and  that  he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  j£8i. 

5.  4.  for  the  Bounty  Money,  Expenfe  of  enlifting  and  fubfifting  the  faid  two  Recruits,  and 
for  the  Blankets  and  Firelocks  fumifhed  by  him  as  aforefaid. 

Refolved,  That  the  Petition  of  Robert  Wade,  to  be  reimburfed  the  Bounty  Money 
and  Expenfe  of  enlifting  a Recruit  for  the  Cherokee  Expedition,  refufed  by  the  Officer 
appointed  to  receive  fuch  Recruits  at  the  Place  of  Rendezvous,  is  reafonable ; and  that 
he  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  £11.  10.  o for  the  Bounty  Money,  and  Expenfe  of 
enlifting  the  faid  Recruit. 
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On  Confideration  of  the  Petition  of  Clement  Reade,  it  appears  to  your  Committee 
that  the  faid  Reade  was  at  the  "Trouble  of  agreeing  with  Workmen  to  build  a Magazine 
and  Houfe  for  the  Reception  of  Arms,  Ammunition  and  Provifions,  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
Militia  on  the  Frontiers  of  this  Colony;  that  after  the  faid  Magazine  and  Houfe  were 
finifhed,  he  took  Care  of  the  fame,  and  gave  out  Arms,  Ammunition  and  Provifions, 
from  Time  to  Time,  to  leveral  Detachments  of  Militia,  for  the  Space  of  four  Years,  and 
three  Months;  that,  as  Paymafter  to  the  Militia  of  the  County  of  Lunenburg , he  received 
and  paid  away  the  Sum  of  £2800,  and  kept  regular  Accounts  of  the  fame,  which  he  fet- 
ga  tied  before  the  Commiffioners  appointed  by  Adt  of  Affembly  for  that  Purpofe ; that  he 
loft  £12  in  Treafury  Notes  of  the  Money  fo  received  by  him,  and  that  he  was  ten  Days 
on  a Journey  to  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and  Halifax , by  Order  of  the  Govemour,  to 
examine  into  the  Incurtions  and  Depredations  of  the  Indians. 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  Clement  Reade  ought  to  be  allowed  the  Sum  of  £114.  17.  6, 
for  his  Trouble  in  the  feveral  Matters  in  his  Petition  mentioned. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  I nit  ruction  to  the  faid  Committee  to  make  the  feveral  Allow- 
ances in  the  Book  of  Claims,  purfuant  to  the  faid  Refolutions. 

A Bill  To  remove  the  Seat  of  Government  to  a Place  more  convenient  to  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Colony  was  according  to  Order  read  a fecond  Time,  and  ordered  to  be  com- 
mitted to  a Committee  of  the  whole  Houle  immediately. 

The  Houfe  accordingly  refolved  itfelf  into  a Committee  on  the  faid  Bill,  and  after 
foine  Time  fpent.  therein,  Mr  Speaker  refumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr  Charles  Carter  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  had  the  faid  Bill  under  their  Confideration,  but  not  having 
Time  to  go  through  the  fame  they  had  directed  him  to  move  for  Leave  to  fit  again.

many  Marks  of  Affection  and  Refpect  you  have  Shown  me,  the  Confidence  you  have  placed  in 
me,  and  the  ftrong  Proofs  you  have  given  me  of  your  Approbation  of  my  Conduct,  has  made 
an  Impreffion  on  my  Mind  which  nothing  can  efface,  as  long  as  it  fhall  pleafe  the 
Almighty  to  continue  to  me  the  Bleffings  of  Life  and  Memory. 

The  Conftituiion  of  the  Council  is  fuch  as  fecures  to  me  the  meeting  you.  Gentlemen, 
who  compofe  it,  in  the  fame  Capacity  the  en filing  Affembly:  This  gives  me  the  greateft 
Satiffadion,  as  I have  fo  often  experienced  your  Ability  and  Zeal  to  ferve  his  Majefty,  and 
your  Integrity  and  Candour  in  conducting  every  Meafure  to  promote  his  Intereft,  and  the 
general  Good  of  this  Colony.  But, 

Mr  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

My  Affurances  of  meeting  you  again  as  Particulars  are  not  fo  certain  as  I could-  wifh 
they' were,  for  I can  never  exped,  or  even  defire,  to  meet  an  Affembly  compofed  of  Gentlemen 
more  acceptable  to  myfelf;  who  have  happily  found  the  Means  of  joining  your  Duty  to  his 
Majefty  to  your  Care  for  the  Intereft  of  the  Colony,  which  can  never  be  feparated  but  to  the 
Difadvantage  of  both.  In  this  Light,  I hope  your  Conftituents  will  fee  your  Condud; 
approve  the  whole  Tenour  of  it;  and  fhow  their  Approbation  by  the  Choice  which  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Times  will  give  them  an  Opportunity  to  make. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes, 

All  that  remains  for  me  to  do  is  to  put  an  End  to  this  Affembly,  which  I do  until  great 
Unwillingnefs;  but  it  is  requifite  you  fhould  be  now  diffolved,  and  you  are  dif Solved  accord- 
ingly.

I have  fent  you  a Cheft  of  Medicines  from  Mr  Pajteurs  Shop,  with  Inftruments;  but 
cannot  yet  hear  of  a Surgeon  for  you  which  gives  me  much  concern.  You  will  soon 
have  Tents,  Kettles  and  Canteens  from  Gen1  Forbes*;  but  1 am  defired  to  provide  Haver- 
lacks,  which  if  not  fent  up  with  Blankets  and  other  things  expected  here  in  a few  days, 
must  be  got  at  WincJiefter,  as  the  pay  will  be  fure  when  fettled. 

I fend  Col0  Byrds  the  Commiffions  back  again  to  be  filled  up  and  dated,  to  give  prece- 
dency according  to  a regulation  made  in  Council,  of  which  I fend  a lift.  By  it  you  will 
find  Captain  Cocke  and  Captain  Lightfoot<>  fet  afide ; the  laft  as  having  but  43  Men  exclu- 
five  of  Armiftcads,  and  all  very  bad;  and  as  there  was  a neceffity  to  lay  one  afide,  the 
Council  tho1  Capt“  Msredeib  with  his  55  Men  all  very  good  and  on  the  Day  to  deferve 
a preference.  Captn  Cocke  tho’  a good  Officer  was  confidered  as  having  only  26  Men 
himlelf,  whereas  Captn  Scott * had  raifed  54  extream  good  and  in  a fnort  time,  but  which 
we  muft  loofe  by  Contract,  if  he  were  not  a Captain,  as  they  were  attached  to  him.  But 
to  make  all  the  acknowledgement  we  could  to  Cap'  Cocke's  merit  the  Council  named  him 
firft  Lieut1  & Mr  Lighifoot  2nd,  but  if  they  refufe  to  accept,  then  Captn  Munford * will  be 
firft  and  fo  on;  by  which  the  firft  Enfigns  will  be  Lieu19  and  Col0  Byrd  will  fill  up  the 
reft  as  he  thinks  proper.  I am  forry  to  find  Mr6fi>mwfo  low  in  the  lift,  but  as  I did  not 
obferve  it  at  the  Time,  I hope  he  will  still  l’erve  his  Country7 * 9 10 11  as  fignallv  for  this  Cam- 
paign; and  not  defert  us  on  a Punctilio  which  a good  Patriot  would  overlook.  Mr 
Temples performance  "was  not  duly  confidered  in  the  hurry  but  I hope  he  will  make  a 
good  Officer  and  so  reconcile  things. 

As  to  the  extravagant  Charges  in  recruiting  by  fome  Officers,  it  produced  perhaps, 
what  will  be  tho1  by  fome  too  fevere  a correction ; but  the  Council  are  juftified  in  it,  by 
the  Practice  at  railing  the  Firft  Regiment;  their  Pay  as  Officers,  from  the  date  of  their

The  Virginia  troops  in  1758 
were  increafed  to  two  regiments,  one  commanded  by  George  Wafhington  and  the  other  by  William  Byrd 
Wafhington  ftill  held  his  rank  of  commander-in  chief  of  the  Virginia  troops.  William  Byrd  was  alfo  a 
member  of  the  Council  and  continued  as  fuch  until  the  Revolution.  He  fympathized  with  England  in  the 
Revolution  and  committed  fuicide  in  1777. 

6 Captain  William  Cocke  and  Captain  John  Lightfoot.  both  of  Colonel  Byrd’s  regiment. 

7 Captain  Samuel  Meredith  commanded  a company  in  Col.  Byrd’s  regiment.

11  Benjamin  Temple,  of  Hanover,  was  u captain  in  William  Byrd’s  regiment  in  1758  and  a lieutenant 
in  a battalion  of  Virginia  regulars  commanded  by  Colonel  Wm.

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recruiting  Warrants,  was  all  that  was  then  allowed  for  Charges  of  enlifting,  and  only 
Subliftence  to  the  Men  followed.  On  this  footing  the  fettling  becomes  eafy;  but  it 
leaves  equal  Service  to  receive  only  4s.  a day  to  one,  while  to  another  is  Paid  10s. 

I have  given  Capt"  Pof'cy « -£300  to  enlift  30  Men  more,  and  ColJ  Wafhington  had 
£1000  to  enlift  Men.  But  if  you  have  not  enough,  to  pay  the  Expences  the  Pay  matter 
muft  make  it  up  out  of  what  I fend  him  for  there  is  no  more  in  the  Treafury,  at  prefent 

I am  glad  you  put  me  in  mind  of  Mr  French  Mafan  and  muft  by  you  delire  Col° 
Byrd  to  do  for  him,  and  if  he  can  to  a Lieutenancy.  Mr  Walker1  & Mr  Eppcs 3 are  well 
recomended  for  Enfigns.  Alfo  Mr  Lovell  and  young  Mr  Lightjool  Brother  to  John,  may 
help  you  to  Enfigns,  as  perhaps  due  to  them  or  what  I encouraged  them  to  expect. 
Meffrs  Cary » & Debnam  are  in  the  Councils  lift  of  Lieutt9  as  are  fome  others,  tho  not 
ftrictly  entitled,  as  there  were  none  to  difpute  it  with  them.  I have  fent  back  the  Com- 
miffions  without  erafing  any  Names  or  Dates  here,  as  I know  not  who  will  accept  or 
refufe;  but  both  Names  and  dates  muft  be  altered  abov,  When  that  is  known,  to  fuit 
with  the  Regulation  made  in  Council.  And  I leave  it  to  the  CoP  to  fuit  the  Officers  to 
their  Companys  as  may  fuit  beft,  and  to  fill  ail  other  vacant  Commiffions  in  the  belt 
manner  as  he  fhall  judge. 

As  to  the  little  old  Accounts  for  the  Indians,  you  are  Demurr’d  about  for  figning;  I 
fliould  be  glad  to  have  them  paid,  many  fuch  are  fent  down  and  paid  here,  but  they  are 
firft  examined  by  3 Commiffioners  here  and  then  I gave  an  Order  on  the  Treafury-  for  a 
long  lift  of  them  to  one  Perfon  a neighbour,  that  brought  them  down.  Let  them  prove 
the  Accot3  by  fuch  Vouchers  or  Oath,  and  fend  them  by  a Neighbour  coming  down. 

I fhali  by  Mr  Boyd 5 who  ftays  the  figning,  fend  up  all  I can  for  paying  the  Regiment’s 
after  their  march,  as  you  Defire. 

Cap1  Meredeth  had  an  Order  and  received  £300  to  be  accounted  for  at  the  Treafury 
by  the  Commanding  Officer  wrhich  he  muft  therefore  charge  himfelf  with ; but  as  it  was 
to  enable  him  to  recruit,  it  muft  be  difeharged  by  his  acco9  for  that  fen  ice. 

I am  now  come  to  your  concluding  paragraph  and  from  my  own  pains  and  attention 
to  fo  many  particulars  can  the  better  conceive  of  your  20  hours  fatigue  upon  a ftretch 
which  you  have  lengthened  by  a needlefs  Apology,  as  I think  myfelf  obliged  to  you  for 
being  fo  particular.  Be  thus  or  more  particular  in  your  Acco1  of  the  demolition  of  Fort 
DuQuefne  and  bind  me  yours  forever  I am  Sir  Your  very  hum  Sen-*

I reed  the  favour  of  your  Letter  by  Mr  M-umford  by  whom  I fend  this  in  anfwer 
thereto.  I am  extremely  obliged  to  you  for  your  Congratulations  on  the  fafe  Arrival 
of  myfelf  and  my  Family  in  this  Dominion  of  which  his  Majefty  has  been  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  appoint  me  his  Lieutenant  Governor. 

The  Contents  of  your  Letter  being  of  great  Importance  and  requiring  an  immediate 
Anfwer,  I fummoned  a Council  to  meet  this  morning  by  whofe  advice,  after  duly  weigh- 
ing every  part,  I give  you  our  Determination  wch  I hope  will  be  fatiffadtory  in  every 
Particular. 

In  the  firft  place  it  was  agreed  to  fubmit  the  recruit*  Act1®  of  the  Officers  to  your- 
felf  and  the  Field  Officers  of  your  Corps,  and  you  are  defired  to  examine  and  audit  the

He  was  a member  of  the  Council  and,  as  its  prelident,  became  the  a (Sling 
governor  of  Virginia  in  the  interval  between  the  Dir.widdie  and  Fauquier  adminiftrations 
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fame,  and  whatever  fhall  be  found  reafonable  by  you  will  be  allowed,  of  which  you  rnav 
affure  the  gentlemen,  tho’  the  Money  railed  by  the  Affembly  for  paying  acc1'-  of  the  2d 
Regiment  is  fo  far  exhaufted  that  it  cannot  be  immediately  repaid  them  before  the 
Affembly  meets.  This  I hope  will  entirely  remove  all  Caufe  of  Uneafinefs  from  the  part 
of  the  officers,  as  I fhall  moft  eameftly  recommend  this  point  to  the  affembly  on  their 
meeting. 

As  for  the  private  Men,  they  have  this  Day  orderd  the  French  prize  Cloaths  to  be 
purchafed  of  Col°  Hunter’,  and  to  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Army  where  it  is 
hoped  they  may  arrive  in  7 or  8 Days.  This  Cloathing  is  fufheient  but  for  800  Men, 
therefore  it  is  delired  that  you  diftribute  them  axnongft  thofe  who  are  moft  in  Need  of 
them,  {topping  2a  a Day  out  of  their  pay  as  was  practiced  in  the  firft  Reg1  and  as  it  is 
imagined,  that  at  leaft  200  of  your  Reg1  have  Cloaths  fufheient  for  this  Campaign,  their 
pay  will  go  on  without  any  Stoppage.  By  this  Step  I hope  the  Defertion  and  all  Com- 
plaints of  the  Men  will  be  entirely  ftop’d.  I ought  to  mention  that  there  are  but  200 
Shirts  made  but  there  is  Cloth  and  Thread  to  make  up  the  reft,  as  well  as  Materials  for 
the  Leggings. 

The  officers  Bonds  will  be  fent  up,  to  be  deposited  in  your  Hands,  and  to  be  delivered 
by  you,  when  you  fhall  find  the  Conditions  have  been  complied  v/th 

In  Cafe  of  Captn  Pofey’s  being  broke,  M.  Cockes  being  appointed  to  iueeeed  to  that 
vacant  Commiffion  is  approved  of;  and  He  may  have  the  Commiffion  accordingly, 
and  in  that  Cafe,  the  Blank  Commiffion  herewith  fent  to  you,  may  be  fill’d  up  with  the 
Names  of  either  Mr  Lightfoot  or  Mr  Mini  ford,  as  upon  an  Enquiry  and  Examination  you 
lhali  find  belt  intitled  to  it,  by  having  firft  bro1  in  their  Complement  of  Men  to  Win- 
cheftcr;  the  Rule  originally  laid  down  and  moft  religioully  obferved  in  diftributing  thofe 
Commiffions. 

The  calling  Mr  Cocke , Mr  Lightfoot,  and  Mr  Munford  all  Captn  Lieutenants  arofe 
from  a Miftake  in  the  Gentlemen  who  were  not  well  verfed  in  Military  affairs,  and  fup- 
pofed  the  Lieutenants  of  the  three  Companies  belonging  to  the  three  Field  Officers,  had 
all  a Title  to  be  rank’d  as  Captn3  Lieutenants. 

Thus  Sir  We  hope  we  have  fettled  all  Matters  to  your  and  the  Regiments  Satiffac- 
tion.  I am  fure  nothing  fhall  ever  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  give  all  reafonable  Content 
to  every  Man  engaged  in  his  Majefty’s  Service  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power. 

I fincerely  wifh  You  all  Succefs  in  the  approaching  Campaign,  and  to  add  to  the 
Succefs  hope  to  thank  you  all  perfonally  on  your  Return.

Whereas  Mr  George  Turner 1 was  lent  by  his  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Loudon  to  the 
Cherokee  Nation  to  follicit  as  large  a Number  of  thofe  Indians  as  poilible  to  joyn  the 
troops  in  the  Frontiers  of  Virginia  and  Whereas  the  Little  Carpenter,  Great  Warriour  and 
feveral  head  men  Promifed  to  go  with  him  with  a large  btxly  till  the  very  day  appointed 
which  was  the  2iat  of  June  1758,  that  then  at  a meeting  at  Choice*,  they  faid  it  was  the 
opinion  of  their  Conjurors,  that  there  wou’d  be  much  Sicknefs  and  Death  attend  them, 
and  that  they  refuted  to  go  till  the  Fall,  that  the  faid  Mr  Turner  much  amazed  at  this 
treatment  told  them  that  he  fhou’d  hardly  be  credited  on  his  bare  report  of  this  and 
therefore  defired  that  the  head  men  wou’d  Come  the  next  day  to  the  Fort,  and  give

[Col.  Win.  Byrd.}  I arri’d  here  the  evening  before  laft  & hop’d  to  have  met  with 
fome  orders  from  You  Subfequent  to  the  Exprefs  I fent  in,  but  not  finding  them  I fup- 
pof’d  that  you  had  not  receiv’d  my  letter  which  i inclof’d  to  the  General,  but  Capt. 
GefL  who  came  here  laft  night  told  me  there  was  Expreffes  paft  very  often  between 
Fort  Cumberland  & Carlisle,  Yet  Tommy  Beoner  who  came  here  Yefterday  told  me  had 
never  heard  you  mention  me  which  makes  me  imagine  you  had  not  receiv’d  it.  So 
muft  trouble  you  with  a Recital  of  it  I was  to  acquaint  you  that  the  very  day  that  was 
appointed  for  to  march  They  refufed  going  Sc  laid  it  all  to  the  Conjurors,  I was  fo  much 
aftonifhed  that  I cou’d  hardly  believe  what  I heard,  but  beg’d  that  they  wou’d  all  come 
to  the  Fort  & Sertify  the  Same  under  their  hands  the  which  They  did  I have  inclof’d 
it  to  you  I have  got  a Belt  of  Wampum  which  I fhou’d  Send  up  but  will  (as  it  may  be 
loft)  bring  mylelf  which  I cant  do  till  I have  the  honour  of  a Line  from  you.  for  I have 
no  Money  to  pay  the  Exprefs  & have  this  morning  apply’d  to  Capt.  Gcft  that  I might 
not  detain  the  Exprefs  any  longer,  He  has  partly  promift  to  fumii'h  me  with  money  Sc  I 
have  told  him  I wont  leave  the  Town  till  I pay  him  I muft  beg  of  you  to  put  it  into  my 
Power  & fhall  remain  here  till  then.  I have  fent  the  inclof’d  Certificate  hoping  you

1 Captain  Paul  Demer£  was  the  Britifh  commandant  at  Fort  Loudoun.  Provifions  ran  fhort  in  the 
fort  and  the  Indians  hefieged  it.  Demerd  furrendered  on  Auguft  7,  1760.  but  the  Britifh  were  attacked, 
notwithstanding,  and  Dernerd  and  36  others  killed. 

» Atta-culla-culla,  or  the  Little  Carpenter,  was  one  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  Cherokee  nations. 
He  was  concerned  in  making  treaties  with  North  and  South  Carolina  about  the  beginning  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War.  He  received  Andrew  Lewis  with  kindrefs  when  he  came  in  1756  to  build  Fort  Loudoun. 
Atta-culla-culla  was  in  general  friendly  to  the  Englifh,  and  when  Fort  Loudoun  fell  in  1760  he  enabled 
Captain  Stuart  to  efcape. 

3 Old  Hop,  or  Oconoftata,  was  one  of  the  muft  famous  Cherokee  chiefs,  and  an  enemy  to  the  Englifh 
He  was  concerned  in  the  Fort  Loudoun  Maffacre.  and  alfo  projected  an  attack  upon  Fort  Prince  George. 

4 Moy  Toy  was  nominated  commander  and  chief  of  the  Cherokee  nation  in  1740  by  Sir  Alexander 
Cumming,  who  had  been  fent  out  to  treat  with  the  Cherokees.  Moy  Toy  prefented  the  crown  of  the  tribe  to 
Cumming,  and  tix  chiefs  went  to  England  to  do  homage  to  the  king. 

5 Chriftopher  or  Nathaniel  Gift.  Chriftopher  was  a captain  of  rangers  in  1756  and  f erred  fome  time 
thereafter.  Nathaniel  was  a lieutenant  in  Chriftopher’s  company,  and  later  a captain  in  Geo  Wafhington’s 
regiment;  later  f till,  a captain  in  Col.  Adam  Stephen’s  regiment,  which  was  raifed  in  1763.  The  man  men- 
tioned is  probably  Nathaniel  Gift. 


The  Morning  I left  Fort  Loudon  The  Little 
Carpenter  fent  to  me  to  defire  I won ’d  call  upon  him  as  I went  off,  which  I did  & then  he 
told  me  He  was  i'orry  that  I was  obliged  to  go  alone  and  wifhed  that  1 woud  ftay,  till 
the  Fall,  & then  he  woud  go  in  with  me  with  300  Men  & faid  if  the  Gen1  or  you  wou’d 
fend  for  them  then  they  wou’d  come  in  & ftay  4 Months  in  & out  & added  that  They 
were  fent  for  they  I might  come  myfelf  & then  they  wou’d  want  no  Prefents  unlefs 
fome  might  afk  for  Mawkoufens.  I told  him  I fhoud  relate  all  that  paffd  & fo  if  you 
think  proper  to  fend  I am  ready  to  go  if  not  I will  Joyn  you  as  faft  as  I can.  I congrat- 
ulate you  very  heartily  upon  your  Rank  & hope  to  God  you  will  live  to  enjoy  it.  I have 
let  down  every  thing  in  my  Journal  that  happend  from  the  time  parted  with  you  till 
now  tis  too  long  for  a let  ter  but  I will  let  you  have  it  when  we  meet,  I hope  it  will  appear 
by  that,  that  my  Want  of  Succefs  was  owing  to  no  negledt  of  mine.  I have  had  a very 
long  & Tedious  Journey  & believe  I have  travelled  1000  Miles  fince  We  parted.  I fhall 
be  happy  if  my  Conduct  meets  with  your  Approbation  which  as  I am  Confcious  of  no 
Error  I flatter  myfelf  it  will.  I beg  my  Compliments  to  Col.  Mercer 1 & the  reft  of  the 
Gentlemen  I have  the  honour  to  know  that  is  with  you.  I fhall  wait  with  fome  Impa- 
tience for  a line  till  when  I am  with  great  truth  My  Dr  Sr  Yr  moft  Obed.

I reed  your  two  Letters  of  the  2i9t  July  and  3d  inftant  by  Jenkins  who  arrived  here 
on  the  15th  and  am  fo  far  from  thinking  you  troublefome  for  vour  frequent  writing,  that 
I am  always  defirous  to  hear  from  the  Army;  for  I think  the  better  I am  informed  of 
the  pofture  of  Affairs,  the  better  able  I fhall  be  to  be  ferviceable  to  this  Colony  wch  is 
the  utmoft  of  my  Willies.  I am  forrv  to  find  by  yours  and  Col°  Wafhingtcm’s  Letters, 
that  we  have  fo  little  Room  to  expect  great  Matters  this  Year.  I have  by  Jenkins 
wrote  to  him  my  fentiments  at  large  on  this  Head  to  wch  I beg  Leave  to  refer  you,  and  I 
defire  you  will  join  with  him  in  reprefentung  the  Cafe  of  the  Virginia  Regiments,  and  the 
Temper  of  the  affembly  who  have  with  fo  remarkable  Alacrity  raffed  thefe  Men,  for  the 
important  Service  of  the  Reduction  of  Fort  du  Qnefne  wch  they  fo  much  depended  on 
being  performed  or  at  leaft  attempted  this  year,  that  they  enlifted  the  Men  till  December 
only,  and  God  only  knows  whether  they  may  be  prevailed  on  to  do  as  much  the  next 
Year.  My  Endeavors  fhall  not  be  wanting  to  induce  them  to  it.  But  perhaps  all  this 
is  too  late  to  ward  off  the  Attempts  to  cut  a new  Road  which  if  already  determined  upon, 
feems  to  determine  the  Fate  of  that  Fort  for  this  Year  at  leaft.  I don’t  doubt  but  that 
Col°  Wafhington  and  your  felf  will  do  all  in  your  power  to  fet  this  in  its  true  light  to 
your  Commanding  Officers.  All  I can  add  to  what  I have  already  wrote  to  Col.  Wash- 
ington is  that  I write  thefe  Letters  by  advice  of  Council  wch  I fummoned  to  meet  this 
morning  to  confider  your  Letters,  and  may  be  fuppofed  to  well  know  the  ftate  of  this 
Country,  of  wch  I muft  be  in  great  Meafure  ignorant. 

It  was  the  Opinion  of  the  Council  that  we  had  it  not  in  our  power  to  comply  with 
your  Requeft  in  relation  to  a Brigade-Major;  the  Act  of  Affembly  is  fo  particular,  as 
even  to  mention  the  number  of  Officers  to  command  the  Regiment,  and  we  cannot  add 
one  for  whofe  Subffftence  there  is  no  provifion  by  the  Act.  But  as  the  Affembly  will 
fit  certainly  on  the  14  of  September,  If  fuch  an  Officer  is  abfolutely  neceffarv,  I don’t 
doubt  but  they  will  readily  come  into  it,  as  they  have  fo  generoully  done  in  all  Measures 
for  the  public  Service.

» George  Mercer,  lieutenant-colonel  of  Byrd’s  regiment.  George  Mercer  was  a captain  in  Jofhua  Fry’s 
regiment  in  1754.  In  the  Braddock  expedition  ho  commanded  an  independent  company  He  became  a 
captain  in  Wulhington’s  regiment,  and  was  promoted  to  lx;  lieutenant-colonel  in  Bvrd’s  regiment. 

» John  Smith,  captain  of  rangers,  and  later  of  a company  in  Wm.  Byrd’s  Cherokee  expedition  of  1761. 
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I have  feen  or  heard  nothing  of  Humphries  fince  I lent  him  up,  but  hope  you  will  be 
able  to  provide  your  feif  wth  a Doctor  (a  Surgeon,  I fear  you  will  not  much  want)  for  1 
really  can  not  find  anv  Body  to  fend  up  to  aflift  your  Men ; your,Account  of  whom  is 
the  only  comfortable  Part  of  your  Letter.  I defire  to  have  an^exact  Ace*  of  all  the 
Indians  who  have  been  with  you,  and  of  all  who  remain  wth  you  at  this  Day  diftin- 
guifhing  their  Nations,  for  I am  very  apt  to  believe,  the  Service  they  do  us  is  very  inad- 
equate to  the  Expenfe  they  occafion. 

I fhall  never  think  it  a trouble  to  correfpond  with  the  Gentlemen  who  have  Com- 
mand in  the  Army,  on  the  Contrary  I defire  to  hear  every  Step  on  all  Occafions  particu- 
larly fo  now  before  the  Affemblv  meets,  and  the  more  free  you  are  in  giving  vour  Senti- 
ments (as  far  as  you  can  truft  them  wch  fhall  never  tranfpire  beyond  the  limits  you  fhall 
preferibe  to  them)  the  greater  pleafure  you  will  give  to  Sr  Your  fincere  Hum.  Ser'

deliver  this  to  you,  can  give  you  a better  Acc*  as  they  are  moftly  his  Friends,  i'o  he  may 
better  know  their  Difpolitions.  I am  not  without  hopes  of  reinftating  him,  but  this 
is  an  Affair  in  Embryo.  Your  Acceptance  of  this  Command  will  I know  be  very'  agree- 
able to  the  Colony  and  particularly  fo  to  me. 

General  Am  her  ft  has  wrote  to  me  to  ufe  my  Endeavours  with  the  Affembly  that 
they  would  pay  the  fame  number  of  Men  as  they  paid  laft  Year,  whether  they  will  be 
prevailed  on  to  raii'e  another  Regiment  I much  doubt;  but  l firmly  believe  they  will 
keep  up  the  old  one  (which  I hope  I may  call  yours)  on  its  former  footing.  If  vou  fee 
the  General  at  New  York,  I fhould  be  obliged  to  you  to  have  a Conference  with  him  on 
the  operations  of  the  enfuing  Campaign  as  far  as  they  relate  to  this  Colony,  and  let  him 
know,  you  enter  on  the  Subject  at  my  inftance.  If  he  is  not  far  from  you  I fhould  be 
glad  you  would  go  to  him  on  purpofe. 

I have  mentioned  your  Journey  into  the  Cherokee  Country'  in  Council,  and  Col0 
Peter  Randolph  is  to  draw  up  a Memorial,  and  furnifh  me  with  Materials,  for  me  to 
tranfmit  to  the  Board  of  Treafury,  wch  \'ou  may  allure  yourfelf  I will  faithfully'  perform. 

The  Little  Carpenter  is  now  here,  conlcious  and  caft  down  on  Ace*  of  his  bad  Behav- 
iour, and  I believe  all  Differences  are  accomodated  between  us,  and  he  feems  glad  to  get 
off  fo.  We  have  engaged  to  fend  the  Goods  to  open  the  Trade  in  Spring. 

I fhould  be  glad  to  know  your  Refolutions  as  foon  as  poffible,  that  I may'  fend  yrou 
the  commifffon  as  foon  as  the  Affembly'  has  fettled  the  affair  of  the  Regiment;  tho’  I 
fhould  be  much  better  pleafed,  if  you  would  give  me  an  Opportunity'  of  prefenting  it  to 
you  in  perfon,  but  it  fhall  be  done  in  the  way  the  moft  agreeable  to  you,  being  wth  gmat 
Regard  Sr  Your  very'  Hum.

Sc  Govr  Bulb  of 
South  Carolina,  that  I would  Join  with  them  in  Application  to  You  for  Alfiftance  from 
fome  of  His  Majefty’s  Troops  Under  Your  Command,  to  Subdue  & Quell  the  Cherokee 
Indians.  I am  of  opinion  that  if  a Peace  is  not  made  with  them  Provincial  Troops  alone 
cannot  Effectually  finifh  this  Affair,  to  the  advantage  and  honor  of  His  Majefty’s  Colo- 


nies. 

The  Plan  propofed  between  thole  Gentlemen  Sc  Myfelf,  is,  that  an  Attack  fhould  be 
made  by  the  South  Carolinians,  Affifted  by  foine  Regulars  from  You,  on  the  Lower 
Towns ; and  by  Us  Affifted  like  wife  in  the  fame  manner,  on  the  Upper  Towns  at  one  and 
the  fame  time,  to  Divide  their  Force  as  much  as  poffible.  By  the  belt  Information  I can 
Obtain  it  is  probable,  that  if  both  parties  of  the  Cherokees  retire  into  their  Middle  Towns, 
they  can  long  Elude  the  force  of  our  Arms,  by  the  Impracticability  of  the  Country;  but 
in  that  Cafe  they  muft  Abandon  all  their  Upper  Sc  lower  Towns  Sc  Crops,  to  the  Mercy 
of  their  Enemies,  and  they  muft  very  foon  be  Reduced  to  the  greateft  Extremities  for 
want  of  neceffaries.

will  fee  by  my  Letters  of  the  28th  Decent.  & 19th  Inftant;  by  the  former  of  which  YTou 
are  acquainted  with  the  powerful!  Affiftance  I have  lent  to  Chat lef -Town;  By  the  other 
that  the  Affembly  of  North  Carolina  in  November,  were  fitting,  and  Confidering  the  grant- 
ing an  aid  to  His  Majefty7,  for  fix  months  to  Co-operate  with  their  Neighboring  Colonies: 
and  by  both  how  fully7  fufficient  1 thought  thofe  Combined  Forces  for  the  Services  above 
mentioned. 

I do  not  only  Continue  of  that  opinion,  but  am  lirmly  perfuaded,  if  Virginia  Con- 
tinue their  old  Regiment  of  1000  men,  as  from  their  palt  Zeal  I muft  tmft  they  will,  altho’ 
North  Carolina  fhould  not,  as  they  ought,  Grant  the  propofed  aid ; that  the  Virginians 
adting  agreeable  to  the  plan  You  lay  down  of  their  attacking  the  upper  Cherokee  Towns 
whilft  Ll  Colonel  Grant  with  the  Body  of  Regulars  and  the  Provincial  Troops  of  South 
Carolina  attack  the  Lower  ones,  and  further  purfues  his  Inftrudtions,  I am  firmly 
perfuaded,  I fay',  that  the  Indians  muft  foon  be  reduced,  to  the  greateft  Extremities  and 
not  only  be  glad  to  fue  for  & receive  peace  at  our  hands,  but  be  Incapacitated  for  a 
long  time  thereafter  from  renewing  Hoftilities  of  any'  degree  of  Confequence,  to  the 
Southern  Provinces. 

Wherefore  as  Virginia,  North  & South  Carolina  are  more  than  any  of  the  other  Col- 
onies Expofed  to  the  Cruel  & barbarous  Infults  of  thofe  favages ; And  that  it  is  not  in 
my  power  from  the  prefent  Difpofitions  of  His  Majefty’s  Forces,  to  fend  them  any  more 
powerful  Succour,  than  what  I have  already  Affifted  them  with,  I muft  rely  on  their

1 Francis  Grant,  colonel  of  the  »ad  Highlanders.  He  fought  at  Ticonderoga  in  1758.  He  accom- 
panied Amherft  in  the  campaigns  of  1750  and  1760.  In  1701  he  made  a campaign  against  the  Cherokees. 
He  ferved  as  brigadier-general  in  the  Martinique  expedition  of  1 76?,  and  was  alfo  at  the  liege  of  Havana  ir. 
the  fame  year.  He  became  lieutenant-general  in  *777  and  died  in  1783

I hope  Sir  you  will  not  take  amifs  my  beging  the  Favour  of  you 
to  allow  Lieu1  Irwin  to  continue  with  me  for  this  Campaign,  if  he  does  not  go  to  Europe, 
becaufe  he  has  realy  been  very  ufefull  to  us  hitherto.

I reed  your  Letter  of  the  6th  by  Exprefs,  yefterday  which  gives  me  the  Satiffaclion 
of  knowing  I am  Loon  to  expect  the  pleafure  of  feeing  you  here,  honoured  with  a com- 
mand wch  I hope  will  be  agreeable  to  you,  and  beneficial  to  your  Country. 

That  you  may  be  fully  Mafter  of  the  prefent  Situation  of  our  Affairs,  I will  give  you 
a Detail  of  my  late  proceedings.  General  Anther  ft  has  in  my  Letter  to  him  a full  Acc' 
of  the  plan  wch  appears  to  me  the  only  one  wch  can  promife  Succefs,  and  wch  by  a late 
Letter  from  Govr  Bull  is  quite  agreeable  to  him,  and  wch  he  fays  he  has  concerted  w* 
Colonel  Grant.  A Defcription  as  plain  as  I was  able  to  give  it,  (but  wch  you  can  make 
much  more  fo)  of  the  Nature  of  the  Country,  the  Forces  were  to  march  thro’  and  a 
Requifition  of  what  afliftance  appears  to  me  to  be  neceffary  to  perform  and  complete 
this  work. 

As  to  recruiting  the  Regiment,  I have  not  been  very  sollicitous  about  it,  as  I had 
great  Doubts  whether  the  general  affembly  would  continue  them  in  pay  beyond  the 
firft  of  May  or  not,  I rather  thought  not;  but  by  your  Letter,  one  I have  lately  reed 
from  GoV  Bull;  and  one  I daily  expect  to  receive  from  General  Anther  ft,  all  of  wch  I 
propofe  to  lay  before  the  affembly  on  their  meeting  the  5th  of  March,  I am  now'  inclined 
to  hope  and  believe  they  will  be  induced  to  keep  up  the  Regiment  complete.  Another 
Reafon  wch  made  me  backward  in  advancing  Money  for  the  recruiting  Service,  was,  the 
unwillingnefs  or  abfolute  Refufal  of  the  gentlemen  to  fettle  their  recruiting  Accts  except 
upon  their  own  Terms;  wch  the  affembly  may  allowr,  but  wch  I,  as  an  honeft  Man  en- 
trufted  with  the  Difpofal  of  the  Money  of  others,  cannot. 

In  Relation  to  the  prefents  to  the  Carpenter  and  the  Indians  who  come  in  with  him, 
I have  enclofed  to  you  a copy  of  a Letter  I have  this  morning  wrote  to  CaptQ  Bullit 1 on 
that  head,  by  wch  you  will  judge  of  the  Sentiments  of  the  Gentlemen  of  his  Majefty’s 
Council  and  fee  what  fteps  I have  taken  therein.  As  I have  no  profpedt  of  having  a full 
Council  before  the  firft  Day  of  the  Affembly,  I think  it  proper  to  advife  you  that  I do  not 
propofe  to  take  any  further  meafures  either  as  to  recruiting  the  Regiment  or  providing 
Goods  for  the  Indians  till  then  the  Time  being  near  at  hand. 

It  gives  the  greateft  pleafure  to  find  I am  foon  to  be  able  to  confer  with  you  on  the 
Subject  of  the  peace  propofed  to  the  little  Carpenter  becaufe  I forefee  great  Difficulties 
arifing  from  that  Quarter.  If  he  fhould  perform  his  promife  and  Engagements,  we  can- 
not enter  their  Country  %vch  Fire  and  Sword,  without  a moft  notorious  and  infamous 
Breach  of  Faith;  and  if  we  fhould  refufe  it  we  fhall  with  Juftice  be  reprefented  at  home 
by'  Carolina,  as  having  deferted  them  and  made  a leparate  peace  for  ourfelves.  I fhall 
be 

‘ Thomas  Bullett  was  appointed  an  enfign  in  Wafhington’s  regiment  in  1754  and  later  in  the  fame 
year  became  a lieutenant.  He  rofe  to  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  and  ferved  with 
the  fame  rank  in  Dunmore’s  War  and  the  Battle  of  Point  Pleafant. 
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he  much  obliged  to  you  to  fee  General  Amherft  and  confult  with  him  on  this  Matter,  to 
whom  I requeft  the  Favor  of  you  to  make  known  thefe  my  Sentiments  at  large  and  let 
rne  know  the  refuit  of  your  Conferences  as  foon  as  pofiible:  for  as  it  appears  to  me  much 
will  depend  thereon. 

I have  already  fent  Orders  to  Lt.  Col°  Stephen  to  rendezvous  all  the  Men  returned 
from  Fort  Pitt  and  the  other  pofts  at  Winchester,  and  to  refrefh  the  Men  there,  but  to 
have  them  in  Readinefs  to  march  Southwards  immediately,  on  Orders  for  that  purpofe. 
They  cannot  poffibly  join  the  Men  on  the  South  weft  Frontier  by  the  Full  Moon  in  March. 

Having  now  findhed  all  public  Bufinefs,  give  me  Leave  to  congratulate  you  on  your 
Marriage  wch  your  Exprefs  informed  me  of  tho’  you  are  filent  on  that  Head;  and  to 
affure  you  that  I moft  fmcerely  wifh  you  all  the  Happinefs  you  expect  from  an  agreeable 
I may  fay  handfome  woman  (as  I am  informed)  one  of  a handfome  Family  of  weh  I am 
fome  Judge  having  feen  a Specimen  in  Mrs.  Stirling.  I fhall  endeavour  to  make  Williatnb* * 
as  agreeable  to  Mrs.  Byrd'  and  all  her  handfome  Sifters  as  I am  able  when  I have  the 
pleafure  of  feeing  them  here.

I am  yefterday  favoured  with  your  Letter  of  22d  February , by  Lieutenant  Irwin, 
enclofmg  one  of  the  16th  from  Governor  Fauquier  to  you,  but  before  I enter  on  the  Sub- 
ject of  either  of  them,  I muft  defire  you  will  accept  of  my  Congratulations  on  the  change 
of  your  State,  fince  I had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  you,  and  be  affured,  I fmcerely  wifh  you 
all  the  happynefs  you  can  have  propofed  to  yourfelf,  and  that  will  confequently  follow 
from  fo  judicious  a Choice,  as  I am  told,  you  have  made. 

Captain  Honing  or  Lieut  Dow  will  fet  out  to  day,  and  I intend  this  fhould  be  deliv- 
ered to  you  by  the  firi't  who  goes,  you  are  well  acquainted  with  my  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  Savages,  and  as  to  the  prefent  Situation  of  the  Provinces  of  Virginia  and  Carolina, 
as  far  as  is  relative  to  the  Cherokees  and  their  Abettors,  I think  all  proper  means  are 
taken  for  an  effectual  Chaftifement  of  that  fickle  and  Vile  Crew,  that  you  may  know 
more  fully  the  meal'ures  which  are  propofed  I fend  you  paragraphs  of  fome  Letters  I 
have  received  and  wrote  on  that  Subject,  by  which  you  will  likewife  fee  Governor  Fau- 
quier will  have  received  from  me,  what  he  mentions  to  you  that  he  expedted. 

I am  entirely  of  Governor  Fauquiers  opinion  about  making  a feparate  peace,  that 
muft  not  be,  or  muft  our  Faith  either  with  the  little  Carpenter  be  broke,  without  Reafon, 
by  us,  in  adting  oppofite  to  what  may  have  been  folemnly  promifed.  as  I fhall  have 
the  pleafure  of  feeing  you  foon,  we  will  talk  on  this. 

It  gives  me  pleafure  that  Lt  Irwin  has  beenufefull  to  you  in  the  laft  Campaigns,  if 
the  Service  fhould  not  require  his  prefence  writh  his  Regiment,  I fhall  be  glad  to  leave 
him  with  you,  if  you  defire  it.

I yefterday  had  the  Honour  to  receive  your  Excellency’s  Commands  by  Lieu*-  Irwin, 
& propcfe  to  fet  out  for  Virginia  as  foon  as  poffible  & make  no  doubt  but  that  I fhall  get 
there  in  time  to  our  Affembly.  I fincerelv  wifh  the  Southern  Provinces  may  vote  Men 
fufficient  to  anfwer  your  Expectations.  I fhall  ufe  my  utmoft  endeavours,  not  only  to 
carry  that  Point  in  the  Affembly  but  to  levy  the  Men  in  Confequence  thereof  without 
delay.  As  I am  at  a Lofs  in  fome  effential  Particulars  I take  the  Liberty  to  fend  this 
Exprefs  to  you  Sir  for  your  orders  therein,  & have  directed  him  to  return  immediately, 
& to  follow  me  in  cafe  I can  get  away  before  he  comes  back.  If  the  Colony  of  Virginia 
raifes  more  Men  than  to  compleat  the  old  Reg*  they  will  be  greatly  diftreffed  for  Arms, 
for  I know  by  experience  none  are  to  be  procured  there,  8c  I believe  North  Carolina  will 
be  in  the  fame  Situation,  which  will  probably  delay  the  March  of  the  Troops  as  long 
this  Year,  as  it  did  the  last,  neither  is  it  poffible  to  provide  tents  in  either  of  thcfe 
Places.  In  regard  to  the  Provifions  & Carnage,  I believe  Sir  ’tis  your  Intention  the 
charge  of  them  is  to  be  bom  by  the  Crown  (for  the  Colonys  I am  convinced  will  not  vote 
a Shilling  for  that  Purpofe)  therefore  you  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  me  who  to  apply  to. 
There  muft  likewife  be  Contingencys  which  I do  not  know  whether  you  intend  fhall  be 
paid  by  the  Crown  or  the  Colonys ; I hope  we  are  not  to  depend  upon  the  laft.  If  they 
are  to  be  defray’d  by  the  firft  I think  it  will  be  proper  to  appoint  Lieu*  Irwin  to  a<5t  as 
D.  Q.  M.  G.  as  he  is  perfectly  well  acquainted  with  Accounts.  With  Refpect  Sir  to  what 
I am  to  do,  in  cafe  the  Colonys  comply  with  your  Letters,  I hope  I am  to  receive  Orders 
from  you,  (for  the  Govemours  are  fo  confuted  in  their  Millitary  Plans  that  ’tis  impoliible 
ever  to  know  what  they  woud  be  at)  particularly  in  regard  to  a Peace  with  the  Cherokees, 
for  tis  probable  when  they  are  allarm ’d  at  the  approach  of  two  Armys  they  may  apply 
to  me  rather  than  any  body  elfe,  from  the  Acquaintance  I have  with  them,  8c  I fhall  be 
at  too  great  a Di fiance  to  comult  with  Lieu*  CoH  Grant,  or  to  be  acquainted  with  your 
Orders  to  him  on  that  Head ; therefore  I flatter  myfelf  Sir  I fhall  be  honourd  with 
your  InftruCtions  by  the  Return  of  the  Exprefs.  As  there  muft  be  many  raw  Officers 
on  the  Campaigu  with  me  I hope  your  Excellency  will  not  take  it  amifs  that  I beg  the 
Favour  of  you  to  allow  Majr  Stuart 1 & Cap*  McKinzie » to  continue  in  the  Regiment  till 
it  returns  from  that  Expedition.  I would  not  take  this  Liberty  Sir  but  that  I well 
know  they  will  be  of  great  Advantage  to  the  Service.

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Congratulations  on  our  Marrage.  We  both  intend  ourfelves  the  Pleafure  of  making  our 
acknowledgements  to  you  at  New  York  when  the  Roads  are  better,  but  if  Sir  you  think 
it  neceffary  to  fee  me  before  that  happens  I fhall  with  the  greateft  Chearfullnefs  attend 
you  I have  with  the  ftrictett  Attention  confidered  your  Excellency’s  Letters  to  myl'elf 
& the  Govornours  of  the  Southern  Provinces  with  the  Copys  of  their ’s  to  you  & think  it 
mv  Duty  on  this  Oceafion  to  give  my  Opinion  on  the  intended  Expedition  againft  the 
Cherokees , & hope  Sir  you  will  not  think  me  impertinent  in  differing  from  you  on  fome 
Points.  From  the  preceecling  Conduct  of  the  Affembly  of  North  Carolina,  I fear  nothing 
is  to  be  expected  from  them  now,  more  than  the  Protection  of  their  own  frontier.  Vir- 
ginia will  probably  continue  her  Reg1  (completed)  to  act  in  conjunction  with  any  Troops 
you  may  think  proper  to  order  to  the  S.  W but  I fufpeCt  Sir  from  what  I have  heard  the 
Affembly  will  object  to  its  marching  out  of  the  Colony  unlefs  join’d  to  what  they  may 
think  a Sufficient  force  to  awe  the  Cherokees  in  their  upper  Towns,  as  they  well  know  the 
impracticability  of  the  Paffes  thro’  the  Mountains  for  an  Army  from  Charles  Town  & 
the  inability  of  fo  fmall  a party  of  Men  to  anov  them  there  if  any  unforefeen  accident 
fhoud  happen  to  delay  the  March  of  CoL  Grant,  & realy  Sir  I muft  fo  far  agree  with  them 
as  to  think  it  very  improbable  that  the  two  Armies  can  attack  at  the  fame  time,  confid- 
ering  the  Diftance  between  them  on  their  march  will  be  fome  hundreds  of  Miles,  the 
Communication  cut  off,  & every  Ram  may  oblige  one  or  the  other  to  halt  for  feveral 
Days.  The  Enemy  will  certainly  have  inteligence  of  our  Motions  & will  have  it  in  their 
Power  to  oppofe  either  army  with  their  whole  Force,  as  they  can  march  from  their 
upper  Towns  to  their  middle  Settlements  in  24  Hours.  If  Sir  we  depend  on  the  1 'irginia 
Reg1  alone  to  attack  the  over-Hill’s  Towns  I imagine  we  fhall  find  our  Numbers  very 
unequal  to  the  Tafk.  For  ihould  it  be  compleat  upwards  of  300  of  the  Men  will  be  New 
Recruits  who  I have  never  found  able  to  endure  the  Fateagues  of  such  a March,  befides 
the  Garrifons  for  the  many  neceffary  Pofts  on  the  Communication  & the  Efcorts  will 
employ  moft  of  the  Troops.  I am  convinced  Sir  our  Affembly  woud  readily  comply 
with  your  Demand  was  it  poffible  for  you  to  fpare  500  of  his  Majeftv’s  Troops  for  that 
Quarter,  & I hope  you  will  excufe  my  taking  the  Liberty  to  fay  I think  1500  good  Men 
are  no  more  than  are  abfolutely  neceffary  for  that  Sendee,  for  as  their  principle  & moft 
Populous  Towns  are  to  the  weftward  of  the  Mountain  ’tis  to  be  fuppofed  they  will 
defend  them  with  their  largeft  Force.  & I need  not  paint  to  you  the  fatal  Confequence 
that  will  attend  the  unhappy  People  on  the  Frontier  in  cafe  of  a Miffcarage. 

With  Refpect  Sir  to  a Paragraph  in  your  Letter  to  G.  F.  of  the  21st  of  Jany  relating 
to  our  Troops  perfuing  the  Directions  they  may  receive  from  Col"  Grant,  I hope  you  will 
not  take  it  amifs  that  I obferve  to  you  I had  the  Honour  to  Command  that  Gentleman 
in  a former  Campaign  & have  ftill  a Right  to  do  it  from  the  Commiffions  we  are  poffeffed 
of,  unlefs  there  fhoud  be  a particular  order  from  your  Excellency  to  the  Contrary. 

If  the  Virginians  take  the  field  this  Spring  I think  it  my  Duty  to  inform  you  Sir 
they  have  neither  Tents  Kettles  &c  & I do  not  know  whether  the  Colony  will  pay  for 
them  now  as  the  Crown  has  done  it  hitherto. 

I am  extreamly  obliged  to  you  Sir  what  you  said  of  Liu1  Irwin  8c  am  very  forvy  to 
give  vou  the  trouble  of  fo  long  a Letter.

The  Bounty-Money  allowed  by  the 
laid  act  is  £5  pr  Man,  befides  the  Clothing  already  provided  for  them.  The  officers

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recruiting  are  to  be  allowed  i fn1 * 3  pr  Day  Subfiftance  for  the  Recruits,  till  they  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  proper  Commiffary  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  for  that  Purpofe. 
And  they  are  further  to  be  allowed  £1 . io.o  pr  Man  for  their  Expepfes  in  raffing  fuch 
Recruits;  which  Sum  is  to  include  all  Expenfes  whatever. 

You  are  defired  to  order  the  Divifion  of  the  Regiment  now  at  W inchef  ter  under  the 
Command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stephan 1 (if  not  already  done)  to  march  fouthwards  to 
join  the  reft  of  the  Regiment,  at  the  Pofts  on  the  South-weft  Frontiers,  forthwith : as 
you  fhall  judge  rnoft  convenient  for  that  Purpofe. 

As  foon  as  this  Junction  is  made,  you  are  defired  to  proceed  forwards  to  Stahll- 
nackers1  or  fuch  other  poft  as  you  fhall  judge  molt  convenient ; and  there  to  erect  a fmall 
Log-houfe  Fort  for  the  Security  of  provifions,  ammunition  &ct.  and  from  thence  to 
advance  with  as  many  picked  Men  as  you  fhall  judge  neceffary  to  the  Big  Islands ; 
leaving  Lieut.  Colonel  Stephen  to  follow  as  foon  as  may  be  with  the  new  railed  Men  and 
the  reft  of  the  Regiment,  there  to  wait  for  Orders  from  Major  General  Amherft  under 
whofe  Command  and  by  whofe  Directions  You  are  to  conduct  the  intended  Expedition 
into  the  upper  Cherokee  Towns. 

That  no  Time  may  be  loft,  and  to  prevent  any  the  leaft  Imputation  of  Delay  being 
laid  to  the  Charge  of  this  Colony  You  are  defired  to  effect  this  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  to 
communicate  thefe  Inftructions  to  Major  General  Amherft  immediatelv;  and  to  inform 
him  that  you  are  to  obey  fuch  orders  as  you  fhall  from  Time  to  Time  receive  from  Him, 
in  profecuting  this  Expedition,  and  laftly 

You  are  defired  to  omit  no  opportunity  of  keeping  open  a conftant  and  regular 
Correfpondence  with  Major  General  Amherft,  Governor  Dobbs,  Lieutenant  Governor 
Bull,  Colonel  Grant , and  my  felf  l'o  far  as  in  any  wife  concerns  or  relates  to  the  Expedi- 
tion carrying  on  under  your  Command.

By  the  Exprefs  which  Arrived  here  laft  Night  from  Ll  Govr  Fauquier,  I have 
received  Your  Letter  of  the  19th  of  April. 

I find  His  Majefty’s  Requifition  for  raifing  as  large  a Body  of  Men,  as  the  Number 
and  Situation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Virginia  may  allow,  has  not  met  with  the  Succei's 
that  I flattered  myfelf  it  would ; notwithstanding  that  it  appears  to  be  the  opinion  of  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Colony  that  a Thoul'and  Men  are  not  Sufficient ; I muft  own  I differ 
with  them  in  the  laft  point ; but  I am  very  lorry  to  find  that  they  have  not  Exerted  their 
utmoft  Efforts  in  Raifing  men  According  to  His  Majefty’s  Commands  which  might  have 
given  You  all  the  Number  You  could  have  Defired. 

The  IA  Governor  Acquaints  me  that  he  had  given  Orders  for  making  the  Regiment 
as  Compleat  as  poffible  Difcharging  the  Invalids  and  LTiferviceable  Men,  and  he  is  fo 

fenlible 

1 Adam  Stephen  was  appointed  a captain  in  Fry’s  regiment  in  1 754,  and  became  a major  or  lieutenant- 
colonel  upon  Fry’s  death,  ferving  until  the  command  was  difeharged.  He  was  appointed  paymafter  to  the 
troops  raifed  in  the  winter  of  1754-55  and  ferved  until  fuperceded  by  William  Byrd.  Stephen  was  captain- 
commandant  in  the  Braddock  expedition,  with  actual  command  of  the  Virginia  companies.  He  was  ap- 
pointed lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Virginia  regiment  when  Wafhington  refumed  command.  He  continued  to 
ferve  in  this  capacity  under  Byrd  until  the  regiment  was  difeharged  in  1762.  He  commanded  the  Virginia 

regiment  raifed  in  that  year. 

3 Stalnacker’s  was  located  on  the  Fry  and  Jefferfon  map  of  1751  on  the  Middle  Fork-of  the  Holfton 
a few  miles  above  its  junction  with  the  South  Fork.  In  175c  Dr.  Thomas  Walker  and  his  affociates  met 
Stalnacker  and  helped  him  build  his  houfe.  This  was  the  extreme  fettlement  in  Virginia  to  the  weftward 
In  1756  the  Indians  wifhed  to  meet  the  Virginia  commiflioners  at  Stalnacker’s  to  make  the  pending  treaty. 
In  1768  or  1769,  J.  F.  D.  Smyth,  the  Englifh  traveller,  ftopped  with  Stalnacker  on  his  way  to  Kentucky 
3 Big  Ifland  of  the  Holfton;  not  far  from  the  French  Broad.  It  was  a well-known  place  of  rendezvous 
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fenfible  of  the  Neceffity  there  is  of  Your  Marching  as  Early  as  poffible  that  I am  Confi- 
dent he  will  Expedite  that  bufinefs  to  the  utmoft. 

The  Pofts  on  the  Communication  being  Guarded  with  Militia,  will  undoubtedly  be 
of  great  help;  If  thefe  People  have  been  Ufed  to  Stay  no  longer  than  they  liked  they 
muft  now  be  brought  to  a better  Seni'e  of  their  Duty,  that  the  Communication  may  be 
kept  up  in  the  manner  it  ought  to  be. 

I am  Surprifed  to  hear  that  no  fteps  are  taken  for  Your  Provifion,  when  Brigr  Gen- 
eral Monckton*  immediately  Sent  through  the  hands  of  the  Contractors  Agents  at  Phil- 
adelphia Orders  to  Dr  Walken  for  Supplying  You;  and  had  my  Directions  to  Inform 
himfelf  of  the  beft  method,  by  which  the  Supplies  could  be  Continued ; and  on  Conlid- 
ering  the  whole,  it  was  Determined  to  leave  it  in  Dr  I Valker's  hands,  and  Meffrs  Plum- 
iiead  & Franks  wrote  to  him  accordingly. 

I Acquainted  You  in  my  Letter  of  the  24th  of  March  with  regard  to  any  Contingen- 
cies, if  there  are  any,  the  Province  muft  Defray  them ; and  when  the  Accompts  are  here- 
after laid  before  me,  whatever  Articles  Should  be  borne  by  the  Crown.  I would  Direct 
the  payment  of  them. 

I am  Extreamely  Sorry  to  find  that  You  think  You  can  do  nothing  to  annoy  the 
Cherokees  with  Your  RegirrP  alone;  which  You  alfo  believe  will  not  be  Compleated  by 
Midfummer  I am  hopefull  the  Events  will  prove  otherwise. 

I have  already  fully  Acquainted  You  of  my  Sentiments  in  regard  to  the  operations 
You  are  to  Carry  on,  which  are  to  Co-operate  with  Lf  Colonel  Grant , and  to  march  and 
attack  the  Cherokee  on  one  Side,  while  he  does  it  on  the  other.  You  already  know  the 
Road,  and  Your  Marching  up  that  way  Can’t  but  be  of  the  greateft  Affiftance  to  Colonel 
Grant. 

I shall  give  You  the  Same  orders,  as  I have  given  to  L* l  Colonel  Grant,  as  to  granting 
the  Indians  a Peace  which  muft  not  be  untill  they  have  been  properly  Chaftifed;  when 
that  is  Executed,  and  that  Peace  Seems  Eligible,  I refer  the  terms  of  it  to  Govr  Fau- 
quier, who,  with  his  Council,  are  to  Digeit,  Direct,  and  bring  the  Same  about,  as  they 
fhall  Judge  proper,  which  I rely  he  will  do,  in  Concert  with  L1  Governor  Bull,  & Decline 
a Separate  Peace,  which  is  by  all  means  to  be  avoided ; and  A'ou  will  therefore  follow 
Such  InftruClions  as  You  fhall  Receive  from  L‘  Govr  Fauquier,  in  regard  to  any  over- 
tures that  may  be  made  for  a Peace. 

You  will,  of  Couri'e,  take  great  precautions  on  Your  marches,  in  having  flanking  and 
advanced  parties  that  You  may  never  be  Surprifed;  and  thefe  parties  Should,  on  any 
attack  always  be  fupported,  and  Adi  offenfively. 

There  is  no  Danger  in  pufhing  Indians  boldly ; they  will  never  Stand  an  Attack ; 
but  this  is  to  be  done  with  order;  there  is  great  Danger  in  retreating  from  Indians,  be 
You  ever  fo  Carefull,  & that  You  do  it  in  the  moft  Regular  manner;  You  are  fo  well 
Acquainted  with  their  motions,  that,  I think,  I hardly  need  mention  this,  or  Caution 
You  of  the  pofts  & Camps  that  You’ll  take,  that  they  may  be  Such  as  never  to  give  the 
Indians  an  opportunity  of  Gaining  the  leal't  advantage. 

I have  nothing  more  to  add  to  what  I have  already  wrote  to  You,  and  have  ver- 
bally acquainted  You,  I muft  leave  the  reft  to  Your  Judgment  & Experience  and  I truft 
to  your  Zeal  in  Executing  Every  thing  that  may  be  for  the  good  of  His  Majefty’s  Ser- 
vice, 

1 Robert  Monckton  commanded  at  the  reduction  of  the  French  forts  in  Acadia  in  1755  and  deported 
the  Acadians.  He  became  lieutenant-governor  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1756  and  lieutenant -colonel  of  the  Royal 
American  regiment  in  1757.  He  commanded  a battalion  at  the  fiege  of  Louifburgin  1758.  He  was  a brig- 
adier-general at  the  fiege  of  Quebec  and  was  feverely  wounded.  He  became  governor  of  New  York  in  1761 
and  commanded  the  expedition  which  captured  Martinique  in  :76a.  His  death  occurred  in  178’. 

1 Dr.  Thomas  Walker,  of  ’’Cattle  Hill,”  Albemarle  County.  He  was  probably  the  hrlt  white  man  to 
enter  Kentucky,  going  there  in  1750.  thirteen  years  before  Daniel  Boone’s  vifit.  He  gave  the  name  to  Cum- 
berland Gap  and  the  Cumberland  Mountains.  Walker  was  commiffary-general  of  the  Virginia  troops  from 
the  time  of  Braddock's  expedition  to  the  end  of  the  war.  He  was  prefent  at  the  Defeat.  Walker  was 
appointed  by  Virginia  a commiffioner,  along  with  Andrew  Lewis,  to  treat  with  the  Six  Nations  at  Fort 
Stanwix,  New  York,  in  1768.  He  was  ulfo  an  Indian  commiffioner  tor  Virginia  in  1777-  He  was  a member 
of  the  Vigrinia  Houle  of  Burgeffes  in  1775  and  was  put  on  the  fecond  Committee  of  Safety  He  was  one  of 

Virginia’s  conimiftioners  in  1778  to  complete  the  running  of  the  boundary  line  between  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina.  Walker  died  in  17174. 
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vice,  that  You  will,  on  this  Occafion,  do  Every  thing  to  the  belt  of  Your  power,  to 
attack  and  annoy  the  Indians;  Co-operate,  & Affift  Col°  Grant;  and  I Doubt  not  but 
Your  Succefs  will  Convince  You,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Indians  to  Effentially  hurt  a 
Body  of  a Thoufand  men,  who  are  well  Commanded,  and  on  whom  I rely  tor  fully  Execut- 
ing this  Service  Under  Your  Directions.

Sir. 

Your  Excellencys  Letter  of  the  11th  of  May  came  to  Hand  only  the  Day  before  Yef- 
terday.  From  the  length  of  time  I had  been  without  your  Orders,  & not  having  yet 
heard  anything  about  the  Contractors.  I concluded  this  Expedition  has  been  given  over, 
however  I forwarded  everything  under  my  Direction  as  far  as  poflible,  & as  I inform'd 
you  in  my  Laft  by  Exprefs  had  advanced  the  Troops  as  far  on  the  Frontier  as  they  can 
be  subfuted.  The  Contractors  have  not  to  this  Hour  employ’d  any  Person  to  furnish 
me  with  Provifion,  neither  have  they  fent  one  Shilling  of  Money  for  that  Purpofe.  On 
receiving  your  Excellency’s  Instructions  to  pufh  on  without  Lofs  of  time  to  cooperate 
& affift  Col°  Grant , & being  fenfible,  I am  now  full  late  to  be  serviceable  to  him,  according 
to  your  Plan,  & that  no  further  Delays  can  be  admitted  of,  I hope  Sir  you  will  think  I 
have  done  right  in  fending  all  over  this  & the  next  County  to  engage  the  Farmers  to 
deliver  a Large  quantity  of  Flour  at  the  advanced  Poft,  & to  provide  as  many  Carriages 
as  we  shall  have  occanion  for  on  our  March.  By  my  own  Endeavours  & at  my  own 
Rifque  & Credit  & by  the  Diligence  of  thofe  I employ’d,  I have  so  far  fucceeded,  as  to 
find  I fhall  be  able  to  march  this  Detachment  of  the  Reg1  on  thiirfday  next,  when  you 
may  be  affured  Sir  I shall  loofe  no  time  in  executing  your  Orders,  for  I flatter  myfelf 
Doritor  Walker  will  have  directions  to  pay  off  my  Engagements,  & to  fupply  us  properly 
hereafter.  I inclofe  a Return  of  my  Regiment,  which  I wifh  may  prove  strong  enough 
for  the  intended  Service.

Sir. 

I reed  your  two  Favors  of  the  23d  June  on  the  28th  and  had  very  luckily  fummoned 
a Council  to  meet  on  the  29th  (on  the  advifmg  the  moft  proper  Cruize  for  his  Majefty’s 
Ship  xAffiftav.ee  who  brought  in  the  London  Fleet  and  is  to  cruize  on  thefe  Coafts  for  the 
protection  of  the  Trade  till  he  returns)  to  whom  I communicated  your  Letters. 

I have  sent  up  the  Breviats  for  Colonels  to  Mr  Stephen  and  Mr  Lads*  to  prevent 
their  being  subject  to  the  Command  of  a Junior  officer  as  you  delired,  and  Letters  to  the 
Lieutenants  of  the  Countys  to  prepare  Militia  to  occupy  the  pofts  you  will  be  obliged 
to  leave,  in  which  Sendee  I defire  you  will  employ  as  few  as  poffible,  in  order  to  fave 
Expenfe  of  wch  the  Colony  will  foon  grow  tired. 

By  the  Return  of  the  Regiment  it  appears  that  it  will  be  tolerably  strong  when  the 
Recruits  join,  there  being  now  by  the  Return  732  rank  and  file  Men  exclufive  Serj,'< 
Corporals  &Ct. 

I wrote  to  you  on  the  15th  June , but  as  the  Meffenger  had  orders  to  call  at  Warrick 
about  the  fending  up  the  paper,  powder  and  flints,  and  then  was  to  proceed  to  Bedford 

Court 

1 Andrew  Lewis  was  a native  of  Ireland,  fon  of  John  Lewis,  and  fettled  in  Augufta.  He  early  faw 
fervice  on  the  frontier  and  was  wounded  twice  at  Fort  Necelnty.  He  was  major  in  the  Virginia  regiment  in 
the  Braddock  expedition.  He  commanded  the  Sandy  Creek  expedition  in  1756  and  was  taken  prifoner  at 
Grant’s  defeat  in  1 758.  He  was  a Virginia  commiffioner  at  the  Fort  Stanwix  treaty  with  the  Six  Nations  in 
1768.  Andrew  Lewis  commanded  at  Point  Pleafant  in  1774,  and  when  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out 
he  feerned  to  have  a great  military  future.  He  drove  Dunmore  from  Virginia  arid  then  his  active  fervice 
ended. 
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Court  Houfe  there  to  enquire  whether  you  were  at  Staunton  or  were  gone  to  the  Army 
on  the  out  Pofts,  you  could  hardly  have  reed  thofe  Letters  when  you  wrote.  The  Mel- 
fenger  was  charged  wth  Letters  for  you  from  General  Amherft  and  from  the  Carolinas. 

I fhall  fign  a warrant  to  Col.  Hunter  for  the  payment  of  Mr  Frank's  Acc * amounting 
to  £gSg.  4,  6-1-2  penfy  Cur cy  tho’  this  affair  met  wth  great  Difficulty’s,  the  payment 
being  once  ordered  to  be  poftponed  till  the  meeting  of  the  Affembly ; but  for  a particular 
Reafon  I was  afterwards  advifed  to  pay  it  immediately  and  submit  it  to  the  approbation 
of  the  affembly  when  it  meets  in  Novr.  The  Reafons  for  this  Demur  were  many  wch 
I was  defired  to  advife  you,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  warn  you  from  running  haftily  into 
any  unneceffary  Expenfes  for  the  future.  The  goods  ordered  as  by  Acc'  reed  from  Mr 
Franks  were  sufficient,  and  calculated  for  a Regiment  of  1000  Men  to  be  new  raised, 
deftitute  of  all  those  articles.  Now  tho’  our  Men  might  want  fome  goods  of  every  article 
it  was  impoffible  they  fhould  be  in  the  fame  Situation  as  a new  raifed  Regiment.  By 
my  Letter  of  the  14th  Novr  last  you  will  obferve  that  I therein  told  you  very  plainly, 
that  it  was  the  Senfe  of  the  affembly  that  all  the  money  expended  on  the  Regiment, 
fhd  be  laid  out  in  this  Colony  and  not  out  of  it.  In  the  fame  Letter  I mentioned  the 
Demurrage  on  the  payment  of  your  Draught  to  Mr  Cunningham  being  deligned  as  a 
Check.  To  wck  Letter  I refer  you. 

If  fuch  things  were  abfolutelv  neceffary,  it  was  proper  it  fhould  be  made  known, 
that  we  might  confult  whether  the  Fund  was  able  to  anl'wer  the  Expenfe,  thofe  Articles 
not  being  confidered  in  the  Eftimate.  This  care  of  the  public  Money  being  expected 
from  me  there  is  another  Reafon  wch  tho’  but  conjectural,  yet  the  Date  of  Mr  Franks’s 
acct  authorizes  fuch  a Conjecture  wch  is,  that  thefe  goods  were  ordered  by  you  before 
you  left  Philadelphia  to  come  to  William f burgh,  when  you  had  not  the  Charge  of  the 
Regiment,  and  bore  no  Commiffion  from  me  in  the  Sendee  of  this  Colony.  Xotwith- 
ftanding  all  thefe  weighty  Reafons  againft  it  to  fupport  your  Honor  in  Philadelphia  the 
Council  were  of  Opinion  I fhould  grant  the  warrant  tho’  they  doubted  much  of  the 
affembly ’s  allowing  it  in  the  paffing  the  Treafurer’s  Accts.  The  Council  are  further  of 
the  opinion  that  the  articles  of  Buckles,  Garters,  Combs,  Sc  Stocks  fhould  be  ftopd  out 
of  the  Men’s  pay  if  they  take  them,  thefe  amount  to  a confiderable  part  of  the  Demand. 

As  for  the  affair  of  peace,  you  will  pleafe  to  recollect  that  in  my  former  Letters  of 
July  24th  & October  17th  1760,  I told  you  that  this  Colony  did  not  confider  themfeives 
as  principals  in  this  Cherokee  Ware,  therefore  all  Matters  of  that  Sort  were  to  be  refer 'd 
to  Gov.  Bull,  to  wch  Letter  I beg  Leave  to  refer  you.  Gen1  Amherft  in  his  Letters  to 
you,  fays,  that  after  Col.  Grant  and  you  have  chaftifed  the  Indians  all  affairs  of  peace 
are  to  be  left  to  the  Difcretion  of  the  Governors,  in  w ch  the  Military  are  not  to  be  concern  ‘d 
if  I rightly  remember  his  words.  L'  Govr  Bull  in  a late  Letter  I have  reed  from  him. 
fays  that  the  neighboring  provinces  fending  Deputies  to  meet  about  the  fettling  peace 
will  occafion  Delay:  therefore  in  Compliance  wth  the  Directions  he  has  reed  from  General 
Amherft,  (an  Extrad;  of  whole  Letter  he  fent  me)  he  fhali  take  upon  him  to  make  peace 
as  well  for  the  Subjects  of  all  the  Britifh  Colonies,  as  of  his  own  in  particular,  at  Charles 
Town,  in  due  Form  wth  the  Deputies  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  whenever  that  Meafure 
fhall  be  neceffary.  For  all  thofe  Reafons  I fhall  not  take  upon  me  to  have  any  hand  in 
the  making  of  peace  but  leave  that  Matter  entirely  to  Mr  Bull,  therefore  if  any  propofals 
of  that  Sort  fhould  be  made  to  you,  the  Indians  are  to  be  told  that  they  muft  fend  Depu- 
ties down  to  Charles  Town  together  wth  the  Deputies  of  the  middle  and  lower  Towns  to 
concert  on  Terms  of  peace  and  Friendfhip  with  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina  whole 
proper  Bufinefs  it  is,  and  that  we  cannot  enter  into  Conferences  with  them  on  the  Subfed;, 
but  that  you  will  be  ready  to  forward  any  talks  of  theirs  to  the  Governor  of  Carolina 
to  expedite  matters  if  they  defire  it.  But  this  Colony  will  engage  for  nothing  but  to 
regulate  themfeives  according  to  the  Articles  of  peace  that  shall  be  made  and  ligned  at 
Charles  Town.  At  the  Defire  of  Mr  Bull  I have  given  him  my  own  opinion  what  their 
Terms  fhould  be,  wch  is  the  Securing  our  own  Settlements  from  anv  future  Inroads,  and 
the  preventing  their  Commerce  and  Intercourfe  wth  the  French  by  any  means  proper 

for 
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for  that  purpofe,  but  that  I think  we  have  nothing  more  to  ai’k  or  infilt  on,  and  fuch  a 
peace  without  hard  or  apprehenfive  [oppresive  r]  Terms  may  poffibly,  I may  almoft  fay 
probably  be  Lafting,  wch  is  what  we  want,  so  that  we  may  not  be  kept  in  continual  alarms. 

I have  fome  time  lince  informed  General  Amherft  of  the  Caufe  of  your  Delay,  by  the 
Contractors  not  doing  their  Duty.  His  Letter  to  you  was  fent  to  me  open  under  the 
flying  Seal  wch  I faften’d.  Govr  Bulls  Letter  contained  no  news  of  the  Troops  any  more 
than  that  their  March  had  been  obftruCted  by  heavy  rains.  The  Day  was  May  25th  at 
wch  Time  or  foon  after  he  fuppofed  they  fiiould  be  near  Fort  prince  George,  but  his  own 
Letters  to  you  may  poffibly  have  given  you  a more  full  Accc  of  Col.  Grants  March  and 
Operations. 

I have  no  further  orders  to  give,  as  you  are  fully  Mafter  of  the  Deiign  of  your  Cam- 
paign the  Conduct  of  wch  I leave  to  your  felf  and  fhall  only  add  that  I am  wth  great 
Regard  Sir  Yr  moft  Obed1  hum:  Servr-  Fran.  Fauquier.

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Albany,  2d  July  1761 

Sir, 

On  the  25th  June,  I had  the  favor  of  Your  Letter  of  the  7th  of  the  fame  Month, 
Enclofmg  a Return  of  the  Strength  of  the  Virginia  Regiment. 

You  might  have  been  Afl'ured  that  the  Expedition  Intended  to  be  Carried  on  unde'r 
Your  Command,  would  not  be  Laid  abide,  without  my  Acquainting  You ; And  foon  after 
the  date  of  Your  Letter,  You  muft  have  received  Several  of  Mine,  by  which  You  will 
have  been  fully  Informed  of  my  Sentiments,  in  regard  to  Your  pufhing  forwards,  with 
the  Strength  You  had,  as  I judged  them  full  Sufficient  for  Anfwering  the  defired  End  of 
Annoying  the  Enemy  on  that  Quarter,  whilft  they  were  Attacked  by  a Superior  Force 
on  the  other  Side  the  Mountains. 

I Make  no  doubt  but  the  Orders  given  by  General  Monckton,  for  Supplying  You 
with  provifions,  & Every  other  Neceffary  fumifhed  by  the  King,  will  have  been  punct- 
ually Obeyed ; And  that  You  will  have,  long  e’re  now,  been  relieved  from  the  Inconve- 
niencies  arifing  from  the  Want  of  thefe  neceffary  Articles. 

The  Expenfes  You  have  been  at,  in  purchafmg  provifions  for  the  Troops,  muft  cer- 
tainly be  made  good  by  the  Contractor's  Agents.

I did  myfelf  the  Honour  to  write  to  your  Excellency  the  other  Day  by  Gov.  Fau- 
quier's Exprefs,  & inform’d  you  the  low  State  of  the  Regb  Since  which  I have  ufed  my 
utmoft  Endeavours  to  compleat  it,  but  as  our  Bounty  Money  is  one  half  lefs  than  it  ever 
has  been,  We  have  met  with  no  Succefs.  I have  order’d  all  the  men  from  W inchcfter  Sc  the 
Pittfburgh  Communication  to  Augufta,  where  they  mult  remain  till  Provifion  Sc  Carrages 
are  provided,  Sc  I have  not  as  yet  heard  that  the  Contractors  have  given  any  Directions 
concerning  them.  Indeed  Sir  if  the  Colonys  are  to  fumifh  no  other  Troops  for  that 
Expedition  than  our  weak  Reg1,  that  Expence  may  be  laved,  for  I am  too  well  acquainted 
with  the  Nature  of  that  Service  to  hope  for  any  Succefs  from  fo  fmall  Numbers.  & I flat- 
ter myfelf  let  the  Confequence  be  what  it  will,  no  blame  can  lay  at  my  Door.  In  Obed- 
ience to  G.  F's  Infcructions  I fhall  proceed  with  500  Men  to  the  Great  Ipand,  as  foon  as 
the  ViCtualers  are  ready  for  us,  where  1 am  to  ereCt  a Poft  Sc  wait  your  Orders.  The 
Lieu1  GoL  will  remain  with  the  other  200  Men  at  Ft.  L>  till  the  Laft  of  the  Provifion  Sc 

our 

» Fort  Lewis  ftocxJ  near  the  fite  of  the  prefent  town  of  Salem  in  Roanoke  County. 
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our  Few  Recruits  come  up.  which  I fear  will  be  very  late  in  the  Summer.  Nither  Col" 
Grant  or  G.  B.  has  thought  proper  to  hold  any  Correfpondence  with  either  G.  F.  or 
myfelf,  fo  that  we  are  intirely  at  a Lois  to  know  What  they  intend,  or  what  they  woud 
have  us  do,  even  if  we  had  a force  Sufficient.  I will  not  prefume  Sir  to  fay  any  more  to 
you  on  this  Subject,  but  think  myl'elf  extreamly  unhappy  that  I am  not  enabled  to 
anfwer  your  Expectations  & have  the  Honour  to  be  See 


Sir. 
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1 am  now  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I arrived  at  this  Place  on  the  13th  of  laft 
Month,  fince  which  time  I have  been  detain’d  for  want  of  Carriages  & Horfes,  Sc  find  it 
impoffible  to  get  them  in  any  reafonable  time.  This  Delay  proceeds  from  the  Con- 
tractors neglecting  to  employ  Agents  in  time  to  provide  thofe  things,  for  thofe  Gentlemen 
did  not  agree  with  Doctor  Walker  at  Philadelphia  to  fupply  our  Troops  with  Provifions 
till  the  14th  of  June,  by  which  Means  it  was  out  of  his  Power  to  engage  proper  Carriage 
& Forrage  for  fuch  Diftance  before  it  was  render’d  too  late  for  me  to  execute  your  Orders 
in  Cooperating  with  Colonel  Grant,  who  wrote  me  from  Fort  Prince  George  he  had  com- 
pleated  his  Work  by  the  10th  of  July,  which  I conceive  was  the  principle  Object  of  my 
Deftination.  Indeed  I fee  no  probability  of  Doctor  Walker's  being  able  to  victual  us 
farther  than  this  Place,  was  it  otherways  poffible  for  us  to  proceed  to  the  Cherokee 
Country. 

The  Whole  Regiment  is  prefent  & the  few  Recruits  have  join’d,  my  whole  Force  is 
only  — effective  Men.  Thofe  I have  employed  fince  I came  here  in  building  a Block  Houle 
& throwing  up  an  Intrenchment  round  it  for  the  Security  of  themfelves  & Provifion. 

• We  are  ftill  200  Milesr  from  the  Nation  Sc  have  the  Road  to  open  Sc  make  all  the 
Way,  which  with  the  neceffary  Guards  I am  convinced  your  Excellency  will  think 
Impracticable  for  my  fmall  Force,  if  oppofed  by  an  Enemy.  Govemour  Fauquier  has 
order’d  up  only  60  of  the  Militia,  who  are  certainly  not  fufficient  to  garrifon  the  necef- 
fary Pofts  for  330  Miles  beyond  the  Inhabitants,  Sc  cover  our  Retreat  in  cafe  of  an  Acci- 
dent. 

The  Enemy’s  retiring  from  Col0  Grant’s  Numbers  makes  the  Tafk  ftill  more  Difficult 
for  my  few  Men,  for  they  are  all  retreated  into  the  upper  Towns,  where  they  have  noth- 
ing to  fear  from  him,  from  whence  I have  certain  Inteligence,  large  Bodys  are  detatch’d 
to  hunt  between  Broad  River  & the  Holftien,  to  watch  our  Motions. 

If  Col0  Grant  with  his  formidable  Power  coud  only  bum  fifteen  Towns  & over  run 
the  Country  below  the  Mountains,  not  more  than  fixty  Miles  from  his  advanced  Poft,  I 
do  not  imagine  it  can  be  expected  that  I can  with  my  Pityfull  Number,  proceed  thro’  a 
Willdemefs,  200  Miles  from  my  outermolt  Poft  to  attack  32  Towns  in  the  remoteft  Part 
of  the  Nation,  defended  by  their  united  Force.  Col0  Grant  had  the  whole  Winter  before 
him  to  provide  every  thing  for  his  well  appointed  Army,  & I was  not  even  thought 
worthy  of  the  Contractor’s  Notice  in  Philadelphia  till  the  middle  of  June,  Sc  had  double 
his  Diftance  to  march.  How  we  were  to  cooperate  together,  under  thofe  Circumftances, 
God  only  knows. 

The  Little  Carpenter  with  43  Indians  from  all  parts  of  the  Nation  came  in  laft 
Month  to  folicit  me  for  a Peace,  but  as  my  Hands  were  tied  up  I coud  only  recommend 
them  to  Col°  Grant  Sc  Govr  Bull,  Sc  ufed  every  Argument  Sc  Threat  to  haften  them  to 
it.  I certainly  muft  appear  in  a very  defpicable  Light  to  them,  as  I realv  do  to  myfelf, 
for  I am  neither  enabled  to  chaftife  them,  nor  empowered  to  make  a Peace. 

For  my  Part  I know  it  to  be  impoffible  for  me  to  do  any  thing  more,  as  well  thro’ 
the  Deficiency  of  Numbers,  now  Col0  Grant  has  retreated  to  F.  P.  G.  as  the  Want  of  Car- 
riages, therefore  Sir  as  it  never  was  my  Intention  to  lay  upon  the  Frontier  without  a 
ProfpecT  of  doing  Service  to  my  Country'  Sc  Credit  to  myfelf,  I humbly  hope  you  will  not 
take  it  amifs  that  I refign  the  trilling  Command  to  the  Lieu1  Col0  of  the  Reg',  after  the 
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Works  are  finifh’d,  when  I propofe  to  do  myfelf  the  Honour  to  wait  on  your  Excellency 
& am  affur’d  I can  remove  any  Doubts  you  or  the  World  may  entertain  relative  to  my 
Conduct.

Albany,  20th  Auguft  1761 
Sir, 

You  will  have  Seen  by  my  two  former  Letters,  that,  altho’  Ll  Colonel  Grant  had 
Chaftifed  the  Cherokees,  Yet  I had  Sent  him  Directions  not  to  Remove  the  Troops,  out 
of  Carolina,  Untill  a Peace  was  Settled,  & Concluded  with  thofe  Savages  by  Lieut.  Gov- 
ernor Bull;  and  that  to  bring  about  this  Salutary  Work  fo  much  the  looner  I likewife 
Defired  You  to  purfue  Your  InftrucTions,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  nothing  favorable  had 
happened  in  our  behalf  in  thofe  parts.  Wherefore  ’till  thofe  Ends  are  fully  anfwered, 
the  principal  Object  of  Your  Deftination  is  not  Effected:  but  I make  no  doubt  that  ere 
this  Reaches  You,  Lieut.  Governor  Fauquier , agreeable  to  Mine  of  the  17th  Inftant,  will 
have  been  Enabled  to  Recall  You  with  the  Virginia  Regiment,  into  the  province,  if  not, 
I muft  Repeat  my  Delire,  that  You  will,  to  the  utmoft  Exert  Yourfelf  in  the  Annoying 
the  Cherokees  in  their  Upper  Country ; and  that  You  will  not  think  of  declining  the  Com- 
mand of  the  Virginia  Regiment,  before  the  Sendee  to  which  they  are  Deftined  is  Corn- 
pleated.

LT.  COL.  STEPHEN  TO  LT.  GOVR.  FAUQUIER. 

Camp  at  Pittsburgh  Oclr  29,  1759. 
Sir, 

I rec’d  the  honor  of  your  letter,  and  would  have  been  under  the  greateft  obligation 
for  your  fentiments  on  the  Indian  Trade.  There  are  proper  regulations  wanting  to 
make  it  ufeful  and  profitable  for  us,  and  a manner  is  wanting  to  make  it  agreable  and 
eafy  to  the  Indians.  The  Penfylvanians  engrofs  it  at  prefent  and  are  pufhing  all  pofiible 
meafures  to  keep  it  in  their  hands.  About  twenty  Tuns  of  Skin  and  Furr  have  been 
bought  at  this  place  within  the.Ce  three  months;  the  Penfylvanians  fay  the  Poi't  is  within 
their  limits,  and  accordingly  have  made  an  Atft  of  Affembly  for  enhancing  the  Trade. 
This  does  not  affect  Virginia  whillt  the  General1  Commands,  but  were  one  of  the  Penfyl- 
vania  Officers  to  Command,  they  would  be  obliged  to  act  according  to  their  orders  from 
that  Province.  The  determination  is  of  importance  to  us  who  firft  engaged  in  1 irgiv.m 
fervice;  as  we  are  intituled  to  a coniiderable  quantity  of  Land  by  virtue  of  Govr  Din- 
widdle's proclamation  approved  of  by  His  Maj’*y,  and  I would  be  glad  to  know  the  fenfe 
of  your  honor  and  Council  on  that  Head. 

Two  Officers  are  juft  returned  from  Prcfqu'ifle*  with  an  account  of  the  Country, 
communication  & the  fituation  of  the  French  Pofts. 

It  is  about  feventy  miles  to  Venango 3,  it  has  been  a lmail  ftockade,  about  400  yards 
below  the  mouth  of  French  Creek,  which  is  there  about  100  yards  o\  er.  There  are  about

, A fort  built  on  the  prefent  life  of  Erie.  Pennfylvama.  In  17=13  Duquefne,  the  governor  of  Canada, 
fent  a force  to  occupy  the  Ohio  Valley,  and,  as  a bafe  for  the  movement,  built  a log  fort  at  Prefqu’ille 

3 A fort  built  at  what  is  now  Franklin,  Pennfylvania.  It  ftood  near  the  confluence  of  French  Creek 
and  the  Alleghany  River.  In  1753  Joncaire  was  the  commandant  at  Venango,  and  he  it  was  who  informed 
Wafhington  over  their  wine  of  the  aggreflive  intentions  of  the  .French  government. 
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50  houfes  12  feet  by  16  funding,  the  veftiges  of  as  many  burnt;  a fine  Mill  ftands  in 
good  order. 

From  that  about  46  miles  to  Le  Beuf',  very  bad  ground,  a barren  Country  for  30 
miles — about  nine  miles  a mere  fivamp.  The  fituation  of  the  Poft  very  pleafant  and 
commodious. 

From  Is  Beuf  to  Prefqu'ifle  about  18  miles,  the  road  well  made;  it  is  one  continued 
Bridge  through  a fwamp  the  whole  way;  the  fituation  of  Prefqu'ifle  was  upon  the  bank 
of  Lake  Erie , poor  foil  and  piney  land  about.  That  Poft  and  le  Beuf  was  a i'tocade  with 
four  Baftions,  built  only  for  the  communication.

LIEUT.  GOVR.  FAUQUIER  TO  THE  LORDS  COMM  I OF  TRADE. 

Wmsburgh  December  1,  17  so. 

My  Lords, 

I inclofe  your  Lordpp3  a copy  of  a letter  I have  juft  received  from  Lt  Col.  Stephen : 
which,  as  it  contains  fome  minute  particulars  of  points  of  confequence,  I have  choofe  to 
communicate  to  your  Right  Honble  Board  in  the  words  of  the  Writer.  By  it  you  may 
obferve  My  Lords,  that  the  affair  of  the  Indian  Fun'  Trade,  if  not  prevented,  may  again 
prove  a bone  of  contention  between  this  Colony  and  Penfylvania.  The  fureft  way  to 
ftop  any  ill  confequences  that  may  arii’e  from  fuch  a contention,  appears  to  me  to  be  to 
fettle  the  determination  of  the  Boundary-line  of  Penfylvania  which  is  to  run  5 degrees 
due  Weft  from  Newcaftle*.  We  fay1 * 3 * * * 7  from  Meffrs  Fry  and  Jeff er fort's  authority  that  this 
diftance  terminates  15  or  20  miles  fhort  of  Pittfburgh.  The  Penfylvanians  acT,  as  if  it 
did  not;  upon  what  authority  they7  proceed  I am  as  yet  entirely  ignorant. 

I hope  Your  Lordpp3  will  be  of  opinion  that  this  lhould  be  fettled  by  Commiflioners 
either  appointed  by  your  Right  Honble  Board  immediately7  or  mediately7  by7  Irdtrudtion 
fent  to  the  Governors  of  the  refpective  provinces  to  appoint  fuch  Commiffioners.  The 
firft  method  feems  leaft  liable  to  create  difputes,  as  the  Lands  between  the  mountains 
and  the  Ohio  are  now  cleared  of  the  Enemy7,  people  feems  to  be  very  defirous  to  fettle 
on  the  fine  fertile  lands,  lying  on  the  waters  which  fall  into  the  Ohio,  and  fo  into  the 
Miffiffipi,  and  are  generally  called  by  the  general  name  of  Lands  on  the  waters  of  the 
Miffiffipi;  but  to  the  u7ell  future  fettling  of  thefe  lands,  there  are  fome  points  wch  ieem 
to  require  confide  ration.  By  proclamation  from  Mr  Dinwiddie,  all  officers  and  private 
Men,  who  have  ferved  in  thofe  parts  have  a Right  to  a certain  proportion  of  thofe  lands, 
to  which  they  are  daily  laying  claim.  It  is  alfo  to  be  confidered,  whether  the  Crown  will 
renew  the  two  great  Grants.  If  they7  fhould  be  renewed,  whether  the  Grantees  fhould 
be  at  liberty  to  take  up  lands  within  their  Grants,  in  as  i'mall  parcells  as  they  pleafe ; by 
which  means  they  have  it  in  their  power  to  fkim  all  the  fine  Lands  on  the  Waters  and 

have 

1 Le  Boeuf  was  a fort  built  on  the  prefent  lite  of  Waterford,  Pennlylvania.  The  fort  ftood  on  French 
Creek  not  many  miles  from  Lake  Erie.  Wafhington  ftayed  three  days  at  this  poft  while  on  his  million  in 

1753  to  warn  the  French  from  the  Ohio  country.  From  Le  Boeuf,  Saint-Pierre,  the  French  Commandant, 
fent  word  to  Governor  Dimviddie  of  his  intention  to  hold  his  poft. 

3 The  boundary  controverfy  between  Virginia  and  Pennlylvania  began  with  Dimviddie ’s  attempt  to 

have  a line  run  between  the  colonies  in  1753.  Governor  Hamilton  of  Pennfylvania  was  inftructed  by  the 

proprietors  to  afGft.  Dinwiddie  in  running  the  line,  but  to  require  an  acknowledgment  that  his  propoled  fet- 
tlements  in  the  Weft  fhould  not  alienate  the  rights  of  Pennfylvania.  In  1754  Dinwiddie  commenced  to 
build  a fort  on  the  F.te  of  Pittfburg  and  iffued  a proclamation,  promiling  to  referve  200.000  acres  of  land  for 

the  benefit  of  foldiers  fighting  againft  the  French.  Hamilton  objected,  and  Dinwiddie  agreed  that  the  quit- 
rents  might  be  collected  by  Pennfylvania  until  the  boundary  difpute  was  fettled,  and  applied  to  England  to 
have  the  boundary  line  run.  After  much  difeuffion  the  controverfy  was  fettled  in  1770  by  a commiffion 
which  met  at  Baltimore.  The  line  agreed  upon  was  the  extenfion  of  Mafon  and  Dixon's  line  "due  weft  5 
degrees  of  longitude  completed  from  the  river  Delaware  for  the  Southern  boundary  ot'  Pennfylvania,  and 

that  a meridian  drawn  from  the  Weftem  boundary  thereof  to  the  Northern  limit  of  faid  State,  be  the 
Weftem  boundary  of  faid  State  forever.  ’ Olden  Time,  I,  pp.  433-524. 
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have  the  uplands  unpatented  .whether  they  fhould  not  be  obliged  not  to  exceed  a certain 
price  for  a certain  term  of  years,  to. -their  under  patentees. 

Your  Lordpps  may  be  fully  convinced  that  I think  thefe  things  of  confequence,  and 
that  I fpeak  my  fentiments  with  fmcerity,  when  I inform  you  that  my  fon  is  taken  part- 
ner into  one  of  the  great  grants.  But  I hope  that  or  any  other  confederation  in  which  my 
intereft  fhall  be  concerned,  will  never  make  me  proftitute  my  opinion  to  your  Right 
Honb,e  Board,  whenever  I think  His  Majefty’s  and  my  Country’s  intereft  at  ftake. 

It  feems  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  all  the  fpeculative  gentlemen  here,  that  it  will 
be  more  advifeable  to  make  a feparate  Govern1  of  all  the  Lands  between  the  mountains 
and  the  Waters;  the  reafons  they  affign  are  thefe,  which  are  fpecious  enough.  It  will 
require  a Conftitution  of  a more  military  form  than  this  Colony,  I believe,  can  ever  be 
prevailed  upon  to  enter  into,  in  order  to  protect  thefe  out  fet tiers  from  Infults  and  incur- 
fions  of  the  Indians.  The  Militia  Laws  now  in  force  in  this  Colony  would  be  ineffectual 
to  fecure  them,  and  from  a jealoufy  of  the  liberty  of  the  fubjetft,  I apprehend  the  General 
Affembly  would  never  be  brought  to  put  them  under  fuch  reftraints  as  are  neceffary  to 
make  a militia  ferviceable.  I attempted  an  amendment  of  thofe  Laws  on  my  firft 
arrival,  without  fuccefs.  The  eftablifhment  of  the  Clergy  in  this  Colony  is  thought  to  be 
of  fuch  a nature,  as  to  be  an  obftacle  to  the  -coming  in  of  proteftant  foreigners,  from 
whom  we  are  to  hope  the  greateft  acceflion  of  people,  who  muft  have  a Minifter  of  their 
own  to  maintain,  befides  paying  their  quota  to  a public  Levy  for  the  fupport  of  a paro- 
chial Minifter  of  the  eftablifhed  church. 

I thought  it  my  duty,  My  Lords,  to  throw  out  thefe  hints  for  your  Lordpp5  confider- 
ation,  to  do  therein  as  you  fhall  judge  moft  expedient,  whenever  it  may  pleafe  his 
Maj’ty  in  his  moft  honorable  privy  Council,  to  take  the  matters  relative  to  the  patenting 
and  fettling  thefe  lands  into  conlideration. 

The  Affembly  broke  upon  the  2 1 st  Novr  after  having  paffed  an  Act  to  keep  up  the 
Regiment  till  the  firft  of  May  next,  and  to  difband  the  500  Men  before  that  time;  viz' 
200  immediately  and  300  on  the  firft  of  February;  & an  Act  to  prevent  Frauds  on  Negro 
duties.  I fhall  tranfmit  thofe  Acts  and  fome  few  of  a private  nature  by  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity I can  find  I have  wrote  to  Brigr  Gen1  Stamvix 1 to  inform  him  of  thefe  tranf- 
actions,  and  to  defire  he  will  be  particular  in  the  fervice  for  which  he  will  require  the 
Men  to  be'  kept  longer  in  pay  if  neceffary ; otherwife  I fear,  the  Colonv  will  be  for  droping 
them  at  the  time  prefcribed. 

I fhall  write  more  particularly  on  the  aforelaid  Adts  when  I fend  them  to  your 
Lordpps  with  the  other  public  papers  of  Govern'.  I am  My  Lords,  with  the  greateft 
refpedt  your  Lordpp9  moft  obedient  & devoted  fervant.

In  obedience  to  His  Majefty’s  commands  notifyed  to  me  in  the  letter  I had  the  hon- 
our to  receive  from  you,  the  very  night  before  the  General  Affembly  met,  I recommended 
the  meafures  directed  in  it  and  laid  your  letter  before  the  Affembly  and  I have  the  pleaf- 
ure  to  acquaint  you  that  the  Affembly  agreed  to  keep  up  the  Regiment  now  on  foot. 
Of  this  I have  apprized  Major  Generals  Amherft  and  Stanwix.

< John  Stanwix  was  colonel  of  the  ift  battalion  of  the  60th  regiment,  the  famous  Royal  Americans.  He 
was  afligned  command  of  the  Southern  Diftriet  of  North  America,  with  headquarters  at  Carhtle,  Pennfyl- 
vania,  in  1757.  He  became  brigadier-general  in  1757.  In  175S  he  was  relieved  by  Forbes;  he  went  to 
New  York,  where  he  built  Fort  Stanwix.  In  1750  he  came  back  to  command  the  Southern  Diltrkt.  with 
headquarters  at  Pittfburg.  He  refigned  the  command  in  1760.

LIEUT.  COV.  FAUQUIER  TO  GOV.  HAMILTON.1 

[Enclofed  in  a letter  to  the  Board  of  Trade.] 


Wmsburgh  May  7th  1760. 

Sir, 

My  Predeceffor  Mr  Dinwiddle,  by  authority  of  His  Maj’ty  notifyed  by  one  of  his 
principal  Secretary’s  of  State : iffuod  a proclamation  to  encourage  perlons  to  engage  in 
the  fervices  then  propoled  to  be  carried  on  againft  Fort  du  Quefne,  and  other  French 
Settlements  on  the  M aters  of  the  Ohio.  In  this  Proclamation  he  promifed  a grant  of 
200,000  acres  of  land  on  the  eaft  fide  of  that  River,  to  be  approportioned  to  the  Officers 
and  private  Men  who  fhould  voluntarily  enter  into  that  fervice,  100,000  of  which  were  to 
be  contiguous  to  Pitt f burgh  or  Fort  du  Quefne,  the  other  100,000  on  fome  other  part  of 
that  River. 


In  confequence  of  this  promile  by  authority,  The  Officers  and  Men  who  ferved  on 
the  Ohio  have  laid  in  their  claims  to  me  in  Council,  to  have  thefe  lands  immediately 
granted  to  them,  which  they  fay  they  have  merited  at  the  hazard  of  their  health  and 
lives. 

But  fome  difficulties  arifing,  from  the  bounds  of  your  Colony  not  being  fettled,  and 
from  the  Treatifs  which  it  is  faid  Gen!  Forbes  made  and  Gen1  Stanwix  has  lince  confirmed 
with  the  Indians  inhabiting  that  Country  (but  which  I have  not  yet  feen),  this  Colony 
has  done  nothing  in  that  affair. 

I have  alfo  to  inform  you  that  about  three  months  fince  I wrote  to  the  Right  Honble 
the  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations  in  which  letter  I informed  them  of  thefe  Claims ; 
and  of  the  difficulties  which  attended  our  granting  thefe  Lands;  defiring  at  the  fame 
time  that  Commiffioners  might  be  appointed  by  the  Crown  to  fettle  the  extent  of  your 
line,  which  is  to  run  5 degr:  due  Weft  from  Delaware  Bay  in  the  latitude  of  40  North, 
and  that  the  proprietors  of  Penfylvania  or  Maryland  might  be  reltrained  from  making 
any  grants  of  Lands,  which  from  our  fcrupulous  obfervance  of  Treaties  ettc.,  we  did  not 
think  proper  to  make  ourfelves,  till  His  Maj’ty’8  pleafure  was  known  therein,  on  which 
head  I defired  I might  have  inftruCtions  as  foon  as  conveniently  could  be. 

Bv  advice  of  His  Maj’ty’s  Council,  on  thefe  Confiderations,  I have  poftponed  the 
making  of  any  grants  of  lands  in  queftion.  till  I receive  directions  from  Home,  relative 
thereto.  And  that  a perfect  harmony  and  unanimity  may  at  all  times  fubfift  between 
the  Sifter  Colonies  of  the  fame  common  Mother  on  which  the  fafety  and  fecurity  of  all 
depend,  I have  to  requeft  you,  that  you  on  your  parts,  would,  as  we  have  on  ours,  poft- 
pone  the  granting  thofe  lands  till  fuch  inftructions  arrive  which  fhall  be  immediately 
made  known  to  you.  And  if  you  fhall  already  have  made  any  fuch  grants,  I beg  the 
favour  of  you  to  inform  me  thereof,  as  to  the  quantity,  the  fituation  and  the  names  of 
the  Grantees.

I enclose  in  this  Box  to  your  Right  Honb,e  Board,  the  Acts  of  the  laft  Seffion  of 
Affembly  which  broke  up  the  nlh  of  March,  the  Journals  of  the  Council  and  Burgefies, 
the  minutes  of  the  Council  fince  the  Departure  of  the  late  Lieut1  Govr,  the  Accounts  of 
the  Receiver  General,  and  of  the  Naval  Officers,  with  the  Duplicates  of  the  Acts  and 
Journals  of  the  former  Seffion.  I hope  your  Lordpps  will  not  accufe  me  of  remifnefs  in 
the  difcharge  of  my  duty,  for  I cannot  get  the  Acts  and  Journals  fooner  out  of  the 
refpective  Offices. 


The  Cherokees  having  immediately  broke  the  peace  made  with  them  by  Govr  Lyt- 
tleton  before  his  departure,  and  having  taken  up  arms  throughout  all  their  Towns,  Mr 
Bull  has  applyed  to  this  Colony  for  affiftance,  particularly  for  fuccour  for  the  Garrifon 
of  Fort  Loudoun,  in  the  Upper  Cherokee  Country.  As  I was  not  in  a capacity  to  fend 
them  any  relief  by  the  powers  vefted  in  me  by  the  General  Affembly,  I have  by,  and  with 
the  advice  of  His  Majefty’s  Council  call’d  the  Affembly  to  meet  again  on  Monday  the 
19th  inft:  the  refult  of  which  I will  give  your  LordPP9  the  earlieft  Information  of. 

The  affair  of  granting  the  Lands  on  the  Ohio  grows  every  day  of  more  importance ; 
for  which  reafon,  I crave  your  Lordpps  excul'e  for  again  mentioning  that  affair,  and  for 
begging  leave  to  refer  your  Lordpps  to  my  letters  of  the  i9t  December  and  13th  March  on 
this  fubject.  I have  wrote  fully  to  Govr  Hamilton  upon  thefe  matters,  a copy  of  which 
letter  I inclofe  to  your  Lordfhips.

The  Affembly  which  I had  fummoned  to  meet  on  the  19th  ult°  of  which  I gave 
your  Lordpp9  advice  in  my  letter  to  your  R4  Honble  Board  of  the  13th  fat  fix  days,  and 
provided  for  the  raffing  and  paying  700  Men  till  the  ist  of  December  to  be  joined  to  the 
300  already  Rationed  on  the  fouth  weft  Frontiers,  to  attempt  the  Relief  of  Fort  Lou- 
doun, or  to  be  otherwife  employed  as  Lieut4  Govr  Bull  fhall  advii'e.  Thefe  Men  are  now 
raffing,  and  as  I hear  the  Recruits  enter  very  faft.  This  Aid,  with  two  other  adds  of 
courfe,  I fhall  tranl'mit  to  your  Lordpp9  as  foon  as  engroffed. 

At  the  end  of  the  fupply  Bill  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  added  a Claufe  to  enereafe  the 
duty  arffing  by  the  importation  of  flaves,  by  reducing  it  to  ten  per  cent  inftead  of  twenty, 
which  was  the  method  I moft  approved  in  the  late  Acd  relative  thereto  of  which  I wrote 
your  Lordpps  a full  account  in  my  letter  of  the  17th  of  Decemb r fent  by  the  Deliverance, 
Capt.  Whyte,  who  I hope,  is  l'afely  arrived,  tho’  we  have  not  heard  of  her.  She  carried 
the  Box  of  public  papers  and  Aids. 

The  incertitude  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Affembly  of  this  Colony,  has 
ftruck  me  on  many  occalions  and  feems  to  be  fo  inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  Members, 
as  to  be  characderiftic  of  the  People.  This  Acd  was  paffed  this  Seffion  in  the  lower 
Houfe,  but  by  a fingle  voice,  on  account  of  this  Claufe;  and  it  is  apprehended  will  occa- 
fion  a Battle  in  the  next  Seffion  whenever  the  affeinblv  meets  again;  for  the  contelt  on 
this  occafion  is  between  the  old  Settlers  who  have  bred  great  quantity  of  Slaves,  and 
would  make  a Monopoly  of  them  by  a duty  which  they  hoped  would  amount  to  a pro- 
hibition; and  the  rifing  Generation  who  want  Slaves,  and  dond  care  to  pay  the  Monopo- 
lies for  them  at  the  price  they  have  lately  bore,  which  was  exceedingly  high.  Thefe 

reafons

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re  a ions  your  Lordpps  may  guefs  are  not  urged  in  the  arguments  on  either  fiue;  but,  I 
believe  are  the  true  foundation  of  the  Squabble. 

But  fetting  this  Act  afide,  the  uncertainty  of  all  public  meafures,  is  in  nothing  more 
apparent,  than  in  their  immediately  difbanding  Men,  who  by  feeing  feme  fervice  are 
become  ufeful,  upon  the  leaft  relaxation  from  their  fears  of  an  Enemy ; and  as  imme- 
diately railing  frefh  raw  Men  at  a great  Bounty,  as  foon  as  their  paffions  are  again 
alarmed.  Whoever  charges  them  with  acting  upon  a premeditated  concerted  plan, 
don  t know  them ; for  they  mean  honeftly,  but  are  Expedient-Mongers  in  the  higheft 
degree,  even  to  their  own  coft  daily.  I am  confident  the  Affembly  could  have  kept  two 
Regiments  in  conitant  pay  fince  my  arrival  in  the  Colony  at  a much  lefs  expence  than 
the  methods  they  have  purfued  have  occafioned.

LT.  GOV.  FAUQUIER  TO  THE  LORDS  COMMISS’rS  OF  TRADE  ETTC. 

\Vmjburgh  June  30th  1760. 

My  Lords, 

By  the  Fleet  which  arrived  here  the  20th  inftant  I had  the  honor  to  receive  an  order 
from  his  Majeftv  in  Council  to  repeal  four  Acts  of  Affembly.  The  Repeal  of  which  I 
fhall  proclaim  in  the  next  Gazette1.  His  Maj’ty’s  Royal  Inftraction  to  me  to  enforce  for- 
mer InftrucTions  relative  to  the  paffing  Laws  was  delivered  to  me  at  the  fame  time,  to 
which  I fhall  pay  all  due  obedience  on  all  occafions. 

The  manner  in  which  this  order  and  Interaction  were  delivered  to  me,  appeared  to 
me  fo  unufual  and  extraordinary,  that  I hope  your  Lordpp3  will  excufe  my  relating  the 
circumftances  to  your  Rc  Honble  Board. 

The  copies  of  thefe  papers  have  been  in  the  Colony  above  thefe  fix  months,  they 
were  fent  to  Mr  Cumin’s 3 Friends,  and  have  been  communicated  to  many.  I then  thought 
that  the  fending  copies  of  His  Maj’ty’3  Royal  orders  and  Inf  tractions,  before  they  were 
made  known  to  his  Govr  to  whom  they  are  directed,  was  a ftep  unprecedented,  of  per- 
nicious confequence,  and,  a high  infult  on  Majeftv.  On  the  20th  inftant  Mr  Camyn 
landed  in  this  Colony  and  immediately  went  down  to  Hampton  to  meet  and  confult 
with  his  particular  friends.  On  the  27th  he  came  to  me  accompanved  by  two  of  them, 
and  delivered  to  me  His  Maj’ty’s  Royal  order  in  Council  and  Inftraction,  both  open, 
dirty,  and  worn  out  at  the  edges  and  Folds ; feeing  they  were  of  an  old  date,  I afked  him 
where  they  had  been  till  this  time;  he  anfwerecl,  in  his  cuftodv.  I afked  him  if  they 
were  delivered  to  him  open  and  without  cover,  his  anfwer  was,  they  were. 

The  Order  in  Council  carried  all  the  marks  of  its  not  being  the  original  order  defigned 
to  be  fent  to  me,  but  a copy  obtained  by  Mr  Paris  Solicitor  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Clergy,  it  being  fo  indorfed  on  the  back.  But  as  it  came  accompanied  with  His  Maj- 
’ty’3  Inftraction,  which  had  all  the  appearance  of  being  the  original  Inftraction  under 
His  Maj’ty’3  Sign  manual;  for  fear  of  being  negligent  in  my  duty  and  obedience  to  His 
Maj’ty’8  pleafure,  I have  acted  upon  it,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I was  fully  convinced 
it  was  authentic.

3 John  Camm,  born  in  1718,  died  1779,  was  minifter  of  Newport  Parifh,  Ifle  of  Wight  County,  in  1745. 
He  became  profeffor  of  divinity  in  William  and  Mary  College  in  1749  and  was  alfo  rector  of  \ ork-Hampton 
Parifh.  He  reprefented  the  convention  of  the  clergy  in  England  in  oppoiition  to  the  Two-penny  Art, 
which  was  nullified  by  the  Britifh  government.  He  became  piefident  of  William  and  Mary  in  1771  and 
coir.mifl’ary  in  1775. 

In  1 7O0  Camm  was  in  England  fighting  the  Two-penny  Art.  He  returned  to  Virginia  in  June,  1760, 
and  delivered  to  the  governor  inftrurtions  which  he  had  brought  from  England.  Fauquier  flew  into  a paf- 
lion  and  abufed  Camm  in  rather  violent  terms,  inftructing  his  footmen  net  to  let  him  enter  the  houfe  again. 
(See  Perry's  Historical  Collections  of  the  American  Colonial  Church,  Virginia,  p.  4O3). 
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This  is  fo  unlike  the  manner  in  which  I received  the  Orders  and  inftructions  with 
which  I have  already  been  honoured,  which  have  come  directly  from  your  Rt  Honbl® 
Board  or  from  one  of  His  Maj’ty’a  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  that  I am  at  a lofs  what 
to  think  about  it.  As  I have  received  no  letter  or  advice  from  your  LordPP3  on  this 
head,  the’  it  is  long  lince  your  Lordpp3  had  the  Act,  and  my  reafons  for  giving  my  affent 
to  it ; I cannot  entertain  the  leaft  thought  that  your  Lordppa  meant  to  caft  a flurr  irpon 
me,  and  leffen  me  in  the  eyes  of  the  Gentlemen  in  the  Colony,  as  it  muft  of  courfe  do, 
if  it  is  fo  underftood.  There  is  an  univeri'al  furprife  at  this  proceeding  of  Mr  Camm, 
which  he  and  his  Friends  publifh  with  triumph.  Beffdes,  as  Mr  Camm  has  on  all  occa- 
fions  ftudiouily  affected  to  treat  me  with  great  indignity,  I muft  imagine  that  this  was 
an  Act  merely  his  own,  to  keep  up  the  fame  fpirit. 

This  tranf action  makes  the  greater  imprefffon  on  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Colony, 
becaufe,  when  Mr  Attorney  Randolph ‘ went  to  England  about  the  piftole  affair,  he 
afked  whether  he  might  carry  His  Maj’ty’s  InftruCtions  to  Mr  Dinwiddie,  and  was  an- 
fwered,  that  the  Board  would  fend  His  Maj’ty’3 *  Inftructions  to  His  Maj’ty’ 8 Governor. 
A copy  of  them  was  refuted  him,  but  the  Inftructions  were  read  over  to  him.  And  no 
copy  was  in  the  Colony  when  I came  into  it. 

As  it  is  my  duty  to  fupport  the  dignity  Of  His  Majefty’s  Crown  and  authority,  I 
thought  it  incumbent  on  me  to  be  circumftancial  in  the  relation  of  this  affair,  that  if 
your  Lordppa  fhould  think  Mr  Camm’s  proceedings  derogatory  to  the  Honor  of  his 
Maj’ty  and  his  Lieut* 1 *  Govr  I may  receive  your  directions,  how  I fhall  conduct  myfelf  in 
this  affair. 

The  Men  are  raifed  for  the  affiftance  of  Carolina  againft  the  Cherokee  Indians , and  I 
hope  will  be  ready  to  march  as  foon  as  I hear  from  L*  Govr  Bull  and  Col:  Montgomery,  in 
what  manner  we  can  molt  effectually  ferve  them ; to  whom  I have  wrote  to  this  purpofe. 

I inclofe  to  your  Lordpps  a copy  of  a letter  lent  by  Captn  Peterfham  the  9th  inft:

My  Lords, 

Under  Cover  with  this,  I inclofe  to  your  Lordpps  a Triplicate  of  a letter  I wrote  to 
your  Rl  Honble  Board  on  the  i8t  of  December  laft,  with  a Copy  of  a letter  from  Id  Col: 
Stephen  to  me,  referred  to  in  it.  My  reafon  for  fending  this  is,  my  apprehenfion.  that  the 
Duplicates  were  both  loft;  one  being  fent  in  my  Box  of  public  papers  to  the  Rl  Honble 
Board,  by  the  Deliverance  CaptQ  White,  who,  we  know  was  loft  on  the  coaft  of  France. 
The  other  I fent  by  poft  to  New  York,  and  fear  it  went  by  the  General  Wall  packet, 
which  was  taken  and  ranfom’d,  but  all  the  papers  thrown  overboard.

ARTICLES  OF  CAPITULATION. 

On  the  7th  Augu ft  Captain  John  Stuart 1 fet  out  to  Chotee,  accompanied  by  Id  Jas. 
Adam  fan  and  fome  Indians  where  the  following  terms  were  ftipulated. 

Articles 

2 Peyton  Randolph,  Attorney-General  of  Virginia,  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes.  and  firft  Preli- 
dent  of  the  Continental  Congrefs.  Governor  Dinwiddie,  who  became  governor  in  1751.  difeovered  that  the 
regulations  governing  the  patenting  of  lands  were  little  regarded  and  that  the  royal  revenue  from  the  quit- 
rents  was  thereby  defrauded.  He  endeavored  to  correct  the  abufe  by  charging  the  fee  of  a piftole  on  every 
patent.  The  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  protefted  againft  the  tax  and  lent  Peyton  Randolph  to  England  to  petition 
the  king  for  its  remiflion.  The  Board  of  Trade,  however,  virtually  decided  in  favor  of  Dinwiddie 

1 John  Stuart  was  an  officer  at  Fort  Loudoun  when  it  fell  in  1760.  He  was  very  popular  with  the 

Cherokees  friendly  to  the  Enghfh  After  Demers’s  death.  Stuart  with  the  other  prifoners  remained  at  Fort 

Loudoun  in  great  jeopardy.  Atta-culla-culla,  or  the  Little  Carpenter,  efcaped  with  him  to  Colonel  Byrd's 

camp,  and  Stuart  gave  warning  of  the  intended  attack  upon  Fort  Prince  George 
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Articles  of  Capitulation  agreed  upon,  & affented  to  by  Capt”  Paul  Deniere 

Commanding  His  Maj’ty’s  Forces  at  Fort  Loudoun,  and  the  head  Men  and  War- 
riors of  the  Over  Hill  Cherokee  Towns. 

i3t  That  the  Garrifon  of  Fort  Loudoun,  march  out  with  their  arms  and  Drums,  each 
Soldier  having  as  much  powder  and  Ball  as  their  Officers  fhall  think  neceffary  for  the 
march,  and  what  Baggage  he  may  choofe  to  carry. 

That  the  Garrifon  be  permitted  to  March  for  Virginia,  or  Fort  Prince  George, 
as  the  Commanding  Officer  fhall  think  proper  unmolefted,  and  that  a number  of  Indians 
be  appointed  to  ei'cort  them,  and  to  hunt  for  provifions  on  the  march. 

3rd  That  fuch  Soldiers  as  are  lame,  or  by  ficknefs  difabled  from  Marching,  be  received 
into  the  Indian  Towns,  and  kindly  ufed  until  they  recover,  and  then  to  be  returned  to 
Fort  Prince  George. 

4th  That  the  Indians  do  provide  the  Garrifon  with  as  many  Horles  as  they  can  con- 
veniently for  their  march,  agreeing  with  the  Soldiers  or  Officers  for  payment. 

5th  That  the  Fort,  Great  Guns,  Powder,  Ball,  and  fpare  arms  be  delivered  to  the 
Indians,  without  any  fraud  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  March  of  the  Troops.

LT.  GOVR.  FAUQUIER  TO  THE  LORDS  COMMISS’RS  FOR  TRADE  ETTC. 

Wmsburgh  Septr  1,  1760. 

My  Lords, 

I take  the  opportunity  of  a Briftoll,  which  is  juft  ready  to  fail,  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  Favour  of  the  13th  June  which  I received  on  the  30th  ult°  together  with 
the  copy  of  the  Reprefentation  of  your  Rl  Honble  Board  to  His  Maj’ty  in  relation  to  three 
acts  of  Affembly  pafl'ed  by  me  in  the  year  1758  and  1759 ; His  Maiefty’s  orders  in  Coun- 
cil, and  Repeal  of  the  laid  Acts  in  confequence  thereof;  and  the  Report  of  Sir  Matthew 
Lamb , concerning  the  Agents  Act. 

Give  me  leave  My  Lords  to  make  an  acknowledgement  of  the  obligations  I have  to 
your  Lordpps  for  the  tendemefs  you  fhew  me  in  not  aggravating  the  deep  concern  I feel 
myfelf  under,  for  having  inadvertently  fallen  into  fo  many  errors  as  I find  I have  done, 
in  refpect  to  the  giving  my  affent  to  Acfts  which  have  palled  the  other  two  branches  of 
‘ the  Legillature.  But  I hope.  My  Lords,  to  fet  my  actions  in  fuch  a point  of  view,  as  to 
take  off,  in  great  meafure  at  leaft,  the  unfavourable  opinion  your  Lordpps  entertain  of 
them  at  prefent. 

As  to  the  three  particular  aeffs  in  queftion,  upon  the  receipt  of  His  Maj’ty’s  Repeal 
thereof,  I enquired  of  Mr  Waller « the  Clerk  of  the  General  Court,  an  old  and  leading 
member  in  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes ; who  is  frequently  employed  in  drawing  the  acds,  and 
actually  drew  one  of  thefe  three,  what  was  the  reafon  that  the  facing  and  fufpending 
claufes  were  left  out  in  thefe  three  Acts;  whereas  I muft  own,  that  in  examining  into  all 
the  private  Acts  paffed  fince  the  Revifal  of  the  Laws  in  1748,  I could  not  find  one  lingle 
inftance  of  their  being  omitted.  His  anfwer  was,  that  in  thefe  Acts,  as  in  all  others, 
he  had  followed  the  eftablifhed  practice  and  Cuftom  of  their  houfe,  which  was  this: 
That  in  all  Acts  to  dock  entails,  and  111  cafe  of  Infants,  where  the  parties  in  poffeflion 
cannot  alienate  the  premifes  without  an  adt  for  that  purpofe ; the  laving  and  fufpending 
claufes  are  never  omitted ; but  that,  where  the  parties  in  poffeflion  had  an  undoubted 
right  in  themfelves  to  alienate  and  convey  the  Lands  upon  a proper  application  to  a 
Court  of  Judicature  (which  was  the  cafe  in  all  thefe  Acts)  and  only  applyed  for  an  Act  of 
Assembly  to  expedite  the  fale  & make  it  clear  and  mdifputable  hereafter;  they  were 
never  inferted.  But  My  Lords,  to  confefs  a plain  truth,  which  fhall  always  be  the 

meafure

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meafui o of  rn>  conduct  to  }oui  Right  Hon*''6  Board,  I fairly  own,  that  upon  a prefump- 
tion  that  all  fucli  acts  were  prepared  according  to  Form,  in  the  Lower  Houfe,  and  the 
Rights  of  His  Maj’ty  was  properly  taken  care  of  when  the  Bills  came  before  the  Council. 
I gave  my  affent  to  them  without  ever  examining  them,  or  paying  any  attention  to  them. 
But  as  I have  incurred  His  Maj  ’ty>s  difpleafure  bv  fo  doing,  your  Lordpps  may  be  al'fured 
I will  be  more  circumfpedt  for  the  future. 

The  Box  of  public  papers  and  Acts,  among  which  was  the  Negro  Act  >,  was  fhip’d  on 
boaid  tne  Deliverance  Capt11  11  lute  who  was  loft  on  the.  Coaft  of  France , the  Duplicate 
of  thefe  acts  went  by  the  Jacob  and  Johanna  Captn  Clark  fan,  who  failed  the  latter  end 
of  May,  who  I hope  is  fafely  arrived,  and  that  your  LordPP3  are  in  poffeffion  of  the  Acts 
of  that  feffion. 

I am  truly  fenfible  that  a Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  is  not  to  afk  the  advice 
of  the  Council  affigned  him  by  His  Maj’ty,  whether  he  fnall  obey  the  Infractions  of  His 
Maj  ty;  but  in  regard  to  this  Adt,  it  was  attended  with  fome  particular  circumftances, 
which  induced  me  to  take  that  ftep,  from  which  I thought  I ought  not  afterwards  to 
recede.  The  Act  did  not  lay  any  new  duty;  if  it  had,  I fhould  moft  certainly  have 
refufed  it  without  taking  advice  upon  it:  but  it  only  provided  againft  a Fraud  daily 
practiced  to  avoid  a duty,  originally  laid  and  by  other  fubfequent  Acts  continued  long 
before  I arrived  in  the  Colony.  But  the  Act,  in  exprefs  terms  (which  could  not  be 
avoided,  to  give  it  its  intended  force  and  effect)  contradicted  the  Inftradtion;  in  this 
fituation  and  under  thefe  circumftances  I applyed  to  the  Council  for  their  advice  what 
I fhould  do?  who,  all  but  one,  were  unanimous  that  the  fenfe  and  fpirit  was  by  no  means 
broke  in  upon,  as  no  new  duty  was  impofed  by  the  Act ; as  your  Lordpps  will  find  by  their 
reafons  inferted  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council  and  by  a Duplicate  I fent  as  foon  as  I 
heard  of  the  lot's  of  the  Deliverance.  I have  been  unfortunate,  for  duplicates  of  all  thefe 
papers,  were  fent  by  the  New  York  Packet  which  was  taken  by  the  French  & Itan- 
fomed ; but  the  papers  were  all  thrown  overboard  and  loft ; however  there  is  now  an  end 
of  this  affair,  as  in  the  next  Seffion,  this  Act  was  repealed  and  the  duty  lowered  from 
twenty  to  ten  per  cent,  to  anfwer  the  fame  purpofe  as  was  intended  by  the  former  Adt , 
viz*  to  encreafe  the  money  coming  into  the  Treafury  from  the  faid  duty. 

In  relation  to  the  Agent’s  Act,  I am  fully  convinced  that  it  was  not  the  defign  of  any 
part  of  the  Legiflature,  to  gve  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence  any  powers  for  which 
they  fhould  not  be  accountable  to  the  General  Affembly,  fo  that  the  alteration  defired 
by  Your  Lordpps  will  not  as  I apprehend  meet  with  the  leaft  difficulty ; whether  the  word 
General  was  left  out  by  miftake,  or  whether  the  common  acceptation  of  the  words, 
Affembly  and  General  Affembly  having  the  fame  import  here,  occafioned  this,  I know 
not,  but  Your  Lordpp3  may  depend  on  my  rectifying  this  in  the  next  feffion.  I hope 
your  Lordpr>3  will  indulge  me  in  the  explanation  of  the  ftep  leading  to  this  Agent’s  Act. 
When  my  predeceffor  the  Honb!e  Mr  Dinwiddie  had  a difpute  in  this  Colony  ab1  the 
Piftole  Fee,  the  Burgeffes  lamented  their  not  having  an  Agent  at  Home,  to  represent 
affairs  of  this  nature  to  His  Maj’ty  and  Your  R1  Honble  Board,  iuppoling  natuarally 
enough  that  Mr  Abercrombie } who  was  paid  by  the  Gov1  and  Council  out  of  the  2fh. 
duty,  would  not  folicit  that  or  any  other  affair  againft  the  Govr;  fo  they  fent  home  an 
Agent)  on  purpofe  at  a great  expence.  From  that  time  they  have  been  very  intent  on 
an  Agent’s  Act,  which  in  Mr  Dinwiddie' s time  they  could  never  obtain;  fo  intent  were 
they  on  this  affair,  that  they  attempted  to  tack  it  to  the  money  Bill,  in  the  fecond  Seffion 
after  my  arrival,  which  I told  them  I would  certainly  ret'ufe  under  fuch  conditions.  As 
I hoped  never  to  make  myfelf  liable  to  any  complaint,  I could  not  fee  the  ill  confequence 
of  letting  them  have  an  Agent,  upon  their  raiffng  money  on  themfelves  to  pay  him.  Thus 
the  Agent’s  Bill  was  prepared  and  paffed.  Notwithstanding  this  appointment  of  an

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agent  by  Act  of  Aflembly,  Mr  Abercrombie  is  ftill  continued  as  Agent  to  me  and  the  Coun- 
cil to  tranfact  all  bufinefs  relating  to  the  Royal  Revenues,  and  iuch  other  affairs  as  are 
immediately  under  our  cognizance  only.  He  has  inftructions  to  co-operate  with  the 
other  Agent  in  all  matters  for  the  behoof  and  benefit  of  the  Colony. 

As  I have  already  mentioned  to  your  Ix>rdpps  my  having  lately  fent  duplicates  or 
Triplicates  of  the  letters  loft,  your  Lordpp3  will  fee  by  my  letter  of  the  ist  of  December 
that  I am  very  far  from  being  urgent  in  having  the  Lands  on  the  Ohio  fettled.  I have 
been  prefled  thereto  mvfelf,  but  am  fo  far  from  prefffng  it,  that  I have  incurred  the  dif- 
pleafure  of  the  Officers  who  are  claimants  under  the  late  Govr>s  proclamation,  and  have 
been  charged  with  breach  of  his  engagement  by  that  Proclamation ; for  having  obstructed 
their  having  furvevs  & patents  for  thoi'e  lands,  and  for  having  wrote  to  Govr  Hamilton 
to  delire  he  would  defift  from  making  any  fuch  grants  till  His  Maj’ty’8  pleafure  therein 
fhould  be  known.  This  I did  becaufe  I found  fome  of  our  Officers  defigned  to  apply  to 
the  proprietary’s  Office  in  Pennsylvania  for  grants  of  the  faid  lands,  as  they  apprehended 
the  grants  would  be  made  good,  in  whichever  belong  the  Lands  granted  fhould  be  found 
to  lie.  The  Lands  the  Officers  (who  were  on  the  fpot  and  had  time  to  examine)  had 
fixed  their  eyes  on  were  many  of  them  in  Penfylvania,  and  many  on  the  weftem  fide  the 
Ohio;  which  made  me  apply  for  a copy  of  the  agreements  or  Treaties  made  with  the 
Indians  by  the  late  General  Forbes  & General  Stantvix , but  which  I have  never  got  fight 
of.  I am  extremely  well  pleated  that  your  Lordpp  - fentiments  on  this  head  concur  with 
and  confirm  mine,  as  I hope  it  will  make  the  claimants  more  eafy  under  my  Refufal  to 
make  them  the  grants  they  required. 

I hope  My  Lords,  I have  now  cleared  mvfelf  to  your  Lordpps  fatiffadtion,  from  the 
leaft  fympton  of  inclination  to  difebey  mv  Royal  Matter's  Inftructions.  If  I at  all  know 
my  own  heart,  there  is  not  the  leaft  with  of  that  fort  working  in  it.  Perhaps  I have  let 
circumftances  weigh  too  much  with  me ; if  that  is  the  cafe,  I will  be  hereafter  more  cau- 
tious. 

If  your  Lordpp8  have  ever  favoured  me  with  any  letter  on  the  fubject  of  the  Act 
relating  to  the  Clergy,  I have  never  received  it,  nor  any  inftrudtions  orders  of  Council, 
or  other  papers,  excepting  thofe  delivered  by  the  Revd  Mr  Camrn  on  the  27th  June,  in  the 
extraordinary  manner,  which  I notifyed  to  your  Lordpp8  in  my  letter  of  the  30th  of  that 
month.

My  Lords. 

I yefterday  reed,  the  difagreable  news  of  the  Garrifon  of  Loudoun  Fort  in  the  Cher- 
okee Country  being  treacheroufly  and  barbaroufly  murdered,  or  taken,  in  their  march 
down  to  Fort  Prince  George , at  Keower  in  the  lower  fettlements,  agreable  to  a Capitula- 
tion made  by  Captain  Demere  Commandant  in  the  Fort,  with  the  Head  W arriors  01  the 
Indians;  a copy  of  which  I herewith  inclofe  to  your  Lordpps,  who  in  all  probability  will 
have  rec’d  an  account  thereof  before  this  will  reach  your  Lordpps. 

After  the  retreat  of  Colonel  Montgomery  from  the  lower  Cherokee  Country,  who  had 
2000  Men  under  his  Command,  the  majority  of  which  were  Regulars;  it  was  not  thought 
advifeable  to  let  Col:  Byrd  with  tooo  Men  moftly  New  levies,  march  into  the  Enemy’s 
Country  with  our  Convoy  of  provifions  which  we  had  purchafed  for  the  relief  of  the  Gar- 
rifon ; when  there  was  no  diverfion  in  the  lower  Towns,  and  the  united  force  of  the  whole 
Nation  was  at  Liberty,  to  oppofe  our  throwing  in  the  fuccours  intended.  It  was  vt n 
fortunate  and  providential  that  we  were  fo  late;  for  it  would  have  been  abfoluteK 

impoffible 
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impoffible  for  Mr  Byrd  to  have  been  at  the  Foil  by  the  time  Captn  Dumere  figned  the 
Capitulation,  and  if  he  had  been  advanced  far  into  the  Enemy’s  Country,  in  all  proba- 
bility our  whole  Convoy  had  been  loft  and  the  provifions  we  defigned  for  our  Friends  had 
fallen  to  the  lot  of  our  Enemies.  Tho’  I muft  at  the  fame  time  own,  that  the  many 
unforefeen  delays  in  arming  and  providing  for  our  Men,  gave  me  great  uneafmefs  when 
they  happened.  This  muft  have  happened,  for  as  far  as  I can  learn,  no  attempt  was 
made  to  give  Mr  Byrd  who  was  on  his  march  the  leaft  intelligence  of  this  ftep  of  the 
Commandant  who  has  loft  his  life  at  the  head  of  his  Garrifon  on  his  march,  tho’  efcorted 
by  Indians.  I l'uppofe  it  was  utterly  impracticable  to  keep  open  a communication  in 
thofe  parts. 

If  this  War  grows  ferious,  it  will  be  impoflible  for  the  Carolina's  to  defend  them- 
felves  without  affiftance  from  M T A mher ft,  I dare  fay  this  Colony  will  do  all  in  their  power ; 
their  intereft  is  at  ftake;  but  I am  of  opinion,  the  fecurity  and  fafety  of  part  of  His 
Majefty’s  Colonys,  cannot  be  procured  by  Provincial  Troops  only. 

I wrote  to  Your  Lordpp8  on  the  i8t  inft : (in  anfwer  to  your  favour  of  the  13th  June) 
by  the  Spot  [wood,  Seton,  for  Briftol,  and  am

Wmsbttrgh  Decr  6,  1760. 

My  Lords, 

Under  cover  with  this  I fent  to  Your  Lordfhips,  Duplicates  of  my  late  letters,  and  a 
Triplicate  of  my  letter  of  the  30th  June , the  original  and  Duplte  of  which,  I have  heard 
are  both  loft;  one  in  the  Resolution , Hogg,  the  other  in  the  Ruff  ell,  Crawf-urd,  taken  by 
the  French. 

There  is  a doubt  arifen  here,  whether  in  the  letter  I had  the  honor  to  receive  from 
Your  Lordpps  of  the  13th  June , Your  Lordpp3  meant  to  include  the  Lands  on  Green  Bryar, 
New  River,  or  Kanhawa  River,  as  lands  not  to  be  Patented.  Thei'e  Rivers  have  been 
tolerably  i'eated  for  i'ome  time,  but  the  fettlers  have  abandoned  their  plantations  on 
account  of  the  late  difturbances,  but  are  now  returning,  and  applications  are  making 
for  New  Patents.  The  lands  I particularly  wrote  about,  are  two  or  three  hundred  miles 
to  the  Northwards  of  thefe  lands ; but  as  Your  Lordfhip  words  are  general,  I have  under- 
ftood  them  in  the  moft  general  fenfe,  as  including  all  lands  on  waters  running  into  the 
Ohio  and  have  refufed  to  grant  patents  for  thefe  lands.  If  I have  been  miftaken  in 
Your  Lordpps  fentiments  I hope  you  will  foon  favour  me  with  an  explanation  of  them. 

I was  fometime  fmee  honoured  with  a letter  from  Mr  Secretary  Pitt,  fignifying  His 
Maj’ty’s  pleafure  that  I fhould  inform  his  Council  of  any  clandeftime  Trade  earned  on  in 
this  Colony,  to  the  benefit  of  His  Majefty’s  Enemies,  and  the  detriment  of  his  fubjecls, 
to  which  I have  given  a full  anfwer.  in  that  fuch  trade  has  been  chiefly  carried  on  by 
means  of  Flags  of  Truce,  of  which  I have  not  been  prevailed  on  to  grant  one,  tho’  great 
temptations  have  been  thrown  in  my  way.  2dly  That  there  is  an  open  Trade  earned  on 
to  Monte  Chrifto1,  wch  I conceive  to  be  wholy  a French  Trade,  and  3dly  that  the  Acts 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  grain  to  newtral  ports  is  evaded,  by  ships  clearing  out  for 
Scotland  or  Gibraltar,  and  then  pretending  to  be  blown  into  the  Madeires  or  fome  of  the 
Weftem  lies  by  ft  refs  of  weather;  the  Govr  lays  his  hands  on  the  Cargo  and  obliges  the 
Captains  to  difpofe  of  it,  at  a great  price. 

The  Affembly  in  a fhort  feffion  began  in  October  have  paffed  an  A (ft  to  keep  up  1000 
Men  this  winter  to  be  ready  to  affift  the  Carclinas  againft  the  Cherokees  in  the  fpring,  in 
cafe  the  Negotiations  for  peace  notv  on  foot  do  not  come  to  a happy  iffue  But  I fear  we 
fliall  not  be  able  to  bring  them  to  reafon  without  the  affiftance  of  fome  Regulars  from 

Mr 


t A port  on  the  north  coaft  of  Santo  Domingo. 
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Mr  Amherft.  I could  not  prorogue  this  Affembiy  on  account  of  the  expiration  of  the 
Tobacco  Law;  and  as  their  fitting  at  the  time  of  the  General  Court  is  attended  with 
many  and  great  inconveniencies,  inftead  of  proroguing  them,  I have  ordered  them  to 
adjourn  themfelves,  that  their  meeting  in  fpring  may  be  a continuation  of  the  lame  Sef- 
fion. 

The  Acts,  accounts,  and  all  public  papers  I have  now  out  of  the  refpective  Offices 
ready  to  be  transmitted  to  Your  LordPPH  by  the  firft  fliip  which  fails  for  London. 

We  have  had  the  miffortune  to  lofe  Mr  Commiffary  Dawfotv,  a Gentleman  of  great 
worth,  probity  and  many  other  virtues;  by  whofe  death  there  is  a vacancy  in  the  Coun- 
cil. According  to  my  Inftruetions  I fend  Your  Lordrp3  the  names  of  three  Gentlemen, 
all  Men  of  property  and  much  refpected  in  this  Country,  and  every  way  qualified  for  the 
honour  of  fueceeding  the  late  Mr  Dawfon  as  Councilor.  Their  merit  is  fo  great  that  I 
cannot  give  either  the  preference,  but  as  I am  particularly  circumftanced  at  prefent,  I 
leave  it  to  your  Lordpp9  confideration,  whether  convenience'  ought  not  to  take  place. 
By  my  inftrudtions  I am  ordered  not  to  act  with  lefs  than  five  of  the  Council,  unlefs  in 
cafes  of  great  emergency  when  I may  act  with  three.  By  the  death  of  Mr  Dawfon,  and 
the  abfence  of  Colonel  Ludwelb,  there  are  about  three  of  the  Council  within  call  in  cafes 
which  require  difpatch;  viz1  Mr  Prefident  Blair,  and  the  two  Mr  Nelfons v I have  found 
by  experience,  that  the  Gentlemen  at  a dil’tance,  who  have  great  Rivers  to  crofs,  cannot 
be  expected  to  attend  Councils  except  at  ftated  times,  as  Afl'emblies  and  General  Courts, 
as  the  Gentlemen  who  live  near  can  do;  it  is  for  this  reafon  that  I have  picked  out  a 
Gentleman,  who  lives  within  3 miles  of  me,  and  I hope  Your  Lordppa  will  always  con- 
fider  this  conveniency  in  your  recommendations  to  His  Majefty,  that  I may  conftantly 
have  five  Gentlemen  near  at  hand  to  confult  with  in  cafes  which  requires  difpatch.  I 
think  the  fervice  of  the  Govern4  demand  it. 

The  Gentlemen  I now  name  to  Your  LordPI,s  are:  Mr  John  Page * who  fives  in 
Glducefter — Col:  Prefley  Thornton 5 who  lives  in  Northumberland  and  Coll.  Lewis  Bur - 
well*  who  fives  in  this  neck,  3 miles  from  Willianif burgh.

I tranfmit  to  Your  Lordppa  in  this  Box  the  adts  paffed  in  the  fhort  feffion  of  Affem- 
biy held  in  May  on  acct.  of  the  dangers  from  the  Cherokee  Indians;  and  the  acts  paffed 
in  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  Selfion  which  adjourned  in  order  to  preferve  the  Tobacco 
Law  in  force  till  the  expiration  of  the  Seffion;  the  Journals  of  the  Council  and  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes;  the  Accounts  of  the  Receiver  General,  both  in  regard  to  the  quit  rents  and 
2fh.  duty;  and  the  Naval  Officers  accta,  together  with  duplicates  of  accounts  formerly

> Thomas  Dawfon.  He  became  prefident  of  William  and  Mary  and  commiffary  upon  the  death  ot 

James  Blair  in  1743.  He  was  made  a member  of  the  Council  in  1756  and  died  in  December  1 761. 

3 Philip  Ludwell  III,  of  “Green  Spring,  ’’  James  City  County.  He  was  burgefs  for  Jameftown  from 
1742  to  1749,  and  became  a member  of  the  Council  i.t  1752.

It  was  thought  improper  to  fend  part  of  the  Journals  of  the  prefent  feflion  as  it  is 
poffible  forne  alterations  may  be  made'  when  the  general  Affembly  meets  on  the  5th  of 
March  according  to  their  prefent  adjoumement. 

I am  informed  by  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty  Court  here,  that  he  has  received 
directions  from  that  Board  to  tranfrmt  an  account  of  the  proceedings  on  all  captures  of 
Spanifh  Veffels  brought  under  his  Jurifdiction;  on  a complaint  from  the  Ambafl'ador 
from  the  Court  of  Spain  now  in  London.  If  I may  judge  of  other  Colonies  by  this,  the 
complaint  is  not  groundlets  for  I granted  a letter  of  Marque  to  Mr  Sprowle  a Merchant  of 
Norfolk,  for  a Privateer  who  fent  in  here  as  prizes  two  Spanifh  Coafting  Veffels,  one  of 
which  Mr  Sprowle  did  not  think  proper  to  libel  in  the  Court,  but  difeharged  the  Captain 
without  making  him  any  fatiffaCtion ; the  other  he  li bell’d  the  veffel  was  cleared,  but  by 
means  of  an  appeal  hanging  over  the  Captains  head,  he  has  refuted  to  make  him  any 
fatiffaction  alfo,  who  fell  fick  and  died  in  the  Country.  His  conduct  has  appeared  to  me 
in  fo  fcandalous  a light,  that  I fhould  have  put  his  bond  in  fuit  (given  for  the  perform- 
ance of  all  things  required  by  his  inftrudtions)  if  I had  thought  a fuit  could  have  been 
maintained  wdthout  a complaint  regularly  lodged. 

I wrote  to  your  Lordppa  a fevr  days  frnce  by  the  Three  Sifters,  Captn  Gordon  bound  to 
Glafgow,  a duplicate  of  which  letter,  and  of  this  I fnall  lend  by  a Briftol  fhip  which  is  to 
fail  in  a week.

I have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  one  of  the  four  tranfports  with  the  Maffa- 
chufets  Provincial  troops  bound  from  Louifbourgh  to  Bofton  by  order  of  Major  General 
Anther  ft,  put  in  here  by  ftrefs  of  weather  and  for  want  of  provifions,  wth  120  men  of  thofe 
troops  on  board  after  having  been  two  months  at  fea,  unable  to  reach-their  port.  I have 
given  orders  for  their  being  fubfifted  here  and  victualed  for  the  fea,  when  the  Captain 
fhall  think  it  fafe  to  proceed  on  his  voyage.  The  Captain  fays  he  fpoke  with  one  of  the 
others  after  being  parted  30  days  in  the  latitude  of  about  28.  but  was  again  feparated  by 
a hard  gale  before  the  next  morning,  and  believes  they  may  have  got  into  fome  port  in 
the  Weft  India  iflands,  having  not  met  them  here  as  they  agreed. 

The  notification  of  the  lot's  we  have  fuftained  in  the  death  of  His  late  Majefty  is  not 
yet  arrived,  therefore  I have  taken  no  fteps  towards  the  proclaiming  His  prefent  Maj- 
efty, from  whofe  known  virtues  we  have  the  greateft  reai'on  to  expect  a continuation  of 
that  happinefs  we  have  long  enjoyed  under  this  royal  family.

I take  the  opportunity  of  a Ship  for  Briftol  to  inform  your  R‘  Honbl*  Board,  that  on 
the  30th  ult°  put  in  here  one  of  the  four  tranfports  ordered  by  Major  General  Amherft  to 
convey  the  Maffachufets  provincial  Troops  from  Louifbourgh  to  Bofton,  with  120  Men  on 
Board  after  having  been  at  fea  two  months  without  being  able  to  reach  their  deftined 

port 
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port.  They  were  in  great  diftrefs  for  want  of  Provifions,  which  I have  ordered  them  to 
be  fupplied  with,  to  victual  them  for  the  fea  when  the  Captn  fhall  think  it  advifable  to 
proceed  on  his  voyage,  as  well  as  to  fubfift  them  here.  The  Captairffays  he  fpoke  with 
another  of  them  in  the  latitude  of  2S  after  being  parted  30  days,  but  that  they  were 
again  feparated  by  a hard  gale  before  the  next  morning,  that  they  then  agreed  to  try'  to 
make  for  the  Colony,  but  not  meeting  with  them  iiere  as  he  expected  he  hopes  they  may 
be  got  into  fome  port  in  the  Weft  Lidias , as  the  wind  then  blew  hard  at  North  Weft.

In  obedience  to  the  Inftmctions  and  orders  of  His  Majefty  and  his  Privy  Council, 
the  Dupl:  of  which  I received  with  a letter  from  Your  Right  HonbIe  Board  on  the  4th 
inft:  I immediately  fumrnoned  the  Gentlemen  of  His  Maj’ty’8  Council  to  meet  on  the  11th 
to  confult  on  the  proper  meafures  for  proclaiming  his  Maj  ’ty>  in  the  moft  folemn  manner. 
But  by  the  inclemency  of  the  feal'on,  & the  great  Rivers  my  Meffengers  had  to  crofs  in 
their  way  up,  and  the  Gentlemen  to  come  here,  onhr  four  who  lives  pretty7  near,  attended : 
however,  I proceeded  to  Proclaim  His  Maj’ty  here  on  the  12th,  attended  by  the  Scholars 
and  Matters  of  the  College,  the  Corporation  of  this  City,  as  many  Gentlemen  of  the  Col- 
ony and  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  as  I could  Collect,  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
prefent.  The  Procefiion  was  clofed  by  the  Militia  of  the  City  under  arms,  and  the  Proc- 
lamations of  His  Maj’ty’s  right  to  the  Crown  of  thefe  Realms,  and  for  continuing  the 
Officers  in  their  places,  till  His  Maj’ty’3  further  pleafure  is  made  known,  w7ere  read, 
amidft  the  joyful  acclamations  of  the  people ; at  the  Capitol,  the  Market  Place,  and  the 
College,  each  proclamation  followed  by7  a difcharge  of  fmall  arms.  All  Gentlemen  pref- 
ent figned  the  proclamation.  I have  fince  that  folemnity,  ordered  copies  of  the  two 
Procltns  to  be  printed,  and  fent  to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  refpeCtive  Counties,  ordering  them 
to  be  read  at  the  Court  houfes  before  the  Bench  of  Juftices  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Counties  and  at  the  head  of  the  Militia,  which  I have  ordered  to  be  muttered  for  that 
purpofe.  I have  alfo  ordered  that  the  perfons  prefent  fhould  be  invited  to  fign  the 
proclamation,  and  that  they7  fhould  be  returned  to  me  fo  figned.  And  I have  alfo 
ordered  his  Maj’ty’8  order  for  the  alteration  of  the  prayers  for  the  Royal  Family  to  be 
printed  and  fent  to  the  Mmifter  of  every7  parifli  in  the  Colony. 

The  Affembly  meets  on  the  5th  of  next  month  according  to  adjournment,  to  finifh 
the  buhnefs  of  the  Seffion;  wdiich  done:  I fhall  diffolve  them  and  call  another  affembly. 

The  llender  appearance  of  Councillors,  on  this  moft  folemn  and  interrefting  oecafion , 
will  afford  your  Lordppa  fome  ground  to  judge  of  the  great  difficulty  I labour  under  to 
convene  a Council  to  carry  on  the  ordinary  bulinefs  of  Govern1 ; and  I hope  will  be  an 
inducement  to  your  Lordpps  to  reprefent  to  His  Majefty  the  expediency  of  having  at 
leaft  five  of  the  Council  near  at  hand,  under  which  number  I am  inf  trusted  not  to  act 
but  in  cafes  of  great  emergency.

The  legiflature  of  this  Colony  requeft  the  favour  of  Your  Lordpps  that  you  would  be 
pleafed  to  take  the  proper  fteps  that  their  inclofed  addrefs  to  His  Maj’ty  may  be  humbly 
prefented  to  him,  as  a teftimony  of  their  duty  and  attachment  to  His  facred  perfon  & 
government . 

When  the  general  Affembly  had  gone  through  the  bufinefs  of  the  Country,  for  which 
they  ftood  adjourned,  I diffolved  them,  as  was  expedient  under  our  prefent  circumftan- 
ces.  The  ACts  and  journals  of  that  Seffion  I fhall  tranfmit  to  your  Right  Honble  Board 
as  foon  as  I can  obtain  them  from  the  proper  Officers  which  are  always  dilatory,  for  want 
as  they  acknowledge  of  Clerks  properly  qualifyed. 

On  the  meeting  of  the  next  Affembly,  there  will  be  occahon  for  a new  ACt  to  appoint 
a Treafurer.  As  I am  thoroughly  convinced  that  no  alteration  can  be  made  in  this  long 
eftabhfhed  cuftom,  of  appointing  the  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  Burgeffes,  Treafurer  for  the 
money  railed  by  the  Colony  for  His  Maj’ty’3  and  the  Colony’s  ufe,  without  a manifest 
prejudice  to  His  Maj’ty’s  fervice,  I fhall  be  very  anxious  to  know  Your  LordPP3  prefent 
fentiments  on  this  head.  For  as  the  prefent  Gentleman,  who  now  pofefl'es  the  poi’t  of 
Treafurer,  is  the  darling  of  the  Country,  as  he  well  deferves  to  be  for  his  great  integrity, 
affiduitv  and  ability  in  bufinefs ; and  as  I have  always  found  him  the  moft  ufeful  Man  to 
me,  in  conducting  his  Majefty’s  bufinefs,  recommended  to  me,  through  the  houfe  of  Bur- 
geffes, being  always  ready  to  promote  every  thing  I have  communicated  to  him;  I fhall 
think  it  advifeable,  and  indeed  my  duty  to  pafs  a new  act  to  make  him  Treafurer  in  the 
next  Seffion  of  Affembly,  which  is  to  meet  on  the  third  of  November  next,  unlefs  I fhall 
receive  your  Lordpps  directions  to  the  contra rv,  to  which  I fhall  always  pay  due  obedience. 

In  the  laft  feffion  there  was  a great  ftruggle  in  the  Lower  houfe  about  removing  the 
feat  of  Government  nearer  the  centre  of  the  Colony,  wrhether  for  any  other  real'on  than  to 
ingratiate  themfelves  with  their  Conftituents  for  the  approaching  elections,  as  it  was 
known  a diffolution  was  to  take  place;  I know  not,  but  the  reafon  alleged  all  appeared 
to  me  very  trifling.  The  Bill  wras  indeed  loft  on  their  not  agreeing  on  the  place  though 
there  was  a large  majority  for  removing  it  from  this  place.  However,  trifling  as  the  rea- 
lons  were,  as  it  feems  to  me  a matter  of  the  utmoft  indifference  to  the  carrying  on  His 
Maj’ty’9  affairs  where  the  feat  of  Govern4  is  placed.  I fhall  in  no  fhape  obftruCi  fueh  a 
Bill,  whenever  a like  whim  prevails,  or  private  intereft  can  make  a majority  for  this 
meafure,  unlefs  Your  Lordpps  fhou'id  fee  this  matter  in  a different  light  from  that  in 
which  it  appears  to  me ; and  in  that  cafe,  I hope  Your  Lordpps  will  favour  me  with  your 
fentiments  & inl'truCtions.  The  prefent  members  of  His  Maj’ty’9  Council,  I apprehend 
would  l'top  fuch  a Bill  in  their  Houfe ; and  this  can  always  be  effected  without  noife  or 
buftle ; due  regard  being  had  to  the  place  of  refidence  of  gentlemen  appointed  to  be  of 
His  Maj’ty’9  Council. 

I have  put  the  Regiment  of  1000  Men  in  the  pay  of  this  Colony  under  the  Command 
of  Major  General  Amhcrft,  tho’  they  are  actually  in  the  Colony;  this  I did  that  he  might 
be  fure  of  their  acting  in  conjunction  with  Col.  Grant,  who  commands  in  South  Carolina 
ag8t  the  Cherokee  Indians,  left  any  clafhing  of  orders  might  obftruCt  the  good  of  the  whole, 
and  I have  recommended  it  in  the  ftrongeft  manner  to  all  the  parties  engaged,  to  keep 
up  a conftant  and  regular  correfpondence,  that  we  may  all  know  what  each  other  is  doing 
and  all  cooperate  to  the  general  good.  The  Indians  ftand  in  need  of  fome  European 
goods,  tho’  not  of  that  variety,  as  much  as  we  do;  and  if  we  forbear  fupplying  them,  as 
the  French  cannot  now  fupply  them,  I am  of  opinion,  they  may  be  brought  to  reafon 
without  much  bloodfhed,  which  will  make  againft  us,  on  which  ever  fide  the  advantage 
may  be.  If  on  their  fide,  the  consequence  is  obv  ious,  and  if  it  fhould  be  on  ours,  I am 
affraid  that  Revenge,  the  darling,  almoft  the  only  paffion  of  Indians,  will  never  let  them 
reft  till  they  have  fatiated  themfelves  with  taking  blood  for  blood ; which  they  can 
always  have  an  opportunity  of  doing  on  the  back  fettlements  of  the  Colonies  whenever 
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the  luft  of  vengeance  prompts  them.  This  will  be  a check  to  our  Colonies  extending 
further  weft  ward.  We  muft  make  it  their  convenience  to  live  at  peace  with  us,  for  v/e 
have  nothing  elfe  to  truft  to. 

I have  lately  received  a letter  from  Govr  Dobbs,  which  informed  me  that  his  Colony 
has  at  laft  agreed  to  the  railing  500  Men,  which  are  alfo  to  be  put  under  the  command  of 
Major  General  Anther  ft.  I am  in  hopes  they  will  be  ordered  to  join  our  Corps,  and  then 
poflibly  we  may  attack  the  Upper  Cherokee  Towns  with  fome  fuccefs  at  the  time  Colonel 
Grant's  Corps  attacks  the  lower.

I have  deferred  writing  to  Your  Lordpps  till  I could  get  the  journals  and  Acts  of  the 
laft  General  Affembly  out  of  the  refpective  Offices ; which  I always  find  a very  difficult 
tafk;  inactivity,  indolence  and  an  averfion  to  bufinefs  prevailing  univerfally  thro’  this 
Colony.  However  I have  at  laft  completed  this  affair,  and  fhall  fend  the  box  with  all 
the  public  papers  by  Capt"  Norton  in  his  Maj’ty’8  fhip  Affiftance,  having  loft  fome  fent 
heretofore  by  fingle  fhips.  But  I would  not  loofe  the  opportunity  of  writing  to  your 
Right  Honbl°  Board  by  Captn  Morris  who  propofes  to  fail  three  weeks  before  the  Fleet. 

In  obedience  to  your  Lordpps  letter  of  the  17th  Febry  which  was  received  by  me  on 
the  2nd June,  I immediately  confulted  His  Maj’,e:i  Council  in  relation  to  the  claims  of  the 
Indians  on  the  Lands  on  Green  Bryar  and  New  River  or  IFooffs  River,  which  fall  into  the 
Ohio;  the  confkleration  of  this  was  poftponed  till  the  General  Court  in  October,  when  all 
the  Members  of  the  Council  ufually  attend,  when  all  agreements  with  the  Indians  and  all 
their  claims  will  be  enquired  into ; and  in  the  mean  time  I was  defined  to  apply  to  Govr 
Hamilton  of  Penfylvania,  for  copies  of  all  treaties  and  agreements1  made  with  the 
Indians  inhabiting  the  Country  in  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Pitt,  by  Generals  Forbes 
and  Stanwix,  while  they  commanded  there,  which  I have  accordingly  done;  that  your 
Lordpps  may  have  all  the  information  and  infight  into  this  affair  which  we  may  be  capable 
of  giving  you.  And  in  the  mean  time  no  new  patents  will  be  granted  for  thofe  lands,  till 
I receive  your  Lordpps  directions  thereon.’

Burgeffes  for  the  Alfembly  ot  1761-1765. 
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I have  given  orders  to  His  Maj’ty’s  Attorney  General  in  relation  to  the  profecution 
of  Mr  Spr  ovule  the  owner  of  the  Privateer,  which  took  and  brought  in  the  two  Spanifh 
veffels;  an  account  of  which  I wrote  to  your  LordPPV  As  it  is  a matter  of  great  confe- 
quence  and  importance  to  the  Crown,  he  has  deffred  time  to  confider  the  Inf  tractions, 
the  nature  of  the  Bond,  and  the  proceedings  and  papers  relating  to  the  veffel  which  Mr 
Sprmvle  did  think  proper  to  libel  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty,  of  which  the  Attorney  Gen1 
is  alfo  Judge,  and  has  called  into  his  affiftance  the  Judge  Advocate,  and  other  Gentle- 
men able  practitioners  in  that  Court  that  he  may  be  afflfted  with  their  opinions  in  a mat- 
ter of  fuch  moment ; but  he  has  promifed  me  to  make  his  Report  before  the  failing  of 
the  Fleet  at  the  end  of  September. 

Sometime  fince  Govr  Sharpe 1 of  Maryland  applved  to  me  to  know  if  there  was  a 
Cominiffion  in  this  Colony  to  try  Pirates,  on  the  fufpicion  of  there  being  a Pirate  then  in 
the  Bay.  Upon  my  making  enquiry  of  the  Council,  they  informed  me,  that  they  well 
remember  there  was  formerly  fuch  a Commifiion  directed  to  the  Commander  in  Chief 
and  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  time  being,  to  which  were  added  feveral  other 
Gentlemen  of  note  in  the  Colony,  and  that  they  remembered  to  have  tried  a Man  for 
Murther  upon  that  Commifiion ; but  upon  fearching,  no  fuch  Commifiion  is  to  be  found 
and  it  is  fuppofed  to  be  one  of  the  papers  confufned  when  the  Capitol  was  burned ; and 
if  it  were  now  in  being,  would  be  of  no  authority  under  his  prefent  Mai’ty,  being  granted 
in  a former  Reign.  As  fuch  a Commifiion  may  become  neceffary  at  the  end  of  the  war, 
I am  to  intreat  the  favour  of  your  LordPps,  that  fuch  a Commifiion  may  be  renewed,  if  it 
fhould  be  thought  expedient  by  His  Maj’ty  and  his  moft  Honble  privy  Council. 

Major  Gen1  Sir  Jeffery  Amherft  communicated  a letter  to  me  from  your  Right  Honble 
Board  requiring  him  to  fend  in  three  or  four  copies  of  the  Acts  of  this  Colony.  I have 
accordingly  endeavoured  to  procure  them,  but  I find  it  impracticable.  As  they  are  not  a 
faleable  commodity,  the  printer  takes  off  po  more  copies  than  what  are  immediately 
wanted,  viz:  one  for  every  one  of  the  Council  & principal  officers,  and  for  every  Court  of 
Judicature  in  the  Colony,  for  which  he  is  paid  by  a Refclve  of  general  aflembly;  they 
are  of  courfe  out  of  print ; I Qna.ll  in  the  Box  of  papers  by  the  Fleet  fend  you  my  own  let 
which  I believe  will  be  found  to  be  very  complete.  If  fuch  lets  of  the  Laws  are  wanted  in 
England,  upon  directions  from  your  Lordpp3  for  that  purpofe,  I will  recommend  it  to  the 
aifembly  to  order  the  reprinting  a fufficient  number,  that  they  may  be  in  readinefs  on 
any  future  occafion. 

I have  this  day  received  from  Sir  Jeffery  Amherft  by  the  Northern  Poft  from  New 
York  Your  Lordpp3  letter  of  the  28th  Apr:  with  the  Queries,  to  which  I fhall  prepare 
myfelf  from  the  proper  Officers  to  give  your  Lordpp3  fatiffadtory  anlwers,  with  all  the 
dif patch  which  the  nature  of  the  thing  will  allow.

My  Lords, 

I take  the  opportunity  of  the  Departure  of  His  Maj’'1'’3  Ship  A ffiftance,  commanded 
by  Wm  Norton  Efqre  to  tranfmit  to  your  Lordpp\  all  the  acts  of  the  laft  feflion  of  Affem- 
bly,  the  Journals  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Iloufe  of  Burgeffes,  the  Receiver  Generals 
accounts  with  thofe  of  the  Naval  Officers,  and  the  duplicates  of  thofe  before  fent. 

It  may  be  neceffary  for  me  to  explain  the  motive  for  the  laft  Claufe  of  Chapter  i,: 
intituled:  “An  Abt  for  the  Recruiting  and  further  continuing  the  Regiments  in  the  ser- 
vice of  this  Colony,  and  for  other  purpofes  therein  mentioned.  ' In  the  year  1755  there 

was

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was  an  Adi  for  laying  an  additional  duty  of  ten  per  cent  on  the  importation  of  Negroes 
to  be  paid  by  the  Buyer;  in  the  year  1758  this  Act  was  continued  in  force  for  a longer 
time,  than  the  Adi  of  17  55  provided  for ; when  they  determined  to  take  off  this  additional 
duty,  they  by  miftake  repealed  the  Act  of  1755  which  laid  the  duty  but  was  expired, 
inftead  of  the  Act  of  1758  which  continued  it,  fo  that  this  Claule  became  neceffary,  and 
was  thought  not  an  improper  Rider  to  a money  Bill. 

Chapter  26th  intituled  “An  Act  for  paying  the  Burgefles  wages  in  money  for  this 
prefent  feffion  of  Affembly  in  lieu  of  the  Tobacco  allowed  them  by  an  Act,  which  had 
received  his  Maj’ty’8  affent,  is  not  altogether  confiftent  with  my  Inftrudtions  on  that 
head;  but  as  no  perfon  is  concerned  in  that  Act  but  themfelves,  and  nobody’s  property 
affedted  by  it  but  their  own,  it  being  a felf  denying  act,  and  as  it  has  been  the  conftant 
pradtiee  for  many  years.  I have  given  my  affent  to  it  as  ufual,  and  hope  I fhall  not 
incurr  His  Maj’ty’s  difpleafure  for  having  done  fo. 

Proofs  of  all  the  neceffary  forms  relating  to  notices  given  in  the  refpedtive  parifhes, 
where  the  lands  he,  which  are  affedled  by  the  private  accts,  have  been  regularly  produced 
in  the  Council  and  are  recorded  in  the  journal  thereof,  of  which  I have  given  a certificate 
on  the  back  of  each  particular  act  agreable  to  my  inftrudtions  thereon. 

I have  the  honor  to  tranfmit  to  your  Lordpps  the  opinion  of  His  Maj’ty’3  Attorney 
General  on  the  Cafe  of  the  Captain  of  the  privateer  belonging  to  Mr  Sprowle  and  the  Span - 
ifh  veffel  brought  in  by  her,  by  which  your  Lordpps  will  obferve  he  is  of  opinion  that  a 
fuit  can  be  maintained  on  the  Bond,  and  that  he  has  ordered  out  proper  writs  for  the 
profecution  thereof  agreable  to  your  Lordpps  directions  to  me  in  your  letter  of  the  17th 
Febry  laft.

My  Lords, 

I think  it  my  duty  to  take  the  opportunity  of  a packet  which  Sir  Jeffrey  Amherft 
propofes  to  fend  to  England  in  a few  days,  to  acquaint  your  Lordpps  of  my  being  in  this 
Citv.  I cannot  fay  abfolutely  that  a want  of  health  made  me  take  the  benefit  allowed 
me"by  His  Majefty’s  Royal  Inftrtns  of  leaving  my  Colony  for  a fhort  time  to  recover  it, 
tho’  I have  not  been  perfectly  well  for  near  fifteen  months  paft ; but  as  I have  thought  it 
for  the  advantage  of  His  Majefty’s  Colonies  in  general,  as  well  of  Virginia  in  particular 
that  I fhould  have  a conference  with  Sir  Jeffery  Amherft  on  the  fubject  of  the  Chcrakee 
affairs  before  he  left  this  continent,  I have  made  ufe  of  the  liberty  granted  me ; In  which 
I hope,  I have  not  done  wrong  as  the  time  I fhall  be  out  of  the  Colony  wall  be  under  a 
Month,  being  determined  to  return  before  the  firft  day  of  the  General  Court  on  the  10. 
Od'. 

The  Men  we  railed  laft  fpring  to  attack  the  upper  Cherokee  Towns  in  conjunction 
with  Troops  of  North  Carolina;  while  Col.  Grant  attack’d  the  lower  Towns  with  the 
Troops  of  Great  Brittain  and  of  South  Carolina,  have  not  been  yet  joined  by  a Angle 
Man  from  N°  Carolina.  From  this  difappointment,  and  from  fome  difficulties  Col. 
Byrd  complains  of  in  the  being  fupplv’d  with  provifions  from  the  Contractors,  has  pre- 
vented him  from  penetrating  into  their  Country,  agreable  to  the  plan  propofed,  & orders 
given  by  the  General. 

But  by  the  chaftifement  given  to  the  Cherokees  by  Col.  Grant,  and  by  our  Troops 
hovering  over  the  upper  Towns,  I am  in  hopes  a peace  with  thofe  Indians  is  near  being

By  His  Honour  the  Leut  Govemer,  you  will  be  made  acquainted,  with  Mr  Leheup's 1 
refignation,  and  on  this  occalion,  let  the  Zeal  that  I have  hitherto  occafionelly  fhewn,  in 
your  Service,  new  recommend  me,  to  the  continuance  thereof,  as  Suffefior  to  Mr  Lekeup 
and  whatever  Terms,  the  Leut  Governor  & you,  fhall  preferibe  to  me,  in  your  Service 
I fhall  acquieffe  in. 

I muft  do  you  the  Juftice,  to  let  you  know,  the  agreeable  reception,  that  your 
addrefs  to  his  Majefty,  and  the  whole  of  your  public  Proceedings,  concerning  the  prefent 
controverfyq  has  hitherto  met  with,  and  tuch  muft  ever  be  the  reception,  where  public  or 
privat  bufmefs  is  conducted  with  a due  confiftency,  and  with  Candor,  Temper,  & Moder- 
ation ;

deliberation,  I can  fee  no  refource  but  in  his  Majefty  Judgment  thereupon,  and  that,  we 
fhall  ever  have.  You  will,  I hope,  forgive,  this  my  general  addrefs  to  you  on  the  prefent 
occafion — an  accident  to  my  right  hand,  difables  me  from  writing  in  a more  particular 
manner;  I beg  leave  therefore  to  conclude  with  returning  you  my  thanks,  for  your 
acknowledgment  of  my  paft  Services,  & believe  me  to  be  on  all  occalions  with  great
